And his Mother, all writers agree to have beene, Mandane , the 
daughrer of Aſtyages King of the Medes. The common ſpeech is, and SHOW the 
Barbarians rite it iseven at this day in every mans mouth , That Cyres y. for 
his outward countenance was very faireand well fauoured, and for the inward endu- 
ments of his minde, moſt courteous, ſtudious, and exceeding defirous of ho- 
Nour : infomuch as for to win praiſe, he would refuſe no paines, but vadergoeall pe- 
rils whatſocuer. Cyres being thus by nature, enducd with rare gifts of the mage, 
and adorned with beaury of body alfo;(according as we find in written records: ) was 
trained yp beſides, -in the lawes of the Perſians, Lawes, (to ſay atruth) which ſeeme 
evenatthe very firſt to provide for the weale publike. Neither goe they that way to 
worke, nor beginthere,as in many Stares they doe. For, the moſt part of other Com- 
mon-wealths, permitting every man to bring vp his owne children as he liſt, and ſyf- 
fering rhe elder fort themſelves to lead what life ehey will, ordaine afterwards and 
commaund themſin this wiſe] Not to fteale: Not to rob : To breake into no mans houſe by 
violence, nar to ſtrike any _ wrongfully : Not to commit Adultery: Not to be diſobediem 
to the Magiſtrate,and ſemblably other [Edids they publiſhJof like narure. And looke, 
who tran{greſſeth any of/rheſe Ordinances, they impoſe a penalty vpon him. But the 
Perſian lawes by good foreſight rake order, that no nariue of theirs ſhould ar rhe firſt 
be ſo affeRed, as to commit any foule and'diſhoneſt faR.- 

They haue amongſt them a common place of free refort (as they tearme it,) where 
the Kings Palace, with the other ſtarely Courrs are ercted : from whence, all Mer- 
chandizing, al mercate folke with their clamorous noiſes and trifling fooleries,are dri- 
ven into another place; to the end,thar the varuly and baſe mulrirude of ſuch as they 
es might not be intermingled with the civill order of thoſe, who have had goad

.» This:common* Hall fituate about the Courts and Edifices afore-ſaid.is diuided into 
fqure quarters. Of which,one is [appointed] for * children,anothet for young men, 
a third for men of middle age; and the laſt for ſuch, as by reaſon of theit yeeres be ex- 
empt-from warre-fare. Now, by order of law, prouided it is; thatevery of theſe .___.. 
ſhould preſent themſelves in their owne ſeveral! quarters. The* children, and rhey * Orboyes 
who be at mens eſtate, by the breake of day © Bur the elder ſort, when they beltmay © 
and ſexliair times; valetie ir be vpon certaine ſer daies , when they mult of neceffiry 

give attendance. As for the young men,they alſo lye abourtthe Courts aforeſaid with - 

thoſe armes which they are trained with,excepr-ſuch as be married : And theſe yerily 

are not ſo. much as<nquired for, vnlefſe they had eſpeciall warning before to wait. 
Howbeir, for them alſo to be oftenabſenr;is nor commendable, For every oneofrheſe 

diviſions, there be 12: Provoſts (according as the whole nation of the Perſoant is diuls | 

ded into 12. * Tribes. Children or boies, are vnder the charge of certaine choiſt ten * & Shim. 
of theelders, ſuchas arethought fir ro make a” moſt vertuous and honeſt,” vs 
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the young men, are ap ointed thoſe of middle age, ſuch as {ceme ſufficient to bring 
them to beſt proufe and perfeRion. The men allo of ripe and compleat yeers, have 
for their overſeers thoſe, who are deemed able fo to inſtruct them, as they may per- 
forme thoſe things-moſt of all, which are preſcribed unto them, and commanded 
by the SoveraigheMagiſtrate. The Auncients likewiſeare not without their Preſidents 
choſen of purpoſe to rule them, and to'iguve direction, that even they alſo may execute 
their duties. And verily, what ſeuerall functions are appointed for eucry age to be 


employed in, I will declare ih particular, thatir may the berter appeare, how diligent. 


they be, and what courſe they take, that their * Cirizens may prooue right. honeſt 
men. LE 4 
The * boyes then, ordinarily frequenting their * Schooles, ſpend the time in lear- 
ning Juſtice: and they give it out, that for this purpoſe, they goe thither : like as 
with vs they doc, who are to learne their * Jetters, As for their Governours , they 
beſtow the moſt part of the day, in miniſtring Iuſtice among them. For, even theſe 
* boyes afterthe manner of men, frame their endiremenrs and ations one againſt ano= 
ther;of Theft, Robbery, Violence, Deceit, Slanderous or reprochfull words, and ſuch like 
viuall caſes. And obrten be found delinquent-in any of thefe crimes, puniſhed 
they are. Thoſe alſo they chaſtiſe, whom they take accuſing others wichoutiuſt cauſe. 
Moreover, they call iudicially into queſtion that crime, for which, men hate indeed 
one another moſt, yer never queſtion any therefore, And tharis Ingratitude. And 
whomſoever they vnderſtand able to requite a good rurne, and yet ſhort in requitall, 
him they ſharply puniſh: For this they thinke, That vnthanketull perſons, are of all 
othcrs moſt negligent likewiſe in their dury to God, to their parents, to their Coun- 
trey alſo and totheir friends. Yea and it ſeemeth, that vnthankefulneſſe is accompa- 
nied eſpecially with* vaſhamefacednefle : And this vice verily is thought to be the 
head-Mifſtris that leadeth to all lewdneſle and villany. Moreouer , they teach theſe 
boyes temperance : And much furthered are'they in learning ſuch moderation, for 
that they ſee before their faces,even the Auncients every day, to live right temperate- 
ly. - Furthermore, they give them precepts to obey their Rulers. In which point 
alſo it auaileth much, that they behold che very Elders, paſſing obedient to the hi$h- 
er powers: Semblably , they inſtruct them to bee ſpary in their meats and drinks: 
wherein alſo they have a great helpe ; partly becauſe they have before their eyes the 
example of the Seniours, who depart not vnto their refection before the Magiſtrates 
tue them leaue; and in part, for that the children themſelves feed not art home with 
Their mothers, bur with their Maſters, -and when the Provoſts doc fo appoint: Now 
they bring with them from home for their ſtanding food, bread: and for their * cates 
deſfide * creſſes ; And if any of them be athirſt; he hath an earthen * pot wherewith 
to clitch vp water out of the running river. Furthermore, they learnego thoot and 
dart. Thus you ſee, what the boyes practiſe, vntillchey be ſixreene or ſeventecne yeers 


of age. - | 
Aer this time, raunged they are among the young men : and theſe be imployed 
and doe liveinthis manner : For ten yeers immediately after their childhood,they lie 


by night (as is aforeſaid) about the Kings Palace and other Courts, as well for the 
Fo of the publike State, as for the exerciſe of remperance; (For, this age ſeemerhto 

ave moſt need of. carefull tending and governance) bur in the day-rime they ſhew 
themſelves principally to the Magiſtrates, -if haply there be ſome ſervice to bee done 
for the Common-wealth. And whenſoever need requireth,they all give attendance a- 


| bout the Palaces and Courts aforeſaid. But when the King gocth forth on hunting(and 
EN that 
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chat doth he ofteneuery moneth) hee leaueth behinde him halte of this Guard + And 
chey that goe out with him, muſt have with chem, a bow and arrowes with a/quiver; 
a ſhort * Falchion ina ſcabbard,or elſe a battell-Axe; alight Buckler befides.and rwo 
Tauclins: the one to launce afar off,che other to vſe if need be,cloſeat hand-fight; Now 
why they practiſe hunting in publike; and wheretore the King inperſon is their Lea- 
der,as in time of warre,(for he both hunteth himſelte,and alſo raketh order thar others 
alſo, ſhould hunt; ) the reaſon is ; becauſe this exerciſe feemerhr ro bee an exercife rhat 
moſt truly doth reſemble warfare. For it-inureth them to riſe. early in the morning, 
and ro endure both heare and cold : it traineththem to travell on faote intheir march, 
yeaandto run. Againe,of neceſſity they muſt ſhoot and dart at the wilde beaſt where- 
{ocuer he hapnerth to encounter them: yea and oftentimes in hunting, their couragecan 
not.chuſe but be quickned and wherted, namely,when any of thelſc fell beaſts ſhall be 
preſented vato them. For when the ſame approacheth neere , ſtrike they muſt: and 
withall, inany wiſe avoid ſuch as violently make head. So that all chings conſidered, + 3 
rhere cannor lightly be any feat in warre, which is not feene inthis wilde chaſe. When 2 
thelegoe forth on hunting, they haue for their dinner a larger allowance ſomewhar, 
as go9d reaſon is, than the Boyes have, howbeit in orher retpecs alike. During the 
timerhat they be hunting,dine they may nor; and fay ir fall our ſo,char they muſt ſtay 
long forthe game, or that they will for their pleaſure otherwiſe, continue the chaſe, 
and tarry by it ſtill: with this their dinners allowance, they make rheir ſapper, and the | 
morrow after, huntall day vatill ſupper-ume : and'{o thete two. dayes they-rxeckon 3 
bur for one, becauſe they ſpend bur one dayes proportion * of food, Which they doe * 2 ofvread. 
of purpoſe, to accuſtome themlelues, that if the like occaſion ſhould happenin warre, 
they might bee able to performe the ſame. And looke whar venifon they of this age E 
and growth get,that have they for * Cares rotheir bread: butifthey ſpeednot, they * Or,pirrance. 
mult take vp with bare * Crefles. Now if-any man thinke they haue no pleaſure in *><fides bread. ©? 
feeding thus, becauſe Creſles be their onely Cares to rheir bread, and as little in drin- 3

* barly-meale and dry bread to him that is hungry: and how fwcer it is to drink ſheere * wdte. 
water whena man is dry.As for theſe companies which remaineat home,among other PIs 6 wo 
exerciſes that they practiſed when they were boyes, they giverhemſelues to the feare ware and opies 
of thooring and darting.In making marches alſo continually and ſtriuing one ro excel] others forthick 
anocher,rhey ſpend the time. There bealſo certain publique games for theſe maſterics; #*Lotweale 
and prizes withall propoſed for the winners. And in whar Tribe there proucto bee the athersal:ofor * 
orcaceſt number,of moſt skilfull, hardy and truſty perſons in this kinde, their Provoſt bread © © 
not. onely for the timebeing , but hee alſo who trained them vp in their boyes age, is I 
highly praiſed and honoured of the people therefore. Moreover, theſe young mcn, 
whortarry at home,the Magiſtrates ſtil] employ, incaſe there be need of any guard,or 
of ſerch for the tinding out of malefaRtors, likewiſe of heui-andery for the intercepring 
or apprehenſion of theeves:-and in one word, about the executionof any ſervicethar 
requrerheirher maine ſtrength or ſpeedy expedition. Thus much of young men and 
their, imployments. | 
Now after they haue paſſed theſe ten.yeeres inthis wiſe, they come to be reckoned 
men of perfect age: and(o for the ſpace of five and rwenty yeeres fromehis their yourh 
forward, they ſpend after this manner: Arthe firſt they give atrendance as'the young 
mea did yponthe Magiſtrates : what need focuer the Common-wealth hath, of ſach 
{crvice eſpecially,as is to be performed by thoſe tharare borh for wiſdome and know- 
Icdge and alfo for courage and ſtrength yer - an Andif they muſt vpon _ 
3 occaſion 
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occaſion goeto the warres,theſe men who have thus farre proceeded, vie no more ei- 
ther bowes and arrowes,or darts and javclins to be launted from-them,but ſuch wea- 


' ponsandarmour as becalled ayyguaze.i. meet for cloſe fight,to wit, wearing a cuirace 


for the defence of the breſt,8& bearing in their left hand,a light * Targuare,{uch as the 
Perſians be portrayed with in their piures; bur inthe right hand a ſword or Cymi- 
ter, And of this ranke conſiſt all the Rulers, except the * Preceptors of the boyes 
aboueſaid.. Who by the time that they have ſpent theſe twenty five yeeres, | 
well be ſomewhat above fifty yeeres of age: and therefore then, they be acoblipted, 
of their ranke and number , who both indeed are, -and alfo bee called *' Seni- 
Outs. . 

Theſe Auncients goe now no moreto warre out of their owne countrey, but re. 
maine ſtillat home, imploied in deciding and diſpatching of all cauſes as well pub- 
like as priuate, Theſe likewiſe determine iudicially matters of life and death. They 
have the eleRion alſo of all Rulers and Magiſtrates. And if any one of the younger 
ſort, or of the middle and fertled age be flacke in obſerving the lawes, him whomſo- 
euer he be,the Tribunes[or Preſidents of each Tribe and company Jor any other per- 
ſon elſe that will, doe preſent. And theſe Elders whenthey haue heard the cauſe, 
diſplace the ſaid party : who being thus removed out of his ranke, leadeth all the reſt 
of his life in diſgrace and infamy. But to the end that the whole Common-wealth 
of the Perſians, and the forme thereof may more evidently appeare,now will I returne 
and aſcend a little higher : For, by reaſon of that diſcourſe which hath already beene 
made, I ſhall beable to declarethe fame very briefely. 

The Perſians are ſaid ro be in number about one hundred and twenty thouſand: and 
none of them all by law, vncapable of honourable I” and Offices of Srate: Yea, 
and lawfull it is forall the Peyſiers to ſend their children to the common ſchooles of 
Tuſtice, Howhbeit, they onely doe ſend, whoare able to keepethem otherwiſe in caſe 
and doing nothing : but ſuch as cannot ſo doe, never ſend them thither. And verily, 
theſe * Children who haue had their Inſtitution by the publike Schoole-maſters, may 
lawfully among the young men paſſe their youth forward; But fuch as haue nor bin 
ſo taught, may not once come amongſt them. They alſo who haue converſed with 
other young men and performed their parrs asthe law requireth of them, are allowed 
toſtep higher vntothe fellowſhip of thoſe men thatare come to full age; to beparta- 
kers alſo with them in Magiſtracies and dignities. But ſuchas have nor liued and con- 
tinued out their time, among the boyes or young perſons abovelaid, are never admit- 
ted into the ſociety ofthe middle aged men. Moreouer, as many as have paſſed their 
compleat time without blame and reproufe among thoſe of full and perte& yeeres, 
be promoted vnto the order and degree of the Auncients. And thus are they ordained 
Senigurs, when = have gonethrough all good and honeſt fundions. And truely 
this is that forme of policy and government, which as many as vſebe reputed ſimply 
the beſt men and molt vertuous. And even arthis day, thereremaineth areſtimony, 
as well of their moderate dier, asalfo of working out their food. For even yet, a- 
mong the Perſians, it is held a ſhamefull thing, cither to ſpit, or ſnit the noſe, or to 
ſeeme full of ventoſities. Yea anda ſhame it is for a man to be ſeene openly to goc any 
whither abroad, citherro make water, or to.doe any ſuch requiſite buſinefſe of nature. 
And ſurely,never were they able thus much'to-doe, valeſſe they did, not onely,keepe 
a ſparediet., buralſo by trauell; ſo ſpend and confume their excrementitious moy- 
{ture, as that it might paſſeand be conueyedfome other way. Thus much I chought 
goad to ſpeake of all the Perſians in generall. ' Bur now will I deliver the noble acts 
of

How Cyrus went into Media with the Queene hu mother : where he ſhewed many 
tokens of his good nature and pregnant wit, unto King Altyages : ſem- 
blably of hu temperance and ſobriety. 


Trus therefore was trayned vp 1 this diſcipline, vnrill he came to be rwelve 

( yeeres old and ſomewhat better : by which time ir was well ſcene, that he ex- 
celled all his ſchoole-fellowes, both in quicke apprehenſion and aprnefle co 

learne what was put vnto him: and alſo in performing of every ation handſomely 
with a grace and manly courage. After which time [King] cAfyages ſent for his 
daughter [Mandane} and her ſonne : as having a grear deſire ro fee him , for the re- 
port that went, what a goodly and rowardly Youth he was. So Mandave went toher 
father, taking with her Cyr#s her ſonne. Vato whom, when ſhe was come, and that 
with great ſpeed , no ſooner knew Cyrus that Aſtyages was his mothers father, bur 
forchwith (as he was a childe by nature kind and louing to his parents) he falured and 
embraced him, as if he had beene one brought vp with him long before, or inwardly 
acquainted with him of old. And beholding him, how he was fer out with painting 
vnder his eyes, with a fer borrowed colour in his face, with a perrucke alfo or'eap of 
counterfait haire on his head,after the guiſe of the Meges (for allrheſe devices are re- 
ceiued among them, like as beſtde theſe AZedias faſhions, it is the manner with them 
to weare purple coates and Amices which they call Caxdyes, as alſo cheines and car- 


kancts about thcir necks, and bracelers * at both hands: whereas the Perſians, ſuch as "Orca bh 


. keep at home in their owne countrey, evenart this day vic much courſer rayment and 
more flender diet,Cyrws I {ay,ſecing this gay arrire and ornaments of his grandfather, 
and looking wiſtly vpon him, Mother, quoth he, whar a faire grandfather hane I - 
And when his Mother asked him againe whether of the rwaine he thoughr the good- 
lier man, his owe father or this his grandfather 2 he anſwered thus, Madame;of all 
the -Perſrans my father is moſt fightly : bur of the Atedes, as many of them as T have 
{ceac, cither vpon the way,in the ſtreets, or ar their dores, my grandfather here is rhe 
goodlieſt perſon by farre. 4ſtyages therfore imbracing the child c againe,did put v; 
him a beaurifull robe,and withall honoured and decked him with coftly * collars and 
bracelets. Alſo, if he rode forth any whither, he would haue Cyr#s evermore with 
him, mounted on horſe-backe, with a golden bridle, even ashe was wont himſelfe 
ro ride, And Cyrus (being a child given much to decent gallancneſie, and no lefſe de- 
firous of honour) as he rooke grear delight imthar rich robe, ſo he joyed not a little, 
thar he learned the fear of riding. For, in Perfis, by reaſon thar it is hard for want of 
forage to keepe horſes, and ro ride there, becauſe the country is full of mountaines, 
feldome might a man ſo much as ſee an horſe. Now 4 being vpon a time at 
ſupper with his daughter and [little * nephew] Cyras, minding alſo that rhe childe * Qs grand. 
ſhould ſap with greateſt pleaſure and contentment, ro the end Sl haves. 
long afcer home, did ſer before him ſundry plarrers full of the daintieſt cates and vi- - 
ands 0f all ſorrs, and rhe ſame ſerved vp with the moſt exquiſite * Sauces thartonld * tlwiawn. 
be deuiſed. Then Cyr#s,a5 they ſay, ſpake in this wiſe, Grandfire, what trouble doe 
you pur your ſelfe vago ar ſupper, if you muſt reach with your hand eg every diſh 
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here, and taſte of ſomany and ſundry meates? why? quoth Aftyages againe , Is not 
this, thinkeſt thou, a finer ſupper by many degrees than that in Perſia * No verily 
Good Sir anſwered Cyrus, conſidering we goe a more plaine and direct way to ſatisfic 
our ſelues than yee do; For, bread and fleth onely bring vs ſtraight thither; whereas 
yee,ſhooting at the ſame marke that we doe,after much wandring vp and downe, and 
fetching many a compaſſe and winding cranke, hardly and with much adoe ar length, 


_ arrive vatothat, whereto weattained long before. But we my childe, quoth Aſtya- 


ges, thinke it no paine thus to raunge and goeabout, onely doe but taſte, and thou al- 
ſo ſhalt know, quoth he, how roothſome and ſavoury theſe cates are * Yea, but me 
thinkes, quoth Cyrs;,thateven your ſelfe, grandfire, doe leath thefe deinties. ” Then 
Aſtyages, whereby ſpeakeſt thou ſo,my child? and what conjecture leaderh thee thexe- 


to? becaufe ſaith he, I ſee, when you have handled bread, that you doe not wipEyour 


hand with any thing : but no ſooner touch you any of theſe viands and ſauces, but 
preſently at every morſell, andas you dip therein, you make your hand cleane with a 
napkin, as if you were much offended, that the fame was full of it. Well, iy ſonne, 

uoth 4ſtyages, if this be thy conceit; bemerry yet and fall ro thy fleſh-meats, that 
thou maiſt returne homea gallant Youth. Which he had no ſooner ſaid, but he cay- 
ſed many kinds of fleſh, both wild and tame, to be fer before him. Now when Cyrus 
beheld ſuch ſtore of fleſh, Tell me Grandfire quoth he, doe you beſtow upon me all 
this veniſon and other fleſh-meats to doe whar I liſt therewith-? yea mary doe I my 
ſonne quoth 4ſtzages, I frankly give them all to thee. - Then Cyrus taking to him the 
faid IN nn diſtributed themall among the ſervitonrs that waited on his Grand- 
father, ſaying theſe or ſuch like words tocach one: Take thou this , forthar thou 
reacheſf nes willingly to ride. Here is for thee, becauſe thou didſt beſtow on me 
a dart, for * this have I yet by me. To one, I give thee this in regatd of thy good: 
ſervice ro my Grandfather. And to another , have thou this at my hands , becauſe 
thoudoeſt honour to my mother. In this manner dealt he, unrill he had made an 
hand of all the fleſh which he received. But how is it quoth Afyages, that thou giveſt | 
nothing to Sacas my Cup-bearer, whom of all others I eſteeme moſt ? Now was this 
Sacas a goodly fellow of perſon; and beſides, in that place of credit and honour, as to 
admit Suiters vnto the preſence of Aſtyages, and to put backe ſuch as he thought came 


Out of ſeaſon and not meet to have accefſſe. - But Cyras (as a child) not ſmaying art all, 


nor abaſhed at the queſtion, readily came upon him againe with a reply , And why 
Grandfather, quoth he, ſer you ſuch ſtore by this Sacas? Then A4ſftyages anſwered mer- 
rily in this manner, Seeſt thounor quoth he, how deftly and fearly he doth his offices 
for, the Cup-bearers of theſe Kings , be very neate and fine in powring in the wine 
with a gular grace bearing the * Cup alſo with three fingers fo handſomely, that 

as they deliuer it into the hands of him thar ſhall drinke thereof, hee may receive ir 

with greateſt facility. Why £ quoth'Cyr#s, commaund Sxcas good Grandfather to 


 putthe Cup likewiſe into my hands, that I alſo ſerving you with wineright decently, 
| mayif I can, win your grace and favour. Whereupon, A#yages willed him to give 


the Cup unto Cyrus; which when he had received, he rinſed it as featly as he had ſeene 
Sacas doe itzand fo with a ſerled countenance hee brought ir to his Grandfather and 
gave it him ſo curiouſly with ſuch a ſeemely geſture, that he ſer both his Mother and 
Aſtyages alaughiog full heartily. And Cyr»s himſelfe taking up a laughter for com- 
pany, ran unto his 'Grandfarher and kiſſed/him, ſaying withall, Thou art utterly un- 
dane Sacas,for I am like to thruſt thee out of thy honorable place. For,as in other re- 
ſpecs I ſhall powre out wine better thanthou, fo when 1 doit, I will not drinke it off; 
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my ſelfe. For, thele Kings Cup-bearers when they preſent a cup of wine, powre 
ſome of ir forch into a raſter whialttthey hold in their left hand, and fo rake the 
aſſiy and drink ir off, to the end that if they had conveyed poyſoninto the Cup, 
they might nor eſcape themſelves without a mi{chicte. Hereupon 4ſtyages,mitt- 
ding to make ſoine ſport with Cyrws, And why,quorh he, unto him, doſt chou 
imitate Sacas inall points elſe, but drankeſt nor the wine as he did £ Becauſe, ſaid 
- he, I feared that poyſon was mixed therewith in the | porn: For, when upon 
your birch-day you feaſted your * friends, I perceived evidently, that 

red forth unto you all,very poyſon. And how knewelt thou thar,quiothih 
Sonne ? For-ſooth, ſaid Cyrus, becauſe I ſaw-you diſtempered both-inbotly and 
minde. For, firſt, looke what ye forbid us children to doe, that thid yee your 
ſelves : yee did fſerup a cry , and howred all at'once rogether : yeefell to fin- 


ging.and char very ridiculouſly,and whom yee heard not to-fing atall;ye would - 


not ſticke ro ſweare, that he ſung paſſing well. Moreouer, when eycry one of 
you bragged of his owne ſtrength and valour, no ſooner roſe yee vp todaunce, 
but ( ſo farre were yee from keeping the meaſures) that unnerh ye were able ro

ſtand vpright on your feet. So that yee all forgat your ſelves , you, thar = :

that this which you then did, was thar very * liberry of free ſpeech , which . 


allowethevery man to ſpeake indifferently his mind. And, to fay a truth, your 
rongues neuer lay ſtill, Why 2 quoth Aſtyages then, Tell mee my ſonne, when 
thy facher drinketh wine, is hee not drunken otherwhiles 7, No truly, anſwered 
| Cyrus. But how doth he order the matter, quoth CAſtyages, that he continuerh 
ſober * Truly, faich Cyr«, he drinketh ſo, as har hee allayeth his thurſt onely-: 
andin ſo doing , other harme hee feelerh none: For hee hath no Sac45, I trow, 
Grandfather, to fillhim wine. Herear inferred his mother and ſaid, W har is the 
reaſon my ſonne, that thou art ſo heauy a friend to Saces and thus fer againſt 
him 2 To rell you rroth,ſaid Cyr«s, becauſel hate him in my heart; for, mar 
times when I am deſirous to runne unto my Grandfather, this fellow ( 
lewd and wicked varler as he is) puts mee backe. Bur I beſeech you good 
Grandfather, giue mee the command ouer him, bur three daies. Andafier what 
fort ſaid .Aſtyages, wilt thou exerciſe thy authoritie vpon him © Stand I will, 
quoth Cyrus, inthe very entry, where he is wont to ſtand, and when he would 
come into dinner, Backe Sirra will I ſay, There is no ingrelle far you yet utro 
yourdinner: My Grandfather is buſie in giving audienceunta certaine perſons. 
Againe, when he commeth to ſupper, I will ſay, Hee is now bathing of him. 
Andif I ſee, that very faine he would cat, I will ell him that my Grandfather 


is even then withthe * Ladies. Thus will I doc untill I have puthim off, like as , 


himſelfe uſeth ro deludeand delay mee,keeping mee backe from accefle to your 
preſence. - Such prety ſports as theſe, miniſtred Cyras at the table, all ſupper 
while. Bur in the day time, if he perceiued that cicher his Grandfarher, or Vn- 
kle by the Mothers fide, had a mindeto any thing, hard it was forany other ro 
prevent him, in effeQing the ſame : For, exceeding glad was Cyrus to gratifie 
chem, in any ſervice to hus power. 30: 
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How the Queene Mother Mandane retorned into Perſia, and Cyrus abode behind in 
Media : where he gave himſelfe much to Horſe-manſhip and frates of 
 Armes: and with his owne hand killed many wild beaſts, 


© TOw when Handane addreſſed her ſelfe roreturne unto her husband, 
"\4ftyages beſoughr her to leave Cyrus with him : But ſhee made this an- 
{wer againe; That willing ſhee was indeed ro fatishe her father in all 
things, howbeit ſhe thought ir hard; to leave the childe: behind her againſt his 
will. Then 4ftyazes direting his ſpeech to Cys, my ſonne quoth he, if thou 
wile tarry here withime : Firſt and formoſt, tor acceſſe to me, thou ſhalt nor be 
beholdent&Sacas, n6r-at his appointment : Bux whenſoever thou art diſpoſed to 
enter into my chamber; it ſhall be as thou wilt thy ſelfe :- and'the oftner that 
thou ſhalt” repgire unto-me , rhe more thanke will I conn thee. Againe, mine 
owne horſes ſhall be at thy commaund , yea and others as many as.it pleaferh 
thee to uſt: And when'thou wilt depart, rake with thee which of them thou 
- liſt. Beſides; atrhy ſuppers uſe thihe owne diet, and take what courſe thou wile 
unto that which thou thinkeſt to ſtand with moderate ſobriety. Moreover, I 
beſtow upon theeall wild beaſts that now be in my Parke, and others will I ger 
togerher for thee of all kinds : which , ſo ſoone as ever thou haſt learned to ride 
an horſe perfectly, thou ſhalt chace ar thy pleaſure, and by ſhooting and darri 
overthrow, like as tall and mighty men are wont to doe. Furthermore, I wi 
appoint certaine young Genelemen ro bee thy play-feers: And in one word, 
wharſouer thy mind ſtands to, fay but the word ro me and thou ſhalt nor faile 
bur have ir. - Aﬀeer that 4ſt5ages had thus ſaid-ro Cyrvs, his mother asked him, 
whether he would tay or depart? who without any ſtudy vpon the point, an- 
fwered readily, That tarry he would. And being demaunded againe of his mo- 
ther, wherefore? This (by teport) was his anſwer: Becauſe, Mother, at home, 
as.] am indeed, ſo men repute me, of all my companions for ſhooting and dar- 
ting the very beſt. - Bur here, T know full well, that in riding I come ſhort of all 
my fellowes:which thing!I would you knew,Mother,how it greeveth me nor a 
lictle : Now; if you leave-mee here behind you, that Imaylearne the feate of 
Horſe-manſhip ,- when-I am come among the Perſians, I ſuppoſe you thinke, I 
ſhall ſoone'ſlirpaſſt them (as good as they are) in foor-man-ſhip: and ifT rerurne 
hicher unto tie Medjans; | ſhall endeavour, being of many. good horſemen, the 


_  , beftmy ſelfeand moſtexcellent, to aide my Grandfarher in his warres. Then - 


replyed his morher,;Bur how, my (onne,ſhalrthou learne Tuſtice here, ſeeing thy 
Preceptors-bethere [in Perſia] ? Why Mother quoth Cyras, I am therein per- 
fea enoiigh already: And how knoweft thouthar ? ſaid Mandane : Forſooth, 
oth Cyws , becauſe my Schoole-Maſter , raking me for one very well and 
roughly (&ne in Tuſtice, appointed me to be a Indge over others : And verily 
in deciding one time a certaine controverſic, I was well beaten, becauſe I gaue 


not ſentence aright: And ſuch a c aſe it was as this. CA great boy having a little 
coat, diſrobed another boy, w being

___ had a large coat : and when he had (6 
dome, putwpon that boy his owne coat , and with the others clad himſelfe. I therefore 


fitting as Iudge upon this matter berweene them , gave judgement in this ws 
at 
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Thar for both parties it was better, to have either of them, the garment thar fir. 
ted them. *Bur my Maſter did whip me for my labour: ſaying wirhall, that if 
I were made a Iudge in queſtion of that which is meet and fit for any perſon, I 
ought to proceed in thar ſort : Bur when I am to determine whole coar it is * 
then I muſt conſider which is the rightfull poſſeſſion £ and whether ir be reaſon 
for him to enjoy it, who having taken it away by violence, holderh it ſo; or ra- 
ther for him, who either cauſed it to be made for himſclfe,or elfe bought it with 
his owne money? he added moreover and ſaid, That athing was then juſt, when 
it was lawfull : and whatſoever was unlawfull, the ſame alſo was to be reputed 
violent : and finally, hee concluded, that a Iudge ought alwaies to give detini- 
tive ſentence according ro-the law. Andevenſo, Mother, I ſay to you, that in 
marters of Tuſtice I am perfe& enough and ſufficiently practiſed : but if in any 
point I be defeRive, my Grandlire here ſhall and will reach me and ſupply my 
wants, Bur ſonne, quoth ſhe, The ſame things are not all deemed juſt by your 
Grandfather here, which among the Perſians be received ſo. For here in Media, 
he hath made himſelfe the abſofare Lord of all that the Medes have: whereas 
among the Perſians , to keep equality is held to be juſt. __ your Father, 
what preſcript rules are ordained inthe State, receiverh the ſame, and is the firſt 
himſelfe that obſerverh them : So thar, the rule and meaſure which he goeth by, 
is not his owae luſt and will, but the Law, Take heed therefore my child, that 
thou be not skourged to death at home, when thou art rerurned thither, baving 
learned of him here, in ſtead of Princely government, Lordly tyranny: the very 
nature and property whereof is this , To thinke it reaſon for to have and hold 
more thaa all others beſides. Never teare that, good Mother, quorh Cyrus, The 
King your father here is very wiſe and skilful} , that hee can reach one ro have 
lelſe rather then cover more. For ſee you not, how he hath brought even all the 
Aeaes to this paſſe, as ro-hold lefle than himſelfe 2 Be ſure therefore Mother, 
thar your Father will ſo ſchoole me, that when he ſenderh me away, I ſhall be 
inſtruRed as well as all the reſt, nor to cover for ro poſlefſe more than others. 
Many ſuch ſpeeches and diſcourſes as theſe, paſſed fgom Cyrus. Wellar thelaft, 
Mandane his Mother tooke her leave and departed : bur Cyrus remained behind, 
and had there his bringing up. i, | 
Qiickly grew he into acquaintance with his companions, ſo as hee became 
very inward with them: Soone alſo did he wind himſelte into the love and fa- 
vour of their fathers, both-by going unco them, and alſo by ſhewing whar atfe- 
ion he bareto their children: in ſo much, as if they themſelves had any ſuitun- 
to the King, they would bid their children to requeſt Cyras totake upon hinifor 
to diſpatch rheir buſineſle : And Cyrus for his part (ſuch was hiscouneſy and de- 
fire of honour) tooke no greater pleaſure in the world, when theſe children re. 
__ ought, than to ſpeed their ſuirs. Neither had ©Afyages the power to 
eny any requeſt that Cyrus made, bur was ready to fatisfic him therein, ; For, 
when ir hapned that the King was ſicke, he would never depart from-him, nor 
give over weeping: that every man might well perceive, how:exccedingly. tie 
feared, leſt his Grandfather ſhould die. . And if Aſtyages called for any thing 


inthe night whereof he ſtood in need, Cyrus was the firſt that heard him':: ſtare 


he would up, and of all others make greateſt hafterd miniſter varo ham -ſach 
ghings as he thought might pleaſe him: whereby he wonne Afyages his heatr 
and was every way gracious with him. .And Cyras to ſay atruthiwas peradvens 
:Ci B 2 | rure 
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cure ſomwhat talkative and too ful of words: partly by reaſon of his education, 
For that he was enforced by his ſchoolemaſter to render a reaſon of all his own 
doings, and to require as much of others, when he ſat in Tudgement: and in part, 
becauſe (being as he was deſirous of knowledge) he would ever both himſelfe 
be inquiſicive asking many queſtions of them that were in place, how the world 
went with them 2 and alſo, whatſoever others demaunded of him (ſuch was the 
uickneſſe of his wit,) he had alwaies his anſwer ready for them : So that, con- 
idering all theſe cauſes, he had gottento himſelfe an habit of loquacity and 
much prattle. But like as in their bodics, who being very young, are ſhot up, 
andgrowne to great ſtature above their age, there appeareth nevertheleſſe a cer- 
raine vigorous youthfulneſſe that bewraies their tender yeeres: even ſo out of all 
the laviſh language that Cyrus uſed, there was ſeene no audaciouſneſſe, but ſim- 
plicity and loving behaviour. So as any man would haue deſired, ſtill ro heare 
him ſpeake more and more, rather than ro be with him when he held his peace. 
Howbeit, when in proceſle of time, Cyrus was growen both in body and yecres 
toward a young mans eſtate, henot onely uſed fewer words and ſhorter ſpeech, 
but tooke himſelfe alſo to a more (till and lower voice, So baſhfull likewiſe he 
was, that he would bluſh whenſoever he met with any elderly perſons. That 
overmuch forwardneſſe alfo of his,in fawning upon every man and preaſing into 
all companies, like unto wanton whelps, he ſhewed nothing ſo much now,as be- 
fore : whereby he became more ſtayed by farre,and nevertheleſle in all meetings 
right lovely and paſſing well accepted. For, truly, what games and exerciſes 
ſoever companions are wont many times to practiſe one againſt another, looke 
in which hee knew himſelfe better than other young Gentlemen his fellowes, 
therein he never chalenged them : but wherein he wiſt full well that he was the 
weaker, he would be ſure to begin firſt, and give out withall, that he would per- 
forme the ſame better than they. Yea he aſlayed firſt before all others to vaulc 
and mount on horſebacke, to ſhoot alfo and dart from his horſe. Went he any 
time away with the worſe t very pleafant he was and laughed at himſelfe moſt 
of all: By reaſon therefore, that when hee had once the foyle, hee would not 
ſhrinke and give over cleane, -bur ſtill aflay and practiſe eftfoones to doe better 
and better, thoſe feats wherein he was inferiour : in ſhort time! he became as 
200d arider as his fellowes: within awhile alſo (ſuch was his fervent affetion 
to the thing) he outwent and excelled them all. To conclude, within a little 
ſpace, what with chacing, ſhooting and killing thoſe beaſts which were inthe 


 parke, he made ſach havocke, that he deſtroyed them all; infotmuch as regs 


could not get together for him more game. Cyr then,  perceiuing that hi 
Grandfire was not able, would he never fo faine, to farniſh him with beaſts alive, 
many times ſaid thus unto him, Whar need you Grandfather to trouble your 
{elfe fo muchas you doe; in ſeeking wild beaſts * If you will ſend me forth on 
hunting with-mine Vakle [{* Cyaxares] I will ſuppoſe, that every beaſt which I 
ſhall ſee, you keep up and nouriſh for me. | And1n yery truth exceeding deſirous 
though he was togoc abroad into the forreſt, yer could he not now any more be 
ſo bold and forward as before-time,when he was a child, but held off and tooke 
2 leaſure'to come. untorhis Grandfather for ro-get leave : - $0 that wherein 
eretofore hecomplained of Sacus for not ſuffering him to go unto, his Grandfa- 
ther, he was therein become 2 $zca to controll himſclfe. - For. hee would nog 
venture to preſſtin; unlefſche foreſaw thatthe timeſervedtherere: yea, he would 
Iyy w. not 
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 not(ticke to deſire Saces to doc him the favour, as alwaycs to ſignifie unto bim, 


when he might have the opportunity of acceſſe, and when not 2 And therefore 
this Sacas now loved him paſſing well, like as all others did. Now when Aftya- 
ges knew once that Cyras had ſuch an ardent deſtre to hunring abroad in rhe 
Chace, he ſent him forth rogerher with his ſaid Vakle: and appointed a guard of 
certaine auncient Gentlemen of rhe Court, who alſo were on horſebacke, with 
ſpeciall charge to keepe him our of daungerous places, and ro fave him from ſa- 
vage bealts, if haply any of them ſhould be put up. Cyras therefore was very 
inquiſitive of theſe warders that attended upon him, what kind of beaſts th 
were, which he might nor approach nor meddle with, as alſo which hee might 
be bold to hunt 2 Who told him, that Beares, Lions, wild Boares and Libards 
had ſlaine already many aman adventuring to come over nigh unto them : But 
Harts and Hinds, Bucks and Does, wild Sheep and wild Afles, ſaid they, beno- 
thing daungerous to be dealt withall. They added moreover and aid, that the 
difficulties of ſome places were to be taken heed of, no lefſe thanthe very beafts: 
For, many men, horſe and all(faid they) have hererofore fallen downe headlong 
from ſteep rocks and ſo periſhed. Cyrus gave good eare and willingly conceived 
all theſe advertiſements: Howbeir,no ſooner had he eſpied an Hind on foor, but 
forgetting all that he had heard, hee made after her, looking to nothing in the 
world elfe, but whither ſhe made way and fled. In fo much as his horſe under 
him, leaping forward, I wort nor how, fell upon his knees, and went very necre 
to have caſt him over his necke: neverthelefſe Cyrus made meanes , though ir 


were with much adoe, to ſit him ſtill, and fo rhe horſe recovered. Burt fo foone 


as he was come into the open field, he picked his dart and overthrew the Hinde, 
a goodly faire beaſt, I aſſure you, anda large : whereat himſelfe verily rejoyced 
exceeding much: bur his Governours and thoſe of the guard aforeſaid, came ri- 
ding to him apace, all to rated and rebuked him, ſhew1ing ro whar perill he had 
expoſed himſelfe, and ſaying withall that they would tell his Grandfather of 
him. Cyrus therefore who by this time was alighted from his horſe, ſtood ſhall, 
as one much grieved and troubled in his mind, to heare ſuch words. But when 
he heard the cry, he leapt prefently on horſebacke againe, as one befade himfelfe 
and ina fanaticall fir: and ſo ſoone as ever he ſaw a wild Bore affroning him, he 
ran againſt it, launced his jav'lin, and tooke his aime fo right, that he ſtruck him 
inthe forehead, aſtonicd rhe beaſt, overthrew him and gat the upper hand of 
him. Then,his Vakle alſo ſeeing his adventurous raſhnefle reproved him : who 
notwithſtanding his rebukes and checks, requeſted him, that he might with his 
ood leave,carry whatſoever himſelfe had gotten,unto his Grandfather and pre- 
ent hum therewich. But his Vakle made, as they ſay this anfwer, Your Grand- 
farher, if he ſhould know that you chaced theſe Beaſts in proper perſon, would 
not only chide you, bur reprove me allo for ſuffering you : let him skourge me 
roo, and ſpare nor, quorh hg againe, if it be his pleaſure, when I have once be- 
ſtowed them vpon him: And even you, Vakle, may likewiſe chaſtice me, it 
you will, and as you liſt, fo you gratifieme firſt in this my requeſt. Well,quoth 
Cyaxares then ar length, doe as you will your ſclfe, for now already you feeme 
to be a King over us. So Cyrus preſented the beaſts and gave them to his Grand» 
father, ſaying wirhall, that he had hunred the ſaid veniſon for his ſake, As for 
his: darts hee ſhewed them not openly unto him, howbeit all bloody as they 
were, he beſtowed them in ſuch a place where he thought his Grandfather ay 
ce 
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ſee them. Then ſaid 4ſtyages unto him, I accept my ſonne gladly at your hands 
whatſoever you give me: bur I ſtand in no ſuch need of any of theſe things, that 
you ſhould hazard your ſelfe therefore. Why then Sir, quoth Cyrus againe, if 
you need them not, I humbly beſeech your Grace,to beſtow them upon me,that 
I may deale them among my companions. Take them, my Sonne, quoth 4//y- 
ages, and give not onely the ſame, but whatſoever elſe you will deſire, ro whom 
youpleaſe. So Cyrus tooke them, and gave them among the boies ſuch as him- 
ſelfe, ſaying thus withall, How trifled we my lads, when wee hunted the deere 
empaled within the parke * for mine owne part, Ithinkeir all one, as if a man. 
ſhould courſe beaſts in a* priſon. And why ? Firſt they were encloſed within 
a ſtreight place: then, they ſeemed bur ſmall, leane and mangy : ſome halt and 
lame, others maimed. But the * deere that be in the mountaines, Foreſts, plains 
and medowes,how faire, how great,how freſhand flick ſeeme they £ The Harts 
and Hinds, like ſo many winged foules, were ſo fleet, that they mounted aloft 
toward the skie: and the wild Bores gave affault,in manner, as one would ſay,of 
hardy and valiant men: fo large and broad withall, that a man could not poſſi- 
bly miſſe them. Certes, in my conceit, theſe beaſts here of the Foreſt lying 
ſtarke dead, make a goodlier ſhew, than thoſe immured within a pale or wall, 
for all they bealive. Buthow thinke you firs quoth he, will your fathers give 
you leave to goon hunting 2 Yea,andthat right ſoone, ſaid they, if King Aſty- 
azes would but commaund. Which of all you then, quoth Cyr»s, will moove 
the matter ro the King * Who, ſaid they, 1s better able to perſwade and ſpeed 
than your ſelfe 2 As for me quoth Cyrz#s, by uno I {weare, I wot not to what 
paſſe I am brought, For neither can I ſpeake ought, nor able am I any more fo 
much as to looke my Grandfather inrhe face, as I was wont to doe. And if I 

row on till after this faſhion, I feare me thar I ſhall proove alrogether ſome 
blockiſh coward or ſtarke foole. And yet when I was bur a little child, mee 
thought I had tongue enough, and could ſpeake, none ſo well. Why then ſaid 
the boyes againe, by your ſaying, it goes hard with us,in cafe you cando nothing 
in our behalfe, if we ſhould ſtand inneed, but that we muſt ſeeke unto ſome 0. 
ther for to effe& that, which lyeth in youto doe. Cyrus at theſe words being 
much agrieved and vexed at the heart, departed from them in filence : and ar- 
ming himſelfe with boldneſſe, hee went in to his Grandfather. Now when 
he had waited his time, and caſt with himſelfe how he might withour any trou- 
ble and diſpleaſure addreſſe his ſpeech unto him, forthe obtaining of his and the 
boyes ſuit, in this manner he began, Tell me, good Grandfire quoth he, if any 
one of your houſhold ſervants ran away, and you ſhould catch himagaine, in 


what ſort, would: you intreat him © How elſe, quoth he, but impriſon him, and 


force him to worke asa ſlave in yrons ? yea, but ſay, he returned of his owne ac- 
cord ? after what manner would you deale with him then? what ſhould I doe, 
bur after I hadskourged him, that he might doe noguore ſo, uſe him againeas I 
did before? Then were it high time,quoth Cyrvs, for you to be provided for to 
whip me, who have a purpoſe to run away, andto take with me my fe[lowes on 
hunting. Well, quoth pr ao iris honeſtly done of you yet, togive me war- 
ning; for nowI commaund you not to ſtirre one foor out of dores : A trim and 
pony matterit were indeed, if I for alittle piece or two of hunted fleſh, ſhould 

ereave my daughter of her ſonne. Vpon theſe words Cyrus obeyed indeed and 
rarried at home; howbeit with a ſad and heavie countenance he continued filent 
w: and 
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and would not fpeake a word. Aftyages then. perceiving how hee ſortowed; as 
one much difcontented;yer minding to pleafe him againe, had him forth into-the 
chace : And having aſſembled agrear number both foor and horſe, rogerher 
with the boyes alſo, and cauſed the wild beaſts to bee driven rogether into) rhe 
plains commodious for the horſemen, he made of itagrearday of hunting. Him- 
ſelfe alſo in perſonall royally befeene was preſent, and gave freight commaun- 
dement, thatno man thould be fo hardy as to thoort and ſtrikea beaſt before that 
Cyras had his fill thereof. But Cyrus not able to endure that ochers ſhould be 
thus forbidden, Grandfire, quoth he, if you would have me to make a pleaſure 
of my hunring, ſuffer all thoſe that are abour me here, to chaſe, to ſtrivegand do 
their beſt. Then Aſtyages gave them all leave: And himſelfe ſtood ſtill and beheld 
how egrely they encountred the beaſts, how they contended for the better, how 
they purſued them inchace and piked their darts at them: Great delight herook 
in Cyr«s, who for very joy could not hold his tongue, bur like a whelp of a good 
kind, ſer up a cry,when he drew neere unto any beaſt,and therewith 

and calledto every one by name. He rejoyced-moreover to fee how Cyrus laugh- 
ed at one, and to heare how he prayſed another, withour any ſhew axall of repi- 
ning envie. Burt in the end 4ftyages departed, with a great prey of many beaſts: 
And-from thence forward (ſuch pleaſure he had in this hunting) hee would al- 
waics, when his leafure ſerved goe forth with Cyrzs, yea and for Cyras fake; take 
the youths aforeſaid abroad, among many others beſide. / And verily after this 
manner ſpent Cyras the moſt part of the time; wherein his carriage was'fuch,chat 
as he procured ſome contenrment and good ro all men, ſo he wrought na dif 
pleaſure nor harme to any. J "1 244 35 0 000UG

| FOw when can about the age of fifrecne or fixteene yeers, ir hapned 
that the Kings ſonne of the Aſſyriaxs, being upon the point of marriage; 
. * wasvery ies himſclfe © +48 Ng _—_ ene. hunt. Hearing 
therefore that in the marches and confines berweene them and che Aedes; there 
was great ſtore of * deere(for by reaſon of the warres, they were ſpared and not 
of long time hunted) he had a mind now to hunt there. To the cnd therefore 
thar he might follow his game in more ſafery, he tooke with him, many vfhis 
light horſemen, and targatiers,. who ſhould our of the _ thickets: pur out 
the beaſts for him,anddrive rhem incothe rilled grounds and open plaines. And 
being come as farre as to his frontier. Forts, and where he had a garrifon; ichere 
he ſupped; that early the mortow morning he might hunt. Now by thar'rime 
it was evening, there were comeour of the city both horſemen and foormenyty 
ſuccecd in place-of the former garriſon. So that now he ſuppoſed kimſelfe to 
be furniſhed witha great army, as having two garriſons in'readineſle, beſides 
the foot and horſe which him(elfe had brought with him. Vpon-geodidelibe- 
ration therfore,he thought ir beſt ro make an incurfion and raife 'gur ofthe 
Aedes ground ; for thar thereby, as the paſtime of hunting would: : _

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brave and gallant, ſo he thought hee ſhould have greater ſtore of beaſts to ſacri- 
fice. Betimestherfore inthe I I torward with his power in this 
order. His footmen he left thicke embattayled:upon the borders : himſelfe with 
his Cavallery advanced toward the fortreſſes of the Medes,where heſtayed with 
the beſt men of armes and thoſe in number moſt, whom he kept about-him, that 
the garriſon ſoldiours of the Medes might not make head upon his Avantcourri- 
ers as they ſtragled and overran the contines:as for thelight hor{mennimbly ap- 
pointed, he ſent certein forth out of every band ro make rodes, fome one way, 
{ome another, with commandement, to overſpread eyery place, arid whatſoe- 
yer came within their reach, to drivethe ſame to his hand. . Which ſervice they 
performed accordingly. | I 1 
When advertiſemenr was giuen to King Aſtyages thatenemies were already 
entred into his land, both himſelfein perſon went torth with ſuch as were about 
him to relieve themarches, and:hus ſonne alſo, with ſuch a-troupe of horſemen 
as were inreadineſle accompanied him. Not forgetting withall ro ſend out his 
commiſſions to all others, tor tocome forward in aid. The Medes - when they - 
ſawagreart power of the 4ſſhrians arraunged in good order, together with their 
men of armes kceping their ground and not ſtirring , 'made alſo a ſtand themt« 
ſelves. And Cyrus for his part, ſeeing others on all {ides, ready to fer forthin 
defence of the Frontiers, did the ſame likewiſe. Which-was the firſt time thar 
ever he put harneis on his backe(a thing not permitted him before to do)ſo deſi- 
rous was he to be armed:andtruly a very fayre armour it was and well befitting 
him,which his Grandfather had cauſed to be made compleat for his body. Thus 
armed at all peeces, and mounted upon a goodly courſer, hee rode forward to 
the ſervice. 4ſf5ages ſeeing this, albeir he mervayled much at whoſe commaund 
he camezyet required he him to abide with him and nor to ſtirre one foot. Cyrus 
then, a, whe as he diſcovered a number of horſemen afront, demaunded ſay- 
' Ing, Be thoſe yonder, our enemies Grandfather, who fit ſtill upon their horſe- 
backs ſo quietly £ yea quorh he, enemies they are. And what are they a farre 
off that ride and drive before them, quoth Cyres be they likewiſe enemies? yes 
ſaid Aſtyages and they roo. Now ſurely Grandfire, quoth he, they ſeeme to be 
but cowards, and to ride upon very jades. and itts, who thus harry and drive 
before them our goods. It yyexe a good deed, yeaand uery requiſite,that ſane of 
us madearode out after them. Yea, but {ce younot my Child (anſwered he) 
what aſtrong troupe of great horſe and men of armes, ſtandeth on a plump in 
i we ſhould make after thoſe, would intercept us by the way 
and ſtop our paſſage: beſides, our forces are not yet come'together. -- But if you 
will tarry here, replyed Cyrus, and receive ſuch as are comming hither to aide; 
thoſe thar ſtand ſtill hereby, will be afraid and not once dare to quetch: thoſe 0- 
ther alſo who are driving bootics, will immediately forgoe their prey, upon the 
yery ſight of ſome that charge upon them. Having thus ſaid, he ſeemed vnto 
Aſtyages for to ſpeake ſomewhat to the purpoſe. Who wondring withall ar his 
prudent forecaſt, and vigilant circumſpetion,commaunded [Cyaxares] his ſonne . 
totakea-Cornet of horſemen, for to ſer forward, and to charge thoſe that were 
Rnd I for my part quoth A#yages will make head ar theſe here, 
if they once {ceme to ſtirre and advance againſt you : ſo that they ſhall be forced 
to hayeawatchfulleye unto us. Thus Cyaxares taking with him the valianteſt 
menand beſt mounted, did put forwards. And Cyrus fo foone as he perceived 


them 
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them to come on, ſpeedily breaketh out with them; and long it was nor bite 
himſelfe was the foremoſt of the troup, and led rhemall a great pace; Cyaxwres 
followed bard,and thereſt were nothing behind. Whom, when they that drave 
the booty ſaw to approach, incontinently they abandoned all and fled. But the 
company abour Cyrws intercepted them : and whomſoeuer they could ouenake 
and reach, they wounded out of hand, and Cyrus was the foremoſt : but as ma- 
ny as ouerrode them and eſcaped their hands, thoſe they purſued hotely, and ne- 
uer gave over untill they had taken ſome of them priſoners. And like as a gene- 
rous Hound, untrained yetand without experience,runneth all on the head raſh- 
ly uponthe wild Bore: Even fo for allthe world, rode Cy7s upon the ſpurre, 
looking at this onely, how he might ſtrike whomſoeuer he could overtake, and 
regarded nothing els. The enemies ſeeing their fellowes thus diſtreſſed and in jeo. 
pardy., came forward with their maine troupe, ſuppoſing that the c 
ccalle, if they were ſeene once toadvance toward them. As for Cyrus, heflac- 
ked never a whit the more, but-for joy called upon his unkle, to hold ofrand 
maintaine the chace ſtill. And for that he had gorten the upper hand, he did pur 
the enemies to anexceeding great rout. And verily,Cyaxaresthe yonger Jfor his 
part,followed, haply fora reverent regard of his father : the reſt likewiſe came 
after, being then more willing by ſuch.an example to:make purſuit, who other- 
wile werenot very courageousnor reſolute to encounter the enemy. Aſtjages 
perceiving them inconfiderately to follow. on ſtill, and theenemies many. in 
number,and thoſe in good order of bartaule redy ro-confront and receive than: 
beingaffrayd wichall in the behalfe of his. owne ſonne and of 'Cyrws, leſt 'they 
being in diſaray ſhould raſhly ruth uponthe'other ſo well appointed, and fo en+ 
. danger themſelves, directly led againſt the enemies : who onthe other fide per- 
ceiving the Medes making towards them, ſtogd ſtill, ſome with their darts red y 
to lance, ochers with bowes and arrowes bent to ſhoor,and ſo kept their ground': 
ſappoling that the other likewiſe would Gay and ſtand, ſo {@ne as they came 
within ſhor, according as they were wont to doe. - For, their manner was; thiis 
ncere and no more to approach one another, and ſo many a time to skirmiſh.on- 
ly with ſhot at-randam evenuntill nigh, Bur now ſceing their owne men to flye 
unto them amaine,and therewith the ſoulgiersabour Cyrus purſuing them fierce- 
ly hard at heeles, and Aſtyages likewiſe with his Cauallery, alredy; within arrow 
ſhot, they declined from them at one {ide andfled : The orher, who alſ0.aronce 
followed in chace,toqgke many of them'by force one with another :;and whom- 
ſoeuer they caught,downethey wear, both: horſeand man, killing and flayi 
all that fell: and never gave over the execution untill they came as farreas tothe 
A(ſyrians Tnfantery : And there verily, for feare of fame greater ambuſhment 
in coverr, to intercept andcur them off, they ſtayed themſelves. Then 4fyages 
retired with his forces, as right joyfull for the horſemens victory 3 - Bur of. Cyrus 
he.wiſt not what to make or ſay : For, well he knew, that he was the chiefe au- 
thour of this exploit :. but he faw withall, how in all the ſervice, for his audaci+ 
ous adventure he fared like unto one furiouſly tranſported.-: For; even at that 
timel aſſure you, when others were returning homeward, he quely did i 
els bur ride up and downe all about , ro.view them. that were querthrowneani 
{laine :in ſo muchas hardly,could they (who had commiſſioaſo rodoe) ihale 
him away and bring him to 4ſfyages : andeventhoſe who had thecondudti 
him;;hc cauſedro.goe a great way WIE for that he perceiued his Gro 
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farhers countenance at the ſight of him, to be ſterne and terrible. And thus paſ- 
ſed theſe things in Aedia. As for Cyrus , as he was rife in every mans mouth, 
whiles they ceaſſed not to ſay and finFall proges of him: So Aſtyages, who be- 


foretime highly honoured and eſteemed him , had him now in exceeding great 
admiration,

{Hen Cambyſes the father of Cyr#s, hearing this report that went of him, 
-Y joyed therear, you may be ſure; nor a little: but for that he heard that 
= Cyrus had atchieved manly Ads alredy, hee ſent for him home, to the 
end'rhat he might performe thoſe parts which by the diſcipline of the Perſid#s 
were required. Whereiipon Cyrus,by teport,ſaid;thar depart he woyld, becauſe 
his father ſhould not be offended, not his countrey and the State complaine and 
findefault with him. Aftyazes therefore: thought it requiſite and neceſſary ts 
ſend him away : and having beſtowed upon him fach horſes as it pleaſed him. 
ſelfe to take , and furniſhed him beſides with all things for that purpoſe, he ho-. 
nourably diſmiſſed him : which he did, both becauſe he loved him-, as alſo for 
that he conceived withall a great hope of him, that he ern! 1 a mati ano» 
ther day, ſufficient both to pleaſute nd helpe his friends , arid alfo to diſpleaſe 
and hurt his enemies, COT Co ts Mel FED 
Now was Cy#s at his departure Ons oh the way withall ſorts atid 
degrees, as well boyes andfuch as wereof his owne yeeres, as men and Aunci- 
entsall on horfebiicke : yea and Aſtyeges himſelfe rode onward with him : Neis 


ther was there atiy one, as 'it is ſayd, biitathis returne homewitd wept amaine. 


Cyras alfd is reported to have ſhed mariy 2teare at his farewell: Moreouer, men 
ſay,that among his equallsin age and companions, he dealt many of thoſe gifts 
which 4ftyages had beſtowed upon him!” 1n concluſion, the very Median Robe 
which he then ware, he did put off, and gaveit unto vn, declaring thereby that 
heloved CR above the reſt; Who when they had received theſe gifts 
at his hands,pteferited chem all,as they {ay,unto ſtages + and CAftyages when 
he had them, ſent them backeunto C5r95+ bur hereturned rhern efr-ſoones ints 
Media, delivering this tndſage withall, If you would ever have mee, 6 Grand- 
farher, ws mates fn ory withoutthe blemiſh of ſhame and diſgrace, 
faffer eachione to have arid hold that which T have given them © which words 
when Aſtyages tieard, he did according to the ſaid meſſage. And, if I muſt re- 
coutrtfomemierry ſpecches ; and amorous words affo rhat' paſſed among, the 
cegoeth, that'ar Cyrws departure, when they todke their Jeave one of ano- 
, Cyrus difthifſed his kitismen with # kifſe of his lips , afterthe Perſians man- 


ner; for it is the faſhion amorig the Perſians even ar this day ſo todoe. Ar which 


timetherewas one ofthe Medesa right good and an honeſt Gentleman, who ad- 
viſed wella long while, the exccedirig beantic of Cyrus and wondered thereat : 
whowhen heſaw his othet kinſmen tokifſe him; he him(clfe Rood ſtill and ſtir- 
red not; No ſooner wetethe reſt gone, bithe Came unto C57» and ſaid, What

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Cyrus | Am I the only man whom you know nor for your kinſman £ Why, 
quoth Cyrus, arc you alſo of kinne to mee 2 Yea ſurely that I am faith the other. 
This was it quorh Cyr#s, that you eyed me {o: For mee thought I marked you 
oftentimes.fo to doe. True ſaid: other : and as deftrous as I was,all the while 
ro come unto you, yet God {o mee helpe, for very baſhfulneſſe Iever held off. 
But you ſhould not have ſo done, quoth Cyres,being a couſin of mine : and with 
that he came unto himand kiſſed him. The <Aede when he had this kifle, asked 
him and ſaid, Is this the manner indeed of the Perſians , for kinſincn thys to 
kiſle one another 2 Yea verily, quoth Cyrus, both at mecting when they hayc 
not ſeene one another a certainetime, and alfo at parting when they rakerherr 
leave and goe forth any whither. Thenir is time now ſaichthe ede, that you 
give mecanother kiſſe. Foreven now as you ſce, am I to depart. So Cyrus ha- 
ving kifſed him the ſecond time, bade him farewell and went himſelte away. 
They had not ridden farre aſunder on their journey , but the CAedererurned a- 
gaine with his horſe under him all ſweating and ina lather: whom when Cyres 
ſlaw, whart ! faith he, have you forgottenany thing that you would have ſaid ro 
mee: No verily anſwered the other, but after atime, I am comeas youſce unto 
you. True indeed, couſin, quorh Cyrus, you are ſo, and that after a very ſhort 
time. What ſhort rime anſwered the Mede is that © wore you not, © Cyrus, that 
if I doe but winke never ſo little, I thinke the time very long , for that Iſee you 
not the while, being ſo gallant a young Gentleman as you are? Hereat Cyrus 
 beganro laugh ( and. the firſtrime it was, after his former Wocpang) ſaying 
wichall unto him, Goe your wayes and/be of good cheere: For ſhortly the 
time will come, when you may behold mee if you will , with your cyes broad 
open and neuer winke for the matter. 

Cyrus keing in this manner returned into- Perſia , continued by report , one 
whole yeere more inthe ſchoole of * chldren. And they verily at his firſt com- 
ming would ſcotfe at him, as-who having learned among the Medes to leada de- 
licace life, was now-.come againetothem.- Bur after thar they ſaw him ro cate 
anddrinke heartily and favourly as they did : and found likewiſe by experience, 
that if there were any great cheere upon ſome high and feſtivall day, he could 
finde in his heartto give away unto others ſome of his owne part, rather than de- 
fireany of others: when they perceived beſides, that in all other things Cyrus 
farrecxcelled them; then his companions began to have him againe in great 
eſtcemation. When hee had paſſed through this firſt diſcipline , and was now 
eatred into the ranke of young-men : therein alio hee ſeemed to furmount all 
the reſt , as well-in' ſtudying and pratifing all that, was required , in endu- 
ring alſo and ſuffering whatſoever he was put unto, as belides in reveren- 


cing reſpeRively his Seniors : yea and in obeying durifully the Rulers and Ma- 
viſtrates. 
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The beginning of the warres betweene the Aﬀſyrians and the Medes, of the 
forces that Cyrus levied in tov to aide the King of Media 
hi Vukle. 


Vr in proceſſe of time Aſtyages [the King] dyed in Medja: and Cyaxares 
B Aſtyages his ſonne,and brother to Cyrus Mother, ſuccceded inthe Empire 

ofthe Medes. Thenthe King of the Aſſyrians,who had vanquiſhed all the 
Syrians, (and thoſe were no ſmall nation,) ſubdued the King of the CArabiars, 
and brought him to his obedience, and who held already the Hyrcanians like. 
wiſe under his ſubjeQtion, and now warred upon the BatFrians and belieged their 
citics, thought this with himſeltfe, chat if he could once _— the Medians al- 
fo, or weaken their eſtate, he might ſoone become the abſolute Monarch of all 
the neighbour countries round about him. For, this Nation, of all the borde- 
rers was reputed moſt puiſſant. Sending therefore unto his owne ſubjects, and 
to thoſe who were under his alleageance: likewiſe to Creſis King of the Lydj- 
ans, and to the King of the Cappadocians: to the inhabitants of Phrygia, both the 
one and the other, ro the Carians, Paphlagonians, to the Indians and Cilicians, he 
layd open unto them many grievous unpurations againſt the Medes and Perſians, 


 alleadging, how great and mighty theſe States were, how they combined and

_quall dignity. 


linked themſelves together by mutuall marriages.: and ina word, were fo knit 
and united in perpetuall league and amity, that unlefſe ſome one aroſe by good 
forecaſt to prevent their growth and abate their force, great daunger there was, 
that they would invade one nation after another, and ſo ſubdue them all. Theſe 
Princes and States therefore, partly perſwaded by theſe his ſuggeſtions, and in 
part inveagled by his preſents and money, whereof he had exceeding ſtore,con- 
deſcended and entred into aſſociation with him. But Cyaxeres Aftyages his ſonne, 
perceiving what traines were laid and purveyance addreſled againſt him; imme- 
diately both made whart preparation he could himſelfe: and alſo diſpatched his 
Embaſſadours to the Perſians as well unto the States there, as allo ro Cambyſes 
his brother in law, who had married his ſiſter and raigned King of Perſia. Hee 
ſent alſo to Cyrws, requeſting him that in caſe the Councell and State of Perſia 
ſent any power of men to aide, he would indeavour to be the Generall of thoſe 
forces. For, now by this time, had Cyrzs ſpent his ten yeeres with the Youths, 
and was reckoned in the ranke of men full growne. Cyrus therefore having well 
approoved the motion, was by the Elders (Councellers of the State) eleRted 
Lord Generall in this expedition into Media. They gave him alfo commiſſion 
tochooſe unto him 200. Gentlemen as Pecres called * Homorimi. . Alſo every 
one of thoſe 200. they licenced to make election of foure others like unto them- 
ſelves in degree: which number amounteth unto one thouſand. Semblably-to 
every one of this thouſand they granted for to levy from out of the common 


| peopleof the Perſians, 10. light targuatiers, ten (lingers, and tenne archers. By 


which meanes, over and above the thouſand Peeres or Gentlemen aforeſaid, 
there were in all ten thouſand Archers, ten thouſand Targuatiers, and ten thou- 
ſand Slingers. This ſo great anarmy was committed to the conduct of Cyras- 
who was no ſooner choſen, bur forthwith he began devoutly at the ſervice of 
the 
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the gods: and being aſſured by his ſacrifices of their propitious favour,thenand 
not before, he made choiſe of thoſe two hundred aforeſaid: and when they alſo 
had taken every one foure more unto them : Cyrus aſſembled them all rogether, 
and made his firſt ſpeech unto them in this manner. |

- at this preſent and nor before: but in thar I have ſeene,even from your 
" Child-hood, with what alacrity you travaile in thoſe things which 
« the Common-wealth reputeth vertuous : and utterly abandon ſuch as ir dee- 
« methvicious. But what motives induced me not unwillingly both to under. 
* take this high place of government, as alſo to call you forth imtothe Action, 
&© I am now minded to declare unro you. Thus much I obſerve, that our Aun- 
*ceſtors have in nothing beene inferiour unto us, as who evermore practiſed 
* the deeds of vertue : But what benefit they have acquired being ſo brave men 
* 25 they were,Cither in publike to the Perſlays Common-weale,or in private to 
* their owne eftares, I cannot yet perceive. For, ſurely, in mine opinion, men 
« oivenot their minds to exerciſe any vertue for this end,that when they are be- 
« come good and honeſt,they ſhould in nothing be preferred above the wicked. 
« And cven they that forbeare the fruition of pleaſures preſented unto them, 
« q6e it not becauſe they would never joy any more: bur, for thar by ſuchicon- 
« tinent behaviour, they might in future rime attaine to many and ſundry de- 
* [ights. They thatdefſire to excell in eloquence,atme not in all their ſtudies and 
* medications to this end , that they ſhould never give over the eloquenr plea- 
< ding of cauſes : bur their hope is, that when they have by their fine rongues 
< per{waded mer to their minds, they may to themſelves purchaſe many greac 
«and goodly availes. Moreover, Marriall men that are emploid in fears' of 
« Arines, take notall this their paines, never ro make an end of fighting: but 
« cyentheſe menalfo, ſer this downe to themſelves , that being'once comero 
« perfcion in milirary proweſle, they ſhall win both ro chemſelves and ro their 
« countrey much wealth, much happineſle and great honours. Now, if any 
men after their great roy{c in theſe affaires, before they reaped any fruir there- 
« of, have carcleſſoly ſuffered - themſelves to age, and therebyito grow uninect 
« for warre, ifi\ my conceit they fare much like, as if one defxtous tobe ago 
*<and thrifty husbandman, ſhould ſow well and'planr his ground as well : but 
« hen he 1s ro receive the encreaſe comming of his tillage and hasbandry, ſuf- 
« fereth the corne not inned, to ſhed, and fall againe upon theground. Or, as 
« jf ſome Champion when hee hath ſuſtained much rravaile, ſo as now he is 
« thought a worthy viRour, ſhould never after enter into the liſts and performe 
& his devoyr. For, inmy judgement, even ſuch an one deſerveth worthily to be 
*condemned for his folly. Ler not us therefore my ſouldeers be faulty in this 
« kind: but conſidering we are privy to our owne hearts, and afured rhat even 
.« at firſt from our tender ycers we have beene trained up in noble and worthy

6c M- friends, choſen you I have,notas one who had good proufe of you 
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« Ads, ſet me forwardagainſt thoſe enemies, whom I know moſt ccrtainly,by 
« that which my ſelte have ſcene inthemalready, to be unexpert in fight againſt 
& ys, Certes, for my part, I hold not theſe to be able ſouldiers, who how! oever 
« they have the feat and knowledge, to ſhoot well, to dart likewiſeand ride al- 
&« well, yet cannot endure any labour, bur quaile when they are pur unto it. Bur 
« theſe our enemies, for any matter of paines taking, are very raw and untrained 
&« novices. Neither are they to beaccompred good ſouldiers , who when they 
« ſhould watch cannot away withall: and oug enemies here are ſuch,as for their 
« ſleepe cannot of all things want it : Nor yet may they goe for good warriors, 
< who albeit inthe points aboveſaid are ſufficient enough , yer be to ſecke how 
« to carry themſelves toward rheir friends, and how ro enemics. And evident it 
« is thattheſe here be altogether to learne thoſe diſciplines which in warre be of 
<« oreateſt conſequence, Bur as for you, able yeeare to uſe the night in ev 
< pointas well as others the day : yee repute labours to be the guides leadin 
« the way to pleaſantlife. Hunger yee reckon 1a ſtead of ſauce * : and to drinke 
6 water,yec canendure better than the very Lyans. To conclude 5 the fayreſt 
< polſeſhon,the molt precious rreaſureand beſt agreeable unzo warriors thar is, 
« yee have laid up within your hearts : in that yerake more joy in being praiſed, 
«than in all things elſe in the world. And they thar are lovers of praiſeand re- 
«© nowme, mult needs for the attaining thereto,willingly undergoe all cravell and 
< abideall daunger. Now, if Iſhould pronounce thus much of you, thinking 
< and knowing otherwiſe, I doe but deceive my ſelte: asupon whom the fault 
« will redownd, incaſe no ſuch thing be performedby you. Bur verily, ſuch is 
« your owne kill, your love alſo rome ward: ſuch likewiſe is the blockiſh ig- 
© norance of ourenemis, that I truſt afſuredly theſe good hopes will not faile 
© mee, Only let us march on in this our journey with bold and couragious 
« hearts: conſidering, itis farre from usto be thought for to cover other mens 
« ooods unjuſtly : for even now, as, our cnemies are comming and begin firſt 
< rodeale wrongfully with us : ſo our friends call unto us for ayde. Whar 
«rhenis there either more juſt than to put by an injury, or more honou- 
< rable, than to helpe our friends ? Morcouer, inthis regard I ſuppoſe you re- 
<« poſe nor the leaſt confidence, becauſe I have not enterpriſed-thisexpedition, 
« with neglect of the Gods: For, being as yee are, privy unto many of my do. 
« ings, and much converſant with mee , yee know very well that not only in 
« weighty affaires, bur alſo in ſmaller matters, uſe alwayes to begin in the 
© name of the Gods. In concluſion, quoth he, what ſhould I ay more s when 
« you have choſen and taken unto you elect men, andare otherwiſe inall points 
< well and ſufficiently provided, ſer forth toward the Medes. As for mee,repaire 
« I will unto my Father, to the end that having with all ſpeed learned of him 
« the ſtate of our enemies, I may accommodate you what I can in this affaire, 
«and ſo withthe power of God, makea right noble journey of it. 
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| The good infiradtions that Cambyſes geve wnto his ſunne Cyrus a tovching © 
the enterpriſe againit the Aſſyrians : and how 4 2 Captaine 
ſhould carry himelfe with his army in a ſtrange coun- 
try, and, win the love of every man. 


Hus therefore were they buſted and thus prepared they themſelves. Bur 
[ Cyrus after his rerurne home, and having made his prayers unto Yefts 
the Patroneſſe of his countrey, to Iwpiter alſo the Protectour thetcof, 
and toother gods,did put himfelfe in his war expedition:and his father brought 
him on his way.

When they were gone forth of the Palais, it thundered and lighrned on the 
right and lucky fide, as they ſay : whereupon without any other roken or pre- 
fage taken by augury, they marched forth, as who would {ay;noman then could 
be ignorant of the fignes given by rhe moſt high and mighty God. Now when 
Cyrizs was gone a little forward, his father began to diſcourſe unto him.in rhis 
wiſe. |

cious favour , evident it is as well by facrifices as celeſtiall tokens : and i in 
thy ſelfe doeſt know as miich. For, taught thee I have theſe matters of putpoſe, 
partly that thou m6 a know the will and counſell of the gods by no other 
mrefprerers, bur underſtand the ſame by- thy felfe, {eeirig the ſights and heaa- 
rinz the noiſes thar are to'bee ſcene afid- heard : and nor depend tipon wi- 


zards, who might if they were diſpoſed deceive thee, by relating othet things 
than were iznified by the gods above: and partly beeaule, if at any time thou 
wert withour a Soothſayer, chou ſhouldeſt nor doubt whar to reſolve upon, by 
thoſe divine tokens : bur obſerving by this Skill of Divination what Gods and 
is, obey rhe ſame. Surely father, quorh Cyr#s, endeavour I will alwaics even 
to the uttermoſt of my power and cpa, Oy your advertiſement, that rhe 
pods being favourable unto us would ever be pleaſed to aduiſe us for tlie beſt. 
For, I remember, that I heard you once ſay, Tr ſtanderh with good congruity 
that he ſhould obtainie any thing at the gods hands is well as a rhians, ye4 and 
more eaſily, who doth nor fawhe upon them when heis in diſtreſs butar whit 
rime he is in greareſt proſperity, Even then thinkes upon the gods moſt of all, 
You ſaid moreover that the fame conſideration of friends likewifEmaſt be had. 
Certes, theti my Sofne; quoth Camby/es, being as thou arr fo devourly affected 
to thegods, thou commicſt unto them now art this time more willingly in that 
regard, to crave their helpe, yea and thou hopeſt ſo much the rather to obtaine 
whatſoever thou necdeſt and makeſt petition for, becauſe thy conſcience bearcth 
thee witneſſe that thou wert never flacke iri their ſervice. Doubtleſſe, father, 
quoth he, I am thus conceited of the*gods ,; as of my atfeRionare friends. 
Whr Sonne, aid the Father, arid doeſt thou remember thoſe points , which 
ſoretime we reſolved upon 2 Namely, that ſuch men are like to ſpeed better 
who have learned thoſe ſcietices which are given unto us by the gods, thanrhoſe 
that be ignorant ofthe ſame? Againe,thar by trayell they ſhall gaine mote, than 
by fittirig till? As alfo that by carctull diligence they ſhaltlive in more =ny, 
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than ifthey carry themſelves careleſly and take no heed ? And verily thus was 
then our opinion , that aſter this fort wee ſhould crave good things at Gods 
hands,to wit,in demeaning our ſelves as we ought. Truly Father,quoth Cyrus, 
I remember, very well that I heard you deliver theſe leflons : and I could not 
chooſe bur of neceflity yeeld my conſent to thoſe ſpeeches and bee perſwaded 
thereby. Full well I wotalſo, what you added moreover and-faid, that in no 
 wiſelawfull it was for them to crave of the-gods victory in Horſe-tight, who 
have not learned to ride well : neither for thoſe who be unexpert in ſhooting, 
to-pray unto the gods that they may have the better hand of cunning Archers : 
ne-yct for ſuch pilots as know not how to guidethe heline, to beſeechrhe gods 
they may ſave ſhips by their ſteering : nomore than for them thar never ſowed 
their ſeed to wiſh for a fayre crop of corneto come up; or for thoſe who looke 
not to themſelve@battayle,deſire the ſafery of their lives. For,all ſuch [pray- 
ers and wiſhes] verily, be againſt the ordinanceand law of God. Semblably, 
you ſaid, that whoſoever asked at Gods hands ungodly things, by as good rea- 
ſon deſerved to be ſaid nay, as thoſe totake a repulſe who preferre unto menun- 
lawfull ſaits. | Bur have. you Sonne, forgotten thoſe matters, quoth Cambyſes, - 
whereof you and I ſometime deviſed and talked together? namely, Thar it is a 
ſufficient A for a manto performe, if he be able to procure thus much,as to be 
himſelfe aworthy man indeed and {o reputed; and alſo that borh he and his fa- 
mily may be well furniſhed with neceſfaries: And if this be ſo difficult amat- 
ter.to effec, then to haye the kill, for to rule other men, ſo, as they may have 
foiſon of alt things needfall and be themſelves. likewiſe all, ſuch as they ought 
to be, I ſuppoſe 1s an admirable thing.-- Truly Father, quorh Cyrus, I remem- 
ber full well that this alſo was your ſaying, and therefore untg me as well as un- 
to you it ſeemed then an'exceeding hard matter to Governe wel. And even now 
likewiſe am I of the ſame mind conſidering as Ido with my ſelfe whart a piece 
of worke it isto. commaund. But when I looke into other men, and obſerve 
withall, both che quality of thoſe perſons that are become-Rulers, as alſo what 
manner of concurrents and adverſaries we ſhall find, I thinke it a foule ſhame to 
be affraid of any ſuch,and not wil lingly to oppoſe our ſelves againſt them:whom 
. I for my part (to begih firſt with theſe our friends here) perceive to bee of this 
opinion, that a Prince or Ruler ought to differ from his people, and to goe be- 
Fond them, in more plentifull fare and ſumptuous ſuppers ; in having at home 
*trer ſtore of gold and treaſurezin ſleeping and lying longerabed,and ina word 
in living at greater eaſe, and taking lefle paines-than thoſe that are under him, 
Whereas I (quoth Cyr) contrariwiſe amof this mind, thar a Soveraigne oughr 
to.excell his ſubjects, not in idleneſle of life, bur in prudent forecaſt and in for- 
wardneſſe to:endure all trauaile. Truc it is Sonne (quath he) bur it falleth our 
otherwhiles in certaine caſes, that we are to tight nor againſt men, but even with 
the very. things themſelves, which we cannor without great difficulty ouercome. 
As. for example, you know. well, quorh he, that, all your rule and commaund 
will foone cometo naught, if haply your army have nor at hand ſufficient pro- 
way 1th viſion ofneceſſaries. Yes, quoth Cyrus, but Cyaxares (Father) fayth he is tomake 
wi: parvelance thereof to ſerveall thoſe thatgoc from hence , how many ſoever 
they be. And doe you indeed my Sonne, quoth Cambyſes,cnter upon this jour- 
ney,truſting in theſe meanes of Cyaxares? Yearhat I docanſwered Cyrus. Why! 
doe you certainly know , replyed he againe, . what ſtore of treaſure he harh? 
oe Not 
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Not I, quoth Cyras, I aſſure you. And give you credit nevertheleſſe to theſe 
uncertainties Or wote you notthus much, that you ſhall have need of many 
things,and even anon be forced to ſpend much otherwiſe: Yes, full well I know 
that, quoth Cyrus. How then, quoth Cambyſes ? Say that he either lacke money 
and bee not able ro beare the charge: or for the nonce hold you up with un- 
truchs; whereare you then, and in what caſe will your army be? Cerres,plaine 
it is, verily that it cannot be well with it. If then, Father, quoth he, you ſee 
any way, whereby I may raiſe ſome maſle of money whiles we are yet 

our friends, ſhew unto merhe ſame. Aske you of me 6 Sonne, quorh he, whe- 
ther there may be meanes wrought by you to make money? Why? who ſhould 
inall reaſon deviſe and caſt about for to make proviſion thereof, rather than 
you, who have ſo puiſſant an army to commaund ? going as you doe from 
hence with ſuch a power of foormen under your hand , as I know you would 
not exchange the ſame for another farre greater in number than it 2 and as for 
horſemen, you ſhall have a troupe to joyne with you from the Medes; which of 
all other in theſe dayes is fintply the beſt. What neighbour nation then, thinke 
you, will nor bee glad both by way of grarification and alſo for feare of dam- 
mage and diſpleaſure, to relieve you 2 which you and Cyaxares ought joyntly 
to conſider and thinke upon : to the end, that ar no time you bee at a fault, for 
want of ought that muſt be had: yea and if it were but for cuſtome ſake, you are 
of courſe ro lay for meanes to bring in revenewes ſtore, Bur of all things re- 
member this eſpecially, that in no wiſe you deferreand pur off your proviſion, 
untill very need enforce you thereto: but whereas you have moſt plenty, be 
you carefull ſo much the morc, to be furniſhed before you feele any want : 'For 
you ſhall the ſooner ſpeed at their hands of whom you are to ſeeke relicte, if you 
ſeeme not to þee deſtitute and in need : beſides, your ſouldiers ſhall have no 
- cauſeto find fault : and fo by this meanes, others alfo will the rather have you 
in reverence: your ſouldiers likewiſe fo long as they haveall things neceſlary, 
will be more ready to ſerve, if you be diſpoſed by the help of your army,cither 
to doe pleaſure or diſpleaſure unto any. And this moreover you areto know, 
that your ſpeech will carry greater credit, and be more effe&all ro perſwade 
them, when as you ſhall be moſt able to ſhew that you have power enough,as, 
to doe a good turne, fo alſo to worke a miſchiefe. Then Cyrus, Me thinks Fa- 
ther, quoch he, that you ſpeake all this very well unto me, as in other ref} | pk 
fo inthis alſo, that whatſoever the ſouldiers ſhall now receive, 'not one of them 
will take himſelfe beholden to mee as who know well upon' what conditions 
Cyaxares ſendeth for them to aide him : But looke what ſhall come vnto'them 
overand above that which is ſer downe, the ſame verily will they both take as 
an honour due unto themſelves : and like it is by good reaſon alfo, that (they 
will yeeld much thanks therefore, to the giver. Furthermore, he ghar hath the 
commaund of an army,by the which he may both doe his friends good, and fo 
reccive for ir the like benefir from them : as alſo endamage hisenemies, by at- 
tempring to get ſomerhing from them : and then afterwards bee negligent in 
purvciance of pleaty and ſtore. Thinke you this, quoth he, to be lefle ſhametull 
in him, than ifa man who hath land of his owne,”and husbandmen beſidero ill 
the ſame, ſhould yer for all that ſuffer his ground to lie ſtill , and unprofitable * 
And therefore, this opinion 1 would have you Sirto conceive of mee, that I 


will never becareleſſe in deviſing all meanes poſlible of proviſion for ww” ſoul- 
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diours neceſſaries, neither in my friends countrey nor in mine enemies. But, 
beare you not in minde Sonne, quoth Cambyſes, whar other matters we thoughr 
upon and concluded ſometimes, and thoſe in no wiſcto be neglected £ Yes ve- 
rily, quoth he, I remember them well, what time I came umo you for ſilver, 
to pay unto one by way of reward, who ſaid he had inſtructed me inthe leading 
of anarmie : For when you gave me the ſaid money, you queſtioned withall in 
this manner with me. Tell mee, my Sonne, ſaid you, whether this man to 
whom you carrie this reward,among his rules of a Generall,made any mention 
unto you of * ceconomy* For,ſouldiers verily have no letle need of neceſſaries 
for their living in the Campe,than ſervants in an houſe. And when I told you 
the truth and [aid, that hee ſpake not one word at all of that point, you asked 
me againe , whether hee diſcourſed unto me of health and bodily ſtrength, 
whereof a Grand-Commaunder ſhould be no lefle carefull than of the conduct 
of his hoſt : And upon my denyall thereof, you demaunded of me once more, 
if he had taught me any meanes whereby mine Aſſociates fighting under mee, 
might in every reſpect be moſt expert in warlike feats © And when hereto alſo 
I anſwered nay : you enquired farther, whether I had learned of him how I 
might encourage and cheere up mine armie? ſaying therwith,that in every aced, 
courageous alacritie,far excelled hearrlefſe backwardneſſe. When I had denyed 
this roo, you came yet ſtil upon me,and would needs know, what precept he had 
iven of this point, namely che obedience of anarmie, and how a man might 
bring that to paſſe « And whea it appeared,rhat there had not beena word 
delivered as touching that, in the end you concluded with this queſtion, 'what 
one point he had taught me when he ſaid, thar he inſtructed me in the Art Im- 
peratory 2 Vnto which when I made anſwer, ſaying, That he had trained mein 
* embattailing an armie, you ſmiled thereat , and diſcourſed unto. me in parti- 
cular, to wit, what good did theembattailing of an armie tothe Art * Impera- 
rory, without the puryeiance of things neceſſary to live by £ alſo what availed 
it without preſervation of health £ what, without the knowledge of arts devi- 
ſed for warre £ - what, without obedience of ſouldiers : Now when you had 
made it plaine to me, that the * ſerring of a battayle-in ray was bur a ſmall pare 
of the * art Imperatorie, and therewith I asked of you, whether you could in- 


* ſtru&meinany of thoſe points you willed me ro. goe my waies and repaire 


unto military men, that wererepured expert Commaunders,and of them to en- 
quire how theſe matters each one might beſt be effected 2 Since which time I 
converſed with thoſe whom I heard ro be moſt skilfull in theſe points. And 
verily, as eas ae for our campe, I am per{waded thagifo much will 
ſuffice for this preſent occaſion, as Cyaxares will provide for usAs concerning 
our bodily health,becauſe I heard and ſaw,how Ciries ſuch as regarded health, 
make choice of cunning Phyſicians, whom they maintaine: and'Generals ofthe 
field alſo,for their ſoldiers ſake, take Phyſicians forth with them in their traine, 
I-likewife was no ſooner appointed to this charge; ;þur preſently I had a care 
thereof.. And I ſuppoſe, quoth he, 0 father, that I-have about me very expert 
men in the Artof -Phyſicke, Whereunto his Father replyed in this wiſe, Bur 
theſe-Phyſicians,' my Sonne, whom you ſpeake of, are much like unto cerraine 
botchers, that mend torne garments; For, even ſo, when ſome are fallen ſicke, 
then and not before they cureand heale them, Bur your regard of health 1 
would have to be much more/honourable unto you: tor, you are to endeavour 
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and provide inthe beginning that your army fallnor into ſickneſſe : And what 
courſe ſhall I-rake father,quoth Cyr#s, to performe this 7 Ac thie firſt and prin- 
cipally you muſt, quoth he, ce to this, thar the place be holſome, where you 
purpoſe to abide and lyeencamped a long time together; wherein you cannot 
faile, if you take any heed. For , commonly men ceaſe not in their ordinary 
talke ro give out which be healthy. coaſts and which ſubjeQ to maladies; 'and 
there be alwaics at hand certain apparent (ignes, to teſtifie and direR unto both, 
to wit the very bodies and colour of the inhabitants. Moreover, it will not be 
ſufficient to conſider the regions onely, but remember you ought alſo, in what 
manner you endeavour to looke unto your ſelfe, that your owne perſon may 
live in healch. Then Cy-as, farft ofall quoth he, my principall care I affute you 
is, that I never ſurfait, - for.that is a dolourous and yrkſome thing, Secondly, 
with labour and travaile, I digeſt and worke out whatſoever is gone into my 


belly : For, by:this meanes I am perſwaded, that I ſtand to health Can 


and befides get the greater ſtrength. And even ſo my Sonne, quoth C , 
as carefull you ought to be of others. But may Souldiours, good Father, 
leiſure to exerciſe their bodies £ Yes Iwis , quoth his father, they not onedly 
may, bur of neceffiry muſt ſo doe. For an army, if it would doe as it ſhould, 
and as __ thereto, ought never to be at reſt, but be doing ſtill, either 
working miſchiefe tothe enemies, or doing good toit ſelfe, A pricte it is my 
Sanne, ta nouriſh bur one perſon idle, much more grievous to keep a houſhold 
that is ſloathfull : but moſt tmportable of all, ro maintaine a whole hoaſt in 
idleneſſe. Many things there bee in an army, (to begin at the leaſt, and ſoto 
praceed forward) thar cate and ſpend: and looke what they winne, they waſte 
exceſively. Andtherefore in no wiſe is it expedient that an army ſhould bee 
idle. Your words, Fatheraas I conceive them, imply thus much, thar like as 
of a {loathtull husbandman there ariſeth no profit, even {o of an idle Generall 
can never come good. Bur I vndertake quoth he, that an induſtrious Capraine, 
unlefſe fome God do crofle him, will both bring to paſſe,that his ſouldiers may 
have plenty of victuals and neceſfaries, and alfo provide that their bodies be 
paſſi ig healchy, ſtrong and able. . To the end therefore, quoth hee, that they 
may. be well ſeene and practiſed in each feat of armes, I ſuppoſe, Father, that 
if I publiſh rocyery one of them certaine games of priſe, and propoſe rewards, 
1 thall cauſe rhem beſt to be exerciſed incach thing : thatwhen need ſhall re- 
quire, I may finde them preſt and ready for any ſervice. Thats very well faid 
of you Sonne, quoth Cambyſes. Andin fo doing, know this aſſuredly,that you 
ſhall fee your military bands alwaies ſtudying to performe their parts, no lefle 
than in daunces, to obſerve meaſures and keepe their order. Moreover, faith 
Cyrus, for to make ſouldiers forward and courageous, there is nothing in 


mine opinion more effectuall , than to have the caſt ro feed men with good = 


hopes of great availes. Bur this, quoth he, my Sonne, is much like for all the 
world, as if a man in hunting would evermore holla to his hounds in ſuch a 
note as he uſerh to ſet up when he ſeeth his game. For at the firſt, full well I 
wore, he ſhall have his hounds willing enough to heare and obey: bur in cafe 
hedelude and deceive them often in this' ſort, ar rhe laſt they will not beleeve 
himar all, no, not when he ſees the game indeed. Semblably ir is in this hope 
whereof you {peake. If a man propoſing many. times unto them the cx 
of good things, deceive them, it will cm to paſle in the end, that when ſach 
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anoneſheweth intruth aſſured hope, he ſhal not be able ro perſwade them. And 
therefore, my Sonne, you ought to take heed, and ſpare to ſpeake, that which 
you know not for certaine. Well may other men ſometime ſo doe, and caſt our 
wordsto that purpoſe: but it bchooverh a Capraine to reſerve his owne encou- 
ragement tothe greateſt daungers and extremities , that it may carry the moſt 
credit. Now, beleeve me Father, me thinks you ſpeake this very well, and be- 
ingfo delivered, it pleafeth me berter. ;

-- Howa Prince may gaine the obedience of his people, Vanquiſh his enemies 
ih . andget the attribute of wiſe and Vertuous, : 


| Vr how to make my ſouldiours obedient unto me, I thinke not Father, 
Bru Iamnow to learne, For, you have taught me this your ſelfe, even 
A 'mmediatly from mine infancie., when you enforced me to obey you. 
Afterwards you recommended mee in my childhood to Schoole-maſters, 'and 
chey inured me likewiſe tothe ſame. Alſo what time I was raunged among 
the young men, our Governour was very carefull and diligent in this behalfe. 
Yea, and moſt of our lawes ſeeme to preſcribe theſe two points eſpecially, 
To Rnle, and Tobe ruled. And therefore when I confider throughly theſe mar- 
ters'ingenerall,mee thinkes I obſerve thus much, that the thing which moveth 
men moſt effeually to obedience, is, both to praiſe and honour him that o- 
beyeth, and alſo to diſgrace and puniſh the diſobedient. Indeed my ſonne, 
quothhe,this is the ready way tocauſe men to obey by conſtreint, but ro make 
men. of their owne accord obedient (which is farre better) there is a more 
compendious courſeto be taken. For, whom men thinke to. be more wiſe in 
procuring their owne good than themſelves, him right gladly they will obey. 
Andthis you may know to be true as in many other inſtances, ſoinſicke folke, 
how forward are they, tocall for Phyſicians that ſhould preſcribe and dire 
whit they ought to doe £ Semblably ar Sea, how cheerectully doe the paſſen- 
gers obey the Pilots? Likewiſe, looke whom men ſuppoſeto know the avenues 
and waies better than themſelves , how earneſtly ſtrive they to follow ſuch 
guides, and will not by their good wills be left behind 2 Bur contrariwile, 
when they thinke that by neying they ſhall take ſome harme, they will nei- 
ther yceld much for any puniſhment, nor yet be ſtirredup withrewards ; For, 


no man willingly taketh any gifts to his owne hurt. Then, Father, quoth Cyrus, 


your words import thusmuch, that there is nothing more available to k 
ſubjects inobeifance, than for a Ruler to be reputed wiſer than they. This is 


my ms in deed ſaid he. But how may a man Father, quoth Cyr#s, ſooneſt 
acquire ſuch an opinion andeſteeme of him ſelfe 2 There 1s not, my ſonne, a 
neerer way , faith Cambyſes , than to be prudent in very deed in thoſe things 
wherein a man would be thought wiſe. Doe bur conſider: hereof in particu- 
lar, and you ſhall find that I'fay true. For, if you would be taken for a good 
Husbandman, an expert horſeman, a skilfull Phyſician, a cunning Muſician, or 
any ſuch, whea'youare in truth-nothing leſſe , marke what a number of ſhifts 
you muſt deviſe romaintaige this outward ſemblance? And ſay, that by your 
pcrſwaſid, many men fal co praiſe you,to the end that therby you might raiſe a 
fy glorious 
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glorious name of your ſelfe : ſo as you have now laid agood foundation , and 
polſeſled every of them with a fi conceit of you: Firſt, youſhould but 
deceiverhem for the preſent ; and {oone after when you come to the triall,be- 
wray what you are, and ({o appeare in your owne colours, a vaine boaſter. But 
how might a man Father, in very deed, atraine unto ſuch wiſedome, as tofore- 
ſee whar in fururetime will be expedient Truly, even thus, my ſonne, ſaid 
Cambyſes; If ſobe you ſtudy togetas much as may be had by leaming, like as 
you are taught already the kill of marſhalling anarmie. Burt , what things 
ſocver men cannot learne by diſcipline, nor foreſce by humane wiſedome, if 
you by divination, and oracles conſult with the Gods thereabour, you ſhall be 
wiſer than other men: eſpecially , if wheh you know what is beſt to be done, 
you be carefull withall ro pur the ſamein execution. For, to be induſtrious in 
procuring of things requiſite, is the part of a wiſeman, rather than to be alto- 
gether negligent in that behalfe. Moreover to winne the love of ſubjects, a 

int, which I hold chiefe and principall,evident it is that the ſame way would 
Loni, as if a man deſired to be loved of his friends. For, I ſuppoletharto 
effe@ this, he muſt endevour to be ſcene bountifull and beneficiall. A difficult 
marrer it is my ſonne,for a man to beable alwaies to pleaſure whom he would. 
Butto ſhew himſelfe joyfull and ready to congratulate their good fortune, and 
with them to grieveand take heavily any adverſe calamitic ; as alſo to be preſt 
and ready to relievethem in diſtreſle, to be affraicd aforchand leaſt they doe a- 
miſſe, to labouralſoto prevent and provide that they doe not ſtumble and fall: 
iatheſe caſes, I fay hee ought in ſome ſort. to goe even with them and beare 
them companuie. 

To come now to the practiſe of armes ; If ſervice fall out co be performed 
in Summer ſeaſon, a Generall muſt in all-mens fight endure the hear of the 
Sunne-aboue the reſt : ſemblably in Winter time abide moſt cold: and where 
travaile is required, there is he to take the greateſt paines : For, all theſe things 
make much tothe winning of his ſouldiers hearts. And ſay you ſo, Father * 
quorh he, ſhould a Capraine in deed be more painfull every way, than his men 
that ſerve under him £ Yea ywis, that is my ſaying. Howbeir, my ſonne, be 
of good cheere and be not diſmayed therear. For, know you this, that the 
fame labours be not in ſemblable bodies of a chiefe Commaunder and a pri- 
vate ſouldiour, grieyous alike: both becauſe ina Commaunder the reſpetof 
honour makerth the travaile ſome-whar lighter ; and alſo for that he knowerh 
whatſoever he atchieverh ſhall not be hidden bur openly ſeene. . Bur, Father, 
when fouldiers are now well provided of neceſſaries, when they be in good 
health and able totravaile : when they be trained in martiall feats, and have a 
| kinde of ambitious humour, defirous to appeare valiant : and withall take more 
pleaſure to obey than to be ſtubborne and diſfobedient, thinke you nor, farher, 
the man wiſe who then would make haſt ro encounter his enemies 2 Yes truly 
faid he, if hemight ger the better of them. If not, Iformy part verily.,.as I 
' thoughtboth my ſelte to be in better caſe, and my followers alſo berter ap- 
pointed , ſo much the more would be wary and take better heed: like as all 
other things that we thinke moſt precious and ſetgreateſt ſtoreby, we com- 
monly ps ab to have in beſt ſccuritie. Bur, to get the vantage and ods of 


our enimies, by what mcanes Father, may one beſt arraine * This is no meane 
+ point, I may tell you, my ſonne,nor of ſmall importance that you demaund of 
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. beabletolevel, yea and to hit even yery men 


mee. Bur know: for certeine that who ever ſhall effeR this, had need be a wait- 
layer, a deepe diffembler , a craftie and fraudulent deceiver , a very theete and 
greedy, robber,and in'oneword, every way able'to overtop his enumies. Here- 
at.Cyrus ſmiling , 6 good God , Farher, whar manner of man would you by 
theſe your words,have'me to be 2 Even ſuch a one, ſonne, as may for all that, 
be.right-juſt;and moſt obſervant of rhe lawes. ' Why then,quorh he, when we 
were children and younglings, taughr yee us quite contrary to allthis 2 Why 
even ſo doe wee now alſo, quoth Cambyſes , namely toward our friends and 
compatriots. And wore you not that. yee learne many miſcheivous deviſes, 
whereby yee may be able to annoy your enimies £ Notruly, Father, anſwe. 
red Cyrus + Wherefore then, quoth he, learned yee to ſhoot © For what pur- 
poſe were yee taught to dart 5 Why were yee trained up 1n taking wild Bores 
with net and toile, yea and inentrapping them in pitfals , or incatching Staggs 


wirh ſhares, grinnes, and cords £ Wherefore ſtood yenot [your ground, nor 


fought on even hand with Lions, Beares,and Libards, but evermore went abour 
to:encounter theſe wild-beaſts upon advantages 7 Or know yee not , that all 
theſe things be nought elſe, but miſcheivous flights, deceirfull practiſes,fraudu- 
lent wiles, and laying for all advantages? They are no'other Father,quoth Cy- 
7us, howbeit, againſt ſavage beaſts. But, were I but ſeene ſo muchas willing 
to beguile any man, I remember full well , that I met with many a ſtripe for 
my. labour. No force, ſaid Cambyſes. For weedid not, I take it, permit you, 
my ſonne, cither to ſhoot your arrow , or caſt your dart througha man: bur 
we taught you todrivedireRly at'a marke, and. in no wiſe for the preſent to 
hurt and miſcheive your friends : But if there hapned any warres,thar ye might 

alſo. Likewiſe we taught you to 
practiſe deceit and to winadyantage,notof men bur of wild beaſts :ro the end 
that even herein yee ſhould not hurt your friends. Howbeit intime of warre, 
if need ſo require, yee might not beſhort in ſuch feats. Then, Father, ſaid Cy- 
rus, if it be expedient to learne both ; namely, to know the way how to. doc 
good and hurt alſo unto men, it were meet to teach men the oneas well as the 
other. It is reported my ſonne, quoth-Cambyſes, that there was ſometime. in 


- Qur aunceſtours daies a certein Schoolemaſter, that taught his children (right 


as youalſo, would have it). Juſtice [and Injuſtice J Not to lye, and withall, 
Tolye: Not radeceive, arid yet ro deceive: as-well, Not to accuſe wrongful- 
ly, as To accuſe unjuſtly.: both, Nox ta get advantage above others, andalſo 
To lay. for private gaine and commaditie before others. Now, ln theſe points, 
forſooth, he did diſtinguiſh thus, namely which they were to do unto friends; 
and which untoenimics. Nay, he went further thanſo,andraught, Thar law- 
fullir was even to beguile friends for profit, yeaandrto ſteale from friends their 
goods for commoditte. He that taught theſe.rules, could not chuſe but exer- 
ciſc his ſcholars to practiſe the ſame one unto anorher/ when they were chil- 
dren: likeas men fay., the Grecks in the fear of wreſtling teach rhe art of de- 
ceit, yeaang inure their children alfo ro ſupplantand ile one another. 
Whereby.it came to patſe, thatſome of them, growen to be rowardly impes, 


bothto, beguike cleanly and alſoto ger the vantageof otherscunningly : and 


haply framed wirhall by naturenot unapr for coyetouſneſſe and greedy getting 
of. goods, {parednot thetr. very _— bur attempted to goe beyond them al- 
fo. Hacupona law. was made, which (tandcth in force.wirh us at this day. That 
$454 our 
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our children ſhould be taught fimply and after one way : cvenas we teach our 
houtſhold-ſervants, To ſpeake truth to our ſelves, nor co deceive, nor fteale and 
filch, ne yer to ſecke their owne commodirie : and if they tre{pafſe herein; wee 
threaten to puniſh them. To the end that being nuzzled up and inured in this 
wiſe, they might prove the milder and more traQtable patriots. Afterwards 
when they were growne to your age, thenand not before it wasthoughr, they 
might ſafely teach, what things were lawfully ro be done ta entmics. Forbeing 
thus brought up togither in a muruall reſpective reverence one of another; yee 
are not like now ſo farre to exorbitate and breake out of order ,/as to become 
fierce and fell among your fellow-citizens. And evenſo, we doe nat diſcourſe 
of venereous matters and fleſhly pleaſures unto thoſe thar be very young : leaſt 
haply, young as they be , when audacious boldneſſe meeterh with hear of luſt 
they might uſe the ſame immoderatly. Par-die quoth Cyr#s,truc iris, And 
therefore, good Father, forbeare not to reach mee what you can, as one ſame. 
what dull and comming late to learne, theſe ſubrill caſts of catching vantage 
how I may be able tromake my part the berter and ourſtrip mine enimies. Then 
ſaid Cambyſes , Devile therefore ro the uttermoſt of your power, when your 
owne menare, ingood order arraunged, to ſurpriſe your enimies when they be 
in diſarray: wirh your owne ſouldiours armed and well appointed to affaile 
them unarmed : with your companies watching, to ſer upon them faſt aſleepe: 
when they are eſpyed by you, and your ſelfe nor diſcovered by them : alſo 
whiles youare in a fenſed place of fafery, to take them encumbred, within the 
difficulrie and diſadvantage of the ground. Buthow is it poſlible Farher,repli- 
ed Cyrus,fora man to watch his enimies ſuch a turne, as to fall upon themin 
theſe arid ſuch like defaults £ For that, my. ſonne, as well you as your cnimies, 
are of neceſſitie to meer with many of theſe occurrents ( For both of you 
oughr to goe and ſend out a foraging, yee cannot chooſe ) : yee muſt needs of 
borh ſides take your fleepe : Early in the morning , yee cannot orherwiſe doe 
bur all-rogither, make ſtarts and ſtraggle aftde to purvey neceſſaries: and ſuch 
waies as yee light upon, be they better or worſe yeeareto uſe perforce. All 
theſe things ought you to thinke upon; and looke wherein yee finde your 
ſelves weakeſt,therein moſt of all yee are to be wary and circumſpeR : in whar 
things you perceive your enimies eaſieſt robe taken and vanquiſhed , thercin 
eſpecially to ſerupon them. What ! quorh Cyrus, is itlawfull ra lay for van- 
intheſe particulars onely , or in ſome others beſide * Yes yw's, that it is, 
and in thoſe much more my ſonne. For in theſe,all men for the moſt part keepe 
ſure watch and ward, as knowing that ordinarily they have necd thereof.” Bur 
they thar are skilfull ro circumvent their enimies, cancither pur them firſt ina 
good conceirt of themſelves , and then ſurprize them ar unwares: or ſuffer 
them to follow in chaſe, and ſo cauſe them to breake their raies : or by fem- 
blance of flight, traine them into ſtreights and places diſadvantageous, there to 
aflaile them ſodainly. Now, my ſonne, it behooveth you, to practiſe notone- 
ly all theſe ſtra es, which wirh carneſt deſire you have already learned,bur 
deviſealſo and of your owne head other {leights againſt. your enumies: even 
as Muſicians, uſe not thoſe tunes and ſongs onely which rhey have learn'd, bur 
ſtudy alfo to make & ſet other. And verily in Muſick new dities andfreſh nores 
in their very prime are in moſt requeſt: bur much more in warre new poli 
ac beſt ſer by. For why * ſuch late deviſed invenrions,- are thoſe chat ſooneſt 
: can 
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can deceive the enimies © And if you my Yonne, quoth he, would turne upon 
men nought elſe but thoſe fletghts , which you have laid for very ſmall wild 


beaſts, thinke you not that you ſhould make good progreſle in winning the bet- 


ter hand of your enemies * Far, to catch foule , you have inthe moſt bit- 
cer timeof winter riſen and-gone forth by night: yea and before the poore birds 
were ſtirring, ſer ſnares and grins for them ſo cunningly as that the mooyeable 
falſe deter irmgnd like unto that which mooved not. Befides certeine foules 


were ſo taught by you, asthat they ferved your owne turne, bur in the meane 


'timedeluded other filly birds of their owne ferher : whiles your ſelfe lay in 


couverrt and eſpiall ſo, as you ſaw them,and they had no fight of you. More- 


over, your careand endevour was, to preventthe ſaid toules and draw them 


unto youbefore they ſhould flye away. As for the Hare becauſe ſhegoerh to 
releife and feederh inthe darke night ,. but by day faveth herſelfe by her lighr 
foot, you kept Hounds which by ſent might finde her out : and for that when 
ſhee is ſtarted, ſhee ſwiftly runnethaway, you'had Greehounds beſides trained 
of purpoſe to overtake her in purſuit, by good footmanſhip. And in cafe the 
ſaid Hares ſhould out-ſtrip theſe Greehounds alſo , you learned out their paths 
and muſets : and to what harbours they chuſe to flic, therein you pitched haies 
and nets hardly to be ſeene, to the end that the Hare in her moſt eger flight 
might fall into them, and therein entangle her ſelfe. And thar ſhee mighr not 
eſcape thence, youplaced men of purpoſe to watch: and marke the manner of 
it, who being neere at hand ſhould ſtreight-waies ſeize upon her. And your 
ſelfe verily from behind, by ſerting tp a lowd cry, that raughr unto her,'1o af- 
frighred the poore Hare, that caught ſhee was at utiwares : whiles thoſe who on 
the foreparr lay in waite inſtructed by you to kerpe ſilence were hiddeniand un- 

ſeene.. Therefore as I ſaid before, if you would praiſe likewiſe ſuch deviſes 
as theſe, againſt men, Iknow not for my part, how you ſhould come ſhorr of 
any enemie inthe world. Now, if tt chaunceat any time, that you be cnfor- 
ced, in plaine even ground and open feild to joyne battaile with enſignesdifſ- 

played, when yce are on both fides armed and well appointed, eventhen, my 

ſonne, thoſe helpes and advantages provided long before do-very much availe: 

And ſuch, I fay, be theſe: namely, if your ſouldiours bodies: have beene well 


. exerciſed; if their hearts have had an edge ſer upon them and thereby be well 


encouraged: and laſt of all,if they have diligently ſtudied and practized mar- 
tiall feats aforchand, . Moreover, this thing alſo you are toknow; that ſo mas 
ny, as you ſhall thinke it meet they ſhould obey you, will all of chem-likewiſe 
deeme it as fit, thagyou provide for their good and ſafetie' every way. /Titere: 
forebe younever careleſle in this point, bur foreſee over-night whar you would 
have your liege men to:doc the morrow , and fore-caſt by day , how night- 
{ervice may ſpeed beſt. - Furthermore, in whar ſort anarmie is to be put- in or- 
der againſt a battaile : after whar manner it is tobe led in march by night 
or day : .how in ſtreighrs, how in broad plaines and-open wayes * how | 
over hilly'places , how through champian fields and plaines « Alſo in 
what wiſea campe is to be pitched © How watch and ward is to be fer, as 
well for nighras day 2. How to advance againſt the enimies, how to come off, 
and retire £ How ro march before an enimie-citie 2 how to lead an armie to the 
afſfaulr of a walled Fort,and how to withdraw the ſame from thence © In what 
manner to paſſe through * hollow waies full of woods,or over rivers £ What 
: | order 
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order to take with horſemen * what with darters and archers? Alſo, when 
you lead your armic diſplaicd into wings, if then your enimies charge dire&tly 
uponyou,in what ſortare youro make head and withſtand them? Again;w 

you lead it in forme of a thicke * ſquadron, and they flanke you from ſome 0- 
cher ſide, and notatront ; in what manner you are to encounter them 2 Alfo, 
by which meanes you may beſt know your enimies behaviour and projects : 
and they leaſt perceive your deſſcineand purpoſe, Bur all theſe points, why 
ſhould I now rehearle unto you * For, whatſoever my ſelfe knowerh, you have 


often heard : and if others beſides ſeemedexperttherein , you have not negle- . 


Red conference with any one of them: and never were you dull witted and 
hard to learne. You ought therefore, as Ithinke, according as occaſions ſhall 
bepreſented, to pur ſuch inſtructions in ure, as you ſhall ſuppoſe will bearall 
times moſt expedient for you. And learne withall, my ſonne, of mee theſe di- 
reQions of greateſt importance. Never adventure any thing either by your 
ſelfe alone, orin your armie , without warrant of ſacrifices and auguries by 
bird flight: conſidering thus much, thar men take matters in hand no otherwiſe 
than by gueſſe , as not knowing for certeine from whence any good ſhall re- 
dound unto them : how ever haply a man may by the events undetſtand the 
ſame. For, many men and thoſe reputed moſt wiſe, have perſwaded * cities to 
make warre upon thoſe, at whoſe hands they thus perſwaded, have afterward 
beene overthrowne. Many a man beſides, hath both enriched private perſons, 
and alſo amplified publike States, from whom by their mcanes thus enriched 
and advanced, they have ſuſteined afterwards extreme loſſe and miſchiefe. 
Many alfo whenthey might have uſed others as friends with reciprocall inter- 
change of doing and receiving pleaſures, chufing ro make them their ſlaves 
ratherthan their friends, have telr the ſmart thereof, and ſuffred puniſhmene 
even at their hands. Many againe , nar content to live a pleaſant life with a 
competent and ſufficient portion , but coveringto be Lords of all, haveloſt 
thereby even all that they bd pode ore. And to conclude, many 
having gotten much gold and rrealure which they ſo greatly wiſhed for , have 
by the ſame periſhed and come to ruine, Thus, mans wifedome knoweth no 
more how tochuſe what is beſt ; than if one ſhould caſt lots and draw what- 
ſoever fallech unro him. Whereas, the ummortall Gods know all as well paſt 
as preſent, yea and the farure events of every King. And to as many as 
ſeeking to them for direQion they vouch ſafe their gracious favour, 
therefore ſiznifie, whar enterpriſes they aretoattempr, and what 
not. Now, if they be not willing thus toadviſe all men, 
no marvaile is it. For, they are not bound of 
necefſicie to regard ſuch as 
they will not. 
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How Cyrus came into Perſia with his men , and procured them all to be 
armed by his Vnkle Cyaxtes. 


=7 S they diſcourſed thus togither, come they were as farreas 
,-} to themarches of Perſia. Where,after that an Agleappea- 
reduntothem on the right hand,and became their guide to 
lead them the way,they made their prayers unto the Gods 
and Demigods, Patrons of the Perſian Land, for rodiſmiſſe 
them with propitious grace and fauour, and ſo paſſed over 
EVE the bounds thereof. When they were once paſt theſe 
Frontiers, they prayed againeto the Tutelan Gods of the Median Land, that 
they likewiſe would vouchſafe as graciouſly and with ſemblable favour to re- 
ceive them. This done, after they had in decent manner embracedech other, 
the father returned backe into- Per/za, but Cyras journeyed forward in cAtedia to 
[ his VakleJ Cyaxares. When he was come thither unto him , at their firſt 
meeting they ſaluted one another, as it well beſeemed. Then Cyaxares enqui- 
red of Cyrus,howgreat an Army he had brought * Who anſ\ poo are thou- 
fand, even thoſe who were wont heretofore ro come unto you and ſerve as 
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mercenaries: And certeine others beſides of the Peeres ratike who never yer 
went forth to warre,are commingrto them. And, How many'bethey*- quorh 
Cyaxares : As fot the nutnber, ſaid Cyras, it will nor greatly pleaſe you when 
you heare it : yet thus much I would you knew, thatas few as theſe Peeres be

all the other Perſians,be they never ſvmany.Bur what!Is there any need of the? 
or did you feare in vaine ? and happly the enimies come not. Yes verily, that 
they doe, quoth Cyaxares,and thoſe a great number.

8 quoth he, however there be many come from thoſe parts 
reporting diyerſly,yer they all agree in one point of ſubſtance,and ſpeakero the 
ſame purpoſe. Then, I ſee quoth Cyrus, fight we mult againſt theſemen. No 
xemedie os Cyaxares. Why then, replyed Cyrus, did not you tell me ( if you 
haveſo goodintelligence ) what power of theirs is a-foot, as alſo what our 
owneforcesbce, that upon the certeine knowledge thereof wee may conſult 
rog1- 
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togither, which way beſt to joyne barraile with them * Hearken then, quorh 
Cyaxares,' Creſus that rich King of Lydia bringeth z they ſay ,. tenthouſand 
Horſemen: and of Targuetiers and Archers more-than' 40000. Arigmes the 
Prince of Great Phrygia, is ſaidto come with a power of 8000 Horſe; and of 
Pikemen and Targuetiers together, no fewer then 40000. Aribeus King ofthe 
Cappadocians,icaderh (by report) 6000 Horſemen, and his Archers with Tar- 
gueriers are nor under 30000. Maragdus the: Arabian, hath in his conduc 
19000 men of Armes, one hundred Chariots; and of Slingers an excceding 
greg mulcirude. Bar as touching the Greekes rhat inhabit Aſia , it is not yer 
knowne, whether they follow or no © Gabens, as the ſpeech goeth, who hath 
from about the plaine of Cayſfros 6000 Horſe, and 10000, Targuetiers, will 
augment his number, with thoſe of that Phrygia, which joyneth ro Helleſpone. 
Bur the Cariers verily, the Cilicians and Paphlagonians, for ought we-heare, fol- 
low not, alchough they were requeſted to come. Howbeit, the Aſſyrian (Mo- 
narch ) who harh under him Babylon and all TM ſſyria beſide, will bring into the 
Field, as I ſuppoſe, 20000 horſe and no fewer : Chariots I am ſure not above 
200: butof footmen, I gueſſe, an huge number : For fo is he wont-ro doe 
whenſoever he invaderh theſe parts. By this computation then, quorh Cys, 
you ſay that our enimies bein Horſe 60000 : of Targueriers and Archers-not 
ſo fewas 200000 ſtrong.Goe to now,to what number, ſay you,doe your owne 
forces amount © There be, quoth he, of Median Horſemen, above 10000 : of 
Targueriers and Archers, there may be levied in-our owne territory, abour 
60000. Bur of the Armenians and Borderers, there will be here 4009 Horſe, 
and 20000 Foot. By your ſaying then,inferred Cyrus - Our men of armes bee 
fewerrthan one third part of our enimies Cayallery, & our footmen welkneere 
halfe their Infantery, How then, ſaid Cyaxares, doe you accoumpt the Perfiars 
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tobe but few, whom you bring as youſay with you £ * As for fighting men, « x.

If che caſe ſo ſtands, my good 
Cyrus, quoth he, what deviſemay a man finde better;than to ſend.untothe Per- 
ftans, both to declare unto ther, that if the Medes ſuſteine any dilaſtre, the 
lofſe and calamitie will reachieven unto them; and withall ro require a greater 
powers But I would have you to underſtand rhus much,faith Cyrzs, that if all 
the Perſians ſhould come into- the field , wee were not able for number to ſux- 
mountour enimies.: What other meanes then, doe you ſee better than this, 
quoth Cyaxares? Were I,faid Cyrus,as you are,I would cauſe to be made forall 
the Perſians that are comming, ſuch armour in every paint as thoſe Gentlemen 
of ours have, who are repairing hither and be called Homorimi: namely,a Cy- 
race over the breſt, a light targuer for the left hand, anda ſhort curtelax for the 
right. If you can provide us theſc armes; you ſhall bring to paſle, rhat as ir 
wil be more ſafe for us to confront our cnn &cope with themincloſe aght: 
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ſo it ſhall be better for them to flie'than to keepe their ground . And verily, we 


. that are Perſians be preſt to deale with ſuch as will ſtand to it : but looke how 


many of them do flie,thoſe commit weto you and to your horſmen:ſo thar they 
ſhall have no letfure, either to flie or once to turne backe. When Cy7#s had thus 
diſcourſed upon the point,Cyaxares approved well his ſpeech: inſomuch, as he 
made no'more words of ſending for a new levie;but preſently provided the ar- 
moutand weapons aboveſaid. Now, when the ſame werein good forwardneſle 
and almoſt ready, the ſaid Peeres were by that time come with the armie ſent 
out of Perſia, Whom Cyrus after hehad aſſembled together, ſpake by report un-

Heretofore, yee were archers and darters as well as wee: In which 
tnanner of ſervice if yee carried nor yourſelves equall to us, it is no tharvaile. 
For why 2 yee had nottime ro praciſetheſe fears, as wee had. Burin this kind 
of armature hete, we ſhall have no vantagearall over you. For, every one of 
you ſhall have a curace fitted for his breſt, alight buckler in his left hand , as 
wee all were wont to'carry , and in his right an arming ſword, or battle axe 
wherewith weare to ſfnite ourenemy thar ſtanderh bppoſice unto us, and need 
fot feare to tilſe whenſoever we offer ro ſtrike. What is it then, (conſidering 
ehis manner of fight) wherein one of us ſhould paſſe another * unlefſe ir bee in 
boldnefſe and courage, which yee ought to ſhew as well as we.. Andas for vis 
Rory; whereby all good rhings and excellent, are both gotten and kenr, what 
teaſ0n is therethar'we ſhould defire it more thanyee? To ſpeake of Sdveraign- 
ty, which giverhall away to rhe Conquertours, thein that be conquered; 
why ſhould ir concerne us more than you, to ſeeke therefore * To conclude. 
thei; ſaith hee, 'yee have heard all, and feethe very armour.. Take every niaf 
whit he ncederh and is fit for his body, and then give his name to the Captdihe 
of (binie company for to be entolled in the ſame and ranke with us: Bur 
whoſbever is content with the place of amercenary ſouldicr, lerhim remaine 
Rillin fuch arms as are meet for ſervitours utito others. ew}

T 4 Heſe were the words of Cyra5;, which whettthe Perſtans had heard,they 
-/ maderhisaccounr,;:rhac worthy they were from thateime forward rg 
\ liveall:rheir dayes in penury and wart, if being thuis called, to-take 
pairies alike, fort enjoy thereforelike availes; rhey would nor accept thereof; 

| they alt cntredcheir names, and being once regiſtred, rooke eyery 
matvhis armour,” Bur all the-while tharche enemies were ſaid co be comming 
ncete athand;and yecappeared nor in fight; Cyr endeavoured both to ow=_ 
9) | c 
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ciſe his ſouldiers bodies in ſuch feats, as it might gather more ſtrengrh:to teach 
them alſo to ſ@ their array, and embartaile, yea and to whert their ſtomacks 
againſt warre-ſervice, Bur firſt of all , having received miniſters and offi- 
cers from.Cyaxares, he commaunded them. to furniſh every ſouldier ſuthciently 
with all things needfull : Which order being taken, he lefr them by this meanes 
nothing elſe to doe, bur to exerciſe onely martiall deeds : ſeeming, that he had - 
owns and obſerved thus much, that they becamealwaies inevery point moſt 
excellent,who leaving to buſie their heads 8& to deale in many things,gaye their 
minds to one worke onely and no more. Nay, more than ſo, even of military 
excrciſes,cutting off their training to the-uſe of bowes, arrowes and darts, hee 
left them nought clſe to-practiſe, but ro fight with ſword, buckler and breſt- 
plate, whereby itcame to paſſe, that immediately he imprinted this opinion in 
chem, that cicher they muſt buckle with their enemies cloſe athand.-ſtrokes, or 
elſe confelſe themſelves to bee warre-fellowes of no worth; Bur to acknow- 


ries among them, inall thoſe points that he deemed expedient for ſouldiers to 


put.in ure. 


. any of brought their Centuries to beſt proufe, might be made *

t to have trained 
their bands moſt ſufficiently,mighr ſucceed in their places who had beene Cen- 
turions: In like maner that the beſt Decurions ſhould be advanced tothe rowme 
of Caporals: and the\Quincurions likewiſe to the leading of Decuries. Finally, 
that private ſouldiers, ſuch as excelled the reſt, ſhould ſtep into the Quincurions 
degree. And verily, all theſe Capraines gained this at firſt, To be eſteemed of 
+ «neo o6rv whercofthey had the rule :\then, other honours conſequent- 
ly followed, as:were beſeemingevery oneaccording, to their.calling. Furcher- 
mote, he made ſhew ve ary hopes to ſuch as wereptaiſe worthy, if haply 
intime tocome,; there ſhould _— any ſhew of farther commodity. Hee 
y—_—_— likewiſe rewards of viRory, rowhole Centuries, as-alſo. to whole 

Jecurics and Quincuries: according, as they ſhewed themſelves. right * faith- 


Ces 
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ces appointed unto them. And ſuch were their rewards, as beſt betitted amal- 
titude. Thus much as touching theſe particulars, which himſelfe publiſhed, 
and wherein the Soldiours were exerciſed. Moreover, he provided for them 
Pavilions, for number as many as there were Centurions, and for their capaciry - 
ſufficient every one to receive a **Company : and each Company contained one * A tundred. 
hundred Soldiers. And thus pitched they their tents by the hundreds. Of en- 

camping thus and lodging together, he ſuppoſed this commodity would ariſe 

unto them, againſt any future barraile, in. that they ſaw themſelves one with 

another kept and maintained alike: In which regard, none could have pretenſe 

of Cowardiſe, for to ſhrinke or beare. himſelfe worſe in fighting with his ene- 

my, as having ſmaller availes one than another. This converting alſo under 

one roufe, he thought would make much for their muruall acquaintance. For, 

in knowing each other, he was perſwaded they would bee all more abaſhed ro 
doeamiſſe : Whereas, thoſe who are unknowne, like unto ſuch as live in dark- 

neſle, ſeeme in ſome ſort more prone tocommirt wickednefſe. Againe, it fee. 

med unto him, that by reaſon of this ſociery in campe and pavilion, they ſhould 
finde much'good in the exact ordinance of their Companies and ſetting them 

inarray. For the Centurions had under them their hundreds lying and lodg- 

ing, * in ſo good diſpoſe, as if every Century marched by it felte upon the *wquesis; 
way : Semblably the Caporals of their bands : The Decurions their Tenns and 

Quicurions their fives. - This preciſe order of {everall bands and companies, he 

thought very profitable, both to prevent alltrouble and confuſion: and alfo in 

caſe they were once ſhuffled and in defarary, to rally and reduce them againe 

{ooner into order ; like as ſtones and pieces of timber, which arc to beejoyned 
and {er rogether in building, how ever:they chanceto lye afunder and caſt afige 

may yet be eaſily firred: and couched one ro another, if they have certaine marks, 
by which it may'evidently appeare from what place every of them came ©. Fi- 

nally by ſuch fellowſhip in living together at bed and boord, he thought they 
ſhould finde this benefir, in that they would be more lourh to forſake one ano- 
ther : becauſehee ſaw, that even wild beaſts feeding rogether' hoan exceeding- 
ly after their fellowes, ifhapply any man plucke and ſever them aſunder. ' * : 

Moreover, Cyr hada ſpeciall eye to this atſo, that his Soldiours ſhould ne- 

vergoc in, to dinner or ſupper,unleſſe they had laboured firſt, untill they wear 
againe. - For, he cither led chem forth on hunting, and ſo cauſed them to (wear, 

orelſe deviſed far them ſuch games and paſtimes, as might drive them into a 

fiveat. And if irhappened, that himfelfe were ro-performe any.exploit, hee 

would in perſonlead- them; and ſet intotheation'ſo, as rhey ſhould befure, 
not £0 returne without ſweating. For, this he ſuppoſed to bee. very good for 
than, cauſing them to eate their mear with berter ſtamack and delight, ro pre- 

ſerve their health, and to-cnable them un:o labour. — and Ne —_ 

ia painestaking as he thought, would make them ro be more- nu gentle .' 1:70 
_—_ another, For, evenhorſesaccuſtotned ro workeand*labour-togither 

abroad, are wont to ſtand-motegemtly and quicrly'inhe ſtablet/ And certaine 

it is, that thoſe Soldiours will ſticke to icmore couragiouſty- againſt theirene- 

mics, who are privy:tothemſelves that rhey have beene well exerciſcd. 'Fur- 

thermore, Cyrws for him(clfe reared a pavilion, ſufficien for the receit of rhole, 

whom he bade at any timero ſupper. And for the moſt parr, heinvited to' his 

table,ſuch Centinicrs as he thought meer. Sometimes,Caporals, ot —_ 
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ants and ſuch,

Diziniers and Cinquiniers : Now and then alſo, headmitted to his boord,cer- 
taine privare ſouldiers, yea and whole companies or bands, of fives and rennes, 
of * rwenty fives and hundreds, ata time.. This manner of inviting and doing 
them honour, heuſed whenſoever hee ſaw ſome of them to have executed thar 
exploit, which he would have had joyatly performed by all. As for the ſer- 
vice of diſhes up to the boord,it was no.other for Cyrus himſelfe than for his 
gueſts, The * miniſters in the campe, hee made cquall in condition with the 
reſt, and partakers of all things. For that he judged theſe officers no lefſe wor- 
thy of honour and advancement than cither Heraults or Embaſſadors. For, he 
ſuppoſed, that ſuch ought to be truſty;experr in military affaires, quicke witred 
and of good conceit, hardy beſides and active, forward to aRtion, and firme in 
reſolution: yea and more than ſo, Cyr#s judged that theſe miniſters ought to 
be as much reſpeRed every = , andto enjoy as many preferments as thoſe, 
who were reputed the very beſt: and therefore ſo to bee inured , as that t 
might refuſe no labour, but thinke all things meer for them ro doe, which their 
Capraine commaunded. | ah he

How Cyrus deviſe and communed graciouſly with hu Chiefetaznes : 
def df nectar = related _ 
for to doe him pleaſure. 
Ver and beſides , Cyrus, whenſoever hee with his invited gueſts made 
(== cogither in one Pavilion, endeavored alwaies to have ſuch talke 
and ſpeeches interlaced among, as might cauſe moſt mirth,and withall 

incite to vertue and prowelſe. And one time above the reſt, he fell into ſuch a 
diſcourſe as this. What thinke yee, Sirs,ſaith he,ſeeme others beſide our ſelvess 
inferiour unto us any jorte, in this regard that they had not had the ſame educa- 
tion and breeding with us ! or willthere be no differenceat all betweene them 
and us,cicher in mutuall converſing together, or in manner of fight when we are 
ro joyne battayle with our enemies £ Then. Hyſsſpes made anſwer -and faid, 
How they will demeane themſelves againſt the enemie, I wote not yet; bur in. 
their daily converſation ,- ſo helpe me God, ſome of rhem ſeeme peeviſh and 
wry halready. For, of late Cyaxares ſent unto every ſeverall-Compa- 
ny, $ {laine for ſacrifice to make good cheere with, ſo as there ſhould fall 

to every one of our ſhares three pieces of fleſh or more as they: were ſerved and 
carried round. And verily; the Cooke, when he went abour with the firſt ſer- 
vice began at me:-Butas: he came in, the ſecond time to deale about, I willed 
him to begin at'the hinmoſt and ſo to hold on his courſe the contrary way. 
'Wherear one of thoſe ſouldiers which ſat inthe mids ofthe *-Circle, cryed out 
and (aid, Pardie, here is no indifferent dealing, if noman will begin at us here 
inthe midſt. Which when'T heard, I was not a little grieved, that they ſhould 
thinke themſelves cut ſhorrand to have leſſe thanthe reſt; and therewith, I cal- 
led preſently for the faid party to.come and fit by me: who herein very or 
obeyed and came. Now when the meat that wenr about cameunto us, where- 
of by that time, the ſmalleſt portion remained, by reaſon (as I take it) that wee 
were.then the laſt to be ſetved, this fellow then,” would hold no longer nor 
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difimulc his griefe, but ſoftly ro himſelfe brake ouriinto theſe words, Whariil 
lucke have I, who being now called hicher, muſt needs come, and fare worſe 
then others for my labour ? Take it not ſoto the hearr,quoth T,vnto-him. For, 
the Cooke will preſently begin ar vs : and then, ſhall you bee firſt ſerued with 
thegreateſt piece. With-that comes the Cooke with his thirdand laſt courſe, 
euen all that which remained behind. Then, that ſouldier rooke his part next af- 
ter me: But when a third alſo had receiued his ſhare, and ſeemed to the other 
for to haue- gotten a bigger piece than he,hecaſteth from him that which he had 
taken already,as intending to lay hold ona greater piece. Bur the Cooke, ſup- 
poſing the man hadenough already & needed no more * pitrance, went his way 
from him, and ſo made an end of his courſe about, before the parry could meet 
withanother piece. Whereupon he was fo ill appaied for his hard hap , thar 
when the mear was eaten vp which he had once recciued, the reſt, ſauce and all 
wherein he ſhould dip ( in ſuch a pelting chafe was he,and ſo angry with his ill 
fortune) he quite overturned. A Caporall that fare next vato us, ſeeing this, 
clapped both his hands together and laughed thercar full heartily. Bur I,quoth 
Hyſtaſpes,made as though I coughed : For,I aſſure you,I could nor containe my 
ſclfe but laugh a good. And ſuch an one, quoth he, © Cyr«s, can I ſhew unto 
you out of our owne fellowes. Herear they laughed all , as they might well 
enough, Then another Centurion, This man quorh he,o Cyr#s,mer belike with 
a fellow thus froward and diſcontented. Bur I, quoth he, when you had raughr 
us the maner of marſhalling our companies,and fo ſent us away commaunding 
every one to teach his ownecompany what we had learned of you,did my ſelte 
when I was gone from you, according asT ſaw the reſt to doe, and inſtructed 
one * band. Now when I had ſer the Caporall,or leader of thar band formoſt, 
and next unto him placed a luſty young fellow, and fo others in order, as-I 
chought meer, I ſtood then my ſelfe before them all : and looking toward the 
faid band, when I ſaw my time , commaunded them all ro march forward : 
Whereat,this ſaid youngſter aduanced himſelfe before the leader and marched 
formoſt:which I ſeeing, Whither now good fellow,quoch I, what meaneſt thou 
rodo?I march on Sir,quoth be,as you commaund, Then replied I, Why !Tbad 
not thee alone,but all the reſt to come forward : which when he heard, turning 
backe to his fellowes, Come on Sirs,quoth he:Heare ye not how he commaun- 


deth us all to march Then they all ſtepped afore the Caporall, and came to-: 


ward me : whereupon the ſaid Caporall called themall backe againe ra their 
places: with that they-ſtomached the matrer and grumbled ſaying : whether of 
the twaine muſt we now obey 2 for the one biddeth vs march on,and the other: 
forbiddeth vs. Well, I rooke all in good parr, dif) poling them cftſoones in or- 
der with this charge, that none of them behind ſhould ſer one foot forward un- 
till the former led the way, bart all of them have a ſpeciall eyeto this onely,; 
even to follow the former. Now it hapned, that one intending to take a jour-' 
ney into Perſia, came and called-upon mee for my letter which I had written 
home to my friends. Whereupon 1 willed a Caporall(for he knew where the: 
ſaid letter lay, ro runne unto the tent and ferch the ſame; He ran accordingly; 
bur the forefaid youngſter followed the Caporall hard at heeles, armed as he 
was in his curaceand.with his curtelace. All the reſt of the whole band fecing 
him to runne,rannealfo amaine for company:and ſo they all of rhem came and, 
brought me my letter. ' Thus hath my band, ſaith he, learned all that you are 
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enjoyned us. : Herear, all the reſt verily'that were preſent laughed, as well they 
might, and namely at this warlike guard and convoy of the letter :. But Cyrus 

id, 0 Iupiter, and all yee the Gods beſides, whar manner of Afſociars haye 
weto fight for us * ſo * traable and eaſie to bee wonne, that many of them 
will become good friends for a ſmall-piece of meare, and ſome againe fo ob- 
ſquious,thar before they know what = are commaunded,be ready to obey 
Truſt me truly,1 wote not whar kind of fouldiours a man ſhould wiſhratherta 
have than ſuch. Cyr=s alſo _—_ with them, and in this fort praiſed the ſol- 
dicrs. It fortuned moreover that in-his Pavilion there was then, at this mee- 
ting, one of the Centurions named Aglaitadaes, 4 man for his manners andibe- 
haviour one of theſe auſtere and grimme Sirs, who began inthis wiſe: Thinke 
you, Cyr#s,quoth he,thar theſe men make a true report urto you 4 -- Why? {aid 
Cyrus, what ſhould they meaneto tell lies 2 whar elſe, ſaid the other, but be- 
cauſe they are diſpoſed ro-move laughter? in which regard they both come our 
with theſe tales, and alſo ſhew themſelves; bragging boaſtcrs. -Oh good Sie 
quorh Cyras, Faire words 1 pray you. And terme not theſe men vaine vaun- 
rers. For the name of boalter or vaunter,as I take it, is aptly given untothem, 
thar pretend cither to be zicher or more valiant than they are: ſuch alſo, as pro- 
mife to doe, that which they cannot performe: . yeaand then eſpecially, wher 
they are knowne evidently {o to doe for lucte.. But they that deviſe meanes to 
make the company to laugh, neirher for their owne gaine, nor tathe damage 
of the hearers, ne yet for any other harmeat all, why ſhould not they more 
truely be called, merry conceired Pleaſants rather than Boaſters* Thus much 
anſwered Cyrus by way of Apologie, in the behalfe of thoſe who had mooved 
laughter. Thenthe Caporall againe, who related the merry natration of his 
band. Now verily, Aglaitads quoth he, If wehad gone about to cauſe. yau 
ro weepe, as ſome Poets and Oratours there be, wha both in their Sonnersand: 
alſo in their Orations, invent pitifull and lamentable arguments, thereby ro! 
provoke melancholicke perfons to ſhed teares,you would have greatly blamed 
us;when as you knowing as you do, that we are defirons ro make you famwhar 
merry,and in no wiſe to hurt you, yet you requite us with great contumedly: and 


digrece.l do ſoindeed quorh Aglatadas,and (by Fager I ſweare) auow. it; well 
| | eth his 


iuſtly done. For,in my conceit, whoſocuerc friends to laugh,doth 
nor ſo worthy an act by farre,as he that ſerteth them a weeping. And cuen your 
felfe,if oy weigh thethingaright,ſhall find thatl ſay trve. And why ! by wee+ 
ping, athers bring their children ro modeſty and ſobriety ; Schoolemaſters 
kkewife their ſchollars ro learne good arts and ſciences : yea, and the-lawes, 
whiles they force citizens and ſubjects ro ſhead teares, pur them forwards ta 
obſerve and praQtife Tuſtice. But as for theſe Pleafants that procure laughter, 
telf meif you can wherein they profit mens bodies or enhable their minds, the 
berter,to menage either private government of houſe, or publike adminiſtration 
of Commonweale £ Hereupon Hyſtafpes came upon him with ſuch 2 ſpeechas: 
this... Well; Azlatadas,/ it you will follow my counſell, be bold toexpend 
frankly upon your enemies this that you price fo' high: and doe your belt hard. 
ly cromake them weepe: bur upon us, your friends, be ſo good as beſtaw.your 
laughing, being a marter of ſo ſmall coſt and valew. . For, I know well, you 
catinot chooſe bur haue plenty thereof | layd vp-in ſtore: conſidering neither. 
your {elfe for your owat. vic fins ſpent, nor willingly affoord ought of itta. 
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your friends and gueſts; -and therefore can pretend -no excuſe, but that you 
muſt impart ſome laughter among us.” Why: quoth Aglaitades, and goe you 
about Hyſtaſpes to terch a-laughter from mee £ with thar, the Ca call abou 
ſayd, Nay in good faith ; he were a very foole then: For ſup ghar may 
ſooner ſtrike fire our of you;, than get one laughter. Hereat [li che reſt of the 
_ thar knew the humor and quality of the man laughed hartily: and 
Aglaitades hiraſelfe couldnot chooſe bur ſmilealſo a lirtle. Cyr then ſecing 
him diſpoſed ſomewhat to mirth, You donor well, Caporall,quoth he,to offer 
this wrong; in that by perſwading the man to laugh, you ſeemero c and 
marre this our moſt ſober and grave gueſt : eſpecially being ſo pro an 
+ AT SNOS- Andrhus, an end there was of merry talke in this 
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The conſultation of Cyrus with his CArmie, whether hee ſhould re- 
ward all bis ſouldiers alike: or every one according 
to his deſert ? 


Frer all this,Chryſantas entred incoa diſcourſe in this manner. Cyrus,and 

K ycecall charare here preſent : Iconfider with my felfe, There be come 
forth hither wich us, ſomeof more worth, and others of lefſe. How- 

beit, ifthere ſhall befall unto us any good fortune, they will thinke them(elyes 
all worthy of the ſame availes. But, 1 afſure you, I repute nothing inthe world 
more unequall, than that the valiant manand the coward ſhould be rewarded 


alike. Tothis point Cyr«s inferred thus. It were beſt therefore my friends (be:. 


fore God I ſpeake,) to pur this matter in queſtion unto the Army : namely, 
whether they thinke it good, (af ir pleaſe God to ſpeed our labours,) to make 
all men of equall condition: or duly conſidering the ſervice of every one,-ro 
award them their rewards in. proportion accordingly. And what need you 
"_ Chryſantas to propound rþis-marrer for to bee debared 2 rather than ro 

enounce that you will proceed fo £ For bave you not already proclaimed 
publike Games, and withall publiſhed prices 2 Yes, pardie faid Cyrvs, but the 
caſe of thoſe and theſe is nor alike.” For, whatſoever by their ſouldier-fare in 
this expedition, they ſhall win; they will deeme the ſame, I rthinke, to be com- 
mon unto me and them all: - As for the ſoveraigne rule and commaund of the 
army, they ſuppoſe it haply due ſtill unto me, as being laid upon me from the 
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Stare at home. And therefore, in appoynting as I'doe , *. Captaines , and .proveftser 
diſpoſing of their charge, they are per{ſwaded, I trow, that I doe nor therein Superiouss, 


wrongfully. And, thinke you quoth Chryſantas that the whole multitude of 


them aſſembled rogerher, will decree, That every -man ſhall not have equall 
ſhare, bur the beſt and worthieſt perſon ought to be preferred reſpectively both 
in honours and gifts? I verily, ſaith Cyras, am of that mind: panly'for that yee 
are ready to opine the ſame with me, and partly becauſe ir is unhefeeming to 
gainſay this poſition, That whoſoever both travaileth moſt and: procurerh 
greateſt good to the Comon-wealth,is worthy alſo of beſt advancement.Nay, 
the very baſeſt cowards of all, will thinke it behoovefull I ſuppoſe, thar valianc 
men ought to bee preferred before others. And Cyrzs verily was, willing e- 
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* Homorimi nough, char this decree ſhould paſſe for thoſe * Peeres ſake. For, he t 
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that even they would 'bee more valourous, if they knew once, that being firſt 
judged by their deeds, they ſhould reccive condigne rewards, He thought ir 
therefore the beſt opportunity, at this very time, to have this matter decided 
by voices : whenas the very Peeres themſelves feared this equall condition of 
che vulgar with them. Ic was thought good then, by all thoſe who were-aſ- 
ſembled inthe Pavilion of Cyrus to rcferre this queſtion in hand to a Scrutinie, 
and that, whoever would be reputed a man in deed;ſhould accord thereto; A 
Centurion there-was in place, who ſmiling hereatz/ One man-quoth he of the 
common ſort I know, who will ſoone agree that this even partage thus hand 
aver head ſhall not paſſe. And who may hee be: I pray you, /asked another. 
Ir is, faith he, a tent-fellow of mine : who in all things by his good will would 
have more than others. What ! ſaith another, In labour and paines taking too? 
Nay, quoth he, Ho there. Here Iam taken.in a lye. For, in travailes and all 
ſuch matters, he ever ſuffrerh very gently any onethat will, to have more than 
himſelfe. Then Cyrss,I ordaine faith he,that ſuch fellowes as he now ſpeaketh 
of, ſhould be called and diſplaced, if wee intend to have a valiant and obedient 
army, For, of this opinion am I, that the multitude, in generall, of ſouldiers 
ſtand thus affected, even to follow which way ſoever any man leadeth them. 
Now, ſuch I ſuppoſe as be honeſt and valourous; endeauour to be leaders nto 
good and honeſ ations: but lewd and wicked perſons, unto lewd and najghry 
deeds. And truely, it falleth out oftentimes , that lewd tolke induce moreto 
follow them and take their part, than the better ſort. For, vice converting a- 
mong pleaſures, which ſoone offer and preſent themſelves, uſcth-cheir helpe 
joyntly to perſwade many to aſſent unto her : whereas vertue leading the way 
directly up to ſteep aſcents, is not very powerfull and able-ſo quickly and out 
of hand to wirine and draw menunto her: eſpecially if there be others againe 
whoallure them to gentle, caſte and pleaſant deſcehts. And therefore; if there 
be any, who onely in fluggardy loitering and _— * to take paines become 
naught, ſuch-I repute as drones to their fellowes\in matter of ex- 
nſe, and nothing elſe: bur ſuch as in paines taking with others be {lacke, how. 
beirin ſeeking their owne gaine, forward enough and ſhameleſle withall, they 
become ringleaders alſo unto lewdnefle : For they are able many times to ſhew 
and:prove, that wickednefle hath ſped beſt, and gained moſt. Wherefore fuch 
as theſe inany wiſe we ought to difcharge and remoove from among us. And 
verily yee arenot ſo much to conſider, how yee may ſupply and make up theſe 
your broken bands with your owne countrimen : bur, like as in horſes, yee lay 
for thern that be beſt, and not bred ar home: even ſo in choice.of men, of all 
others take chem whom yee thinke likely and meet, both to adde moſt ſtrength 
and bring alſo greateſt honour to your {clves.And that ſuch a courſe will ſpeed 
well I preſume alſo upoti'the teſtimony of this one inſtance : For that neither 
can achariot be ſwift, in which the ſteeds be flow : nor a Councell or .judiciall 
Court be juſt, wherein unrighteous men be joyned with others in Commiſſion: 
he yer a houſe well governed thatemployerh lewd and naughty ſervants. Nay, 
[le detriment ſhould at houſe receive, wanting ſervants alrogerher, than being 
peſtered with thoſe thar be falſe and wicked. Certes,my friends, would have 
you to know: thus much, that by weeding ourlewd fouldiers , not onely this 


| good ſhall enſue, that ſach perſons will be rid away and gone :bur of thoſe alſo 
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who ſhall remaine behind with us , as many as be already infected and growne 
full of wickedneffe, ſhall be 9. of rhe ſame againe: Yea and the good, 
when they ſhall ſee the wicked diſgraced and purto ſhame, will with farre grea- 
teralacritic embrace vertue. When Cyrus had thus faid, all his friends approo- 
ved well of his words, and did accordingly. Then began Cyrss eft-ſoonesto 
jeſt and inferrea pleaſant conceited ſpeech. For, percerving one of the* Cen- 
tiniers to bring with him as a gueſt to ſupper, and to- have fitting cloſe by his 
fide, a certeine fellow exceeding hairy , and withall as foule and deformed : he 
called unto him the ſaid Caprtaine and ſpake thus unto him : 

How now, Sambaulas, (for that was his name), leade you after the 
Greeke faſhion abour with you as your ſhaddow , this pretty youth that 
ſitreth here next unto you, becauſe he is ſo faire and well-favoured # Yea verily 
doe T, quorh Sambaulas : And, foloue me God as I delight both to be in his 
company,and alſo to behold his countenance. When the other tent-fellowes 
heard this, they looked wiſtly upon the partie, and perceiving his face ro be 
paſſing foule and ill-favoured, they all fell alaughing. And one among the 
reſt, Now for Gods ſake, quoth he, S«xbaulas, for what good demerit is this 
man ſo highly in your favour ? I will tell'youtruly, quoth Sambaulezs, How 
ofren ſo ever | called him either by nightor by day, henever pretended for his 
excuſe any buſinefſe of his owne, nor uſed to tell his ſteps as he went, bur al- 
waies ranneat my command. When ſo ever I have fer him about any thing, 
I never ſaw him doe ought but he ſwer'atit. Moreover , hee hath made the 
| whole dowzain beſide like unto himſelfe, ſhewing them nor by word but by 
deed, how they ought to behave themſelves. Then faid one, If hebe ſuch an 
one as you ſpeake of, kiſſe you him not as youare wont your kinſmen © To 
this the party himſelfe with that deformed face of his, Not ſo ywis, for hee 
cannot away with paines _— And if he ſhould bur kifſe me once, it might 
* ſerve forall his other exerciſes whatſoever. Such matters as theſe both in 
mirth andearneſt were delivered and debated ar this feaſt. Inthe end , after 
they had performed the third complement of facred Libations , and withall 
prayed unto the Gods for to givethem good ſucceſſe, they aroſe from booxd 
to bed and {o brake up their mecting. 
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The Oration of Cyrus wnto hu whole Campe. The opinions of Chryſantas and 
Pheraulas as touching that which Cyrus had propoſed. And what 
was the concluſion and determination thereof. 


he madea ſpeech unro them inthis manner : Friends we havea bartaile 

toward : For, ourenimies approach. And rewards belong only to 
victorie. If we beviRours, certeine it is, that both the enimies will be ours, 
and likewiſe all the enimies goods : bur if we be vanquiſhed ( for this mult al- 
waies be our ſaying ) ſemblably , all our goods incaſe we be overcome, are 
preſent prizes and rewards evermore for the winners, Moreover, thus much 
yee ought roknow, thar if men raking part togither in warre, ſhall every one 
ſr downe this reckoning, that nothing will ſucceede well , vnlefle for rheir 
2Q--4 ; parts 


Tic morrow after, when Cyr«s had gathered all his ſouldiers rogicher, 
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parts and places they play the valiant men, they will ſoone archicuc many and 


thoſe right braue exploits. For, ſuch as they, will not negle@ through flouth 
any ſeruice thar isto be done. Bur when ech one thinketrh, that ſome other man 
there will be to do the ſeruice & to fight,though himſelt fir ſtill 8 rake his eaſe: 
then make this full accompt and be ſure,that there is no misfortune and calami- 
ty,bur all ſuch perſons muſt abide ir. And verily,this after a ſort is the ordinance 


| of God: For, ouer thoſe who will not enioyne themſelves labour, to effeR 
* good things, he ſetteth others to rule and command. Now therefore, let ſome - 


oneariſe up here and ſpeake to the point , whether he thinketh, thar it is like 
wee will giue our mindes to exerciſe verrue the rather , if hethat is willing to 
travaile moſt and to enter into greateſt daunger, ſhall obtainealſo thegreateſt 
honour: or if he know; that it matters notat all if one beea coward, ſeeing 
thatall of us ſhall be rewarded alike: Then Chryſantas one of the * Peeres a- 
bovefaid aroſe. No big man was he of perſon to ſec to, nor ſtrong , but of 
{ingular wiſedome, who ſpake in this wiſe. 

I ſuppoſe, quoth he, 6 Cyr#s, you propound not this caſe ro be decided, be- 
cauſe you thinke it meet , that cowards ſhould by right have equall part with 
valiant men, but to try, wherher any one will be {eene tocarry this minde, thar 
alchough himſelfe execute nogood and commendable Ac, yer hee would be 
full partner, and reape like fruit of thoſe things, which others by their valour 
have atchieved 2 As for my ſelfe, quoth he, ſwift Iam not of foot, nor yera 
call man of my hands. And full wellI wote, that forany feats which I ſhall 
with my body performe ; I cannot be raunged in the firſt, nor fecond,ne yer T 
ſuppoſein rhe thouſandth, no, nor peradventure in the tenthouſandth place, 
And yet thus much alſo, 1 know for certeine, that if hardy men ſhall atrempr 
any brave deeds, anddoe their beſt ,-I ſhall have ſuch part of ſomegood com. 
modities, asTam thought of right to deſerve: bur if both cowards and flow. 
backs ſhall doe juſt nothing , and alſo the valorous and able men be put our of 
heart and diſcouraged, I feare me,quorth he, I ſhall have apart of any thing ra- 
ther than that which is good, yeaand in-greater meaſure then I would. 

When Chryſantas had thus faid, there ſtood up after him Pheyaulas a Perſian 
Commoner, one in ſome ſort ever ſince they came from home, inward wirh 
Cyrusand well accepted of him. A man for his body not unperſonable, and 
in regardof his minde, ſeeming no ignoble and baſe peſant, who made this 
ſpeech. 

I ſuppoſe 6 Cyras, quoth he,and yee Perfians as many as are preſent, that ws 
all endevour, and ſtrive to thetriall of vertue, For, I perceive that general- 
Iy wee acquaint our bodiesto like diet : weeare admuted all, to ſemblable 
ocieties and meetings : and the very ſame ats of Proweſleare propounded to 
us all indifferently. For, to obey thoſe that be inauthority, is a point in com- 
monthat concerneth all, and whoſoever is known thus to doe without refuſall 
& pretending excule for the matter, him I ſee moſt honored at Cyrus his hands. 
Alſo, tobe (tour and valiant againſt the enemy, is a thing not deemed decenc 
for one, and undecent for another : but eventhe ſame harh been judged already 
to. be moſt ſeemly and honourable forall. But now, ſay I, a fight batrailealfois 
preſented unto us, unto which I ſee all men are fitted and skilfull by nature:like 
as other creatures are cunning every one in ſome fight or other, which they 
have learned of no other ſchoolemaſter butof nature. As for example,the Bull 
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F or Oxe} is naturally taugheto puſh wich his horne, the Horſe ro ſirike'with: 
his: boufe, rhe Dog ro bire with his mouth, and the Bore tro wound wich his 
tusk. Andall theſe beaſts know to avoid thoſe things which are moſt to be 
taken heed of. Andyet for this,they never frequented any Schoole at all. My 
ſelfe, whenI was but alittle one, knew even;then, how to caſt ſome thing in his 
way, who thought would beat me. And if I had nothing elſe about mee, I 
would pur forth both my hands and as muchas poſſibly I could impeach him 
that was ſmiting of mee. And thus did Luntaught, For, beaten otherwhiles 
I was, if indefence of my ſelf I oppoſed ought berweene. Being bur a very 
child, I wouldcatch up a ſword, whereſoever I could ſee it, not taughr of any 
ether ſo much as howto rakeand hold ir, bur onely by inftinR of nature, as I 
fuppoſe. Nay, I would thus doe, when I was not taught, bur forbidden todoe 
it: Like as other things thereby , which notwithſtanding I was reſtreined b 
my facher and mother both, yer by nature I was enforced topraRtiſe : Ard, 1o 
helpe me Tupiter,as L loved tobe ſtriking with a ſword, what ever I could reach 
covertly and not eſpyed. Neither was this unto me natural. onely , as to goe 
or to run, bur beſides the motion of nature that way, mee thought 1 found a 
pleaſure and ſweernefle in ſo doing. Secing then, quoth he, this fighe is left un- 
tous, whercin naturall courage1s like to prevaile more than artificiall cunning : 
why ſhould not we delight to enter into; contention and zmulation withtheſe 
* Peeres: conſidering thatthe like rewards of fortitude be propoſed unto us 
on both ſides © and yer we know, that we:for our parts hazard nor alike, For, 
theſe here adventure an honourable lite , which is the onely life of all others 
moſt pleaſant, bur wea painfull and laborious life in deed,buta life without ho. 
nour, which I ſuppoſe is moſt odious and diſpleaſant. And now, my fellow 
foldiers,this moſt of all incicerh me to. entertein a. contention and rriall with 
them, For that Cyr ſhall be our judge, who will not upon any envie deter- 
mine partially : bur I dare upon mine aath ſay, That I am verily perſwaded in 
my. heart, char whom ſoever Cyr«s feet to bearethemſelvesvaliantly, thoſe he 
Joverh no leflerhan his owne heart. Andthis I perceive in him, that uponthem 
here, he beſtowerh what he hath with mare pleaſure, than keepcth it for him- 
ſelfe: yer I amnox ignorant: That theſe Peeres be high minded Gentlemen, 
and of hautie ſtomacke, brought up and trained, as they are, ro endure hunger, 
thirſt and cold: Full little knowing that wee have learned even the fame of a 
berter Schoolemaſter than they. For, there is no better Preceprour of theſe 
things than Neceffitie, which harh taught us to be very pertecttherein. As for 
theſe Gentlemen I fay, enured they bave beene totrauaile in bearing theirar- 
mours which all men havedeviſed romake fo, as they might be-borne moſt ea- 
fily : but we were put ro.goe and runnealfo under great burdens : ſo thatnow, 
the carriage of harnois, feemerh unto me more like unto wings than burdens, 
And therefore, tak mee, 6 Cyrvs, for ſuch an oneas will doe my devoyr: and 
whatſoever Lam, better or worſe, 1 (ball require ro be honoured and adyanced 
according to my worthineſſeand nor otherwiſe, And yee alſo, my friends, of 
the Commons, Iexhorrt youthar yee will arme your ſelves in this barraile to 
ſtrive for the better, with theſe Gentlemen fo well brought up. And now no 
doubr, quoth he, are theſe Gallants * overtaken already in this triall with us 
the Commons. To this etfc& ſpake Pheraular. There were alſo, many others 
- beſide, who roſe up and accorded to both their ſpeeches. Whereupon et

oaſſed a Decree , That every man ſhould be honoured and rewarded after his 


owne worth : and Cyrus to be Iudge thereof. And thus verily proceeded theſe 
matters. 


Cuar. VIIL 


The feats of armes, that __ his Captaines pradtiſed in 
exerciſing thetr Companies. 


with their Centinier to ſupper , by occaſion that he had ſeene him to 
divide his Companicinto two parts,and to ſet them in bartaile ray one 
{ide againſt the other ready to skirmiſh; armed, as they wereon both fides for 
defenſe, with breſt-plares,and bearing in their left hands light * bucklers. But 
for offenſe, he gave unto the one halte in their right hands good round * baſtons: 
ſignifying to he reſt, that they ſhould take up clods and fling them art their 
oppoſites. Now when they ſtood thus arraunged and appointed, he gave them 
the ſignall to combat. Then the one part threw from them their clods atthe 
other, and hit them, ſome onthe breſt-plares and bucklers, others upon the_ 
thighs and * boots. But whenthoſe were once come to cloſe fight, who had 
the waſters aboveſaid: they laid about them and baſted the other well: ſome on 
their thighs,others about their hands and armes : others alſo over their ſhinnes 
and legges : yea andif any of them ſtouped for to take up clods, they would 
be ſureto lay upon theirnecks and backs. Ar length the * waſter-men put the 
others to flight, purſued them , and beat them throughly wich much good 
laughter and paſtime. Others alſo fortheir parts againe, would in like manner 
take waſters in hand and ſerve them ſo who fought with flinging clods : Cyrus 
admiring as well the witty deviſe of the-Leader, as the due obedience of the 
Soldiers : for that they wereat once both exerciſed and alſo emboldened: and 
ſceing withall, thoſe gaine the better who counterfaited the Perſians arinour 
and weapons, being much delighted with this fight, bade themall to ſupper : 
and eſpying in hispavilion, ſome of them with their ſhinnes and legges, others 
with their armes and hands bound up, he asked them what they ayled 2 who 
anſwered that they had beene hurt with clods: then demaunded he of them a- 
gaine, whether they caught their hurt when they mer cloſe rogither, or when 
they were farreaſunder £ they made anſwer, when they were farre aſunder : 
but when wee came to cloſe-hand-fight, ſaid che Waſtermen , we made moſt 
pleaſant paſtimeand ſport: Sport ? cricd out the other who had beene well ba- 
ſted with the baſtinado:We for our parts found no ſuch ſport when we buckled 
rogither, thus to be wfts On : and withthar ſhewed on their armes, hands and 
necks, yea and ſome of crhemupon their faces the! dry blowes of thebaſtons 
which they had received. And then verily they laughed heartily one at ano- 
ther as they might well cnough. The day following, the whole field was full 
of men, who afſayed to imitate theſe inthis manner of fight: and when they 


MM vince Cyrus invited alſo upon a time a whole Centurie togither 


had no other weighticr affaires in hand, they practiſed evermore this kinde of 


game. Moreover, [ Cyrus] having eſpicd on atime another Centurion lea- - 
ding his Centurie , one by one froma' river * to dinner , and when he ſaw his 
time commandingthe Caporalls tobring forward the hindmore band, the third 
ber likewiſe 
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likewiſe andthe fourth, in to the front : alſo, when as now the Caporals [" or 
Leaders of the ſaid bands ] wereall afronr, how he badethem to double their 
fyles and lead every band by two and two. And ſothereupon, the Decurions 
brought forward their men front accordingly : And when hethought i good 
againe, how he gave charge to lead their bands by foure and foure in ranke : 
whereupon the Quincurions went fotward with their ſouldiers ſoas thatthe 
band marched foure and foure in ranke. Alſo how after they were come once 
totheir Pavilion doore, heeled the formoſt band in, commandingtheghro 
marchewo by two in ranke : willing withall che ſecond to follow har 
in the very rtaile. of the other: nd having given the like charge ro thEthi 
and fourth, how he led them in : And thus as he brought them in; how hecau- 
ſed chem to fit downe to their * meale even as they entred. Cyrus I ſay wonde- 
ring at this * Captaine for his mildnefſe , his dexreritie intcaching , and dili- 
gence wirhall, invited this hundred alſo to ſipper,with their Centinicr. Now, 
therebeing then in placea certeine orher Centurion, that was bidden to ſupper; 
But, invite you not my Centurie, quotk he, © Cyrs, into your Pavilion © and 
' yer, when he is at ſupper he doth the very ſameevery way : when ſupper alſo 
1s done, andthe ineering diſſolved ; the laſt Leader of the reare band: bringeth 
forth his crew, having the laſt -verily ſer. formoſt in array againſt they ſhoutd 
' fight: then after them, he likewiſe that leadeth the taile of the fecond erew : 
and ſemblably rtherhirdand the fourth : to the-end that when they are tobe led 
away from the'enemies, they might know how to-rerire. Furthermore, if we 


addreſſe our ſelves for a tunning march, and be diſpoſed to journey : whenſo- - 


everwe ſer out toward the Sun-rifing, I my ſelfe lead the way,and the firſt band 
gocth formoſt: then, rheſecond keepeth his place, as & meet : the third/like. 
wiſe and the fourth in order : as alſo the Decuries and Quicuries of every 
band,fſo long as I bid them. But when we march toward the Weſt ſ or Sun- 
ſetting J thenrhe Caporall of the reare band and with him thoſe thar be laſt, 
lead in the front : and yer they obey me 'nevertheleſſe comming behind in the 
very taile: that chey may be accuſtomed as well to follow, as lead with like 0. 
bedience. Andwhar ! quoth Cyrus, Doe ye alwaies practiſe this * YeaSir, I 
aſſureyou,quoth the ſaid Captain,fo often and as duly as we goto our ſuppers. 
I invite therefore you alſo, faith Cyrzs, partly for thar you yonder traine your 
ſouldiours fo preciſely to _ order in going and comming, in marctiing'on 
and retiring,and partly becauſe you practiſe foto doe both by = and nigh ; 
and wichall not onely exerciſe your bodies by journeying bur alſo profit your 
minds by reaching. And now , for as much as yee doe every thing double, 
reaſon it isthat we ſemblably make you double cheere. Not fo,for Gods 
ake, ſaith the Capraine, unlefſe you give usalſo two bellies apeece. And thus 
brake up rheir meeting in his Pavilion. The morrow after, Cyrus reinvited this 
Cenurie to his Pavilion, according as he had ſaid overnight, and fo the day 
following : Which when the reſt perceived , they all from that time forward 
imitared them. | I * 
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Cnay. IX, 


How Cyaxares gave audience to the King of India his Embaſcadavrs, 
and ak them afterwards to b, King of 
Aſſyria: 


S Cyrus 0n a time was muſtering all his ſouldjours in their armour-and 
K ſerting them in order of batraile; there came a meſſenger from Cyaxares, 
advertiſing him of an Embaſſage arrived from the Indians, and there- 
ore,Cyaxares his will is, faich he, that you repaire unto him with all ſpeed, I 
have beſide,quoth the meſſenger, brought unto you from Cyaxares a moſt good- 
ly and fairerobe.: For, his defirc is, that you ſhould ſhew your. ſelfe in moſt 
magnificent and gorgeous manner, For that the Indians are to view and behold 
you-as you come.” Cyrus hearing thisnewes, gave commandement to the prin. 
cipall and formoſt Centinier, arraunged as he was inbartaile ray, that ſtanging 
ypc on the right hand, and leading his Centuric one by one, hee ſhould 
pRce ir afront : he willed him alſo to giverhe like charge unto the ſecond; and 
ſo, throughout them all hee bad him intimate ſo much. Which. order of his 
they abeyorl and as they quickly delivered this charge, ſo they performed the 
ſame as ſpeedily. Thus within a ſhort time, there ſtood afront jn ranke 200. 
For ſo many Centiniers there were,and in depth one hundred. When they were 
thus placed, hee commaunded them to. follow, as himſclfe led 'the way, And 
forthwith, he ſet forwardin a running march. But when he underſtood once, 
that the way leading to the Court , was ſo narrow that it tight nor receive 
them marching all afront, he commaunded the * firſt regiment of a thouſand to 
follow in their place, and the ſecond ro-march after ia the taile of ir. And in 
this manner he went himſelfe alwaies formoſt, neyer reſting berweene; and the 
other thouſands followedevery one hard at the heeles of the former. - Moreo- 
ver, he ſeat two'* Officers of purpoſe unto the entry of che way: for to inſtru 
any one that was ignorantand to ſeeke, what to doe. Now when they were 
come before the gates of Cyaxares his Palace, hee commaunded the formot 
Centurion to.arrange his Companie ſo, as they mighr ſtand 432, in file, deep, 
and to place the leaders of every 12. afront beforethe Palace, The like charge 
he cauſed ro be given unto the ſecond, and ſo throughout to all, Which: they 
didaccordingly. Then Cyrss preſented himſclfe ro Cyaxares.inalong Perſian 
robe, nothing proud nor ſumptuous. When Cyexwes ſaw him, well pleaſed 
he was with this ſpeedy repairethat he made, bur offended at the baſenefle of 
hisgarment. How now Cyrus, quoth hee, whar tmeane you by this, to ſhew 
your (elfe in {o ſimple habir before the Indians 9 1 would hayc had you moſt 
Garely and gloriou - be ſcene, For, an honour it would have beene rome, 
that, you my ſiſters {onne had beene ſer our and arrayed moſt royally. To'this 
Cyrus made anſwer in this wiſe. Whether ſhould I have honoured you more, 
good Vnkle Cyaxares, if being clad in purple, putring on bracelets and wearing 
a colar about my necke, I have accompliſhed your will and commandemenc 
by leafure, or rather as now I doe, obey you ſo ſpeedily with ſo great and 
goodly a power, and all, to doc you honour z adorned (as you ſce) my ſelfe, 
and fo adorning you with ſwert and through diligence ? teaching others alſo 
| thereby, 
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thereby, to be likewiſe obedient unto you? Thus ſpake Cyrus; and Cyaxares lis 
ked well of his ſpeech : and chereupon commaunded the Indians to be brought 
forward for audience: Who being come inplace, The 71ndian King our Ma- 
ſter, ſay they, hath ſent us with commiſſion, to demaund the cauſe, wherefore 
the Medes and Aſſyrians make warre one againſt the other £ and upon the hea- 
ring of your anſwer, he willed us to go on diredly to the Aſſyrian King, and of 
him likewiſe ro demaund the ſame: bur in concluſton,ro declare vnto you both: 
Thar the 1n4ias King, upon conſideration of right and Iuſtice, will rake 

wich him that hath the wrong. To which Embaſlage Cyaxares returned this 
anſwer. Give care then untomy words. . No wrong ar all doe wee untothe 
Aſſyrian King. And now, go your wayes yee may unto him, and enquire that 
he faich. Bur Cyrus being there preſear, Pleaſerh it you, quoth he unto Cyaxu- 
res,thar I alſo may deliver mine opinion £ Say on, quoth _ and ſpeake 
your minde. Yee then, faith Cyr#s unco the Embaſſadors, ſhall thus report un- 
to the King your Maſter. Thar, unlefle it ſeeme good otherwiſe to Cyaxares, 
wee make this anſwer, That if the Aſſyrian King oo, he hath in any thing bin 
injured by us, wee are content to accept of the 1»d:an King himſelfe to be the 
Judge. When they heard this, they tooke their leave and departed.

How Cyrus being in deliberation and conference with his V/ukle, as touching this 
Aﬀaire, and about lewying ſummes of money, emterpriſed warre 
upon the King of Armenia. 


Frer that the India» Embaſſadours were gone forth, Cyrus began to com- 

A os with Cyaxares in this manner. Sir, hither camel to you bringing 
& from home wich mee no great ſtore of treaſure properly mine owne: 

And how much ſo ever it was, that I had, there is but very little left thereof; 
for that I have ſpent ir upon my fouldiers: Now haply you marvaile how I 
have conſumed ir, conſidering they are at your finding. But I would have you 
to know, that I have donenothing clſe therwith bur beſtowed it in gifts and re- 
wards, whenever I admired any one of my ſouldiours: For,thus I thinke, That 
a man may better and with more pleaſure incite by faire wage and well do- 
ing, racher than by hard dealing and compultion, all thoſe whoſe helpe hee 
would uſe in any bufineſſe whatſacver : ſo likewiſe, he that is deftrous to have 
in warre affaires, willing and forward coadjutours, muſt in my judgement, al- 
lure and winne them alrogether with gracious words and liberall deeds. For, 
friends they muſt be and not foes, who ſhall unfainedly and without pretenſe of 
excuſe aſſiſt us in war, and fight by our fideas who will never envie their Com- 
manderin weale, nor ſhrinke and forſake him-in woe : Vpon theſe confiderati- 
ons, mc thinks I had need of much treaſure. For, to have mine eye for every 
thing upon you, whom I perceive to bear very great expen(e, - ſeemeth ro me 
abſurd: Aud therefore, I deeme ir meet both for you and me to conſider up= 
on this point together in common, that you be nor bare of money. For, if you 
be throughly ſtored, well  wote, that Lalſo may have my part thereof army 
nced whenfaever: eſpecially, if I rake the ſame ro ſuch an uſe, as the defraying 
thereof may turne to your better profit. I remember I heard you ſay of = 
| G2 at 
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* The Armeni- 


anKing, 


that the Arinenian King flighteth you at this preſent , becauſe hee hearerh lay, 


there be enemies comming againſt us, and ſo neither ſendeth unto you an army, 


nor paycth you the tribure due, as he ought, Hee doth ſo indeed good Cyras, 
quorh he. And therefore I ſtand now in doubt, whether it were better for me 
to make warre upon him, and ſo totry what I can doe by force: or now for my 


'behoufe, to ler him alone at this time, for feare wee make the number of our 


enemies the greater by him. Then Cyr#s replyed and asked, What ! Doe the 
Armenians dwell in places ſurely ſituate, or in ſuch as be cafic of acceſſes Sure- 
ly, anſwered Cyaxares, Their houſes be nor ſeated very ſtrongly. For, I have 
not beene careleſſe in that behalfe. . Howbeir there be certaine hils, ifiro which 
if * hererire,he may ſtraighr-wayes bein ſuch ſafety as thar he need not yeeld 
unto the enemy either himſelfe or whatſoever he can convey thither, ualeſſe he 
would belcaguer him a long time, with a ſtanding campe, as my Father ſome- 
timedid. Hereupon Cyr#s inferredthus. If you will ſend me, and give me the 
condud of a troupe of horſemen, ſuchas you ſhall chinke ſufficient, I truſt with 
the leave and helpe of God, to cauſe the Armenian King both to ſend unto you 
an army, and alſo to pay you thetribute. Yea, and I hope beſides, that much 
morefriendly he will beto us, than now he is. And even I roo, quoth Cyav«- 
res, am verily perſwaded, that they will all rather come in and fide with you 
than with us. For, I heare ſay, that ſome of the Kings children were wont to 
be your companions in hunting, who perhaps will joyne with you againe. But 
if ſome of them be ſubdued and brought under your hand, all rhings will ſuc- 
ceed as wee would our ſelves. How then, faith Cyras, thinke you it not eXPe- 
dient to conceale theſe deflignes of ours? Yes truly,quoth Cyaxares;For,by this 
meanes,both ſome one of them we ſhall take the " 4am alſo ifa man ſhould 
invade chem, they might be ſurprized leſle provided. Liſten then, faith Cyrus, 
whether I ſhall ſeeme unto you to ſay ſomewhat to the purpoſe £ Many atime 
havel, with all the Perſians that were with mee, hunted about the confines of 
our land and the Armenians, and otherwiles having joyned unto mee ſome 
orſemen, (thoſe I meane who were my friends and familiars here jn Medja) 
madea journey thicher. Therefore, quoth Cyaxares, if you cnterpriſe thelike 
now, you ſhould never be ſuſpected. Bur if your forces appeare much greater, 
than you were wont to take with youa hunting, then it were very ſuſpitious in- 
deed. Yer may we deviſe a pretty per{waſive pretenſe yn Cyrus for this: 
Namely,if ſome one give it out and carry word thither, that I have a deſire to 
make agreat hunting, 8 ſeeme withal to crave openly of you certain horſmen. 
Well ſaid of you, quorh Cyaxares, and I my ſelfe will nor willingly graunt unto 
you bur a meane fort, making ſemblance, as though I meant my ſelfe, to goe 
unto my Forts and Caſtles which frontier next unto 4ſſyria. For, in very rruth, 
I intenda journey thither,to fortifie the ſame holds, and make them as ſure as 
poſſibly I can. Now when you are ſer forth with thoſe forces of your owne, 
and have hunted ewo daics,I wil ſend unto you a ſufficient ſtrength of horſe and 
foot, levied already about me: which when you have received, you may dire&- 
ly makean invaſion. And 1 for my part, ready to ſecond you with the reſt of 
my forces, will doe my beſt not to bee farre from/you; to the end that when I 


. fee my rime, I may ſhew my ſelfe in the field. Thus Cyaxares aſſembled out of 


hand horſemen and footmen both, for his holds: and withall ſent waggons be- 
fore with viQuals, the very way that led to the faid Forts.- But Cyrus imme- 
"£01 | | diately 
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diately ſacrificed in regard of this expedition,and therwirh ſene unto. Cyavares, 
requeſting that he might have rhe younger horſemen: and notwithſtanding, 
many were ready to follow as voluntaries, yer hegraunted unto him but few, 
When Cyaxares had now put himſelfe upon his way, with a-power of foot and 
horſe roward his fortreſſes , Cyrus hapned to have a lucky Sacrifice, prefaging 
fortunate ſucceſle in his journey againſt the Armenian King : al ſo he (er 
forward,as one well appointed onely for to hunt. And as he marched on, be- 
hold in thevery firſt open field that he came into : he preſently ſtarted an Hare: 
and with that an Zgle flying on the lucky hand ; having eſpied the Hare run- 
ning, made wing, ſtrake her, caught her up, and away : Now. when ſhee had 
carried the Hate tothe next hill top, ſhee ſeized onher prey, as ſhee would her 
ſclfe. Cyrus obſerving this figne, rejoyced in his heart, and therewith worſhip- 
ped Iupiter King, and ſaid unto thoſethar were preſent : My friends, This will 
be I truſt in God, a faire and pleaſant Chace. When they were' come hard to 
the Frontiers, he hunced ſtreightwaies, as his manner was. And verily , the 


common ſort as well of footmen as of horſemen, courſed and galloped to and 


fro,iatending thereby to rouſe the Deere: bur the beſt and chiefe of horſe and 
footboth were divided , to ſtand at the receit of the beaſt being once a-foot, 
and to follow the game. . So withinfew houres, they rooke many wild Bores, 
* Harts, * fallow Deere,and wild Aﬀes. For, in theſe parts there be many ſuch 


Aſſes bred, evenat this day. When they had given over hunting for that day, * *rw%* 


{o ſoone as he was entred intothe:marches of the Armenians, he ſupped: The 
next day he hunted againe , approching nigh to thoſe mountaines, which hee 
defired to gaine: And here likewiſc after hee had done hunting hee tooke his 
ſupper. Bur ſo ſooneas he diſcovered the power that Cyaxeres ſent, advancing 
necre ar hand, he diſpatched ſecretly a meſſenger, willing them, to fall off; a- 
bour. rwo paraſarigs from him,and there rogoeto ſupper : Foreſccing, that this 
would much avaule to conceale his comming from the enemies : And fo foone 
a$ he had ſupped, hee commaunded that their * Capraine ſhould: repaire unto 
him. When ſupper was done , hecalled likewiſe before him the Centurions, 
uaro whom being preſent he ſpake in this wiſe. |

KAT Y good friends, the Armenian King, hath before-time beeneconfede- 
M-- with Cyaxares.,. and asa Triburary done homage unto him. 'But 

Y +. 10w, upon intelligence of our enimies comming ,; hee ſetterh him at 
nought, and neither ſenderh us an armie; nor payeth tribute , therefore muſt we 
bunchim now if wecan: and in this manner,quoth' he, I thinke it good,rhat we 
proceed. YguChryſantes, after rhat you: have gotteri ſome-moderareſleepe; 
take with you the one halfe of the Perfians which are-with us ::enter the way

of the mouncaines and ſeizerhoſe hils firſt, unto which,they ſay he uſerh toflis; | 


whenhe isin feare; I, my: falte will give-unro youguides for your berrercolt- 
duct. Andvexily, theſe hils, by reporc, be ſorhicke'overſpred with trees, ; 1 
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yee ſhall notbe deſcried. Howbeir, if you ſend forth before the armie, 
certeine nimble fellowes lightly appointed , reſembling both for number and 
apparell brigands and robbers : If they chance to light upon any of the Ar- 
menians, looke whomſoever they can catch, them will they be ſure ro keepe 
and make ſure for telling tales: and whom they ſhall not be able to take, they 
will yet hold them fo farre all.of , as that they ſhall not have a ſight of our 
maine hoaſt,but conſul togither as touching you, as of theeves and none other, 
Thus I ſay, doe you. As for my fclfe, by day-breake, I will with the other 
moitie of the Infantery,and the whole Cavallery,take to the plaine and cham- 
pion way, marching dirc&ly to the Court where the King lyerh. Then, if he 
make head againſt us and reſiſt, ir is a plaine caſe, thar of neceſſirie, fight wee 
muſt. Bur ſay that he rerirerh and leaverh the even ground, evident then iris, 
that weare to courſe and purſue him. Suppoſe he flieth to the hils, then quoch 
he, it will be your parr, to let noneof chem eſcape thar ſhall comethither unto 
you. Makethe caſe thus, as in huaring : Imagine we be the hounds, that ſeeke 
and findeout ; and your ſelfe the huntſman, thar keepeth by the ner and toile. 
Remember therefore, thar all the Avenues mult be ſtopped before the hunting 
is begun. Moreover, cloſethey ought to be and ſecret who are _ ro 
keepe the paſſages, in caſethey would not havethe wild beaſts to be turned a- 
ſide that are running forth toward them. Howbcit, docnot you, good Chyy. 


 ſantas, as you are wont ſometime to doe, for the love you haveto hunting. 


For, often-times you paſſe the whole night in buſineſſe without ſleepe. Bue 
now, permit you muſt your ſouldiers , to taketheir reſt moderately, that th 
may beable to fight againſt fleepe and refilt ir. Neither (becauſe your ſelfe 
can raunge and wander over the mountaines, having no men to be your guides, 
bur the kill to follow that way whereas the beaſts went before ) may you 
therefore at this time, goe likewiſe in places hardly paſſable : But give you 
charge unto your guidcsto lead youthe eafteſt way, if ſo be there be not ano. 
ther farre ſhorter. For,the eaſicſt way, is the ſpeedieſt for an armie and ſooneſt 
diſpatched. Ne, yer muſt you lead your men a running march, for that you 
have beene wont to runne over the hils: but ſce you goe before them a mode. 
rate pace, that the armie may conveniently follow. It were good alſo,that ſome 
of the moſt able and forwardeſt men ſtaying behind, ſhould encourage the 0- 
ther ; that when as afterward that wing paſleth on , which is to incice the reſt 
forro make ſpecd, all the ſouldiers therein compared to thoſe that goe an ordi- 
nary foot pace,may ſcemetorunne. Chryſantas having heard thus much, and 
ioying greatly in his heart, that he had received theſe advertiſements from Cy- 
rus, tooke with him his guides, and deparced. Now when he had told them 
that ſhould got with him, what they were to doe, he tooke his repoſe. After 
they had reltedfo long as he thought meer, he advanced toward the hils.' But 
ru, by that time it was day-light, ſenca purſuivant before unto theKing of 
rmenia, with inſtruRios todeliver chis meſſage unto him 8 to ſay,Cyras com-

How Cyrus without giving battaile , rooke the K ing of Armenia Priſfoncy, 
and ſeized upon his gaods. The diſcourſes that the ſaid King made 
with his, ſonne Tigrancs, gbout his deliverance, 


A MIdY ry 5 verily was thus buſicd in theſe affaires. Bur the 
03. King. of Armenia upon the mandate of Cyrus, delivered 

= by his Heraulr, was much affrighted : ing eſpeci- 
ally chat he did wrong both in with-holding tribute, and 
alſo in, nor ſending an Armie, Andthis moſt of all hee 
K@ feared, leaſt he ſhould be ſeene for ro have begun to build 
es & F and fortifichis Palace ſo, as it might be able to keepe out 
his enemics. Being therefore much perplexed by all cheſe occaſions: He ſent 
forth Commiſſioners into divers parts. [' of his Kingdome } for to aſſemble 


his owne forces, and withall, conveied away into the mountaines his s younger | 
wirk- 


ſonne Sabaris, his owne wife, his ſonnes wife and his daughters, tog 

their ornaments, furnirure and Iewels of great valew , appointing a convoy 
of purpoſero condu@them ſafe. He made our alſo certeine men in eſpiall , to 
ſee what Cyrus did ; yea and did pur in order of bartaile rhoſe Armenians who 
were come unto him. And within a whule, others repaired unto bim with 
newes, that Cyrvs in perſon was athand. Bur then, his heart would ſerve him 
no longer, for tory a batraile : and ſo, ſecretly withdrew-himfelfe our of the 
way. Now whenthe Armenians ſaw him ſo to doe, they alſo fled home eve, 
ry man, intending t0 remove _— farther off. Cyrus then, Ro 
fields, tiow full they were of choſerhat range ſtraggling here and there ſhi ng

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for themſelves, anddriving before them their cartell;fent after,and did themito 
underſtand, That he meant not to proceed in hoſtile manner againſt any one 
that would tarry : butifhe rooke any flying away , hce denounced aforthand 
that he would-deale with them as cnemies. By this meanesthe-vulgar ſorr,and 
the moſt parrſtayed : Howbeir,divers there were, that privily zonveyed them- 
ſelves away with the King.” Whenas now they that were gone afore with the 
women, fell within the danger of rhem thar kept the moumaines, they ſetup 
by and by a greatand pitebus cry , and as they fled, very many of. them were 
taken. Intheend, the Kings ſonne, the wives. alſo and daughters aforeſaid 
weretaken captive, and all the goods and treaſure ſeized upon, which they had 
cargyed with them. The King himſelfe , when hee underſtood what was be- 
falne unto them, being in doubt whart to doe, and which way to turne him, fled 
up to a certeinie hill rop forto ſavehimſelfe, Which Cyrus Ukewiſe ſecing,wirh 
the powerhe had abour him, laidhegero the hill roundabout: Heſenralfo to 
Chryſamas, willing him to abandon the Keeping of the foreſaid mounraine and 
to come unto/him. Meane while'that Cyris his armie aſſembled, he ſent unto 
the Armenian King an Herald, by whom he demaunded theſequeſtions. Tell 
me directly, King of Armenia, whEher you will rename there ſtill to wreſtle 
and fight witk/hunger and thirſt, ot apme dawne into the plaine and fight ir 
out with us £ The Armenian King anſwered,that he would fight with neither, 
Then Cyrus ſent eft-ſoones and asked in theſe rermes, Why rhen fit you there 
and come not downe 2 Becauſe,quoth he, Iam to feeke whar rodoe. Bur you 
-ncither need nor ought to wrpe #. c/o Cyrws ; For you may come downe to 
lead your owne cauſe, And who ſhall be our judge * faich the King. Who 
ut he ?- ſaith Cyres, unto whom'God hach given power, without forme:of law 
and judiciall proceſſe; to in be athis.plcaſure* The King then , conſidering 
into what ſtreights he was driven;'deſcended from the hill-top. Then Cyrss 
having taken both him and all other things alſo that he had, into the middle 
ſpace berweene, environed them round within his tents; © For, now by this 
time, had heall his forces abour him;”' Ar this very inſtanr,, the Kings eldeſt 
ſonne, Tigranes, who before-rime had accompanied Cyrus in hunting, was new- 
ly returned from a certeine journey; And hearing' whatoccurrents were falhe 
our, went direRly, even as he was,' to Cyrus, Bur ſo ſoone as he ſaw his father 
and mother, his brethren, ſiſters, and his owne wife captives, he wepr as good 
reaſon he had.” - | | ELI2VPL 2, » 
--Cyrns when he beheld the man, uſed no other complement of cqurteſie and 
entertainment, but thus ſaid unto him. Come youare in good ſeaſon,that you 
may'be preſent ro heare your fathers cauſe tried. - And therewith immediarely 
he aſſembled together the Chieferaines and Rulers, as well of the Perſians as 
ofthe Meges: Hecalled likewiſe ro this Councell, as many of the Nobles and 
Honorable perſons of Armenia as wete preſent : The very women alſo being 
therein their Carroches he excluded nor, but admitted them ro the audience of 
his cauſe. Now, when he was provided accordingly and ſaw his time, turning 
tothe King of Armenia, thus began heto ſpeake.”” Firſt, quoth hee, 6 King of 
Armenia, | adviſe you in the deciding of this matter, to ſpeake the truth : that 
tre may becleere atleaſt of that one thing, which of all orhers deſerverh.moſt 
tred. For, this would I have youto wit well, That to be raken withalye, 
is the greateſt barte thax men can have againſt obtaining of grace and pardon. 
Lina ; Moreover, 
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Morcover, even your children and theſe women here your wives: matly «2r- 
-wenians alfo that be in place, are privie to-you of all that which you have com- 
mitred: Who, ifrhey perceive you to ſpeake otherwiſe than.truth,. will thinke 
that you judge your owne felte worthy to ſuffgr all extremities, whenT ſhatl 
once finde obr the truth. Propoſe then, quorh he, 6 Cyrus what queſtions' you 


will : For, utter thetruth I ſhall, come of it what will, Why:then'quoth Cy. 


rus. Anſwere direaly unto me. Made you warre at any time upon Aftyages my 
mothers father and the reſt ofthe cAredes'? I did, faid he. And when you were 
vanquiſhed by him, Did you not covenant and accept of rheſe conditions: Im- 
primis, to yeeld him tribute. Item to aide him with men in his warres, when- 
ſoever he gave you warning ? and laſtly to hold no fortreſſes in your realtne 2 
It was even ſoindeed, anſwered hee: Now therefore why have you falfified 
your faith, and neither rendred your tribute, nor ſent a OW for aide, but have 
walled your forts 2 Becauſe, faith he, I was deſirous of liberty; For, Ithought 
itanoble thing both my ſelfe to be free, and alſo to leave the. ſame freedome 
to my children. Certes, quoth Cyrus, a worthy matter it is for aman to endea- 
vour, that he may never come into bondage: but if one either defeared in war; 
or otherwiſe brought into ſervirude,be taken pratizing to revolt and ſhake off 
alleageanceunto his Lords, tell me, you firſt, doe you honour him as a'good 
manand behaving himſelfe well, or puniſh him as a'trangreſſour, after you have 
taken him? Surely I puniſh him quoth he. For you allow me noe to lye. Then, 
| anſwer me plainely and punQually quoth Cyr#s to theſe Interrogatories, If 
any man in place of authority and commaund under you, doe offend and deale 
unjuſtly, ſuffer you him to beare rule ſtill,or _ you another in his roome? 
I place another , faith he in his ſtead. And, ſay, ſuch an one be very wealthy 
and full of money; permit you himto be rich ſtill, or bring you him to-pover- 
ty? I rake from him quoth the King, wharſoever he hath. If you underſtand 
. that he fall away from you, and taketh' part with the enemie, whar doe youto 
him then * I put him to death, faid he. For, why ſhould I dic convicted of 
leaſing, rather than confeſfing the trurh © Then his ſonne hearing theſe words 
plucked in pn the Turbane from abour his owne head: and withall ren his 
mantell and upper garments. * The women alſo piteouſly cried our and tare 
themſelves, as if both father had beene cven then condemned and a-dead man, 
and all of them beſides undone for ever. But Cyrus willing them to be filenr, 
ſaid thus againe. Well, beir ſo, I have enough. Theſe bee juſt and rightfull 
courſes in your owne praiſe, & King of Armenia. But what would you coun- 
{ll us hereupon tq doe? The Armenian held his tongue,as being doubrfull whe- 
ther he ſhould adviſe Cyrus to put him to death,or teach contrary to that which 
he ſaid himſelfe did; But his ſonne Tigranes, demaunded of Cyrus: and ſaid. 
Tell me, Cyrus, (becauſe my father ſeemerh to ſtand in ſuſpence)whether I ſhall 
adviſe you concerning him what-I thinke will be beſt and moſt expedient for 
you to doe? Cyrus having obſerved well enough, whatrime as Tigrares- uſed ro 
hunt with him, that he-emertained a certaine learned'man, who was very fami- 
liar, and in wonderfull efteeme wich him, defired greatly ro heare, what hee 
could ſay: and therefore bad him ſpeake his mind boldly. If you _— ſaith. 
Tigranes either the defignes by my farher intended, or the adts by hu —_ 
done, I adviſe you in any hand to imitate him: bur if in your opinion he 
altogether faulted, I would give you counſcllnot to follow him. Then quoth 
It H C5rus, 
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Cyrws; If I doe right, I may not in any wiſe take him doing thus amiſſe, for an 
eaſample. True, ſaid Tygranes: By your reaſon then, inferred Cyrw#,I muſt pu- 
niſh your Father, in caſe it fand with juſtice to chaſtice a man that doth 
wrong. Yea,but whether thigke you it 1s better 6 Cyr#s, quoth Tigranes,to pro- 
ceed unto puniſhment with your owne good and profit, or to your owne hure 
and detriment2; Not thus, faith Cyrv5; for,ſo, ſhould I-puniſh my ſelfe. Yea 
quoth-Tigranes and much hinder and endammage your owne eſtate,if ar ſuch a 
Fe vow Lilled any of your liege men when they might ſtand you in greateſt 
ſtead to be kept alive. But how can thoſe men be prized ſo high, when theybe 
taken in the manner doing injurie £ Yes verily as Lthinke ſaith Tigraves, if then, 
they may proave wiſe and ſound-hearted. For, this is mine opinion; © Cyres, 
that without the tnind bee ſeaſoned with.prudence, no othicr vertue availeth 
ought. For what uſe can there bee of a oor, and ſtout man,''or of a valianc 
zeht:? what profit may one make of a $kilful] horſeman if: he-be hot wiſe and 
diſcreet withall; Nay, what commodicy may ariſe from 4 wealthy perſon, or 
2 ntighty mancin a City,if diſcretion be away? But with wiſedbme, every friend 
is profitable yea: and every ſervant good and commadious. This is then, the 
meaning of your words quath- Cyrws': That your Father alſo even this day, is 
of anunwiſe and inconſiderate man,become wiſe and diſcreet. Yes verily quoth 
he, ' Ergo you hold faith Cyrus, that ſuch wifedome and diſcrerion,isan affecti- 
on. of the mind, like as dolour and gricfe, and not an * habir that may be tears 
ned: For,if he ought firſt to be made witty who afterward is to grow diſcreer, 
ohecannot all at once and ſodainly of a foolith and witlefſe man'become diſs. 
erect, What! good Cyrus quock he,did you never yer obſerve, that one man in 
his folly taking in hand to fight with/another better and mighticr than him- 
ſelfe, fo ſoone as ever he was defeated, gave.over ſtraightwaies that folly of his 
thewed toward the other? Againe,have- you never ſeene that one Ciry ſtariding 
aut againſt another, preſently after it hath beene conquered, chuſerh rather to 
obey that other, than to maintaine fight any! longer 4 Bur what calamity. of 
your fathers can you alleadge, that you may ſo confidently avouch him to bee 
made wiſe andconſiderate 2 Even that, ſaid 7igrenes , whereby hee is privy to 
himſclfe, that for a greedy defire of liberty, hee is broughrto chat ſervitude, 
which he never felt before: and that he was notable to any of thoſe matr- 
ters which he thought cicher ſecretly to have held, or by ſtealth ro have com- 
paſſed, or by fine force to haye broughe.to- paſſe, Bur he'knoweth right | well, 
thatwherein ſo ever you minded to deceive bim, you have circumvented him 
ſo, as man would have deluded the blind or the deafe, and thoſe that had na 
wit ataltin the yorld : and what things ſo eyer you hr ſhould be carried 
cloſely; therein he knoweth full well you haye beene ſa ſecret, as that thoſe 
pe which he ſuppoſed.moſt ſafe and ſure for his refuge, you made the ſame 
is priſons to-hold:him faſt cre he was.aware. As for celerity, fo farre have 
you ſurpaſſed him, that. comming as you did your ſelfe * from places farre re- 
mate with.a puiſſant armic, you prevenced him before thar he could bring his 
forces togither. And thinke you in yery deed quoth: Cyres ſuch a foyle as this, 
ſufficient romake men ſo wiſe and wary , as toacknowledge others to be their 
betters and:fuperiours * Yes verily: ſaid: Figraves,, and much more ywis than 
- when a:man is:defaiced/in battaile, For, it talleth our orherwhiles, that a cham- 
pion ance put tathe worſe by mecte ſtrength, thinketh after he hach exerciſed 
_ Sw | his 
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his bidy, to be better appointed,and ro combate againe. Yea, and ſome cities 
forcel and wonne, having gotten freth aides, ſuppole they areable ta try it out 
eftſomes by a new conflict. But, looke whomſoever any ſhall judge to be more 
vertuws and wiſer than themſelves,thoſe many times they are willing to ; 
even vichout compulſion. You ſeeme then, ſaid Cyrzs, not tothinke thar inſc 
lent ard malaperr perſons take knowledge of any others more ſtaied and rem- 
peraterhan themſelves, nor theeves of true men, nor liers of truth ſpeakers,not 
unjuſt »f thoſe that be righteous. And know you nor, quoth he,that now alſo, 
your fither hath dealc falſely; and not firmely obſerved covenants with: us, al- 
beir heknew, that wee for our parts have nor broken the leaſt poige and tittle, 
of thoſe Articles, which Affyeges agreed unto ? Neither doeI my Ree, quoth 
Tigrans fay this, That it maketh men wiſe and conſiderate, barely to know 
their berters, unleſſe they ſuffer puniſhment alſo at their berters hands : like as it 
is my fathers caſe now. Yea, but your father, ſaid Cyrzs, hath felt as yer no 
ſmartar all. He ſtands I know well in great feare, that he ſhall be. put to abide 
all extremities. And thinke you indeed quoth Tizranes that any thing doth caſt 
men downe and ſubdue them more than ſtrong teare ? or, wote you hor, thar 
thoſe who have felt the edge of the ſword,(which of all puniſhments is thought 
to be the ſharpeſt,) will never the leſſe encounter the fame enemies againe who 
wounded theme Bur ſuch perſons as men doe mightily ſtand in dread of; tliey 
can not endure to looke full upon,although they ſpeak comfortably unto them. 
This is then your ſaying, is irnot 2. quoth Cyr#s. That men. afraid: of tor- 
ments, are more puniſhed already , than if were tortured in very deed, 
Why even your ſelfe, quoth he, doth know, that I ſay truth, as well as I can 
tell you. For, well you wote, that ſuchas feare to be baniſhed out of their na- 
tive countrey, ſuch alſo as being to fighr a field, are afraid of an overthrow, 
live in concinuall anguiſh. Semblably, __ that fſaile ar ſea, ſo mw as they 
ſtand in feare of ſhipwracke: as many alſo as feare bondage and impriſonment, 
by reaſon of their feare can have no joy, nor receive benefit either of mear: or 
ſleep. Whereas ſuch as be in exile, ſuch as be defaired and brought into fervi- 
tude already, can otherwhiles eate and drinke, yea and ſleep better than thoſe 
which are in happy eſtate. Furthermore, 'it appeareth even in theſe pores 
more evidently, what a cumberous burden feare 1s. For, ſame fearing leaſt af- 
ter they be taken png wg wa __ die repens for very 
feare : partly by throwing themſelves downe ng, partly by ſtrangling 
ripen” not thy part by curing their owne throats: So yrs all horrible 
things in the world, feare moſt of all terrifieth mens minds. As for my father 
here, how is his heart now affected thinke you, ſtanding as hee dothrin fearcof 
Caprivitic, not only for himſelfe,bur alſo tor meghis wife and al his children ? 
I can eaſily beleeve in deed quoth Cyrws, that heis in this maner much diſquie- 
ted: yeram I of this _ that incidenr it 1s to oneand the ſame man,in pro- 
ſperiry to be proud and inſolent:burin calamity to be ſodainly dejeed & ſoone 
caſt-downe: howbeir, if upon pardon he recover and be raiſed up, cftſoones to 
looke aloft, to waxe high minded, and ready to ſtirte up new troubles againe, 
Frue it is © Cyrws quorh Tigranes, Our offences are ſuch as give good occaſion, 
why we ſhould no more berruſted : howbeit in your power it is, both to for- 
rifie your caſtles with ſtrong wals, and alſo to keepe with garriſon your fenſed 
holds, yea and torake whar pledges and aſſurance you will, of our tealty. And 
| H 2 verily, 
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he. 


verily, quorh he, ſuch perſons you ſhall have of us, as will not greatly jrieve 
hang, For call ro mind wee ſhall, that our ſelves arethe cmſcef ow nw 
WOES. 

But when you have made over the government of this State, to any »ne of 
choſe that never treſpaſſed pr if your ſelfe ſhall ſeeme then diſtriſtfull, 
take heed, leaſt as you gratifie and pleaſure them; ſo they withall take you ro 
beno friend of theirs. Againe, while you would be thought to avoid thein- 
curring of their hatred,if you lay no yoke upon them for to keep them under, ſo, 
as that they can commit no inſolent parts; beware that hereafter you hyve not 
more need go reclaime them, than now you have to reduce us unto goodnetie 
and order, Bar, for mine owne part quoth Cyres, ſo God me helpe, I haveme 
thinks no minde ar all, to put ſuch miniſters in truſt, whom I know to ferve me 
upon compulſion. Bur,as for thoſe, whom Iperceive, upon good will and love 
unto me, ready to doetheir devoir, I fuppoſcI can better beare with then, de- 
linquent though they be,rhan ſuch as hare me, doe they never ſo well, and per- 
forme all double diligence upon conſtraint and neceſlity. To this, replied Tz- 
granes: At whoſe hands then,can youever win ſo much love and friendſhip, as 
now you may gaine of us? Even of thoſe I think;faid Cyres, who never were my 

rofeſled enemies, ſo I would be bencficiall unto them,as youare defirous now 
| ſhould beunto you. Why! can you findany man, good Cyrus quorth hee, at 
this time,unto whom you may be ſo bounteous as unto my father? Say,you ſuf. 
fer ſome oneto live, who never did you wrong ; what thanks ſuppoſe you will 
he render unto your Or,if you bereave him not of wifeand children? who will 
in this regard affet you more than he, who thinks himſelfe to deſerve no lefle 
than to looſe the ſame? And know you any manthar is like to ſorrow more,it 
he hold not che Kingdome of Armenia, than we? Evident therefore it is, quoth 
he,that unto whom moſt anguiſh and griefe ſhall redound, if he be not King,the 
ſamealſo if he receive of you the Kingdome, will yeald unto you the greateſt 
thanks. Moreover, if you have any carc of this alſo, namely to leavethe Stare 
here at your departure in leaſt troublezconſider quorh he,wherther you thinke all 
will be more quiet,by innovation and change of the Government under a new 
Lord, or by {uffering the old and received manner to remaine ſtill in forceun- 
der their ancient Prince ? — you have an cie to this, how to bring 
outinto the field a puiſſant armie : ,thinke you,will muſter and levie ir in 
better order, thanhe that hath often uſed the ſame? Now, pur caſe you ſtand in 
need of money, whom fuppoſe you meer to raiſe and procure it for your ber- 
ter, than him who both knowes, and hath alſo under his hand all the ſtore that 
is? Beware therefore good Cyrus,leaſt by caſting off and loofing us, you endam- 
mage your ſelfe. more, than my father can hurt or hinder you. To this or the 
likeeffeR, ſpakeTig7ancs. 
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How Cyrus with great humanitie did ſer the King of Armenia with his wife _ 
and children at large : And afier he had recerved their ranſome, 
levied a good power of footmen and horſemen bath, _ 
out of Armenia for this warre. 


'O s$ Was m—_— to heare him make this ſpeech : for that 


he thought now all was done and diſpatchedto his hand , Which he un- 
dertooke unto Cyaxares for to performe: For, he called ro minde what 

he had ſaid, and namely how he thought to make the Armenian 
faſt and affured friend unto him, than before. Hereupon he of the 
King himſelfe in this manner. Tell me then, quoth he, © King of Armenia, In 
caſe I ſhould condeſcendunto your requeſts, how great anarmie will you ſend 
with me,and how much mony will you contribute toward this warre? Where. 
unto the Armenian King made this anſwer, I can ſay nothing unto-you good 
Cyr: cither in termes more plainly,or to the point more * juſtly,th& to declare 
unto you firſt, all -_ forces that _ : which when you ſee and know what 
be, you may have away with you as great a power as you lift, leaving as 
_ as —_ ſerve for the defence of the land. Then, for ng likewilc, _ 
iis that I ſhould ſhew unto youall thertreaſfure thatT have, whereof you may 
rake and leave what you thinke good. Goeto then, ſairh Cyrus : Shew uaro me 
directly whar your ſtrength is , and tell. mee withall, what ſtore of coine yOu 
have. Herero the Armenian King rerurned this anſwer. Of hoeſemen the Ar: 
-meniansareableto make 8000, and of footmen 40000. As for mony, quoth 
he, togither wichthe treaſures which my father lefrunro me,being reckoned to 
the true rate or valew in filver, iramounterh ro more than 3000 talents. Here: 
unto Cyrks, as one in this behalfe nothing care-lefſe ſaid thus : OF your armie 
then, becauſe the Chaldees,your borderers make warre upon you, ſend wirh 
me the onehalfe : but of your monies , for thoſe 5 o talents which you paid as 
a tribure, deliver double-{o:much unto Cyax of dereining the 


, a more 


ares, in rep 
payment thereof: And co my ſelte you thall lend another hundred talents. For 
che lone whereof, I promiſe, If God ſpeed me, eitherto doe you greater plea- 
ſures, or elſe to repay you the mony, if I be able. If I doe nor, thoughthaply 
I may be unſufficicnt, aps Cur 14 I ſhall neverbe unjuſt. Now for 
Gods ſake 0 Cyras, faidrhe- ian King, uſenot theſe words: otherwiſe, 
you ſhall not have me ſo confident and truſttull in you. But make his accompr, 
quoth he, Whar monyes ſo ever youleave us,they areyoursnoleſſe, thanthoſe 
which you catry from hence. Well {aid Cyrus - But how much mony will yan 
part withall unto me, forto have your wite againe'? Even as much, quorh he, 
as I am worth. And what will you give meto enjoy your children allo 4 As 
much for them likewiſe as I canmake. By this reckoning then inferred Cyrus, 
cheſe bepriſed at rwice ſo muctras you pofſeſſe. Now, Tigranes, to you Tad- 
dreſſemy ſpeech. With what ranſome would you ear m6 wiſer (newly 
married he was and loved the woman ng well ) I aſture you, -0 Cys, 
quorh he, I would lay downe my very liferhat the mightneverbecomethrall., 
Take her to you, thenquorh Cyr#s, For yours the is: neither doetrepure her 
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ro have beene acaptive at all, ſeeing you never fled from us. You alſo, King of 
Armenia, have away with you both your wife and children without any ran- 
ſome arall,that they may know they come unto you free. And now verily for 
this preſent take your ſuppers with us: and when yee have ſupped: Deparr 
whither yee liſt. So they ſtayed. 'But after ſupper, whiles they were yer in the 
vilion, Cyr#s queſtioned in this manner, Tcll me 7igrenes, quoth he, what is 
become of the Gentleman that was wont tohunt with us : For you highly e- 
ſeemed him. Why 2 quoth he,hathnot this my father here put him todearhe 
Of what offenſe ſaid Cyrus was he convict £ Heelaidto his charge, quorkhe, 
that he corrupted me, And yet my deere Cyrus, ſo gooda man he was and 6 
honeſt, thateven then, when he was to die, he called unto mec and ſaid:-Bee 
not you greived Tigranes and offended with your father, inthathe minderh to 
cake away my life: For he doth not this in any malice, but of crrour and.igno- 
rance : what _— men upon. errour doe commit , :I ſuppoſe is done a. 
gainſt their wils. Attheſe words ſaid Cyrus, Alas good man thathe was. Bur 
the Armenian King turning unto Cyrvs ſpake in this'wiſe, Neither docthoſe, 
ood Cyrus who take other men naught with their wives purſue them there- 
Pre to death , for that they make their wives more wanton and unchaſt 3: bur 
becauſe they thinke they ſteale away their heartsand quench that love which 
they owe unto them: in which regard, they proceed againſt them as very ene- 
mics. And even ſo, Iclous was Landenvied thatman, becauſe me thought he 
was the cauſe thatmy ſonne admired and eſteemed him more than my ſelfe. 
Then Cyr#s,So God me love good King of Armenia,as I thinke your fault was 
no other than any man would have done. Therefore Tigranes pardon your Fa- 
ther for this Gentlemans death. /Thus having at that time diſcourſed, lovingly + 
entertained and embraced one another;as meet it was, after this reconciliation, 
they mounted upon their carroches rogither with their wives and ſo withgreat 
joy departed. | 
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How Cyrus tooke Tigranes with him in his traine , and went 10 aſſaile 
the Chaldees upon the mountaines. 


H = x they were come home, ſome made report of Cyrus his wiſe- 
| dome, others related his patience and ſufferance: one ſpake of his 
2 mildneſſe, another of his beautie and goodly tall preſence. Where- 
upon Tigraxesasked his owne wife and ſaid: How now my Armenian Ladic, 
Scemed Cyr in your eyesalſo a faire and beaurifull perſonage © In good faith, 
quorth ſhe, I never looked upon him. Whom then did you behold, ſaid 74 
rapes ? Even him I aſſure you, quoth ſhe, who ſaid, That withtheprice of his - 
Tit: he would redeeme mee from captivitic.'And then,as meet it was, after ſuch 
marters as theſe paſſed, they tooke their reſt rogither, The day following, the 
Armenian King ſent unto Cyr#s and the whole armie, gifts and rokens of hoſj pt- 
ralitie. He gave warning alſo to his owne ſubjes, ſuch' as were to goeto 
warfare, for ro beready againſt therhird day following. As for the money 
whereof Cyrus _ , hepayedit done double. Bur Cyrus when he had ta- 
ken of it ſo much as he required, ſentbacke thereſt : and demaunded withall, 
C; | whether 
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whether of them twaine would lead the armie? The ſonne, or himſelſee 
Whereunto both of them made anſwere: the father in this wife : Even hee 
whom you ſhall commaund ; bur the ſonne after this ſort. As for mee & Cyrus 
I will not leave you, no though I ſhould follow you hard at hceles as a Campe 
drudge. Herear Cyras laughed heartily andſaid. And how much would you 
becontent to give, forto have yout wife heare you are become a Cam ave 
and to carry fardels ? Shee ſhall never need,quoth he, to heare thar,” For I will 
bring her with me, that thee may ſee what ever I doc. But now faid Cy- 
rus it werertime for you to trutle up and be furniſhed every way for this jour- 
ney. I make full accompt quorh Tigranes that we ſhall ſhew our ſelves in rea- 
dinetle, with whatſoever my farher hath allow'd. And ſofor that time the ſol- 
diers after gifts of friendly entertainment beſtowed upon them, wenero reſt; 
The next day. Cyras taking to him Tigrazes with the beſt and moſt felet horſe- 
men of che Medes, as many alſo of his owne friendsas he thoughe convenient, 
rode abroad to view the country of Armenia , deviſing where hemight build 
a fortreſſe, And being moumted up toan hill rop, hee asked Tigranes , which 
werethoſe mountaines from whence the Chaldces uſed ro make rodes downe 
into the plaines, and ſo to drive away booties * Which when Tigranes had 
ſhewed unto him, he asked againe, whether choſe mountaines were now with- 
our companicand unfrequented £ No verily, quoth he, for they have alwaics 
certeine ſpies and Sentineks, who fignifie tothereſt whatſoever they diſcover, 
And whar doe they, faith he,when they have notice of any thing * _ man 
faith 7igranes makes what haſt he &an up to the hill tops for to help and ſuccor. 
When Cyrxs heard this,and withall beheld the country all abour,he —_ 
=* ccive thar a great part thereof, lay as waſt ground to the Armenians, and un+ 
tilled, by reaſon of the warres. Then for thar time returned they ro the armie, 
and after ſupper tooke their repoſe and ſlept. The morrow next enſuing, 73 
granes(h:wed himſelfe ready and well ar po , having raiſed a power of 
toure thoufand-Horſemen, with ten th Archers and as many Targuati- 
ers. But whiles theſe forces were a levying, Cyrus ſacrificed, and feeingthe en- 
trails of the beaſts to be faire and fortunate to him, he called togicher the Lea- 
ders both of the Perfians and of the Medes, and in the preſence of that Aﬀem- 
bly madechis ſpeech. My welbeloved friends, Theſe mounraines that we ſee, 
belong to the Chaldzes, which if we may firft be maſters off, and on the rop 
_ of them build a forr and plant our garriſon: of necefliric,as well che Chaldzes 
as the Armenians will demeane themſelves loyally roward us. As for ourſa- 
crifices, they beroken all good on our fide : and as rouching matts alacntieand 
humane meanes, nothing will ſo much help the ſame forward tothe atchieving 
of this exploit, as expedition. For,if we can climb up the hils, before the ene- 
mies afſembletheir power , weſhall either gaine the hill cops wholly without 
any reſiſtance , or elſe skirmith withour enemies ,. when they are but few in 
number and feeble in ſtrength. No labour therefore can be eafier and more 
yoid of daunger, than if preſently we be refolute in celeritie and quicke dif- 
parch. Arme your ſelves therefore, on all hands. Asfor ihe Melia jovreh 
on our left hand : but yee the Armenians, goe one of you on the righ 
fide: and the other halfe lead the way inthe vaward before us. Yee that be 
harſemen, follow behind inthe Rear, to incite and pur us forward up the hill, 
hicither ſutfer yee any one faintly ro draw backe. When Cyras had chus ſaid, and 
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his files diretly tpward ; hee advaunced before the Armie. 
The , ( chat lay in eſpiall J when they perceived the march forcibly 
to mount up hill, forthwith ſignified ſo much to their fellowes, and ſo,by out- 
cries and alarmes from oneto another, they drew togither. Cyr#s alſo for his 
part gave wages, Fo his ſoldiers ſaying. Thele here, © yee Perſians, fignific 
unto us that it is high-time to make haſt. For, if we —_ them, and get the 
hill before, our enemies ſhall be little able to.doe ought. Now the Chaldzes 
had light bucklers., and two javelins apeece: and theſe are reputed the moſt 
martiall men of all that country. They ſerve alſo in warres as mercenaries and 
be alwaicsin pay, whenſoever any man hath need of them, becauſe, warlike 
chough they be and valiant, yer are they poore and needy.For,the region which 
they inhabite is full of hils, anda ſmall part thereof welchy. Now when the 
ſoldicrsabour Cyrus approched neerer to the hill-rops, _—_ who accom- 
panied Cyr#5, Wote you not © Cyrus quoth he,that we mult fight our of hand: 
and the Armenians will notabide the firſt brunt of the enemics 2 Cyrus anſwe- 
red that he was not ignorant thereof : in which regard I have already faith he 
given order tothe Perſians to prepare themſelves and be inreadineſſe. For they 
are to follow hard, ſo ſoone as the Armenians begin to give ground andthere- 
by draw the enemies neerer unto us. Thus the Armenians advanced formoſt in 
the v d. Butthe Chaldzes, as many as were preſent,upon the approach 
of the Armenians ſodainly ſetting up a ſhour, ruſhed fiercely upon them after 
their manner and gave the charge. The Armenians likewile,, as they were 
wont, received them nor, but reculed. Now when the Chaldzes following 
them in chace, perceived others with ſword in hand to mount up the hill ready 
to encounter. them afront, ſome that hapned to joyne in fight were quickly 
ſlaine,others eſcaped by flighr,and certeine of chem were taken priſoners. Thus 
thehill rops were ſoone gain'd. Now when Cy7r%: his ſouldiers were gotten up 
thicher,and looked downe toward the habitations of the Chaldzes, they mighe 
perceive how they- abandoned'rhe houſes that ſtood next , and fo ran away. 
Cyras then, as ſoone as all his ſoldiers were come togither, commaunded them 
to take their dinners : After dinner , having learne | that the place of Eſpiall 
where the Chaldzes lay,, was both ſafe and alſo well watered , preſently hee 
emmured it in manner of a fortrefſe. Hee commaunded alſo Fygranes to ſend 
unto his father, willing, and requiring him to make preſent repairethither, and 
to bring with him all the Carpenters and Maſons that were to bee had. So 
there was a meſſenger ſtreight-wayes diſpatched unto the Armenian King. 
Meane while Cyrus with thoſeabout him began to build the wall. Ar which 
yery time, they preſented the captives unto Cyrss, ſome bound, and others of 
them fore wounded. Whom when he beheld , he commaunded immediately 
the boundto belooſed,and ſuch as were hurt to be cured. For which purpoſe, 
he had ſent for * Phyſicians. This done, hee ſaid unto the Chaldzes, that his 
comming was not either for any defire he had to deſtroy them,or need to make 
warre: burbecauſe hewould conclude a Peace berweene the Armenians and 
the Chaldzes,. : And before that I was poſſeſſed of theſe hill rops, quorh he, 
I wote well yechad no deſire of peace. For why Your owne State was in 
ſafery, andrhe;p6ods of the Armenians yee harried and carried ar your plea- 
, Burndwyec ſee in what caſe yee ſtand. I diſmiſſe you therefore thar be 
priſoners, homneto your houſes, and give you leave to conſult with the reſt of 
ESOrT/eTN3 _ the 
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the Chaldzes, whether yec will maintaine warre againſt us, or enterteine amity 
with us; IF yee make choice of warre, See ye come not hither, if ye be wiſe; 
without armes and weapons , but if yee thinke yee have need of peace, come 
hardly unarmed. Will yee become our friends 7 I will thentake care for the 
ſaterie and wellfare of your ſtate, The Chaldzes hearing this, after they had 
highly praiſed Cyrus and on all ſides given him their hands, departed home.

No ſooner ſaw hee him, bur hee brake our 
into theſe words : Little it is 0 Cyrus, that wee men are able to foreſee in future 


Ti s Armenian King when he heard that Cyrus ſent for him, and with- 


things, and yet attempt and enterpriſe many deſſeins. For, ere while, my ſelfe, - 


when I went about to compaſſe my libertie, became a ſlave more then ever be. 
fore: andafter that wee were taken priſoners, whiles wee made full accompr 
that wee were utterly undone, it appeareth now moſt evidently, that wee are 
preſerved, notime before, ſo much. For, thoſe who never ceaſled to infeſt us 
many wayes, I ſee now to be in thar caſe, which I ever wiſhed. And thus much 
© Cyrus I would have you to know, that for to difſeize the Chaldzes of theſe 
mountaine tops, I would have disburſed much more mony,than your ſelfe have 
of mee. And verily the good turnes which you promiſed to doe unto us, what 
time you received that mony, you have performed already. We acknowledge 
our OE: to be debters unto you ſtill for other benefits : Which (if 
we would not be naughrie perſons ) it werea ſhame for us notto requite. And 
whar requirall ſoever we make, yet ſhall wee not be found to have made con- 
digne recompenſe, beſceming ſo beneficiall a friend. Thus ſpake the King of 
Armenia. But the Chaldzes came unto Cyrss as Oratours, beſeceching him to 
make peace with them : whom Cyrus queſtioned with, inthis wiſe. Crave yee 
peace at this time yee Chaldzes, for any thing elſe, bur that yee thinke to live 
in more ſecuritie by peace than by warre 2 conſidering that wee alſo ſaid as 
much. The Chaldzes made anſwere, Yea; for, all other things we have al- 
ready. But whart and if, replied Cyras, there accrue unto you other commodi- 
ties beſide, by the meanes of peace £ Then, ſaid they, would wee be theglad- 
der. And what other reaſon is there, quoth Cyrus, why you repute your telves 
now to be poore, but for lacke of rich and and fertile ground 2 When they ac- 
corded to-him in this point alſo. How then 2 would yce be content, fairh Cyrus, 
to pay ſomuch tribute as the other Armenians doe, fo ye may lawfully occupy 
and till as much Armenian ground as yee will your ſelves ? Yes,right willing. 
ly anſwered the Chaldzes,, if we mightbeleeve, we ſhould ſaſteine no wrong 
hereafter. And what ſay you, King of Armenia, would you have this ground 
of yours that now lieth waſt, to become tilled, provided, that the occupiers 
thereof pay you ſuch rent as you ſet downe 2 Yes verily, quoth the King, ; 
wou 
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would give a great deale of that condition. For,by this meanes the revenues of 
my Crowne ould be much augmented. And yee Chaldzes, quoth he, what 
fay yee to this, conſidering yee have fertile mountaines , would yee willingly 
permit the Armenians to uſe the ſame for paſture, yeelding unto you for the pa- 
ſturage a reaſonable rent 2 Yeagladly, faid the Chaldzcs, for that we ſhall re- 
ceive much profit without any paineand labour. Bur you King of Armenia, 
faith Cyr»s,are you willing to uſetheir paſtures,if fora ſmal commoditicariſt 
unto the Chaldzes, your ſelfe may receive farre greater profits ? Yea,wirh all 
my hearr,quoth he, if IthoughtT mighr enjoy the ſaid paſture-ground in ſafe- 
tie without moleſtation. What ! might yee not enjoy them ſafely, if yee had 
thehelpe of the h:!1-rops 2 Yes ſaid the King. Hereatthe Chaldzes. Bur we, 
par-die, ſhall never be able to occupie, wee will not ſay, theirgrounds, but nor 
ſo much as our owne lands, if fo be theſe be maſters of theſ.:1d hill crops. Bur, 
What ! quoth he, if thoſe mounraines may helpe you © Mary, then, anſwered 
chey, we ſhould thinke our ſelves well apayed. Bur it were not ſo good forus, 
belecve me ſaid the King, in caſe they recover the mounraines againe,eſpecially 
being walled and fortitied. Well then, quoth Cyr#s , I will take this courſe, 
The ſtrength of theſe hill-rops will I deliver to neither of you both: But wee 
our ſelves will hold chem in our owne hands; And whether of you wrong the 
other, their parts willwe take who ſuſteine the wrong. Which when both fides 
heard: they praiſed the deviſe, and ſaidir was the onely way to eſtabliſh anaſ- 
ſured peace. So upon theſe capitulations following, they all gave and received 
interchangeably hoſtages for ſecuritie : and agreed ir was betweenethem, That 
they both, ſhould be free one from the other, encerteine mutuall marriages, uſe 
tillage and paſture in common indiffcrently : and one aid the other if any did 
moleſt either of rhem. Thus for that time things paſſed: and the league then 
and thus concluded, betweene the Chaldzes and the Soueraine Ruler of Ar- 
menia, remainerh yetin force to this day. Now zfter theſe Covenants of con- 
federacy were confirmed , bath parts immediately did put ci helping 
hands with great cheerefulneſſe, to build and wall the ſaid fortrefſe as a com- 
mon ſtrength and defenſe for them both,and thereto joyntly brought all hings 
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' How Cyrus ſent an Embaſſage unto the Indians : and returning 
into Media, conſulted about making warre upon 
the CA ſſyrians. 


| Henevening drew neerc, Cyrus entertained togither with him at 
V \ / ſupper both parties, as being now joyned in mutuall amity. And 

| as they ſarar ſupper, one of the Chaldees began and ſaid: This ac- 
cord may well be acceptable to all others of our nation. Bur ſome Chaldzes 
there are quorh he,rhar live by preading and robbing,who neither have skill of 
husbandry, nor can abide to till the ground, as wonted alwaics to get their li- 
ving by the warres. For, they uſed evermore to drive away booties,and m 
atimeto ſerve for wages underthe King of the Indzans, who by their ſaying 1s 
a Potentare full of gold, and as often under King 4ſtyages. Why then, ſaid Cy- 
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rus, doethey not take wages of me? For I will givethem as good payj as hee, 
who ever he be that gave moſt. This offer of Cyrus they accepted and ſaid,thar 
many- would bee right willing to ſerve him. And thus of theſe points above. 
faid were they agreed. Cyrus then, who had heard fay that the Chaldees often- 
rimes had recourſe unto the Indian King ; and calling to remembrance, thar 


from him there came to the Medes certaine perſons as Spies to ſee and learne * 


what was done among them, and the ſame afterwards went alſo to the enemies, 
for to have intelligence likewiſe of their affaires , was willing h that the 
Indian King might know what deeds himſelfe had atchieved; And therefore he 
entred into ſuch a ſpeechas-this. Tell me © King of Armeniaand yee Chaldees, 
It I ſhould diſpatch a meſſenger of mine, unto the 7»4:an King, would ye fend 
a1y of yours befides, who might both condu@ the man in his way, and afliſt 
him alſo to the obtaining at the ſaid Kings hand,of ſuch things as I deſire? For, 
I. gladly would, we had more money ſtil,to the end rhat I mighr bothgive large 
pay toas many as have need,and alſo by bountifull gifts grace and honour ſuch 
as ſerve under me, according to their worthineſſe. In theſe regards 1 ſay, defi- 
rous 1 am to be furniſhed with great ſtore of treaſure. And,albeir I make recko- 
ning to ſtand in need, yer gladly doe I ſpare your monies whom I ſuppoſenow 
to be our friends: yer, of the Indian King I would willingly take the ſame, if 
he would part with if. - As for the ſaid meſſenger, unto whom I will and re- 
quire yauro allow guides for his conduR, and to be affiſtant when he is thicher 
come, he ſhall ſpeake in this wiſe, Cyrus hath ſent me unto you 0 King of India, 
ſaying that he'ſtands in need of more money : For that he expeRerh another 


ariny from home our of Perſia (and in very deed quoth he, ſo I doe.) If there. ; 


fore you will ſend him as much money as you thinke good, he ſaith;thar if God 
give him good\ſucceſle, he will endeyour ſo to doe, as that you ſhall thinke you 
have done very well and wiſely for y8uy ſelfe , in gratifying him thus in this 
kind. -This meſſage ſhall my Agent deliver from me. Now, for thoſe whom 


yee ſhall ſend, givethem in chargeand commiſſion, whatyour ſelves ſhall thinke- 


requifite. And if, quoth he, we may get money of him, we ſhall have thegrea- 
ter ſtore by us ro. uſe. If nor; we ſhall 'know that weare nothing beholderr ro 
him nor have any cauſe torhanke him, but'may for ought that concerneth him, 
order all things.to' our owne hehoufe. Thus ſaid Cyres, ſuppoſing that thoſe 
Armenians and Chaldaes who were to goethis journey,would make ſuch reports- 
of him, as himſelfe deſired, that all the world ſhould both ſpeake and heare.' 
| And fo for thartime when they ſaw good; they diſſolved this meeting ar ſup-: 
per and went to: bed. ' The day following Cyrus ſenraway the —_— with 
thoſe direRions which he had delivered before. The King of Armenia likewiſe 
and the 'Chaldzes appointed ſach perſons ro accompanie him as they thought 
moſt-meet to helpe forward the buſineſſe which they had in commiſſion, and 
alſo togive our of Cyrus ſuch ſpeeches as were befitting. After this, when Cy- 
rus had finiſhed the fortreſſe and: furniſhed it with garriſon ſouldiours , as/ma- 
ay as'were ſufficient, and withall things elſe neceſfarie; yea and'lefr as Captaime 
over them a Median, (in preferring whom he thought rogratifie Cyaxazes moſt) 
hedeparted; leading away with him that armie which het had brought thichers 
as alſo thoſe forces which he received from the Armenian King, and together 
with them ſuch as came from rhe Chaldzes, ro themnutmber of 4000; who of all 
others were reputed the beſt warriours. Now when the was came downe _ 
Fr I 2 r 
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the parts inhabited, there was nor an Armenian,man or woman thar ſtaicd with- 

in doores, but they all went forth ro-meet him, rejoycing ly at this peace: 

bringing with them and driving before them, whar thung fo ever any of them 

| had worth preſenting unto him. ' Neither was the King of Armenia herewith 
diſpleaſed ; for that he thought Cyrus would take the more contentmenr,in be- 
ing thus generally honoured of all. Inthe end came forth likewiſe his Queene, 
with her daughters and younger ſonne. And befide orher gifts, ſhee broughe 
that gold alſo which betore time Cyr refuſed to rake. All which when Cyzas 
ſaw, Yee ſhall never quoth he make me © T{Hrmenians, for hireand reward fake 
ta goe from place to place, and beſtow my favours. And = Madame, goc 
your waies and keepe the money that you bring, to your ſelfe, and giveir no 
more to the King your husband, .for to bee buried in the ground : bur rather, 
therewith ſet out your ſonne right gallantly, and fo ſend him forth to the wars. 
Ofall the reſt, for your ſelfe, your husband, your daughters and ſonnes, have 
and hold ſo much, as by the enjoying thereof and adorning/your {lves there- 
with, you may lead amore deinty and nl ye life: and ler it fffice, quorh he, 
for the bodies of the dead to be interred. This faid, he rode away: whom there 
accompanied the King himſelfe of Armenia, and all the people beſides, calling 
him their bountifull benefaRour, and a worthy good man. Thus they continu- 
ed untill they had conducted him our of their countrey. The Armenian King 
then, ſent unto him a r armic, becauſe he had now peace at home. Thus 
departed Cyrus mi he enriched, nor onely by the prefent treaſure that he had 
received, but alſo for that by his good deportment he had made way for much 
more whenſoeyer he ſhould need. And fo for that time they pitched their tents 
inthe confines, 

Thenext morrow, he ſent thearmie,andpart afthe money to Cyaxares,(who 
according ro his promiſe was nort farreeff) Burt bimſclfe, with Tigranes and the 
Nobles of Perſia, hunted whereſoever he could meet with game, and merril 
followed his ſports. Afterwards, being come into the <Afedes land, hee dealt 
money among his owne Centurions, fomuch as was rhought ſufficient for eve- 

' one, that they alſo might have wherewith to hanour and reward, thoſe thar 

erved under them, as many as they admired for their valour. For this recko- 

ning made he, that if each one his part praiſe-worthy, the whole bo- 

dy of the army likewiſe would prove right excellent, Furthermore, if himfelfe 

ſaw wedire might adorne the army, the ſame when he had once gotten 

it, hee. beſtow upon the beſt worthy : For, this hee ſuppoſed, thac whar 

thing and beautifullornament ſoever the ſouldiours imſelfe with all 

the ſame was likewiſe adorned. And at the very'ſametime, when he diſtribu- 

ted among them, ſuch preſents as he had received, ina frequenr aſſembly ofhis 

vor File leaders kg wap Caporalls,andall choſe whom he beſt eſteemed, hemadea ſpeech 
in this wiſe. |; | | eter ? 

We ſeemenow my friends, to conceive a certaine joy, partly becauſe wee 

| havegotten:ſame wealth: 'and in part for that we'have, wherewith to adorne 
thoſe we would, and whereby our ſelves may be: honoured againe, accordi 

ascach one of us'is xa ma _—_ n5rnes we mult ever call 

te:temembrance, what manner of feats they bee,-which have procured theſe 

good things unto.us, For if yee conſider well, yee ſhall find, ho yee have at- 

rained hereunto, by watching when' time required, by travaile-and paines ta-

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king, by celerity and expedition, and finally by giving 00 round a 


mics. Ir behooveth you therefore hereafter: rq be hardy and valiant men,ſerting 
this downe with your ſelves, thar great pleaſures and commodities both, can- 
not proceed bur trom obedience, conſtancic, labours and perils undertaken in 
time convenient. Cyr#s now perceiving bow freth and able in bodie his ſoul. 
diers were to endure warre-travailes;how reſolute alſo and courageous in heart 
eo deſpiſe rheir enemies: what Skill belide each one had in every poine ; 
ing to their owne armes: Semblably, ſeeing them all well difpaſed and wi 
_ toobey their Rulers. In theſe reſpects, delirous he was even now ro performe 
' Gomeofthole —_ which are uſually enterpriſed againſt enemies; knowing, 
char many times by delayes and putting of, Commaynders and Generals find 
ſome alteration even in brave projects and worthy defſignements. Furthermore, 
perceiving that many of his fouldicrs upon an ambitious humour, in their con; 
tentions where they ſtrived ro furpalſe, began to envie one another; for this 
cauſe alfo defirous he was wirh all ſpeed ro lead them forth into the enemies 
countrey, as knowing right well, that common daungers kindle mutuall love 
and afteCtion, berweene tellow ſouldiers; in which caſc none of them will either 
envie othersthar are fer out in braveſt armour, or repine at them that be 2iven 
to fecke afrer glory and honour : bur rather ſuch perſans both praiſe and alſo 
embrace their like,as repuring them ro be joynt labourers with them in proeu- 
ting the common good. Firſt and formaſt therefore, hee harnoiſed his armic 
us marſha}led it inas beautifull and excellent order as poſſibly he could, then, 
called he rogither the * Myriarches, the * Chiliarches, the Centinicrs, the Ca- 
porals likewiſe and pety Capraines of ſmaller bands (for theſe were free and 
not enrolled in the ordinary lifts of fauldiers: and yet when it was required that 
the General! ſhould be obeiedor any charge given, no part of the armie far all 
that, was lefrungoverned: bur all marrers clſe executed well enough by pety 
Capraines of 12. and 6. inacrew.) Now after theſe ſerviceable men of nate 
were come topgirher, Cyrss brought them into his Pavilion: and both ſhewed 
unco hens. wh things were well and ingood order, as alſo inſtrufted them 
how the. ſeverall forces and Companies of their Allies and Auxiliaries might 
be moſt firmeand ſtrong. And when he had fa wrought, thar even they alfo 
had a longing defire tro beemployedin fome Action,they cared not how ſaone, 
thus he (aid unto them, Gae your waics now for this thme-unto your Con 
nies and inſtru every-one your owne charge,as Lhaveraught yau,doing with- 
all your beſt, ro kindle inthem all, a fervent defire ro undertake this expedition: 
char with 2 cheerefull heart yee may every one ſet forward; and to marrow: he- 
rimes ſhew your ſelves before Cyaxeresar the Court gate. Then departcd they, 
and did accordingly. The next morning by breake of day, thoſe men of Adi- 
on preſt ro performe their ſervice, were ready at the Palace. Gyras therefore 
being entred in with them ro Cyaxares, began to ſpeake in this manner,  - 
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The ſpeech of Cyrus unto Cyaxares, about his expedition againſt 
the Aſſyrians. 
Am not ignorant deare Vnkle Cyaxares that the projets which I ſhall now 
| ES beene long fince conſidered upon and approved by you no lefle 
chan by us: bur haply, abaſhed you are to utter the ſame, leaſt if your ſelfe 
made mention of leading forth our armie, you might ſeeme weary of findi 
and-maintaining us as you doe. -Scing therefore you keepe ſilence, I my falſe 
both for you and us will propound the bufineſle now in hand. For, we are all 
of this mind, ſeeing we be ſo well appointed, notto fight then, when as the ene- 
mie ſhall invade your land, nor to wair for his comming, fitting ſtill as we doe 
in ourfriends conntry: but with all ſpeed to make a rode into the territories of 
our enemies. For now, ſo long as we remaine in your land, much hurt we doe 
even againſt our wils unto many things of yours : but if we remoove jnto our 
enemies quarters, we ſhall worke them the like diſpleature as willingly. More= 
over,now are we kept at your great charges: bur if wee warre abroad without 
your-marches, we ſhall be vicualled from out of our enemies countrey.. Fur- 
thermore, were it ſo that ſome greater perill might beride us there than: here, 
then peradventure the ſafeſt courſe were to bee choſen. Bur now the caſe is 
all one with them , whether wee waite here for them or ſet forward to meet 
them there. In like manner wee alſo ſhall be the ſame in fight, whether we 
receive them comming hither, or goe thither and give them bartaile. | 
Bur in very truth the hearts of our ſouldiers we ſhall finde more courageous, 
if we invade our enemies and ſeeme not loth to affront them and looke them in 
the face. Semblably they will bee much more in feare of us , when they ſhall 
heare that we fit not ſtill at home, as men ſmirren with dread of them, but upoa 
intelligence of their com ming, are ready to encounter them on the way for to 
rs, ans with all ſpeed , and not tarry-untill our owne country be enda- 
maged, bur preventing their attempts, waſte their land firſt: Certes,if we make 
them any whit more fearefull, or our ſelves bolder, I ſuppoſe it will bee to 
Oup great — And by this meanes verily I make accompr, that. our 
danger will be lefſe, and our enemies hazard much greater. Moreover, my fa- 
ther was alwaies wont to ſay, you alſo to confeſſe, and all others to accord, 
thar-fields are fought and: barrailes tried, rather: by the. reſolution of mens 
hearts, than rheſtrength of-cheir bodies. Thus verily ſaid Cyrus, unto whom 
axares made this anſwere. But I would not have you Cyrs and the: reſt of 
the Perſians ance to ſuſpeR, that I thinke much to-mainreine you with viduals: 
Yet am Lalſoof this minde, that in every reſpe&it will be xyare expedicnr for 
us, even now tg invade our enemies land. Since then,quoth Cyras, we concurre 
in one opinion, let us joyntly trutle up bagge and baggage and ſo diſlodge, and 
in caſe our ſacrifices unto the Gods aſſent ſoone unto our defires, with all ſpeed 
ſer forward. Hereupon, after warning given to packe up and to put themſelves 
in readineſfe, Cyrus ſacrificed to Iupiter King, firſt : afterwards to the reſt of the 


_ Gods : praying withall, that they would vuuchſafero be propitious and favou- 


rable guides unto the Armie, and ſhew themſelves graciouFAfliſtants, afſured 
| helpers 
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helpers and Aſſociates, yea and Counſcllers for good, in all their Aﬀaites. He 


invocated likewiſe the tutelar * powers, that inhabited and patronized the Me- * Or,Deitie, 


. dian Land, Now when he had finiſhed rhe ſacrifices with lucky preſages, and 
that the armie was wholly aſſembled togither before him in the very marches, 
after rokens likewiſcof bird-flight, promiſing happy ſucceſſe, he did ſer foot 
within the enemies country. And no ſooner was hee entred the borders, bur 
preſently hce there procured the gracious favour of Dame Tellus, with Liba- 
rours and liquid offcrings. The Gods alſo and inhabitant Patrons of Affyria 
he pacified with ſolide hoſts and ſacrifices. Which complements done and en- 
ded, he ſacrificed eft-ſoones to Iupiter, the ProteRour of his owne native ſoilc: 
and looke what other of the Gods foever came into his knowledge, he negle- 
Cted them not.

How Cyrus went to encampe neereunto the CA ſſyrians, andpre- 
pared to groe them battaile, 


Hs all theſe things were accompliſhed in good ſort,the Infantery 
forchwich marched onand made no great journey but ſoone pitched 


their tents. Howbeit, having put forth the Cavallery to make incur- 
fions and to raunge abroad,they gate great pillage of all things. Then remoo- 
ved they, and being now furniſhed with all proviſion neceſſary , and forraging 


the country ſtill, rhey encamped and waited the enemies comming. Now. . 


when noiſed it was that their army was on foot and withinten daics journey, 
Cyrus ſaid, Itis now high time © Cyaxares to put on, and to mect with them : 
And let us give no cauſe to be thought, either of our enemies or our owne men, 
to ſhrinke backe, and not to abidethem, bur rather ſhew our ſelves not unwil- 
lingto fight. When Cyaxeres allowed well hereof, they marched onalwaies 
after, in barraile ray, going forward every day as farre as they thought goad. 
As for their ſuppers they never tooke them but by day-light : and in the nighr 
they made no fires within the campe. Howbeit, before the campe they burnt 
fire, ro the end that by the light thereof, they might ſee if any came by nighe 
cowards them, and yet not be ſeene themſelves. Many times alſfo;, ro deceive 
the enemie they did ſer fires aburning behind the campe : whereby artherwhiles 


the enemies ſpies fell into the hands of their formoſt eſcont-warch:; For, by 


reaſon thar the ſaid fires were behind , they rhought themſelves had beene yer 
farre from the campe. Now the Afſyrians with their Confederates and Al- 
lies, after that the Armies approched one the other, entrenched themſelves, A 
thing that the Barbarian Kings uſe ro do even at this day. For, when they pitch 
their tents, an eaſie matter it is for them to caſt a trench abour their campe, ſo 
many hands have they to ſer on worke. And, they know that a power of horſe- 
men in thenight is ſoone diſordered, and fo of lirrle or no ſervice, eſpecially if 
it conſiſt of Barbarians : For, ſuch uſe to have their horſes tied by the feer at 
cheir mangers : And if any man ſhould charge upon them, a labour ic wereby 
night to unlooſe the horſes, a trouble to bridle them, a paine to ſaddle and trap 


them, much adoealſo ro, bard them and doe 6n their harnois, Yea and when 


chey are mounted on horſcbacke, impoſſible it is by any meanes to ride them 
| through 
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through thecampe. For all theſe cauſes, they alſo like,as all other Barbarians 
encloſed theſe within certeine fortifications, thought they might being thus 
within the ſafegard of a fenſed place , fight when they liſt themſelves, and not 
otherwiſe. Whiles they were thus buſied, they approched one the other, and 
being about a * Paraſang off, the Aſſyrians encamped thusas I ſaid, ina place 
entrenched round about, howbeir open and expoſed to theeye. But Cyrus pit- 
ched histents, as much out of ſight as poſſibly he could, as having of purpoſe 
ſought out certeine villages, tofts and mounts, afront his campe, thinking that 
all his warlike equipage ſodainly preſented, would be more terrible to his ad- 
verſaries. And verily that night, after the Sentinels ſer, as requiſite it was,they 
betooke themſelves on either fide to reſt. The day enſuing,the Aſſyrian King 
and Creſ#s, withall the other Commaunders, kepr their forces quiet within 
their Strength and reſted ſtill: But Cyr#s and Cyaxares ſtood embartailed, ready 
ro fight if the enemies came forward, Bur when it was for cerreine knowne, 
thatthey would not that day iſſue forth without their rampier, nor intended to 
fight, Cyaxares calling for Cyr#sand all the gallants and men of Action, ſpake 
unto them in this wiſe. My friends, I am of this minde, that thus well appoin- 
tedas we are, we ought to marchunto the afſault of our enemuesrampier,there- 
by to ſhew that we for our parts are willing to fight. For, if by this bravado, 
they will not come forth againſt us, our.men ſhall be the berter encouraged in 
iving the attempt : and our enemies upon the ſight of our boldneſle xd refo- 
ution moredaunted. This was the adviſe of Cyaxares. But Cyras, For the love 
of God, quoth he,6 Cyaxares,let us not doe fo. For,if according to yourminde 
wee ſhew our ſelves, and goe forward; our enemies will looke upon us now, 
withno feareatall, as we comeupon them knowing themſelves, as they doe, 
to be ina place of ſecuritie ſo as they can receive no hurt : and more thanthar, 
when as we retire without effe, they cft-ſoones ſeeing our forces far inferiour 
to theirs, will deſpiſethe ſame,andto morrow fally forth with much more cou. 
eand reſolution. Now for this preſent,knowing us as they doe, to be here, 
and yetnot ſeeing us, beleeveme verily, they ſer nor light by us, but muſt they 
doe and marvaile what we meane, neither ceafle they, I dare well fay, to ralke 
and diſcourſe of us. But whenthey ſhall come forth firſt,then will it bchoove 
' us bothtoappeare in ſight and atonce to encounter and buckle with them, as 
having found them where heretofore we long deſired. When Cyrus had thus 
faid, both Cyaxares andthe reſt alſo agreed'thereunto. Then therefore, having 
takentheir y_ , ſer thewatchand made fires accordingly before the ſame, 
they went to bed andſlepr.

The exhortation of Cyrus to his Cheiftaines, and the Peeres,to moove them 
to advance with better courage to battaile. 


H = next day, early in the morning, Cyr#s, with a Coronet upon his 
head, ſacrificed : commaunding likewiſethe * Peeres ro weare Chap- 


lers and to be preſent at the ſolemnitie of Sacrifices. When thele De- 
yotions were done and Sacrifice offred, he aſſembled them all togither,and un- 
rothem made this ſpeech. The Gods,my deere friends, as borh Divinors fay 
and I my ſelfe accord, fore-tell us that a battaile there will be; They alfo give 


US 
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us vitory,and inthe Intrailes promiſe unto us ſafery.Now,to admoniſh you;zin 
what fort ye ſhould beare your ſelves inthis-affaire, abaſhed Iam. For, I know, 
that in theſe points, yee are as skilfull and expert as my ſelfe, 25 who have ſtu- 
dicd,medicated and heard, yea and continually do hearethefe thingsas well as I: 
in ſo much as you dy good right teach others the ſame: Bur it. ye have nor hi- 
therto underſtood and learned fomuch, liften then rome: Theſe here our Afv- 
ciats, whom we have newly takenunto us, and endcvour to make like unto gur 
ſelves, we muſt putin minde, for what cauſe we have beene maintained by cy- 
&xares ?. what exerciſes wee have beene trained in; and to wharjutyel: 
have called them hither ? as alſo in what-regard rhey have given. ou, 
right willingly they will enter into the Action with us,and try it.qut by diatof 
ſword. This alſo yee ought to recall into their remembrance, that this is the 
very day, which will declare what rewards each one is worthy off. -For;:ſuch 
things as men be late ere they learne, no mervaile it is, if ſome of them have 
need of one alſo. ro ſuggeſt and prompt unto them. Yea, a bleſſed rurne it 
were, if men might become valiant,even by the inſtintand provacation of 0- 
thers. And verily in fo doing,yee thall givegood proofe of your (elves withall. 
For,he that is able in ſuch a matter as this, to better others and make them « 
more valiant,may withour queſtion be privy ro himſelf, that he hath-atteined 
tothe perfeRion of valour. Whereas, he who being able to enforme hitaſelfe 
in theſe things, reſteth therein, ſuppoſing it ſufficiencz -and proceedeth:norfar- 
ther, is by good reaſonto hold himſelfe bur halfe perfect. And for this.cauſe; 
I deliver not thus much to them, but charge you to declare the ſame; thar they 
may endeyour to give you content. For,yee alſo are nextconverſant with them, 
every. one in his owne particular. And this,” quoth he, would I'have youta 
know: that fo long as: ye ſhall be feene of them full of valour and tefolutzon; 
yee ſhall become maſters and teachers, both to them arid alfo-ro: many more; 
not in word, but in deed, for to be likewiſe valiant and courageous, 'Ar the'la(t, 
he knitup his ſpeech with bidding them to goe to dinner wearing guirlands og 
their heads : andafter the complements of ſacred libations pertormed, to're- 
paire every man to their owne: companies dighrasthey were with the fame 
uirlands. Whentheſe were departed, he called unto hum the *-Leaders inthe » qc quitus 
cer, unto whom he uſed theſe words. My good friends, that are Perſians, 9pon-ntur >e- 
raunged yee alſo be.inthe number of the Peeres as (elected Gentlemen, repured wy —_— 
as inother reſpects to parallel the very belt , ſo for your age to excell them in 
wiſedome. And verily, for this cauſe are yce in place no lefſe honourable than 
that of the formaſt Commaunders in the vaward. For,being in the xereward, - 
by obſerving thoſe that be hardy, andby encouraging them, yee may ſoone 
make them to be more valiant, and againe, if_any one be faint-hearted, by no- 
ting likewiſe and marking him, yec will not cocker nor ſuffer ſuch a one to con- 
tinue ſo. ſtill. Moreover, expedient itis for you, if for any other whoſoever 
ro gaine victory, as well in regard of your age as the maſlineſſe and weight of PE. 
your* habite. If they then, thar are before in the vaward call upon. you and « ,, uu 
commaund to follow, I would have you to obey them. And to the end that 
yee alſo may not be inferiour to rhem in this behalfe , exhort them againe to 
lead and put forward wich ſpeed againlt the enemy. And now, quoth he, goe 
p=e alſo to your dinners, and having dined, togither with the reſt in your guir- 
ds, repatre unto your * companies. Me * Or,colours, 
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cible, as they affirmed, who heard him ſpeake. Hereat Chryſantor, What and

= {us were the ſouldiers of Cyrus occupied; by which time the A/ſyrians 

|| having dined already, fallied-boldly otit of their campe, made a bra- 
; = yado, and with reſolute hearts ſtood ſtrongly appointed in batraile ray. 
The King himſelfe in perſon, mounted in his chariot did put them in order,and 
withall in this manner exhorted them. Now is the time © yee 4ſſyrians when 
eemuſt ſhow your valour: For,: now are yee to fight for your lives, for the 
yle wherein yce were borne, for thehouſesin which yee were foſtered, for 
your wives and children, and for all the goods rhat yee have. Tf yee atchieve 
the viRtorie,Lords yee ſhall be of all this as hererofore: bur if ye be vanquiſhed, 
wore well that yee muſt forgocall, and leave the ſame to your enemies. ' Stand 
to it therefore and fight manfully, as becommeth thoſe that affeionarely do 
love vidorie;'' For, meere folly ir-were, that ſuch as defie vitory ſhould lie 
away and turne unto the view of theirenemies the blind backe parrs, ſuch as be 
neither armed nor furniſhed with hands. Anda foole he is, who deftrons40 live, 
S about to runaway, as being afſured that the winners are they who hall be 
[ite where as they that flic, ſhall ſooner die than rhoſe thar rarry by it. A foole 
alſohe is and no better who coyeting wealth, ſuffrech himſelfe ro be overcome. 
For, who knoweth not that the pee own ſave their owne goods, and be. 
ſides theſarne, gaine alſo the goods of their enemies conquered? Whereas they 
that be ſubdued, ſhall art once'Idſe both themſelves, and all that they have. 
Whites the 4{yrian- King was thus buficd, Cyaxares ſene ſome unto Cyrus, who 
faid', That now the'opportunity of time ſerved ro lead forward and to ſet 
upon the eneqic.. For, how ever few of them are ifſged forth withour the 


trench, by thattime quorh he that we be come unto them, they will' bevery 


many. Let us not ſtay therefore and wait untill they be more in number chan 
we: but ſer forward whiles we thinke we may cafily overmatch them. Cyrus 
anſwered, I'would have youto underſtand 6 Cyaxares, that unleſſe more than 
the halfe part of them be vanquiſhed, they wen. X's out, thar we for ſeare'of 
their multitude did c bur a few of them, and therefore they-will or take 
themſelyesto be defaired : ſo thar you muſt rhen fight a ſecond field; wherein 
peradventure they will be better provided anduſeimore policy than now th 

doe offring themſelves to us: fo, as that we may at our ownechoiſe, fight with 
what number ſoever we will. The meſſengers when they heard this departed: 
Meane while, Chryſantas the Perſian came,and cerraine orher of the Peeres and 
Gentlemen, bringing with them thoſe thar had runne from the enemies part un- 
tothem : Of whom Cy-as enquired, as meet it was, what hisenemics were a do- 
ing? Who anſwered, That they were already come forth of the campe all ar- 
med; Thatthe King himſclfe being without, was ferring them in array, and en- 
couraging them ever as they iflued forth with many words and thoſe very for. 
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if quoth hee you alſo © Cyrws would draw your ſouldiers togither while you 
have time and exhort them, ſhould nor youlikewiſe make them more hardie? 
Tuſh, faid Cyrus, let the perſwaftve orations of the Aſſyrian King my good Chry. 
 ſantas,never trouble you:For,no exhortation wil be {> effcfual,as to make men 
the very ſame day that they heare it, of cowards to be valiant: nor Archers, un- 
lefſe they had beforehand beene cxercifed inthar feat: nor Darters, ne yet hor(- 
men: nay it will not worke thus much, as to cauſe them to be able in body, for 
to endure paines taking, except they were trained before therein. Bur yer te- 
plyed Chryſamtas, it would ſuffice, if by your exhortation you could but make 
their hearts more courageous. Why! quoth Cyrus, is one dayes work, or one 
oration- able , not onely to repleniſh rhe hearts of the hearers with modeſt 
ſhame, or reclaime them from things diſhoneſt and unbeſeeming , bur alſo to 
excite and ſtirre them up, for the love of praiſe and glory to determine for to 
undergoe all labour, and adventure all perils, and to = unto this ſtedfaſt 
reſolution, that better it is for mento fight valiantly and ſo to die, than to run 
away and fave their lives? Alſo,to the imprinting, quoth he, of ſuch thoughts 
in mens minds, and to retaine the ſame there firmely fixcd,is it not behovefull, 
That firſt there were ſuch poſitive lawes, by vertue whereof, for valiant men 
there ſhould be provided a worſhipfull and free life, but upon cowards might 
be impoſed a baſe, grievous and unpleaſant cotidirtion 2 Then,there ought to be 
M-**.I ſuppoſe,and Governors appointed beſide, who may rightly inſtruct & ac- 
ciſtome them to perform the ſame fo long,untill this opinion be ſurely ſertled, 
namely to repute in very deed valiant and noble men happieſt,and to thinke c0- 
wards and obſcure perſons of all others moſt miſerable. For,in this wiſe ought 
they to be affected, who will ſhew, that diſcipline availeth more than the feare 
thar ariſeth from the enemics. Bur, if a man, when ſouldiours are going armed 
into the field (whar time many of them forgoe and forget even their old leſſons 
and principles) were able at the inſtant, with a ſubitary ſpeech to make them 
brave and worthy warriours,certes,it were the cafieſt matter in the world, both 
to learne and alſo to reach the moſt excellent vertue af all others that belongeth 
to a man. And verily,for mine owne part, would not beleeve, Thar even theſe 
here whom we have now with us, and have trained up and exerciſed, will con- 
ſtantly perſevere and abide to the erid, bur that I ſce you preſent in place, both 
willing to give them good example how they ought ta carry themſelves, and 
able alſo to ſuggeſt unto them, that which haply they have forgotten. But as 
for thoſe quoth he, my Chryſautas , who are altogither raw and untrained in 
vertueand prowefle, I would much marvaile if an oration with a goodly grace 
pronounced , could helpe them more to attaine unto: valiantneffe, than a 
ſong ſweetly chaunted, edifie-rhole in the knowledge of mulicke, that are alto- 
girher ignorant of that ſcience. Inthis manner reaſoned and diſcourſed they. 
By which time Cyaxares ſent eftſoones unto Cyrus, charging him in plaine 
termes that he did amiſſe , ro delay the time fo long, and not with all expedt- 
tion march againſt the enemies. Then Cyrus returned this anſwer unto his mef- 
ſengers : Let Cyaxares quoth he underſtand ; That they are not come forth 
as many of them as ſhould : And thus much tell him from mein the hearing 
of all. Nevertheleſfſe, becauſe it is his mind, I will anon ſer forward, Ha- 
ving thus ſaid, and made his oraiſons unto the Gods, he brought forth his for- 
ces. Now when he began to march ſtill ow and faſter than ordinarie; he led 
"1 2 the 
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the way himſelfe and his ſouldiers followed not onely with an orderly pace in 
good array, as having through long cxerciſe learned to keep order: but, alſo 
courageouſly and with reſolution: For that, in a kind of emulation, they ſtrove 
one to cxcell another, and had bodies withall well enurcd and hardned to tra- 
vaile: as alſo, for that all thoſe that went formoſt were no other than their very 
Caprtaines and Commaunders : yea and cheercfully befide, in regard of thar 
Skill and cunning: For, they knew and had learned long agoe, that it was the ſa- 
feſt and eaſieſt way, all at once directly to charge the enemies, eſpecially if they 
be Archers, darters and horſemen. Whiles therefore they were yet without 
the daunger of ſhot, Cyrus gave this Motto for the ſignal of Battaile. 1/P1TER 
CAIDER And LEADER, which having paſſed from one to another through 
the hoſt and being returned again unto him, he began to ſing a ſolemne *Hymne 
unto CASTOR and PoLLY Xx: and all his ſouldiours with a devour mind and 
loud voice chaunted the ſame with him : For in ſuch a caſe, as many as be * re- 
ligiouſly given , ſtand leſſe in feare of men. The ſaid ſong being ended, The 
Peeres above-ſaid march on, bravely togither , with a lightſome countenance 
(as being well trained and taught) beholding one another, calling by name to 
their ſidemen, and next followers, itcrating full often theſe words. * Now roit 
good friends. Goe to it now right valiant Knights : mightily encouraging 
each one his fellow to follow. Which they that came behind hearing, exhor- 
red ſemblably the former to lead and goe before boldly. Thus the whole ar- 
mie without, was repleniſhed with forward alacrity, deſirous of glory and re- 
nowne, full of ſtrength, of confident boldnefle, of encouragement and exhor- 
tation, of ſtayed temperance and obedience , which I take to be the moſt ter- 
rible objc&s that can be preſented to enemies. But, of the Aſſyrians, ſuch as 
were ready to fight before the rampiers and in defence of their campe, when 
the Perſians army once approached neere unto them , mounted their chariots, 
and retired themſelves to their fellowes where they were thickeſt embartaiked. 
As for their Archers, Darters and Slingers, they diſcharged from them their 
ſhor farre ſooner , and before they could poſſibly reach unto their enemies. 
When the Perſians now, by preaſling forward, were come within the daunger 
of ſhot, Cyrus with a lowd voice cryed out. Now moſt brave and redou- 
ted Knights , Step ſome one quickly before,” and ſhew proufe of his valour, 
and therewith encourage he the reſt. Theſe words uttered they alſo againe 
to the other. By occaſion whereof, ſome upon a brave and courageous ſpi- 
rit, upon an ardent defirealſo and love to fight, began to make {peed, whom 
the whole maine batraile followed with a running pace. Cyrus likewiſe him- 
{clte, forgetting to keepe his ordinary march, ranne before crying out, Who 
followes, who? where is the valiant ſoldier that will fell and lay along the firſt 
mans Which others hearing, ſeconded him and held on the ſame note. Thus 
throughout the whole armie, .as he began, the voice went, who will follow? 
who will play the douty man ! Well, in this manner gave the Perſians the firſt 
onſer and rely aſſailed the enemies... But they not able to abide the ſhocke 
and the open field, reculed, and turned their backs, flying amaine unto their 
trench and rampier. The Perſ#ans purſuing them unto the very gates, whiles 
they thronged and thruſt one another to get in, flew many of them. And 


\ loake who fell into the trenches , they leaped downe upon them and killed 


chem outright both horſe and man. For, ſome of the Chariots were forced 
in 
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in this their rout ro fall. downe into the ditches. Which when the <Atedes 
horſemen ſaw, they rode with tull carrier againſt the enemies horſemen : who 

ave way to decline their violence. Whereupon began a great chace both of 
forks and men, rogether with much flaughter as well of rhe one as of the 0- 
ther. - Thoſe A ſſyrians which within the Munition ſtood upon the rop of the 
rampier, had neither mind nor might, to ſhoot and dart ar thoſe, who made 
ſuch carnage and havocke: fo terrible was the ſpectacle thereof and ſo {mit- 
ren were they with feare, Perceiving then foone after, that certaine Perſians 
had broken through the gates and entries of their fortifications, they turned 
backe and fled from the ſaid roppe of the rampier. The wives, as well of the 
Aſſyrians as of their auxiliary Aﬀociats , ſeeing this rout within the campe, 
$kriked our and ran up and downe all amazed : Some of them being mothers 
of children, others but younglings , tearing their {ide garments, and ſcratch- 
ing themſelves with their owne nailes, lamentably beſeeching all thoſe whom 
they mer, nor to flye and forſake them , but to defend their children and them- 
ſelves. And herewith the KK. themſelves with their truſtieſt guard abour 
them , ſtood ar the very gates, and climbing up to the top of the rampiers, 
partly in proper perſon fought, and in part exhorted others to doe the ſame. 
Cyras after he underſtood what was done, fearing leaſt by making an irruption 
and forcible entry , his men ſo few in number might be hurt of ſo many, ſoun- 
ded the rerrait, commaunding them to retire,out of the arrow ſhot,and to obey. 
Then, and there, a man might have ſeene the noble Peeres, how excellently 
they had beene brought up in marriall diſcipline : For, ſtreighrwaies them- 
ſelves obeied , and gave charge to the reſt, for ro doe the like as quickely : and 

no ſooner were they without the danger of ſhor , bur they ſtood raun- 
ged in their places , more orderly than in any daunce or quire | 
of Muſicians , whiles every man knew perficly 
| where hee ſhould be. 
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How the King of <Aſſyria died in fight : King Croeſus and the Aſſyrians 
fled; and Cyrus purpoſed to follow in chace. | 


LAMIDY & v s having ſtaied there long enough with his armie 

> and made open ſhew, that ready they were to fighr if any 
would iſſue forth, ſeeing none to come abroad, withdtew 
his power ſo farreas he thought good and there encam- 
ped z Now when he had ſer his Corps mu and fent 
out his eſpialls before, himſelfe having aſſembled his ſol- 
SA SHS@ FR dicrs,in this manner ſpake unto them. My friends, yee that 
are Perſians, Firſt, the Gods above I laud and praiſe to my full power, like as I 
ſuppoſe yee all doe: For, atchieved we have this day both victorie and ſafetie. 
Inregard whereof bound we are to retribute gifts unto their Majeſties, into- 
kenof thankes, even our of all that ever we have. And as for you, I cannot 
chooſe burcommend you every one: For, looke what ſervice there is exploi- 
ted, the ſame hath beene performed to the honour of you all. Bur as concer- 
ning due recompenſe in particular,when I am certified by thoſe, of whom meer 
it is I ſhould enquire,of what deſert every one is,I ſhall endevour both in word 
and deed to conferre rewards upon each one reſpeRively. And verily, as tou- 
ching this Centurion here Chryſantas, who was next unto mee , I need notto 
learne of others, as knowing my ſelte very well how hee hath borne him- 
ſelfe: For, as inevery point elſe hee hathy done his devoyr, like as of you 
all I ſuppoſe no lefle : ſo when I had cauſed the retreat to bee ſounded and 
called unto him by name, -albcit hee had his ſword'up ready to ſmite his 
enemie, hee preſently obeyed, and leaving that undone which hee went abour, 
did as he was commanded: For, not onely retired he in perſon, bur readily 
charged thereſt to doe the ſame : in ſo much as he brought his owne company 
without daunger of the voley, ere our enemies wiſt that wegave ground at all, 
cvenbeforerhey could draw their bowes , or launce their javclins againſt us : 
and ſo he is borh ſafe himſelfe, and by his obedience hath ſaved his owne men 
alſo. As forothers, quoth he, I ſee ſome in deed wounded, of whom when I 
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haveberter conſidred whar time they were hurr, I ſhall then deliver my doome. 
But E/ryſamtas beirig ſo brave 4 man of adtion, ſo wiſe withall, and ſuthicient as 
well toruleas to be tuled ; him, I ſay, atthis prefenti ordtine a Colonel over 
athouſand. ' And whenſoever God ſhall: give mea good hand againe, I will 
not: then beforgerfull of him./ And TI would have you all,quorth he,to remem- 
ber:thus much and make uſe of this journey. For,whatſoever erewhileye have 
ſecne inthis fight, never ceaſſe rothinke upon, 'thar ye may alwaies judge with. 
in your ſelves, whether it. is running away, or preefſc rather, thar faverh your 
lives? Alſo, wherher they chat fight willingly, be ſooner freed from warre, or 
thoſe who are unwilling 7 Likewiſe, what pleaſure ir is that victory bringerh. 
For none of theſe points may ye. beſt determine, as having made proote and 
{eene the experience, conſidering the ſervice is ſo lately we Ave And verily 
by continuall meditation hereof, yee ſhall prove the better. Now therefore.as 
religious, valiant, and temperate men, take your ſuppers. Offer ſacred libarions 
ro the Gods, beginning with a triumphant * ſong, and withall have an eye and 
duc regard to that which is commannded. Thus {aid, he got up to horſebacke, 
and rode away untill he was come to Cyaxares : Where, after rejoycing with 
himas requifice it was, upon murball congraculation fortheir common victory: 
when he had ſecne howv things went there and ashed of him what need he had 
of his ſervice,he rode backe ftromthence to his own armie. As for Cyras and his 
ſouldiers, after they had ſapped and appointed a ſuthcienr watch, they berooke 
themſelves to reſt. ; Fi | 
Butthe Afyrians, whoſe Soveraine Commannder was' flaine and with him 
the very flowreand beſt of his ſouldiers, were all in great heavineſſe yea and 
many of rhem by nighr flipt away-and fled our of the Camp. Which when 
Creſus and the reſt of their Allies perceived, they ſorrowed all yery much { for 
every thing was dolorous ) but this troubled rhem-niolt in generall, rhat 
throughour the armie, all the prime company of thoſe that ſhould have beene 
their Leaders were out of hearr, void of counſell and at rheir wits end. Where- 
upon in thenighr ſeaſon they abandoned their rents and departed. When day 
appeared and diſcovered how naked of fighting men their Camp was : Cyrws 
nay advanced thither firſt with the Perfians. Now, the enemies had left 
ind them,many Sheepe, many Kine and Oxen, and befides many waggons 
fall of much treaſure and goods. Then repaited'thitherall theMedes likewiſe, 
whowere wich Cyaxares, where they dined. Dinner being done, Cyrus called 
unto him his owne-Centiniers,and nnto them made this Oration. My ſouldiers, 
what benefits and haw great, preſented here unto us by the goodnefic of God 
ſveme we to let {lip out of our hands 2 For now, your owne (elves fee, thatche 
enemies for feare of us be fled. And if rhey, being fortified ſtrongly within 
theirhold have quit the ſame, and are runne away, how may any manimagine, 
that they will ſtand to ir,if they ſee us oneven ground inthe plaine field 2 Alfo, 
they that durſt nothold our when they had noexperience of our valour ; how 


ſhall rhey be able now ro abide us , defaired as they are already and having fuf- 


fred ſo many diſpleaſures ar our hands £ And how ſhalt their greareſt cowards 
be willing ro fight with us, whoſe moſt valiant men lye flaine upon the ground 
before us * Herear, faid one of the Company , why then doe we not with-all 
nt picks them , ſeeing fo great availes comming toward us ſoevidently't 
Becauſe; quoth Cyrus, we want good horſes: whereas the very beſt of our 
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enemies,and ſuch, as moſt fit it were now , either to kill or to take priſo 
hiethem homeward apace well mounted on good courſers * And thoſe verily 
by Gods helpe, able were weto pur to flighr, but in following the:chace, ſhall 
never overtake. Why then, fay they, goe you not to Cyaxeres,/and impart ſa 
much unto him Say you ſo © quoth he, Then follow meeall, thar he may 
know, yee are _—_ of this minde. So they all both followed Cyrus, and 
alſodeclared what they thought meet as touching the marter they required. 
Cyaxares, partly for that they made the motion firſt, fomewhar envied them : 
and partly becauſe he thought he ſhould doe well for hunſelte',. if hedid nor 
enter into daunger a ſecond rime ( for ſurely he gave himſelfe to joy and mirth, 
and ſaw many ofthe Medes doe the fame ) anſwered in this manner,

The opinion of Cyaxares, to drvert Cyrus from following 
the traine of his vidtorie. " 

Know nephew Cyrus both by report, andalſo bythat which I have ſeene 
'E ſelfe, that yee Perſzans of all other menſtudy moſt , not to ſer your 
minds uponany pleaſure unſatiably. But vegily,for mine own part,I thinke 

it much more behoovefull, inthe greateſt pleaſure tobe continent angihold a 
meane. And what is it, thatpreſenteth greater contentment to men,than goad 
ſuccefſe, which ar this rime is falne unto us * If wetherefore being now in hap- 
py caſe, can ſoberly and wiſely keepe the ſame, we may perhaps live unto our 
old age in felicitie without all daunger. But if weeare never farisfied there- 
with, purſuing ſtill one good forcune in the necke of another : take heed, leaſt 


' that befall unto us, which, they ſay, many navigatours have found ar ſea; who 


meeting ſometime witha good gale of windand fortunate voyage, would ne- 
ver make ancnd of ſayling, untillrhey were caſt away and ſo periſhed. Sem- 
blably, many men, ( by report) having obteined one victory , by coveting to 
winne another , haye loſt the former? For, truly if our enemies who are fled, 
»were fewer in numbex.chan we, it might peradventure be fafe for us to purſue 
them being ſo few. But now,confider with how ſmall atroup of them wee all 
fought,when we gained the upper hand £ The reſt were not at the bartaile nor 
ſtrucke.one ſtroke : whom if, we force not to. draw ſword, they not knowing 
us nor theniſelyes, for want of kill and for cowardiſe will be glad.co.cſca 
and be gone:' Bur if they perceive once, thar they ſhall be in as grear jeap: ih 
by runningaway, as by tarrying ſtill , and have no-hope of ſafcry;bi 
ſwordspoint, beware we urgethem nor even againſt their owne wilsand pur. 
poſe, to beare themſelves like valiant men. For, this you muſt know, thar you 
are not ſodefirous totake their wives and children priſoners as they be to ſave 
them. Conſider alſo, that wild (wine when they are cſpied by the hunter run 
Dpemngander) wich their young pigs : bur if a man 
1ng ones hey will ye no longer,no though there 
be bur one of them and no more, butaſfaile him that goeth about to catch the 
fame. And: verily , the enemies. at this time beeing encloſed within their. 
ſtrength, give us leave to skirmiſh with as many*of them as we thought good: 
our ſelves ; but in caſe wee joyne barraile with them gh broad and open; . 
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plaine, when they ſhall learne, divided apart as erewhile, ſoffic to confront us, 
others to flanke us on the one fideand the other,and ſome againe to ſet uporius 
behind in thetayle: Seerthen whether cvery one of us have not need both of 
many eyes,and alſo of as many hands 7: Furthermore, I would not wiſh,quoth 
he, for my part , ſeeing as I doe the Medes ſolacing themſelves in myrth,, to 
withdraw them from their delights, and force them to hazard their lives ina 
doubtfull piece of ſervice.

Vu this ſpeech Cyrus briefly replied : You ſhalt not need, [good Vn. 


rentment. Follow we will not in chace the maine multitude of our enemies 
(for how poſſibly ſhould we eticompaſle and take chem?) but if we may light 
upon any piece of their armie diſmembred from the reſt, or upon a skirt and 
remaant thereof, we ſhall fetch ir inand bring the ſame unto you. Moreover, 
thinke this, quorh he, that we at your requeſt are come a great journey, and all 
to gratific and doe you pleaſure; Yourherefore in all equity are to requite us in 
the like : that we alſo may in ſome {ortmake up our owne mouthes, and fo re. 


' turne home with good pillage ; and not depend all of us, upon your pay and 
_ treaſure. Then ſaid Cyaxares, If any one will of his owne accord beare you 


company, I would acknowledge my felfe beholden alſo varo you. Send there- 
fore, quoth Cyr#s, with me one of theſe here who deſerveth to be truſted moſt, 
that he may declare unto the Hedes from you, what you commaund. Goe to, 
ſaid Cyaxares, take of all theſe any one, whom you will chuſe. Now,it hapned 
thatr:the Median Gentleman was there prefent, who in times paſt had claimed 
kinred of Cyrus and gotten ſo many kills of him. Then Cyras forthwith, This 
man here, quoth he, without more adoe ſhall ſerve my turne, Content faid 


Cyaxares, let him wait upon you: and withall, he charged the party, to deliver 


thus much in his name, That whoſocver,would, migtit goe with Cyrus. Thus 
eRkine cheman with him, went out : and whea he was gone forth, he pre- 
yiaiduntco him: Now verily ſhall you make knowne whether you ſpake 
no, when. you faid you tooke much pleaſure in beholding me. Say 
you fo? quoth the Median, Then will I never forſake you. And are you wy 


faid Cyrus to _—C as much to others likewiſe 2 Then the man boundiit wit 
an oath and ſaid yea by 1wpiter that I will: and bring it ſo abour inthe end; that 


even you ſhall be as willing to looke upon me alſo. Then being thus ſent from. 


Cyaxaves, as he declared otherwiſe right cheerefully thiserrand to the Mexes, fo 
he added this moreover, that he would never depart from ſonoble, foexcel- 
tent, ſo goodly a perſon, and that which paſſed all the reſt, deſcended from the 
race of the Gods. " | Tome! 
. Whiles Cyrus w_gh»licabour theſe affaires, there arrived, as it. were by the 
WW} L provi- 
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as voluntaries, and peradventure we ſhall rerurne, bringing unto you |/ 


and to every one of theſe your friends, that which will give you all good con. | 
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providence of God, certaine Embaſladors from the Hyrcanians. Thele Hyrca- 
»ians border upon the Aſſyrians. A nation verily nothing populous (which is 
the reaſon that ſubjeR they were unto the 4ſſyrians) howbcir, reputed then, (as 
they are no leſſe at this day,) good horſemen. In which regard alſo the 4+ 


' rians employed them, as the Lacedemonians did the Seyrites, making no ſpare of 
- them, bur _— them to all paines taking and adventures. And ar this very 


time, they had charged them to keepe the Reare (and in number they were a- 
bout a thouſand horſe) rothe end that if any damage hapned behind, they 
firſt, ſhould undergoe it before themſelves. Theſe Hyrcanians , becauſe they 
were to march hinmoſt , had their waggons alſo and their families behind all 
thereſt. For, the nations of Aſia, the moſt parr, in alltheir expedirions,uſe to 
g0e to warre with their whole houſholds. And inthis manner ſerved the Hyr- 
caniansat that time. Who now conſidering well with themſelves, whar hard 
and ſervile warfare they were put to unger the Afſyrians : alſo that now their 
Soveraine Lord being flaine, they wete all foyled and diſcomfited, their whale 
armic in great feare , their Afﬀociats our of heart, ready to faint and forſgke 
them; caſting, Iſay , theſe things in their minds , they thought they had fir 
time and opportunitie offred to revolt, if rogirher with them Cyras and his for- 
ces would make head afreſh and ſet upon them. Hereupon they diſpatched 
their meſſengers unto Cyrus. For, now by reaſon of this batraile, his name was 
up and his fame much encreaſed. Theſethat were ſent, related unto Cyrus what 
juſt cauſe they had to hate the Aſſyrians : if therefore at this time he were diſ- 
poſed, to make an invaſion they would become both Afſaciates, and leade 
the vaward alſo in this journey. Withall, they recounted unto him, in what 
Nate the enemies ſtood, the rather to incite him thereby to take this expedition 
in hand. Then Cyr»s queſtioned with them in this fort : Thinke yee,quoth he, 
that we ſhall beable yer to overtake them , before they pur themſelyes into 
their ſtrong holds £ For we take this for a great infortunitic of ours, that they. - 
have ſo ſecretly in the night eſcaped fromus. This ſpake he becauſe he would 
have them to conceive an excellent opinion of him. Whoanſwered, That ear- 
ly the next morning they might reach them, if they made ſpeed and went light- 
ly appointed. For, by reafon, ſay they, of their great multitude , and heavy 
carriages,they march bur ſlowly: and. beſides, for that they ſateup and watched 
all nighr before, they had now rid bur ſmall ground forward, and pitched their 
rents betimes.: Then replyed Cyrus, Can ye put in any pledge for ouraſlurance, 
that yce ſpeake thetruth © Wee will, fay they, forthwithride away, and even 
this night bring hoſtages withus for your berter ſecuritie. Onely doe youaflure 
us in the name of God, and'give us your right hand, that we may make report 
toorthers, what wee have received from you, Then hee faithfully promiſed 
them, that if they performed boya fide, what they had ſaid, he would uſe them 
ashis truſty and at{ured friends : neither would he ranke them inferiour inplace 
either to the Perſians or to the Medes. Andeven at this very day , amanſhall 
{ce the & dr pur in truſt and bearing office of ſtate, as well as Perfians or 
Medes,:{uch as are thought of beſt worth. After they had ſupped, Cyrazled: 
forth his armie before day light was gone, and commaunded thoſe Hyrcanians 
to giyeattendance thereand to march onward togither with him. As forthe 
Perſians, they all in generall, as requiſiteit was, ſpeedily came forth, and 74- 
granes alfo with his owne Regiment. Of the Medes, ſome entred this RY; 
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for that having beene children when Cyrus was achild , werenow become his 
friends : others, becauſe they had beene his companions in hunting ; and; were 
much delighted in his good behaviour: ſome againe in token of rhankfulneſſe 
unto him becauſe he ſeemed to have delivered them our of great feare; others 
alſo upon good hopes , that ſeeing hee bare himſelfe ſo valiantly , hee would 
prove afterwards a fortunate, and mightie Prince. : There were beſides divers 
of them willing now ro doe him ſome reciprocall plealure and ſervice for the 
good turnes which hee had procured unto any whiles hee was brought up a- 
mong the Medes. And verily, ( as he was of a kinde and courteous nature), 
he had procured for a number of them at his Grandfires hands many favours. 
Laſt of all, a great ſort of them, after they had ſeene the Hyrcanians and heard 
a rumour ſpred abroad, that they would betheir Leaders to bring them unto 
reat wealth, weat forth forto ger ſomewhat. Thus the Medes in manner all, 
ide him: unleſſe they wereſuch as hapned to be of the Domefticalltraine 
of Cyaxares : For, theſe onely remained, rogither with thoſe that were their 
vaſſals and followers. As for all the reſt, full gladly and cheerctully, rhey did 
put themſelves forward in this journey , not I ſay as men conſtreined, but as 
meere voluntarics, and who to gratifie him, of their owne accord went forth. 
When they were now abroad uponthe way, firſt hee commerh out unto the 
Medes, whom he praiſed : and prayed withall, 1mprimzs, that the Gods would 
vouchſafe to be propitious guides both to them and his. . rem, To graunthim 
ſuch favour as to bee able to render unto them condigne recompen(e farthis 
their affeionate love unto him. In'concluſion, hee gaveorder, thar the foot- 
men ſhould lead the march : and then he commiaunded. the horſemen 19 fol- 
low.. Moreover, if in any place they refted or ſtayed in their journey, hechar- 
ved that ſome ſhould rideunto him , -to know from time to time what was ex- 
dient to be done. After this,he willed the ſaid Hyrcanians to lead formoſt. 
/hoasked him in this manner , Why 2 Sir, tarry not you and expect untill 
wee bring our hoſtages :.that you alſo, having taken pledges of us tor the bet- 
ter ſecuritie of our troth, may then ſer forward 2 And he,by report, niade this 
anſwere. Even, for that I conſider, we doe all carry the aſſurance of our fairh, 
no otherwiſe than in our hands and hearts. For, at this point and thus provi- 
ded ſeeme wee to be, that if yee be true of your word unto us, we have ſuffici- 
ent power and meanes todoe you good : bur if yee be falſe and deceive us, we 
take our ſelves to beinthat ſtate, as we need nor beituſubjection unto you, but 
yee rather (if the Gods'will) thall bechrall unto us and ar our'devotion. And 
verily , quoth he, yee Hyrcanians, becauſe yee ſay , your countrymen uſe to 
march hinmoſt, therefore when ye {ce them once, give us knowledge that they 
. beof yournation, to theend wee may ſpare them, The Hyrcamans*heari 
this, ledthe way ashe commaunded : and withall-admired his pr yh 
and magnanimitie. Neither-ſtood they any more in feare of the AſſfriarFor 
of the Lydians or yet of any other their Allies and Confederates. And as for 
Cyrus himſclfc, he ſuppoſed, there lay matter of no ſmall moment every. way. 
in them, were they preſent with him or were they abſent.. Nowlas they:mar-= 
ched and night drew on, reported it is, thata cleere light ſhining from heaven, 
appeared evidently unto Cyras and his hoſt ,-in ſomuch as they all conceiveda 
reyerent feare of the Divine-power, and a confident boldnefle befides againſt 
the eacmics : and,for tharthey. were lightly appointed and wentapace,by good 
+ "i 2 
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reaſon they made , thar night, a great. journey , and by breake of day in the 
very twy-light,approched ncere unto the Hyrcanians maine regiment, Which 
when the meſſengers above-ſaid perceived, they ſignified unto Cyrus that thoſe 
were their countrimen: And hereof, ſaid hey, have we. ſure intelligence, as 
well by their marching hinmoſt , as by the number of fires whichthey make, 
Whereupon hee ſent one of theſe rwo unto them, commaunding him in his 
name to deliver this meſſage : Thar if they were his friends, they ſhould with 
all ſpeed come and meet him holding up their hands aloft. Some likewiſe of 
his owne men he ſent with him, whom he commaunded to ſay unto the Hyrca- 
nians, That as his men ſhould ſee themcomming towards him , ſo they alfo 
would doe the like againe. Thus,one of the meſſengers tarricd ſtill with Cyres, 
and the other rode forth to the Hyrcanians. During the time that Cy7»s waited 
ro ſee what the Hyrcanians would doe, he cauſed his armie to ſtay the march. 
Thenthe Chieftaines of the Medes togither with 7jgrazes galloped hard unto 
him, demaunding what they were to doe? unto whom he made anſwere, This 
crouÞpe next unto us is the regiment of the Hyrcanians: unto whom one of their 
ers, accompanied with ſome few of our men is gone for to ſignific un- 
to then, that if they meane ro be friends , they ſhould meer us bearing upall 
of them their right hands. Wherefore, if they ſo doe, receive them yee, eve- 
ry one in his place friendly giving them your right hands, and bid them be of 
good cheere. Bur if they either take weapon in hand or goe about to flie, 
our beſt,,quorh he, to diſpatch them. at firſt, ſo as not one of them retnainea- 
live Theſe were the directions of -Cyr#s. Meane-while the Hyrcanianshaving 
heard what the meſſengers ſaid, were exceeding glad, and quickly mounting on 
horſebacke repaired toward them holding up their hands as they had warning 
ſo to doe. Semblably the Medes and Perſians did put forth their hands, wel 
comed them and bade them take a good heart. Then Cyrus,'Wee for our 
quorh he, beleeve now and truſt you Hyrcanians : and even fo ought yee to be 
affected ro us ward. But firſtof all, Tell us this, How farre hence is theplace 
where the principall rulers and puiſfance of our enemies maine armie ares 
They anſwere, ſomewhat above a Paraſang. |

ccrtaine in whar ſtate we ſtand : namely, that if we now become faint hearted 
and demeane our ſelves cowardly, we ſhall incurrethe moſt grievous calami- 
tiesthar be. . For, our enemies know full well, wherefore we are come: bur if we 
ſhall fiercely ſer upon our enemics and give the charge with courage and manly 
reſolution, yeeſhall ſee chem ſoone like unto fugitive flaves, thar are found our 
add apprehended againe, ſometo court us in humble and ſuppliant manner cry- 
ing us mercy, others to take thern eo'their heeles : ſome againe fo maskared, as 
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they will not be able ſo much as to thinke either of the one or the other. For, 
as men once diſcomfired, they will ſtare and:Ilooke upon us : and —_— no- 
thing leſſe, rhan that we are comming , they being neither ſer embartailed nor 
provided ro fight, will be ſurpriſed, If therefore we deſire to fir" ar ſuppet fees 
ding mernly, to paſſe the night ſkeeping quietly , and-ina tverd; heveafter to 
live pleaſantly : ler us give them no reſpic, cirher to confulr or prepare any 
od thing for themſelves, no-nor fo much as toknow ar all that we be hen : 
ur-thinke onely, that noughrelſe is come among them but bucklers.courrill- 
axes, glaives, browne-bills and bloudy wounds, And yee HyrcaWans, quot 
he, ſtep forward upon them, and make way before us,that by the fighrvt yaur 
armour, we may bein covert and unſeene as long as poſſible ir is. Bit, when 
I am come cloſero the enemies armie, leave with me *every of you a corner of *' Armenians, 
horſemen, touſe as need requireth ſo long as I abide here withtthe arimie. And e200 
ſuch of you as are Commaunders, chiefe-Officers and of the elder ſort, ſee you 
ride cloſe in a thicke ſquadron togither, when yee charge them, if yee be wilet 
caſt haply yee light upon their maſhive troupes, and fo be borne downe by vio- 
lence. Bur, ſafferthe younger gallants ro follow thechace, and ler them have 
the killing of the enenues. For, this is the ſafeſt way now, that we leave as few 
of our enemies alive as may be. And if it come topaſle (asit hapneth ro many 
winners) that we quite overthrow their fortunes, and breake their backes for 
ever, take heed we muſt, that we fall norto pillage. ''For, he that ſo doth,is no 
more 2 valiant ſouldier, bura baſe ſouldiers page,and ſuch an one, any man that 
will may uſe as his ſlave. This alſo ought we to know , that nothing is more 
gaimcfull than victory. For, the vitour preſently carrierh all away with himar 
once, men,women, money and goods, yea and the whole countrey wirhall. 
Furchermare, this one og” ene be thought upon eſpecially : How wemay 
hold and reteine victorie. * For,inic eventhe rifler and (poyler himſelfe is com- Palatyor 
priſed. To conclude, -remember this among the reſt, un your chace, that yet 
xerurne to mee while it is day-light. For, bee ir once darke, wee will receive 
having thus ſaid, ſcat every manto his owne * companie; commaun- » & Cencuric, 
Pha Foe wichall, char they were thither come, each one ſhould fignifie 
25 much to their Decurions..

Cornets of horſemen which were left with him; toride about the Campe: -and 
whomſoever they ſaw going forth armed, to kill: them: oneright : buy rothoſe 
who ſtayed within,he made proclamation, That what ſouldiours ſoever of the 
entmics armie,were either Horſmen, Targuatiers:or Archers; they ſhould rruſle 
up their armour and bring it forth, :Jeaving their horſes Rillartheir Pay 
But as many asdid not this, they ſhould forthwith loſe their heads. ©: -* 
Meane while with their arming ſwords ready drawne, -they ſtopd in'order 
of batraile round about the tents. They therefore that had armour, brought it 
forth and flung the ſame fromthem into one place where Cyrus had appointed, 
which they ſer on fire and burnt, who had commandement from him ſo to doe. 
Cyrus then, conſidering, thar thither they were come unprovided altogither of 
meat arid drinke, without which impoſſible it is, that cither an expedition ſhould 
hold out or any other feat of armes be exploited: and caſting abour, how hee 
might moſt ſpeedily and inthe belt ſort be therewith furniſhed ; thought with- 
all, how neceſlary it is for all thoſe that undertake warfare , to have ſome one 
man, who ſhould take charge of Pavilion and lodging, yea and purvey vials 
xady for ſouldiers againſt their entrie into the Campe. Knowing therefore

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that by.all likelihood ſuch as theſe, at this preſent eſpecially mighr be found in 
the * Campe, for that now they would be buſied in providing neceffarics; hee 
commaunded by proclamation all thoſe * Campe-officers to thew themſelves: 
and if any ſuch miniſter were wanting, the moſt aunciene in every tent to-come 
forthand c—_— herein not to faile nordifobey at their urmoſt peril. They: 
ſceing rheir Lords and Maſters to yeeld obedience, forthwith themſelves abey- 
ed alto. When they were come in place, Firſt hee commaunded them to fit 
downe, who had intheir tents more proviſion of vifuall then would ſerve for 
two monerhs. After he had ſeene them, he bad thoſe likewiſe to fir, who had 
| ene moneths viRuall: and then, all in manner fat them downe. Now when he 
had learned thus much, he ſpake unto them in this manner. Goe tothen, gaod 
fellowes, quoth he, whoſoever of you doe hate miſeries, and defire to-haveany 

d at our hands; looke to it with all diligence that there bee in rent, 
double ſo much victualls as well meats as drinks provided, both for maſter and 
man, for Capraine likewiſeand ſouldiours, as yee were wont daily to provide: 
See alſo,rhar all other things be ready prepared; which may ſet our and furniſh 
a feaſt : For, there will be here anon thoſe, who after they have gotten the up+ 
per hand of their enemies, will thinke tt meer that they have all neceſſiries plen+ 
reouſly and ro the full. Know yee therefore , that it will bee for your owne 
good, if yee entertaine them fo, as they have no cauſe to complaine. Whea 
they heard this, they performed __— what they were enjoyned to doe 
Then/Cyr«s called togirher his awne Centurions againe and made fuch an ora

EE are not ignorant, goods: Friends, that you may now if yee

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ard at all of them, yet ought we not at any time, to give our ſelves to 

belly cheere and drunkennefſe. For, as yet we have not fully atchieved thoſe 
explites which we enterpriſed , bur all things now are come to the very pitch 
and doybtfull point which requirerh carefull diligence. For, we have in the 
campe enemies in number farre more than we be our ſelves, and thoſe looſe, and 
at liberty, whom peradventure it were fit to be guarded ſurely ſtill: yea and 
care would be had, thatthere be ſuch as may purvey us neceſfaries. Moreover, 
our horſemen are away, who verily diſquiet our minds and make us to muſe 
where they be : and when they are returned, whether they will ſtay with us or 
no? therefore,in mine opinion, ſuch meat and drinke we are at this time to take 
and ſtay our ſtomacks with, asa man may thinke moſt meete and expedient, 
thereby. neither to be full of drowlie ſleepe, nor ſurpriſed with inconſiderate 
folly. I wote well likewiſe, that much treaſure there is and other goods in the 
camp: of which I know it is in our power to convert to our proper uſe as much 
as we liſt, how ever the ſame be common, as well to thoſe who were with us' 
atthe winning thereof as to our ſelves. But I doe not thinke, it would turne 
more to our gaine, for to ſeize the ſaid goods 1nto our owne hands, than if we 
ſhew our ſelves true and' juſt unto them, and in ſo doing purchaſe thus much, 
as that they ſhall be more faſt'and aſſured friends unto us than now they are. 
In theſe re ona therefore, I thinke it good tro commir the diſpoſe and diſtribu. 
tion of theſe monies and goods, to the Medes, Hyrcanians, and Tigranes at their 
returne: and fay they deale the lefſe part among us, yet to reckon even jt our 
gain & advantage. For,by reaſon of lucre growing to them ward,more willing 
they will be to remaine with us. As for our ſelves, ifat this time we ſhould re- 
ard our owne commodity before theirs, verily it would gaine us wealth to 
Fa bur a ſmall while. Bur to ler this pillage goe by, and in lieu thereof ro have 
and hold ſuch things, whereof riches doth ariſe, this is it in my judgement, 
which may yeeld both to us and to all ours, more durable and perpetuall 
wealth. Forthis cauſe alſo, quoth he, I ſuppoſe when we are at' home in our 
owne countrey, we doe inure our ſelvesto maſter and keepe downe our bellies: 
to forbeare likewiſe unlawfull and unreaſonable games : that when need re- 
quires, we might uſe the ſame to our weale and commodity. Andverily,where 
we may ſhew our inſtitution and bringing up in greater matters, thantheſenow 
preſented unto us, I cannot ſee. And herewith made Cyrus an end of his ſpeech. 
This adviſe of his, Hyſt«ſþes a Perſian and one of the above-named Peeres appro- 
ved,and ſaid as followeth. An indignity and ſhame it were Cyrus : if we ma- 
ny.times inhunting ſhould continue without meat andall for rotake ſome wild 
beaſt, and the ſame peradventure bur little worth: and now when we are in the 
pagſuite of a world-of wealth, we be our owne hinderance by thoſe things thac 
ruleTewd men, and are ſubject tothe good : ſo as wee ſhould nor ſeeme to per- 
forme whatiwe ought and beficterh us beſt to doe. Thus agreed Hy#afpes with 
the opinion of Cyr#s, and all the reſt allowed thereof. Goe to then ſaid Cyras, 
Since:we concurre in one and the fame mind, Send &very Caporall out of his 
owne band five of the talleſt and beſt men ro goe-round abour, and as niany as 
theyKebuſie/in purveiance of neceffaries, ro command them; but whomſoever 
they perceiveſlacke: in this behalfe, againſt them to proceed with more ſeveri- 


. ..- ty; than if they were theirvery maſters. And thus verily did Cyrzs and thoſe 


with him. Asfor the'L3redes, ſome of them who overtooke certaine waines 
oy 5 | which 
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which had gone before, and turned them backe; brought them fulltloden with 


fuch commodities as the armie had need of. Others rooke: and brought away 
with them * Chariocs. and Carroches, wherein were palling faire WaAmen:part 
ly lawfull wives and.in part * concubines;ſach as for their fingular beauty wet 
carried abour and \vent with rhe Campe. For, the manner is of all che narions 
in Afiz,cvenar this day whenſoever they make any warlike expediridn;ro take 
with them along, the moſt precious things:they have : faying, That they are 
chegnore egerof fighr, when their moſt leifeand decreſt jewels are about them; 
For, there 1s acerreine necefſitie impoſed-upon them, manfully ro prorec and 
defend the fame, andeven ſoin very (deed - perhaps it is: or:peradventurethius 
they doe, to fatisfierheir luſts and pleaſures. - Now Cyrs, when hee ſaw what 
fears the Medes and Hyrcanians had exploired,check'd;as it were, and rebuked 
himſelfe and his-whole traine: in: that others ar this: time ſeemed to | 
them invalour,and to winne ſomewhat : whiles he and thoſe abourhim fit 
ina place farre remote from performing good ſervice, doing juſtnothing. And 
in truch, they that came away with this ſaid bootic, had no ſooner ſhewed unto 
Cyrus what they brought, bur they rode forth eftſoones, to purſue the reſt of 
the enemies: For ſo ſad they,we have cxpreſſecommaundement from our Pro- 
voſts and Rulers. Cyrus albeic he was ſtung herewith, yer beſtowed hee this 
bootie ſafe, wv waned every thing in due:place. Then aſſembled heonce 4+ 
gaine-his'Centiniersz and ſtanding ſo as he might be heard wharſocvcrhe fpake, 
made this oration unto them. - | £

When Cyaxares heard this, he 
was much more wroth and angry with Cyrus,. becauſe hee had noracquainted 
him therewith : and he-made the: more haſt to ſend unto the Hfedes; thereby 
to leave Cyrus more naked and deſtitute : And ſo, with:greater menaces than 
| before, hee cited the Hedes peremptorily. Threatning the: Caprajne afore- 
faid likewiſe, if he delivered notthis meſlage ſtoutly and inſharpe termes. So, 
tooke he his leave that was ſent, accompanied with ſome hundred horſemen of 
his owne, being angry in. his heare that he went not himſelfe this. voyage with 
Cyrus. Now, as they. were upon theit.journey, by reaſon of certaine turnings 
where the waics were divided, they chaunced: upon: a wrong by-lane ;:and ſo 
wandred our of the right way they wiſt not whither: in ſo much as they could 
not come unto.Cyres his arnie, uncul-rhey hapned upon foie of the, Aſſyrians 
| whom 


/ 
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whom they conſtrained to'be their guides. By this: meanes h4ving'eſÞied-the 
fires, they came thicher about mid-night. Now, whenthey:apptoathed hard 
to:the campe, the warchmen;according as they had in charge from Cyrus,would 
not ler them in before day. Bur by day-breake Cyras firlt ſent for the*Magi, 
whom hee commaunded to chuſe forth, accotding to theufuall and ſolemne 
manner, offrings unto the: Gods, for ſo good ſuccefie and-fo richboones;: | And 
whiles they were buſicd hereabour, himfelfe afſembled the Peeres, and'thus:un- 
to them ſaid. My Friends and Countrimen, God preſenteth unto-1is many 
00d things; Bur we © Perfiars,arc at this time roo few. for to:haveand hold the 
Te, For,whether it be, that whatſoever we have gotren, becauſe we ſhallnoe 
be able ro keepe, the ſame muſt returne againe into the hands of others; or whe- 
ther we leave ſome of our owne forces for the cuſtodie of our winnings, ir will 
| be ſoone ſeene, that little or no ſtrength remainerh with us: I thinke: ir good 
therefore, that one of you ſhould with all ſpeed gointo Perſa, bothta 
the State whar I ſay, and to will them, wirhall expedirion to ſend a power,. in 
caſe the Perſians deſire to have the Dominion,and enjoy the fruirs of Afia. Goe 
you therefore quoth he to one, Goe you [ ſay that are moſt auncient,and being 
thicher come deliver thus much : and ſay moreover, that how many 'ſouldicrs 
ſo ever they fend, afterthey become-unro me, I will care* for their finding and 
maintenance. What we have, your ſelfe ſeerh:. and conceale:I adviſe you no- 
thing thereof. Ofall chis pillage here, whar oblation | mayiſendeſpecially in- 
to Perſia, in decent manner and lawfully, (as pertaining rdthe Gods,)ietquire 
thar of my farher; bur'as conccrning the Common-wealth,/ cbnſulc with the 
chicfe Magiſtrates. Moreover, let them ſend certaine Qverſeerg of whatwedoe: 
asalſo expoſttours unto. us of ſuch points as we aske and deniaund. Thus:quorh 
he make you ready,and rake your owne*band.roaccompanieyou.! This done, 
he called unto him the Medes. And arrhic fame inftame was'the'meſienger above- 
ſaid of Cyaxares brought inand had audience. Whointhepreſence and heating 
ofthemall,declared the indignation of Cyaxerev.againſt Cyres,as alfo his threats 
par, {fas eyiasJahhongite wadhoettgIoITy: Wkdomes 
toi depart, [from Cyrus Jalthough be would havethemtorarry = Which 
ſage when the <AMedes heard, they'kepr filence, being in'doubr and perplexiry 
how they might diſobey him, ſending for them in this manner : and fearing as 
much on the orher fide, how ts obey. him menacing thus as he did ; eſpe- 
cially knowing his cruell nature.

ina.” \Andyou'\good meſſenger, quoth hee, for this time, becauſe you have 
od hard RN here Huan ſelfe.' As for:you Perſians, For that we 
—_— our enemies will be here, either to fighrit our, or cl{cro yceld, let 
vs be bravely appointed in the beſt manner ; for being thus ſcene, great likeli- 
hood there is, thar we ſooner thall effet what wedeſtre. As to you the Prince 
of the Hyrcanians;tarry you bere,and commaund the-Captains of your ſouldiers 
toiſee them/armed.' Which when the: Hyrcanian Prince had done accordingly 


and was come vato him: I rakegrear pleafure [my. Lord] quoth' Cyrw@, to per- 


ceive,that nor onely.you arc here prefenttb: ſhew: your: Friendihip;bar alſo that 
you ſeeme unto:me wile and polirick. And verily: at: ſuch atme'as this, the 
ſamel amcertainemay muchavaile us. : For,as the Aſſyriars be mine enemies; 
ſo they are now morc malicious to. yourhan tome; We are therefore on'both 
parts foro conſulryzas'thar otthioſe our: Allies: which be now prefent, none re- 
volt from us; and:that we may,.if:pofſible it be, procure more to fide with us; 
'Yet have heard:how'this * Median herecallerh away'the Horſemen home: and 
ifthey depart, how ſhall we foarmen onely remaine behind?

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you verily, whiles I was yet in our friends countrey,graunced unto me as 

as I could by perſwafion win: But-now whules Iam inthe enemies land,” you 
call away not every voluntarie,. but uly all without. exception, Certes, 
ar that time I thought my {cltc beholden borh ro you and them: whereas now; 
you force me asta forget yaw, ſo to endeavour all that ever I can, to:thanke and 
require thoſe wholly, that followed me: Howbeir for all this, I cannot be like 
unto you. Bur evenar this preſent, ſending as I doe into Perſia for an armie, I 
charge as many asſhall come unto me, that, before they repaire unto us; if you 
ſtand in any need of them, they doe you ſervice, not as they will themſelves, 
buc as it pleaſerh you to employ them. And withall, I would adviſeyon, youn- 
ger though I berhan your ſelfe, not to revoke your gifts, and take thoſe things 
away which you have once given, leaſt in ſtead of t evill will and hearr- 
burning be your guerdon : nor to ſummon.in minatory maner, when youwould 
have any. one to repaire ſpeedily unto'you: ne yer when you give out; that you 
are forlorne, withall to threaten many ; for you each them to vili 

and ſer light by you: As for us, we will doc our beſtro be with youſo ſoone as 
we have with all expedition performed thoſe exploits, which being once'at- 
chieved, we are per{waded will redound indifferently to the profit of us both. 
Farewell. Deliver this lerter unto him, ſaith Cyrwc; and if he aske you concer- 
ning any aftheſe points, anſwer accordingly to that which is therein written, 
For.,as touching the Perſians alſo I give you commiſſion to doe as it is ſer down 


in writing. When he had thus fajd and given him the miffive, he ſent him away, 


with a charge ſo to make haſt, as he knew thar his ſpeedy returne would beex- 
pedient. After this, immediately he tooke a ſurvey of the Hyrcanians and'T;- 
granes his ſouldiers all in armes : The Perſians likewiſe were armed. By which 
time alſo certaine of the marches brought away their horſes and preſented rheir 
armour and weapons. But thoſe hee willed to fling away their javelins into 
that place whither he-had before commaunded the reſt]; and: fuch as were ap- 

ointed thereto, for toſer thena on fire, as many I meane, as they themſelves 
uy no need of. As for the horſes;he charged thoſe that brought them, to keepy 
and to tarry ſtill themſelves, untill ſome. notice were given unto. them what 
they ſhould doe. Bur to the Captaines of the Horſemenand to the Hyrcanians, 
whom hc aſſembled rogether, hemade this oration. + /' | :

{elves doc know, what gouds properly belong toevery of us, nor they, what

full what is to be done. To e therefore this inconvenience, divide the faid 
ds: and whoſoever hath received a tent, ſtored ſufficiently with meate and 
inke,with ſervitoursto attend, with hangings and counterpoints, with appa- 
rell,. with-ather furniture and implements, meetefor a warlike Pavilion to bee 
dwelt in conveniently, thereto verily ncedeth,' no other addirion but this, that

Proclaime:therefore and commaund', that they ——— all before you, 
whereſoever yee firdowne and make abode': Terrifie them wirhall,in caſe any 
one doe not according to your commaundement. Now, when yee have recci- 
ved the ſame monies: deale the ſame, to every horſman a double ſhare,to a foot- 
mana ſingle, that yee may have, what yee need, and wherewith alſo to buy 
ſomewhat belide. Moreover, ler proclamation be made forthwith inthe mer- 
cate place within the-Campe, that no man wrong another. Alſo, that retailers 
and merchants may felt every man what wares and chaffer hee bringeth : and 
when he hath had atterance and'made-returne,' that he ferch more, to the end 


. that our campe may be'well peopled and inhabited. And'this verily they pro- 


claimed our of hand. © © | 
But the <Atedes and Hyrcanians, How ſhall wee, ſaid they, without you and 
yours, diſtribute theſerhihgs © To rheſe wordsof theirs replied Cyrus in this 
manner: And are yee.in deed, (my friends) of this mind, that when ought is 
to be done, we ſhould all be preſenrat every affaire? So that if either I negori- 
ate for you in any: bufineſle requiſite, or yee deale for me, wee ſhall not ſatisfie 
and content oneanother? And by what other meanes, ſhall we buſie our ſelves 
more, and effect lefſe than by this? Bur, conſider I pray you, quoth he,we have 
here kept theſe things for you, and yee beleeve, I doubrnot that they have been 
well kept. Semblably, diſtribute 'yee the ſame: and weewill likewiſe beleeve, 
that they are very well diſtributed: and even ſo in other things againe, we will 
endeavour to doe ſomewhart elſe for the good of all in publike. Firſt therefore 
quoth he, See how many horſes we have here ? and how many are a bringing 
to us?-If we ſuffer themto be without riders,they will ſerve us in no ſtead, bur 
put us to trouble in keeping of them. Bur if we ſer men upon their backs, wee 
ſhall be rid of trouble,and withall,augment our owne ſtrength. Now if ye know 
any other to beſtow them upon, with whom yee would more willingly hazard 
your ſelves and enterinto daunger (ifneed be) than with vs. let thoſe TPebeas. 
tif yee had leiter thar we ſtand to you and helpeat a pinch, beforeal} other, 
give them-untous. For,erewhile, when yee made a rodeand adventured with- 
out us, yee did put us greatly 'in feare, that all was-not well with you: and be- 
fides, yee cauſed us robe much affraied forthat wee werenot where yee were. 
Bur if we receive horſes, follow you'we will:and if, fighting on horſebacke ro- 
gither withiyou, we may be thought to doe' you better ſervice; there ſhall be 
no-courage nor forwardneſle wanting on our behalfe. Bur,'in caſe we ſhall be 


thoughr 
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thought to ſtand youin betrer ſtead on foor:foonewill we alighr:front our hor- 

ſes, and ſtraight waies be with you as foormert and as for our horſes, deviſe we 

will whom to deliver them unto. Thus faid he: and therero they'madeanfiver 

in this wiſe. Wee, Cyrus, neither have men to backe theſe horſes, nor if we had, 

ſceing it is your mind ſoto have it, would we preferre any courſe to beraken be. 

fore this. Here therefore take you theſe horſes unto you, and doe with them 

what you thinke good. I accept them,quoth Cyrs,6 in the name of God, and in 

a lucky houre be it ſpoken, Let us from henceforth become men of armes : and 

now divide yeethe common ſpoile. Bur firſt and formoſt-quorh he, cull out of 

the whole for the Gods, whar the * Sages [or Prieſts] ſhall direct you unto. * ag. 

Then, ſet by for Cyaxares that wherein yee thinke to gratifie him moſt. Where- 

upon, they ſmiled and ſaid : Then muſt we needs chufe out for hin” ſome faire 

and beautifull Ladies. Goe to then, quoth he, ſele thoſe wome, did thar 

elſe yee pleaſe. And when as yee Hyrcanians have made choiſe for Him,7See 

what lieth in you, quoth he, Thatall theſe cAaredes who ſo willingly on their 

owne accord have tollowed me, have no cauſe to complaine. Yee Medes like- 

wiſe, eſteeme and honour theſe who became our firſt Aſſociates, thar they may 

thinke they have done well for themſelves in ſiding with us and fecking our 

friendſhip. Moreover ſer out ſome part of every thing, for the meſſenger: ſenc 

from Cyaxares, both for himſelfe and alſo for his traine. 'Intreat himlikewiſe 

co ſtay a while with us, ſaying, that I would yery faine haveit ſo: tothe end,thar 

when he hath better intelligence of every thing, he may' relate the'truth.umo 

Cyaxares. As for the Perſians, quoth he, thatare about me. 'Whatſoever re- 

maines, as ſuperfluous, when your ſelves be gallantly furniſhed, the ſame ſhall 

ſuffice them. For, we may tell you, have not'beene overwantonly brought up 

indeinty delicates, but after an homely and ruſticall manner: whereby, haply, 

yce would make good gamear us, if any rich or goodly apparel were hung up- 

on us: like as, quoth he, I wote well we ſhould make you very good ſport, and 

moove you to laugh righe heartily,as we fir on horſebacke,and namely,as I ſup. 

poſe, when we take falls and lie along on the ground. After this, they for their 

parts went to the diviſion of the booty, laughing heartily at this mention of ri- 

ding and horſemanſhip. But Cyrus having ſent for the Centurions,commaunded 

them to rake the horſes togither with their harnoiſe and keepers, to take them I 

ſay by tale,equall in number to the ſouldiers, as they fell our by lot unto them, 

according to their bands and companies. He cauſed alſo proclamation to bee 

made,that if there were any flive'in the armie of the Aſſyrians, Syrians or Arabi- 

2s, or out of Aedia,Battriana,Caria,Ciliciaand Greece,or from other countries 

whatſoever, by force brought thither, he ſhould ſhew himfelfe. Which pro- 

clamation 'being heard: many willingly madetheir appearance. Then Cyrus 

choſe out of them thoſe that were * beſt favoured,and ſaid unto them, Thar be- 

ing now become free, they were to beare armes and weapons , ſuch as hee 

would put into their hands; and for other neceſfaries he promiſed to take order, 

that they ſhould have ſbfficient. So he brought them direQly to the'Centuri- 

ons, unto whom he recommended:them, with commaundemenr, to deliver un- 

ro them, light bucklers and * ſlender ſwords : thtar having the ſame about them » a«yicw, 

they might follow with the horſes : and to receive for them allowance of vi- 55...

* or Sergeans. niſhed with armes and other equipage accordingly. Naw thoſe * officers whoſe 
__ commiſſion it was to receive the aforeſaid armes and weapons, commaunded 
him and his companic to deliver up untothem their launces , that they might 

burne them as they did the reſt. But Gebry ſaid, that hee was deſirous to ſee 

Cyrus firſt. Whereupon the ſaid officers , leaving all his other Horſemen be- 

d hind, brought Gobrya in perſon before Cyrus : who when he ſaw Cyrus, ſpake 
thus unto him. My Lord, I am by birth an Aſſyrian. A ſtrong Caſtle I hold, 

and have the ſoverainerule of a large territory, With a thouſand horſe I ſer- 

ved:the Aſſyrian King, whom I friended loyally,no man more. Now fithence 

his hap hath beene ( good Princeas he was)to be flaine by you ; and ſeeing his 

ſonne my moſt morrall enemie ſucceederh him inthe Empice ; Iam come unto 

you, humbly knecling and falling downe proſtrate at your feer. And here I

my houſe. So Gobrya5 departed, leaving behind him a guide forthe way. By 
this time alſo were the Medes' come, having allowed unto'the * Magi what 
eſpeciall things ſoever they ſaid ſhould bee pur apart for the Gods. Choſen 
| had befides, Firſt, for Cyrus a moſt goodly tent, alſo a Suſian Ladie, who 
had the name to bethe faireſt lnall Aſia, and two Chantereſſes moſt skilfull 
in Muſicke,” Secondarily, for Cyaxares, the ſame in kinde, but of a ſecond 
ſort.. Moreover, they fped themfelves to the full of other commodities as 
they needed, totheend they might wantnothing whiles they warred.'

and lovely favour,albeir ſhee ſtood araied in poore and fimple habir. We mi + 
wit 
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withall ſee plainly the teares partly diſtilling upon her mantle and upper gar- 


; ments, and in part trickling downeto her very feet. -Hereupon, whenas thee- 


deſt perſon in our compane ſaid'unto her , Madam, bee of good cheere. Por, 
albeit, we heare ſay,that you havea good by Gentleman and a valiant ro your 


« husband, yetnow wote well, we chuſe you forth, for ſuch a perſon, asneirher 


in beautie and favour, nor in diſcreet judgement, ne yerin puiſſance and valour 
is inferjour to him : but in our conceir, if there bee any one clſc the world, 
Cyras | alſure you is the man worthy to be admired; and his from henceforth 


" you ſhall be. The woman when ſhee heard this, all to rent her riantle from 


above, and cryed out piteoufly ; yea her maid-ſervants alſo with her skriked 
out amaine. With that, the moſt part of her face was ſeene, her necke bared, 
her hands and armes diſcovered. . And aſſure your ſelte Cyr#5,quorh he,that as 
well co mee, asto all the reſt who ſaw her, it ſeemed there was never yer the 
like womanin Afiz, begotten and borne of miortall patents. Therefore, you 
alſo ſhall neither will nor chuſe,bur ſee her. Not ſo, quoth Cyr#s. If ſhe be ſo 

oodly acreature as you report, ſo much the lefſe will I behold her. And why 
0? Sir, ſaid the young Gentleman. Becauſe, quoth he, ifnow upon your re- 

ort, that ſhee is faire and beautifull, I ſhould be perſwaded to goe and eye her, 
hnks no great leiſure and time to ſpare, I feare mee leaſt ſhee might eftſoones 
allure me ſooner to come efiſoones for to viewand review her againe, and ſo 
perhaps negleRting my ſerious and weighty affaires, which I ought to manage, I 
ſhould ſer by it, aviſing and looking upon her. Why * quoth the ſaid young 
Geatleman, and laughed withall. Thinke you, Cyrvs, that the beautie of man 
or woman, is ſo powerfull, as to enforce any one againſt his will, to doe other- 
wiſe than for the beſt £ For, if, ſaid hee, it were ſo by the courſe of nature, ir 
would forceall indifferently. Behold, the fire here, quoth he, burnethall men 
alike, andiwhy-* becauſe ſuch is the nature of it. And of beautifull women, 
men love ſome, and others they doe not. One is enamoured of this thing, and 
another of that. For why ? love, quoth he, isa paſſion meere voluntary, and 
every man liketh what and whom he liſteth. Now, you ſce, "that the brother 
is not in love with his ſiſter, but a ſtranger is : Neither falleth the father infan- 
cie with his owne daughter, another doth. For, feare and law. are ſufficient ro 
reſtraine love. But if a law were made, that who eate not, ſhould notbe hun- 
gry; who drinke not, ſhould notbe dry : Alſo, that no man ſhould bea coldin 
Winter, nor hote in Summer : how ſtrily ſoever it were deviſed and penned, 
it could not bring to paſſe, tharmen in thoſe points would obey the ſame. For, 
by nature they are framed to yeeld thereto. Burt, to love, is meere voluntary. 
Every man, to ſay a truth, affecerh the things that be his owne, as his raiment, 
his ſhooes, &c. Then replyed Cyrus. If love be voluntary, how is itthat a man 
cannot ceaſſeto love when he will 2 For, I my ſelfe have ſeene men to weepe, 
forvery ſorrow occaſioned by love, yea and ro become bond and thrall to 
thoſe whom they loved ; how-ever, before they were in love, they reputed ſer- 
vitude and bondage to be very evil]. Yea I have obſerved them to give away 
many things, which without their lofſe and hinderance they might not miſle: 
Who alſo wiſhed of God for to be delivered from love,no lefſerhan from ſome 
other grievous maladie,, yer could not be releaſed therefrom : but were bound 
witha ſtronger dureſſe of neceſlitie , than if they had beene tyed with chaines 
of yron. Hence ir is, that they yeeld themſelves thrall unco their Paramours, 


ready 
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ready even to performe many idle and fooliſh ſervices unto them : yea and 


being once thus encumbred and diftrefled with theſe miſcries , they never fo 
much as give theattempt to get away , bur rather become Gaolers themſelves 
unto their belovedz ob{erving them narrowly;zhatthey:make no-cſcape. They 
doe indced thus, as you ſay, quoth the young Knight, poore wretches as they 
be. And therefore I ſuppoſe being * in this miſerable caſe, they alwaics wiſh 
indeed to die ; bur notwithſtanding there 'bce:ten thontand meanes, aj 


themſelves away, yer they doc it not. Andeven theſe felfe-ſame men alfefito 
mainteine their lives 7] fall ro —_—_ and forbeare not other mensgoods: 
when any. have cither robbed or filched ought, ſce younot how. your ſelfe 
with the firſt, ( as if there were no necefſitic.of ſuch theeving) accuſe the theete 
and robber, neither doe you pardon bur puniſh him £  Semblably, they char be 
faireand beautifull, neither compell men to love them, nor:to coverſuch things 
as:arenotto be deſired :. bur filly and fooliſh folke, be, I ſuppoſe, inallmanner 
of luſts and defires incontinent, and when they cannot rule their owne affei- 
'ons, lay all the blame afterwards upon love. Whereas,honeſt and wiſe men, 
although rhey defire gold, faire ſteedes and beautifull women, yet canthey ca- 
4uy abfteine: from all theſe, ſo, as that they will not ſo much as rouch them 
wrongfully. And for mine owne part , I affure you, albeitI beheld this faire 
Dame, and that ſhee ſeemed in mine eyeright lovely and amiable, yer you ce, 
how 1am now with you, I ride my horſe, and performe other parts.of my. de- 
voir in your ſervice. And fo you doe, quoth Cyrus, as God me love. /Yerper- 
adventure, you came fooner away-from her, than is the time that loveuſerhro 
enſnare a man. For, it may well be, that if one touch fare, he is nor preſently 
burnt therewith z and wood ſtreight-wayes catcheth not a light: tire and a+ 
meth our. © Yer neither willingly doe I rouch fire: nor with: my good will 
looke on beautifull perſons : 'ne yet doe 1 adviſe you © Araſpes, to keepe your 
eyes fixed long upon'thoſe that bee faire. For thar, the fire indeed burnerh 
thoſe onely that touch it', bur the beautifull inflame even thoſe alfo that eye 
them afarre off, ſo as they burne againe in lave. Be content I pray-you,quoth 
he, 0 Cyr#s. For, I warrant.you, looke I never ſo long upon. her, yet ſhall I 
not be ſo farre overcome as to commit any lewd and undecent part. That's 
very. well-faid of you, quoth Cyrus : and therefore keepe you her as I bid you: 
For, perhaps, this woman may:'one day ſtead us very much. ' Thus having 
communed togither they departed aſunder. : , 1 1 4: ib 


. -» Butthis young Gallant, partly ſeeing her to be of incomparable beautie,and 
in parr/perceiving her vertuous deportment: as alſo: for. that-hee having'rhe 
charge of her, was perſwaded that he did content her humour : Finding'wuh- 
all her ſelfenor unthankefull, as who for her part againe, was very careful, that 
by the meanes and miniſtery of her ſervants, whenſoever he came into his pa- 
vilion, he ſhould have all things convenient, and if at any rime he were il] at 
eaſe or fickiſh, want nothing requiſite : by occaſion of all theſerhings;: I ſay, 
caught he was inthe ſhares of love, and perhaps, this was no ſtrange and wt 
derous thing that befellunto him. And thus paſled theſe matters. 
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How Cyrus being aſſured of the Medes and other Allies, rode ta the 
Caſtle of Gobryas. And of his Magnificence. 


V xr Cyras being deſirous that both Medes , andoother Aſſociates alſo, 
ſhould bee wilhing to continue with him, called unto him all his men of 
Action, unto whom when they were come cogither, he madea fpecch to 
this cffet. I know for certeine, that yee Medes and all here preſent,have gone 
forth with me, neither for want of money, nor becauſe yee thoughrin this be- 
halfe to doe Cyaxeres ſervice: burupona defite ro doe me pleaſure and honour, ' 
yee have beene willing even by night to travaile and adventure with mee. In 
which reſpe&s, Itake my ſelfe obliged unco you, unlefſe I would bee unjuſt. 
Bur to recompenſe you accordingly, and toyaur deſerc, mee thinkes I am not 
able as yer. verily, foto ſay I am nor abaſhed: And to promiſe; That if 
yeetarry ſtill, I will requite you, wote yee may well, I am aſhamed. For I 
might _ it would be thought, I fo ſpake, becauſe I would have you to be. 
more willing for to ſtay with mec. Bur in lieu thereof, thus much I proteſt 
unto you: That albeit yee depart upon your alleageance to Cyaxares, yer will 
Iendevour, fo tocarry my ſelfe ro youward, in caſe I ſpeed well, that even 
your ſelves may commend and praiſe me. For, I am notnow upon my depat- 
ture out of theſe parts. But with the Hyrcanians , unto whom [ have given 
mine oath and right hand ; I will keepe juſt promiſe, and never will I be 

to them. As for Gobryas, whocrewhile , hath made over unto us his 
walled forts, his terricorie and forces, I will fo deale with him,as he ſhall never 
repent of his jaurney made ro mee. And that whichynore is, fincethatthe 
Gods ſo evidently goe with us and further our en es, I ſhould borh ſtand 
in feare of them and alfo be aſhamed, if I gave over theſe and de- 
parted inconfideratly withour effeRt. This therefore, quoth he, will I for m 
part performe, doe yee as yee fall thinke good: bur withalLacquainr:me wie 
Lane of cxer, oped itn ir wide AowoeryGieny, hab 
kinred of Cyr#s, opined firſt in this wife. -As0-my » thus much, 
King;for.a King you ſeemero be by natureao leſſe than the Maſter Bee, which 
inthe hive is bred their Leader , as whom the Bees are willing to obey: inſo 
much as whereſoever hee remainerth,not one of rhera will depart from thence : 
and whitherſocver he goeth, none will tarry behind : ſuchan ardent love isin- 
bred'inthem,to be governedby him : Semblably, are thefemen, I fay in ſome 
ſor affected ro you. For, when you wear from us Inro Perſia, who was there 
of all the Medes young or old left behind. , but hee waiced upon you ? uacill 
ſuch timeas King CAffyages called us away. Againe, octane out 
of Perſia to aide us, wee might perceive incontinently yourfriends in manner 
all, as'voluntaries to follow you. Moreover, whenyou were deſirous to un- 
dertakeanexpedition into theſe parts , all the Medes: willingly atrended upon 
you. And truly, at this preſent, thus diſpoſed we are, that ſo long as we have 
your perfonall preſence in our enemies Land, wee dare be bold : but withour 
you, atfraied weſhould be to returne even into our native country. Therefore, 
whar other men intend to doe let ther/ſpcake themſelves : but I, © Cyrus and 
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all choſe that are under me will ſtay with you : and ſo long as we beh61d you, 
be reſolute to abide all brunts, and ſhew our ſelves firme and faſt to you, m re. 
gard of thoſe favours and benefits which we havereceived at your hands, Then 
ſpake Tigranes after this manner. Mervaile not 6 Cyr»s,quoth he, if Tkeepe fi- 
letice : For, my minde'is not ready now to deliberate, bur to execure whatſo. 
ever you commaund.'” Then, the Hyrcanian Prince, I would fay, quorh he, 
that if yee the Medes departed now, it werethe will of adverſe fortune; and 
ſome crofſe handiwork of God,not to permit you for to enjoy any great felici. 
tie. For, inthe judgement of man,: who wouldeither turne. backe , when his 
enemies flie or whenttiey deliver up their armes,nort receive them - or wheri 
they yeeld themſelves and what they have, not take all ? eſpecially, ſeeing we 
have ſuch a'Capraine,' as ſeemeth, I take all the Gods tg'retord,, to deliphe 
more in doing'us pleaſure and procuring our good, than in enriching himfſelfe. 
After him all the Medes with one voice brake out into theſe or ſuch likewords. 
You,' 6 Cyrus, broughtus forth, and therefore when you thinke it timeto de- 
part, bring you us likewiſe home againe. £219 6 

/- When Cyywheard this uniforme accord, hee praied in this wiſe. GrauntT 
beſeech thee, moſt mighry Tvpiter, that I may exceed theſe in beneficefice, who 
doeime this honour. © Which ſaid, he commaunded all the reſt, afterthey had 
ſer their watch and ward, to keepethemſelves in their ſeverall:quarrers:' but the 
Perſians to ſet out and diſtribure the tents, to the men of 'armes, ſuch/as were 
meet for horſemen; to the foormen thoſe that were ſufficient forthem+ Alſoto 
rake ofder,; that generally-throughout, as many as were within the rents, ſhould 
bring all things neceſſarie unco the Perſians, according to their ſeverall compa- 
nies, yea and'furniſh them with horſes well tended and dreffed to their hands : 
to the end 'that the Perſians "themſelves might have nothing elſe ro doe; bur to 


attend upon warlike affages. Thus ſpent they this day. | 
The next morning carly when they were riſen, they-pur themſelves 'ih their 
journey rowatd Gobrya#, Cyrus verily being mounted on horſebacke togither 
with the new Cavallery of-the'Perfiaxs, growne nowro the namber of 2000, 
or there abour. After whom followed thoſe who-carried their targuers and ci- 
miters, being in number equall to them. Semblably, the reſt of the armie mar- 
ched in good array. Moreover, Cyrus commaunded every one of them to' ſay 
unto theſe their new waiters and followers; that whoſoever were ſcene either 
dragging behind the leaders and keepers of the rereward, or leaping before the 
front of the vanrgard, or raken on eicher ſide [or flanke?] of the hattaile with- 
our, divided from thoſe that were in theimranks, they ſhould be gricvouſly pu- 
© fiſhed. Thus, the next day , they were come by the evening as farre as to Gy- 
brys his Caſtle. »: exceeding ne pile they ſaw it to bee, and upon the 
wals, every thing planted ro make reſiſtance and torcibly to/repell rhe enemie. 


Furthermore, they perceived ous Bars of oxen,and amighty number of ſheep 


driven and brought rogither, under the very fortifications. Then, Gobryas ſent 
unto-Cyr«s ,' Willing him to ride abour and view where the avenue was moſt ea- 
fie and withall; ro ſend in unto him certaine of his rruſty'men, who might re- 
late unto him” what they had ſeene within. Cyr«s therefore, deſirous in very 
. deed ro ſee whether the Caſtle were any where prenable, or whether Gobryae 
would be found a lier,rode all about: where, he faw every place ſtronger,than to 
yeeld any acceſſe, As forthoſe whom Cyrus hadfent in to Gobryas,they Srovghe 
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word backe againe unto him, that there was within, {uch ſtore of goods, as in 
their —_— ſeemed ſufficient to ſerve thole therein, all a mans life. Heres 
upon Cy74s muſed with himſelfe what thoſe things might be. By which time 
Gebry4s in perſon came forth unto him, and brought aur all the perſons thax 
were within: ſome, laden with wine and wheat-meale; others driving before 
them kine and oxen, ſwine, ſheepe and goats: And all other viduals whatſoe- 
yer, they preſented unto him: ſo as Cyrus and his whole armie might ſup right- 
well cherewith. They therefore who were theretg appointed, ordercd theſe 
ka bagnin ce nl gh and drefled ſupper. Then G , when all his owne 
men-were gone forth, willed Cyrvs to enter in, and that.in ſuch manner,as him, 
folferhogghr beſt for his owne ſafety. So. Cyrus having ſent before his ſpies rg 
diſcoyer, anda ſtrong troupe for to guard, atthe laſt.entred in perſon, When 
he was Qtice within, and:the gates kept wide open ſtill, he called unto him all 
his friends and chiefs Commaunders of the ſouldicrs abour him, When all 
were gome in, Gobryg brought out wine bolles of gold, fAlagons,-baſans and 
ewers, with ornaments and furniture of all ſorts, certaine- picces. allo. of :coine 
ed Dareiks innumerable, and 2ll things that were faire. and goodly ro,bec = 
cene.. Ar the laſt, having preſented his daughter all9,(an exceeding beauriful} 
Damoifell the was, very nal, and perſonable befides,clad in mourning weed fox 
the death of her brother aforeſaid.) Here quorh he 6 Cy9us , All:this riches, 1 
beſtow upon you. And this daughter of mine likewiſe, I recommend to your 
twition'cven to-diſpoſe of her as you thinke good : And humbly -beſeech you, 
both I, as beforetime inthe behalfe of my {onne, and ſhee now for ih wang 
ther, that you will be his avenger. Herero Cyr«s anſwered in this wiſe, I-pro: 
miſed you yerily,as then, to revenge your quarrellta my power, if I found you 
_—_ your word. And now, ſeeing you have ſpokena truth, Iambound- rg 
performe my word and proinife, To her alſo I, make þeheſt, with the helpe of 
God, to doe fig lefle. And as for this treaſure quoth h&, I accept . thereof, and 
withall beſtow the ſame here, upon this your daughter, and him whoſe hap ig 
ſhall be to eſpouſe her. But one gift there is beſide, that I med gladly at my 
departure receive at your hands; which/if I may obtaine, I would not more 
joyfully deparr, ifT had all the wealth either in Babylon which is much, orjn 
the univerſallworld, which is infinite. Gobry4s mervailing what it ſhould be, 
and ſuſpeRing he would name his daughter, asked him and ſaid ; What is thax 
boone Cyrws which-you would fo faine have? Then Cyr anſwered, I ſuppoſe 
my Gobry«s quoth he, there be many men,who by their good wills are not in- 
pious'ro Gad-ward, nor injurious to men, ne. yet,, of themſelves willing fo 
much as to lie : Howbeit, becauſe no man woyld ever put into their hands greae 
wealth, regall dominion, ſtrong caſtles, and moſt deexely beloyed children, 
they dis before they be knowne what they are. But you, by4endering unto me, 
fenſed and walled forts,riches infinite ofall kinds, your whole power and puif- 
_ lance, > and your daughter ſo licfe, ſq deere, and ſo.worth thehaving, have 
made knowne to all the world that T am rhe man,who would neither deale vn- 
conſcionably with ſtrangers, nor doe wrong ta any for love of money, nor-yet; 
willingly falſifie my promiſe and covenant. Be you ſure therefqre-and wote 
well; that ſo-long as I am a juſt and righteous man, 'and ſhall be for that good 
opinion praiſed amang men, I will never forger this { your kindneſſe and affi. 
ance in_mee ] but endeavour by all goad and honeſt meanes, ta honour you 
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againe. "Neither feare you quoth he, that you ſhall lacke a man, worthy to be 
anhusband for your daughter. For, many friends I have and thoſe righe ho- 
nourable and valiant Knights: and whoſe hap ſoever itis of all them-29 marry 
her, whether he (hall have. ſomuch money and good as is given by.you with 
her,or much more than that commerh to, I am:not able ro ſay. - Bur:this would 
I have youto know for cerraine, that ſome of them there be, wha: i tegard of 
the portion which you give, willnor cſteeme you one whir the more, And-ves 
nly, they now imirate! mee with'a kind of emulation ; and pray unto all che 
Gods, thar they may! have occaſion one day to-ſhew that they are no leſſe loy- 
all and faichfull co their Priends, than I am to mine; and to their enemies, whi 
chey have a day to live will never yeeld; unleſſe ſome God croffethem. Now 
for vercue and good repurarion,'they would not preferre before it; albthe riches 
of the Syrians and A ſſyriexs put chem both togither, and ſet the ſame to yours, 
And fiich men would you well knew, arenow fitting here. - Then Gobryas 
heartily and faid. For the love of God, Cyrus, ſhew me where theſe 
men are, that I may beg ar your hands one of- them for to be my ſanne, Care 
not you for that, quoth Cyr7#s, neither ſhall you need ro enquire that of mee: 
doe but keepe us company, and you ſhall be able your ſelfe, ro ſhew each of 
them, even to another. Thus much _— he tooke Gobryas by the right 
hand , and rifing withall went ſis wares , and drew our all his men with 
him. And albeit he was ca imporeuncd by Goaryes td take his ſupper 
with him, yet would he not, bueſyppedinohe Campe, and tooke Gobryas with 
| him ashis gueſt.

Tetlme, my Gebry4, quorh he, Thinke youthat yoh have more As d 
earpetsthan every: one of us? Towhom he an(wered, I know right wel, ſo Cod 
melove, hart yee have carpers;' cuuſhons, beds, 'palletsarid eables:many more, 
andthat your dydling houſe is farre larger-and' of gncarer receir than mink, as 
who for your habirations makeuſeof theeaythand skie, and have as many:beds 
as there be couches and reſting places on the ground - Beſides, yce take for your 
earpers and cuifhons not fo many as the ſhcepeatfoord) fleeces of wool!l, bur as 
moiuntaines and fields doe yeeld bruth and branch ta make fagors of. And this 
being the firſt rime, chat Geb#145 ſupped among rhem, when he faiv their coarſe 
and homely fave, he thought himſelle kept moro plentitull and liberal chcere 
chan chey. But aftey char he obſerved cheir moderate feeding (fon there is not a 
Perſian of good education, who 'with any meate or drinke:is perceived openly 
eicher it his cies, robee:difterpered, or by ravening and: greedy eating, in his 
mind to have lefit forecaſt; rhan if he were not athismeat: For, likeas good 
horſemen, for tharchey be norrroubled on horfebacke, are able all the while 
they ride,to ſe&ro heare,and _— as "_ rk they at = —_— 
thinke they ſhould appeare y 0 be wiſe, ſober and temperate; ſup , 
"that to be litres iSaiſquicred after eatingand drink toe fwinetilce 
and brutiſh.) He obſerved wichall in them, that rhey edone of anos 
ther ſuch queſtions ,'as it was more pleaſure to: askerhem than not: and caſt 
forth thoſe prery jeſts'and merry conceits, which: beingutcered,caufed mote de- 
light in the delivery, than otherwiſckepr in: 'and thatan all their murth, they 
were farre from contumelious and ſpirefull rermes, farre from AND lewd 
and filthy a : farre from grieving and offending one another.. But the o__ 
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thing of all other in his opinion was this ; that being in warre-ſervice, they 
thought not atiy of chem who adventured the ſame perill,ought ro have more 
allowanceatthe rable than the reſt : but ſuppoſed thar Feaſt ro be beſt, wherein 
they made their confederares that were to fight with them moſt valiant: Now 
whea Gob#yararoſe rogoe home to his owne houle, hee uſed, by report, theſe 
words. I wotider now no more quoth he, 6 Cyrzs, that we have more drinking 
cups, more garments, andgold in coyne, and yerare of- lefle account than you. 
For all our care and ſtudy is who ſhall have moſt of theſe things: Whereas, 
your chicfe endeavour is asit ſeemeth unto me, to be the beſt and moſt valou- 
rous men.” When Gobryes had thus ſaid; Goe to:theri; quoth:Cyres unto him, 
See that ro morrow! morning betimes, you ſhew:your ſelte here with your men 
of armes well appointed; rotheend that as we'may take; a: view of your forces, 
ſo you may conduQus through your countrey. Whereby alſo weſhall know, 
what parrs thereof rg account friendly,/ and whar to repute as hoſtile. Having 
thus communed rogither,. they rooke theit leaves,! and'either of them went tg 
phat which was meerfor them.

| \ / | / men accordingly and led the way-:But Cyrus, as hecame a Gtne- 
rall and chiefe Commaunder; did notonely ſer his mind-upon-his 

journey, buralſo:as hee palled on;;caſtwith himſelfe, how poſhbly hee mighe 
weaken his enemies, and make his ownetide ſtronger. Whereupon, ſending for 
the Hyrcanian Prince and Gohryas, (for he ſuppoſed:them to; haye moſt skill in 
thoſe points which he was trknow) I thinke,quoth he my. good friends, that 
I ſhall not doe amiſlero conferre with-you that are truſty: confederates, as tou- 
ching this warre. For I ſee, that ir concerneth'you much more than mee, thar 
the 4/1rian King get not the upper hand of *.us. For my {c}fe, if: I ſhould take 
the foile and looſe this thatT have gotten, I might haply:findiſame other place 
of refuge : but in caſe hee win aad:get the day, I ſee your: whole eſtate will bee 
alienared from you and become other mens.' Mine-enemic he is, nor becauſe he 
hateth me, bur for that he ſuppoſeth it will be his loſſe if we be great, which is 
the onely reaſon why he warreth upon-us. But.you,' he-not onely-hateth and 
that morrally, but taketh himſelfe alſo ro be wronged-by:you; To this both 
of them anſwered. Thar as they had a care to performe the.exploit ;'as who 

knew as much as he told them, ſothey were exceeding ſolligitous withall,about 

the future iſſue of the preſent enterpriſe, Wheteupon, thus began be-farſt with 

them. Tell me,quorh he. Thinks the /1ſrias King, tharyee alone carry ho- 

ſtile hearts againſt him, orknow yee, that he hath ſome other eftemics beſides: 

Yes verily quorh the Hyrcanian Prince ; His greateſt enemies be the Cadsſej - a 

nation very. populous and mighty. The-Sacars. alſo our boyderers, who. have 


duethem as well as us. Thinke yee not 


ſuſtained much harme from the ay: For, he hath attempted-to ſub-

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would gladly take our parts, and be ready with us joyntly to invaderhe af» 


rians? Yes,and that right fiercely ſaid they, if by any meanes they might j 
wich us. And what is. the let berweene, quorth hee, 'rhat wee _ not ral Fa 
and be unired togither ? Even the 4ſriex themſetves, fay they, thar very na: 
tion through which you gocar this time. Whea Cyrus heard this. tnow? 
my Gobrya5: and accuſe you not this young Prince newly comero the Crowne, 
as one who in his deportment is very proud and infolent? Yes verily quorh Go- 
bryzs, for I found him ſo. But hath he carried hiimfelfe in that forr, replyed Cy- 
ras, to you onely, or to ſome beſides ? So helpe mee /apiter quoth Gobryas, to 
many others likewiſe. But of his outrages ->rrwie cons. teeble perſons, 
what need I to relate? For,a much greater Potenrates ſonne then Tam; and one 
verily who was his companion as'mine had beene, whiles he dranke and made 
merry with him, he laid hands upon and guelded him: becauſe as ſome have gi- 
ven out, a Concubine of his had praiſed him for his woes bom - 
nage,in ſaying that the woman were right happy,who mighr be his wite:bur.as 
himſelf now faith, for that he would have forced the ſaid Concubine. And now 
is he become indeed an Eunuch. Bur fince his fathers death enjoyeth his Seig- 
norie and Dominion. How then quoth Cyrus thereupon,thinke you, that this 
young Geatleman alfo would gladly ſee us, if he might be perſwaded that wee 
would aide and affiſt him £ Yes,that he would, dare be bold to ſay, quoth Go- 
bryas. But to havea ſight of him, my good friend Cyrus, itis anhard matrer. 
And why ſor faith Cyrus. Becauſe quoth Gpbyyas, he that will joyne with him, 
muſt of neceflity paſſe hard by Babylon: And whart difficulry lyeth in thare 
faid Cyrus. For thar, I aſſure you, upon my knowledge, rhere hath iſſued our 
of that Ciry a more puiflant armie by farte , thari that which you have in field 
at this preſent. Moreover, this you are to know,that for this very cauſe the 4{j- 
rians furniſh you lefſe with armour now, and bring unto you fewer ho 
than they did at firſt : Becauſe your forces ſeemed unto them that viewed the 
ſame but ſmall : and this rumour is already very much ſpred abroad. And 
therefore in mine opinion better ir were , that wee march warily and well 
rded. 
"O. having heard Gobryas deliver ſuch ſpeeches, made anſwer in this man. 
ner. I approove very well 6 Gobryas of this, that you adviſe us to ſtand upon 
pur guard, andto make our journeyes moſt ſafely. And confidering the bufi- 
neſſe well, Icannotthinke in my mind of any ſarer way than to paſſe on,diveR. 
ly unto Babylon, if fobe ourenenes forces be there moſt plifſane; For, many 
they be in number as your Relfe confeſſe. Now, if they ſhall rake heart, and be 
confident withall, they will uponmy word, bee terriblealſo unto us. Incaſe 
therefore they ſhall have no fight at all of us, bur rhinke that wee keepe cloſe 
and unſeene, as if we ſtood in feare of them, know afſuredly quoth he, chatxhey 
will be delivered ofthe feare which they have conceived, and inſtead thgreof 
gather more boldneſſe, the longer it be that they ſee us not. Bur'if wee march 
now ſtraight againſt them , wee ſhall find many of them weepingand wailing 
ſtill for thoſe whom we have flaine: many having yet their 1 bound up, 
which they received from us;and all of them catrying thefreſh remembrances 
of the late manhood and valour of rhis our armie, togither with the wofull 
flight.and difafterous calamity of their owne. You are beſides 0 Gobryas to take 
knowledge of this , what an ordinary thing it is in moſt men, when th FR 
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confident and reſolute; to carty anhaurie- and t4nvincible minde. - Let them be 
affrayd once, the more hey are/in pumber, the greater will their affright and 
amazedneſle be; 1 For, :by many _— and thoſecvill,ir is in themaugmen- 
ted : upon many.adyer(e occurrents al{o.;\by occaſion likewiſe of many heavy 
down-la:s and aftanicd countenanes, 15 gathereth {till and growerth more 
and more:.' Inſomuch/as; forthe preatneſle thereof it is nocaſiemarter to ex- 
tinguiſh it with-comforrdble.xards,, or by-leading againſt 'the eneuages to pur 
hearrandftrengrh-againe\;:oryetby drawing themaway,, to recover in them 
any goodconceit of. thcmfclyess;i But thegmore that a man exhometh themro 
reſolution;;the greater perilexhey sbinke they/are plunged into.  Ler us there- 
foretake throughly into conkideration;this pgint, For; zf in the;queſtion of 
warre and martial exploits, wemeaſurevictories by this, whether fide can le- 
vieand number.more-mien, good cauſe.youhave then ; to be afraid on our be- 
halfe, and-we in very eruchiare in great jeoparglie': bur if, as hererofore, ſo now 
alſo, batrailes are tried and! derergated; bythe valour of chaſe! that fight man- 
fully, yaucarinordor amiſſe;if you-be boldang:confident. For,you hall finde 
with the helps of God , many-niore witty us/and; in. our Campe willing ro 
-fight, than among them; And tharyoumay;.yet take more courage unto you, 
conſider this alſo with yourſelfe;; Theenemts are ax; this preſem, innumber 
lſſe by farre, than before they were diſcomtied by us:yea and fewer ſtill than 
what time they fled away from ys. As for us, greates-we;arenow thanhereto- 
fore, by reaſon that we/baye woaneAvidorie:: more puiltant: alſo and ſtrong, 
in regardof our good fortung; and withall more in number, by your comming 
untous.' And doe not you henertorgh detract from the; honour of your owne 
men,now that they be with-us. For where Conquerours be,wate well Gob+yac, 
that eventhe very Lackeys and Pages inthe rraige that bang, on, follow boldly. 
Neither be you ignorant of this, that well, may our enemies take aview of us 
now : but know for-atruth, ;zhatno way can we terrifie them more than in our 
march againſt them.;' Sithens then my; opinion-is thus delivered, lead us forth 
diretly.to!Babylon.

with the relthe;commaunded ro harry and over-runne the country. Many of 
them came backeagaine, ſuch:as had tumbled. downe from their hoxſes and 
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were falne: and many brought away rich booties with them. Now when the 
whole pillage was before him : he aſſembled all the' Chieftaines of the Medes 
and Hyrcamans, the* Homorims likewiſe of Perfiz,unro whom he made this * The Pecres 
ſpeech. | Gobryas, my good friends, hath heretofore entertained us all, with'mg- aforclaid. 
ny gifts of hoſpitalitie. If now therefore, afrer wee have ſeleQted (as the man- 
ner is) a due proportion for the Gods, and fer by for the reſt of the armic a 
comperent parr , wee beſtow upon him the remnane.9f the ſpoiles, wee ſhall 
doe paſſing well : ſhewing our ſelves ſtraightwayes'to endevour for to ſur- 
mount thoſe in courreſies who deſerve ſo well at our hands. No fooner heard 
they this, bur they all approoved yea and commended the motion : bur'one a- 
bove thereſt added moreover and ſaid. Wee mult in any caſe © Cyrus ſodoe. 
For, thus Gabryas, as I take it, reputed us no better than beggers, becauſe ee 
came not with our proofes full of Daricke purſes, nor dranke in* cups of gold. « G.vles or 
Burt if wethus doe, he wil perhaps acknowledge,that we may be liberall with- beules, * 
out gold. Goe to therefore ſaid Cyrus, when yee have delivered up unto the 
Prieſts the Deo-dands, and ſer aſide as much as may ſuffice the armie, ſend for 
Gobryas,and let him havethe reſidue. So after rhey had taken all rhat was mcer 
and neceſſary, the ſurpluſage they gave unto Gobryas, 
This done, Cyrus-marched _ the very Citic of 'Babylon,with his armie 

arrauneed in order of barraile, like as when the field was fought. Now when 
the Atlyrians iffued nor forth againſt him , Cyrws-commannded Gobryas to ride 
on, andin his name to ſummon the King, ſaying, That if he would come our 
in perſonand fight for his country , himſelte would combat with him : bur in 
caſe he would nor defend his country, then of neceflitic he muſt give place and 
ſubmit unto the winhers. So Gobry.s rode i farre as hee might with ſaferic, 
and delivered the ſaid Challenge. Vnto whoin the King ſent out one to returne 
his anſwerein theſe words. Thy Lord and Maſter , (Gobry&) faith, I repent 
meenot that I have ſlaine thy ſonne, but becauſe I killed nor thee alſo with 
him. If yeeare minded to fight, come thirtie dayes hence : For,now we have 
no leiſure,” and cannot intend it, being as yet but in preparation for a battaile. 
Vnto whom Gobryas ſaid, God graunt that this repentance of yours may never 
haveend. For, evident it is, that ever fince ircame upon you thus to repent, I 
am becoine'a pricke in your ſides. Then Gobryas- relared the anſwere of the 
Aſſyrian King unto Cyr, which fo ſooneas he heard, he raiſed his Camp and 
withdrew the Armie;: And calling Gobryas unto him. Tell mee, quoth he, 
Said you not-erewhile, that he whom the Aſſyrian [ King ] did evitate, would 
as you thought willingly fide with us 2 Methinks, ſaid he, I dare warrant that 
he will. For mary times hee and I have freely communed togtther. When 
therefore youthink&itgood, goe unto the man : bur firſt handle the marter ſo 
as that yee may ſound him and'know what hefaich. Andafter you have fami- 
liarly ratked with fimy if you perceive him willing to friend us, deviſe what 
you can thathe be not knowne' to be our friend. For, 'inwarre, neither can a 
man by any meanes more pleaſure his friends than if he ſeeme to be their ene- 
mie, nor endamageand hurt his' enemies more any way, thanif he make ſhew 
 tobetcheir friend. ' Certes, I know, h Gobryas, that Gadatas would give 
great deale, to worke this King of Aſlyriafome miſchiefe, bur ir behooverh us 
to conſider what heis able to doe ? Tell mee then, quoth Cyrus. Thinke you 
that the Capraine of the Fortrefle fituate in the Frontiers of this country, which 
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yee ſay was built againſt the Hyrcanians and Sacans,, to be a bulwarke in time 
of warre, forto defend theſe parts, will admir into it this Eunuch when hee 
commeth with his power £ Yes verily, quoth Gobryas, if he come unto him 
unſuſpeed., as now he is. And fartheſt from all ſuſpicion , ſaith-Cyres, hee 
ſhould be, if I befiege and aſſault his-holds as.if I were defirous to winne them, 
and he againe make reſiſtance and defend them with all his might : IF I alſo for 
my part take ſomewhar gf. his, and he againe for it,intercept as much of ours : 
if he catch ſay ſome others of our men, or elſe the very meſſengers whom I 
ſend unto thoſe that yee fay areenemics unto the Aſſyrian King : Alfo,if ſuch 
as chaunce tobe taken priſoners, give out and ſay, they arc going tothe armie 
and bringing. ladders for.to skale the foreſaid Caſtle walles. Againe, if the 
Rk Ro thereof, make ſemblance, that hee is come to him with all 
ſpeed, fortogiye untelligence afarehand of theſe occurrents, Surely, quoth 
Gobryas, I know very well, that 'if matters be thus carried, he will be xeady to 


' Teccivehun, yea and intreat him to.ftay with, ia untill you be deparred. And 


{o, quoth Cys, being entred once imo the Fart, he will beablc caſily ro make 
us Maſters thereof. Ir cannot otherwiſe bee by all likelyhood,faich Gobryes, 
whiles hee within practiſeth.and helpeth what he can , and you without more 
hocely give the aflault:'Goe your waics then, quoth Cyrus, and doe your ende- 
your, after you have acquainted the Eunuch with this plot , and diſpatched e- 
very thing accordingly, to be here preſt and ready with mee. As for pledges 
of aſſurance, you ſhall netther promiſe nor ſhery unto him greater , than thoſe 
which you have received from us. Hereupon an ya departed; whom. the 
Eunuch was glad to {ee : and {q. they covenanted and agreed in all points thas 
were meet and requiſite.. Now when Gebryas had related unto Cyrus, that heg 
thought all was well and ſure enough pn the Eunuches part, for the execution 
of theſe ores of Cyrus', the very morrow after he gaveanaſſault, and 
Gatlatas Wi himand defendedthe Peecc. The Fort: which Cyrestogke, 
wasthe ſame thar Gadsjas had given order to be aſſaulted; As for the metſengers 
whom Cyr«s diſpatched before with,inſtruRions whither to goc, Gadaras ſufſe- 
red ſome of them to get away and eſcape, to the end they might bring the for- 
ces forward and fetch-skaling ladders: bur ſuch as he zooke, hecxamined by 
torrure in the preſence of many,.: Andwhen hee heard by their-confeſſion, 
whereabour they went, hee addreſſed him inamediarely that very night to his 
journey, as if he would xeveale the ſame. Finally, hoe menaged the mareet fo, 
as that his words were-credited : and ſo heeentreth the: Caſtle as a friend, 'and 
gnethat would doe his devoyr toaidehim. And verily; far the while, he joy- 
ned with the Capraine of the ſaid Caſtle, in making prepaxations all char hee 
could for the-defenſerhereof. Bur when Cyrus was Gome,y: Gadates with the 
belpe of thoſe.caprtives/in Cyr« his armie, ſeized the Caſtle into bis owne 
hands. Which done,pacſently this Gadates the Eunuehyhaying ſeuled all things 
in order within, cameiforth unto Cyrus, and doing his gbeifance zevercntly, as 
the guiſe is,,/ faluredhim.inthis manner. Welcome Cyrus, as I may ſay, God 
faveyou andgive you joy. And evenſo he dodugaly GakGww 234. For,you 
with the helpe of God doe not agely bid mee, bur _—_ meal{ota rejoyce. 
And I would have you to know for certeine, Lam.not alittleproud, that] may 
leave this fortreſſe2q ous Allociares here, inrermes of friend(hip: As for your 
ſelfe Gadwarche Aﬀfſyrian King hath difabled for getting lemennct no

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bereft you of trengrh to get friends.: For, perſwadeyour ſelferhus much;tliat 
by. this deed of yours, you have made us fo faſt triends unto you;, as char wee 
will endevour what wee may toſtandro you as helpers and affiſtants, no lefle 
than if you had naturall children and * nephewes of your owne. Thus ſaid .,, , ,, 
Cyrus. Whereupon the Hyrcanian Prince , who even now and ior before un+ childrens chil. 
derſtood what was done, ranne unto Cyrus, and taking him by the right hand, «ren,as weſay 
ſaid: O noble Cyrus, the exceeding. joy: and comfort of your friends , how 5am yr 
much bound in thankfulneſſe by your meanes am to the Gods , for thar they 
have joyned mee inalliance to you 2: Goe youtherefore, quoth-Cyzus, Take 
poſſeſſion of that Caſtle, for which you love mee ſo affectionately : yea and 
diſpoſe of ir ſo, as it may bee beſt worth and molt acceptable to afriend of 
ours, to the reſt of our confederates, andabove all to this Gadatas, who hath 
wonne it arid delivered it into our hands. Butheare you Sir,quoth the HyrcF 
nian Prince, Shall we when as the Caduſians, Sacans and my ſubjects are met, 
call him alſo unto us, that wee may all, unto whom it apperteinerh ;'tay onr 
heads togither and conſult , how to our beſt behoofe and otels we may hold 
this fort 2 Herero Cyrs alſo gave his afſent. {When they were met,whom the 
charge of the Caſtle concerned, they agreed in this, that they ſhould joynrly 
have the keeping of it, unto whom it was commoadious forto be a peaceable 
and friendly neighbour ; to the end it mighr be, as, a warlike and defenfivefor- 
creiſe for themſelves, ſo a ſtrong skants and offenſiverothe Afſyrians. . : : .-:« - 
When this was done,the Caduſians,Sacans and Hyrcanians:were much. for-- 
warder in the ſervice of warre, and came up unto him with their forces niore- 
cheerefully. And hereupon there afſembled a power of the-Caduſtans rothe- 
number-of twentie thouſand lighr Targuatiers on: foor, and fourethouſand 
horſemen.

After this, came Gadatas unto Cyrus, advertifinghim of certeinemeſſengers, 
who reported , how the Aſſyrian King,when he-heard'in what:termes the ſaid. 
ſtrong Caſtle ſtood, tooke ir to the heart, and wittiall made preparation ro un- 
vade his country. And therefore, 6 Cyrus, quoth he, if you will ler me goe, I 
will doe my beſt to ſave my forts yer. As for other things I pafſethe leſſe. Then 
Cyrus, Say'you ſhould at this preſent depart, whenwill you bear home e Sure- 
ly, quoth Gadaras, by thethird day I ſhall beablerto ſuppein mineowneland:; 
Why ! doe you thinke faith Cyrus, that you ſhall finde the Aﬀſyrian King there 
already 2 Yea verily, quoth he, I know I ſhall; For, the farther. you {eeme ro! 
have marched forward,the more haſt will he make, By whiat time,quoth Cyras, 
might I reach thither with my forces? - Whereunto: Gadatas made thisan{wer. 
You have now my Lord, agreat army already ,;-heither can you ger unto'my; 
habitation in lefſe than fixe or ſeven dayes. Well, faid Cyrus, Hie you _ 
P 2 ake 
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Make you whart ſpeed you can for your part : I ſhall rid way and follow after, 
as well as I may. So Gadatas tooke his leave and departed. Then Cyrus cal 
ling rogirher all che Rulers and Chicftaines of his confederates, who ſeemed 
by this time.inmumber to. be many, and thoſe right hardy and marriall men, in 
their Aſſembly made a ſpeech to this effect.

| Y Friends and Allies, Gadztas hath done ſuch fervice, as ſeemed unto 
M- all worthy of good eſteeme: and that, before hee ever had received 
> * ny boone ar our hands. Ang now,there is newes come, that the 4ſſj- 
r/an King invadeth his borders: Who,no doubt, at. once will be throughly re- 
venged, becauſe he thinkes he hath ſuſtained much damage by him: and haply 
caſteth withall thus in his mind, rhart if thoſe who revolt unto us ſhall not be di- 
ſireſſed, but contrariwiſe his confederates be by us utterly deſtroyed, within a 
little while, inall probability, there will not one abide with him. Now there. * 
fore, I thinke my friends, we ſhall doe a noble Act, if with alacrity we aide Ga- 
dates, a man fo friendly unto us and beneficiall. We ſhall befide&Þþerforme a - 
deed of Tuſtice in thankful requirall of a good turne; and therewith in my con- 
ceit worke a feat commodious for our ſelves. For, if it ſhall appeareinthe eyes 
of the world, that we aime atnorhing more, than to exceed in hyrt doing 
that anngy us,as alſo excell thoſe in good doing who deſerve well of us : great 
reaſon there is, -thar by this meanes many will ſeeke unto us gladly for our 
_ friendſhip,and more defire to beenemie unto us. Bur if we be r rONeg- 
le& Gates, with whar eloquence I pray you, (before God I ſpeake it) ſhall we 
perfwade others to-gratifie us £ How dare we praiſe and commend our ſelves? 
or with what face may any one of us looke upon Gadatas ? if wee fo many in 
number be overcome in well doing of him who is but one, eſpecially being in 
that caſe as he is. | 
.. When he had thus ſaid they all approved his ſpeech and accorded, to goe in 
hand with theſe projets and toperformethem thoroughly. Goe to then,quoth 
Cyres, ſince yee alſo give your aſſent , ler us every one leave wich our draughe 
beaſts, with our wagons andchariots, ſuch as are moſt mecte to goe with the 
lame: And let Gobryas be Capraine of the convoy, and goe before them. For, 
S ilfull he is-inthe waies,and for all other occaſions ſufficient. As for our ſelves, 
with'the very beſt horſe and men that we-have fer we forward, taking with us 
vicuals to ſerve for three daies. The lighter we be now loden, and the lighter 
provided, the more pleaſantly ſhall we dine, ſup, and fleepe the dayes enſuing. 
| Now,for the orderand'manner of our march, let ir be thus. Firſt and formoſt, . 
you Chryſantes, lead thoſe that be armed with corſelers,for as much as the way 
15even and broad.” Placeall your Centiniers inthe Front: and let every hundred 
march ſeverally by themſelves. For going thus thicke and cloſe togither, wee 
ſhall rid ground moſt ſpecdily, and travaile with greateſt ſecuriry. The reaſon 
wherefore I will and: commauad thoſe * Cuirace men to goe before is,becauſe 


they 
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chey arc the heavieſt part of the armie and moſt charged:-who leading thus the 
way, it muſt needs be that the reſt will ſooner follow and morecaſily, that ate 
more lightly armed. Contrariwiſc,ifin the night ſeaſon the nimbleſt and fivik- 
reſt part ſhould march formoſt: no marvaile is it, if the * regiments bee diſtta- **Þacailone- 


Red: For,ſo,that which is in the vaward, quickly outgoerh the reſt, and: 
out of ſight. Next after theſe, let _1r1abazws condutt the Per ſighs * 
and Archers.

ſervice. Behind theſe, quoth hee, ſhall the * porters follow with all their

inthis manner, they are the readier ro execute any

rogither every thing in good order before they ſleepe: as alſo rhar early inthe 
morning, they be with their carriages ready,appoinred in due place and follow 
decently. Nexttotheſe, Madatus the Perſian, is to lead the Perſian Cavallery: 
Who alſo ſhall have the Cenrturions of the horſemen in the front: and letevery 


fuck Centurion 
foormen doe. After whom let 
Armes likewiſe; ar 


d his troupe ſingle, by ir felfe, like'as the Captaines of the 
ambacas the Aede march with his men of 
you Tigranes with your owne Cavallery. And fo 


forth, for the Confederates; ler all rhe * Capraines of horſemen condutt thoſe, 


wich whom every one came unto us. The Caduftens, as they came laſt, fo let 


chem march in the Reare hinmoſt. And youthar are rhtir Commaunder; thke 
the charge now of all them that are behind, and permit not any one'to follow 
after your horſemen. Yee Capraines and ſouldiers both, as mariy as bee wilt 
looke to ir diligently, that yee march infilence. For,by nighr,cvery thing muſt 
of neceſſity, both be perceived and alſo wrought, by helpe of eares rather than 
of eyes. And pur caſe thar any trouble and ditorder ariſe in rhe night ſeaſon, it 
is much greater,and the ſame harder x - Sq thanin the day tune. And 
cherefore, both ſilence is needfull ro be? 

obſerved. Now,for thenight watches quorh he,(fo often as yearero ariſe inthe 
night) they muſt be alwaies appointed very ſhort,and as many as may be: For 
feare that any man by occaſion of long wanting fleepe in his watch;be enforced 
ro take hurt in his march. And looke, when the houre of remoove and fetting 
forward is come, the ſignall muſt be guy winding an horne. Fo conclude,

and'order alfo as poſſibly ro bee 


Fries, bee yeeready to take the high 


way that leaderh to Babylon. And ler each one, ever as hee beginneth to

cines which hee uſeth ; the Generall I ſay of an armie, ſhould bee ſo ſtupid and 
blockiſh, as not to know the inferiour Captaines names under him, whom hee 
muſt neceſſarily uſe as inſtruments when hee is minded either to ſurpriſe any 
thing by way of prevention or to hold the ſame: when he intendeth I ſay cither 
to encourage or to pur in feare. Moreover if at any time a Generall be diſpoſed 
ro grace andhonour one, he thought it ſeemely and decent to call the party by 
name; Furthermore, of this opihigge was,that they who thought their Prince 
| of them, werÞath .dcfirous to be. ſcene above the reſt ex- 
ploiting ſome brave ſervice, andMo readier than others to forbeare commir. 
tirig any-lewdand unſeemely a: This alſo he ſuppoſed to be a fooliſh and ab- 
ſurd faſhion, that when a Lord Generall would haveathing to be done in the 
Armie; he ſhould give ordet therefore, as ſome maſters 1n their houſes uſe to 
commaund, namely in this manner, Let one-goe for water, Some body cleave 
wood,&c. For,when they bid-in this wiſe;he thought they would all look and 
ſtare'one uponanother, and none goe about that which-is commaunded: all are 
in fault alike: yer is there not one aſhamed of his fault or onceaffraid: becauſe ir 
is common to him with many other. In theſe regards, whenſoever hee com- 
maunded ought to be done, he called unto them all by name. And thus much 
as mts", 3 diſcreet judgement of Cyrus in theſe marters, 

The Souldicrs then, for that time, when they had ſupped, appointed ſenti- 
nels, and brought togirher all _ needfull, went to bed. And at midnight he 
gave the ſignall [to diſlodge] by ſound of horne. Then » after he had ſaid 
unto Chryſantas, that he ſhould give attendance in the veryWay, before the va. 
watd of the armie, taking his.* officers [and guard] about him, went forth. 
Within a while, Chryſantas with the Cuirace men in his conduct. Whiſth Cyrus 
when he had given him guides of the way, commaunded to march faire and 
ſoftly , untill a meſſenger came unto him ; For as yer all the armie was not on 
foote. Himſelfe ſtanding ſtill in the ſame place, looke whom he ſaw comming 
toward him, he did put forward orderly in his ranke, bur unto him that lagged 
behind he ſentto call him on.. Now whea they were all upon the way, he dif- 


patched gertaine horſemen unto Chryſgpras to tell him, how they all now had 


put themſelves in their journey, and tiMefore willed him ro mend his paceand 
lcad on faſter. Himſelfe in perſon , mounted on horſebacke rode gently to the 
Frontof the armie and beheld the companies in ranke: and whomlſoever he ſaw 
narching in good order. and with ſilence, to them he would ride cloſe,and aske 
ho they were? and when he once knew, praiſe them he would: bur if he per- 
ceived any to be tumultuous and diſorderly, after the cauſe thereof knowne, he 
would labour to appeaſe the miſrule. One thing there remaineth yer,as rouch- 
ing the diligence and care which he ſhewed in the night march: namely chat he 
ſent forth before thewhole armie certaine footmen lightly appointed, and 
thoſe not many in number: who being both ſeecne of, Chryſanzas, and allo ſeeing 
him, ſhould as * Otacuſts liſten and.advertife him of all occurrents , occaſions 
and opportunities preſenced, And one there was over theſe Avantcurriers, ro 
rule and order them: and whatſoever was oughtworth and materiall, he would 
ive notice thereof: and what was nor, hee troubled him not wich ſhewing the 
ame. And thus verily, marched he by night. Bur when the day was come,cer- 
taine of the Caduſian horſemen ,; hee lefc with their Infantery marching as they 
did hinmoſt;-for that they. ſhould not goe naked and deſtirure of men of

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Armes : the reſt hee commaunded-to ride gn, tothe Yantguard:. 
enemies affroned it :. roche end that if any .encountred full gppoſire,untg 
' he having the ſtrength of hisarmie in barraile ray , might make head and fg! 
with them; bur if they were ſcene any whereto flic, he might be moſt ready rg 

purſue them; for, he had ever abour him, fome appointed to follow the chace 

when there was need of purſuit: others againe to abide with him, For, never 

would he ſuffer a whole Regiment to be * diſmembred. In this wiſe led Cyrus *?odideror, 
his Armie forth. - Yer kept nothe himlelfe alwayes in one place : bur riding tq * Tobe ſane» 
and fro,and up and downe,ſurveied his ſouldiers, and with good care tgoke or. ** 

der for whatſoever they wanzed. Thus much of the march of Cyr#s and

A Conſpiracy againſt Gadatas. An Ambuſh layd by the Aſſyrian King: 
Where hee received a great overthrow. How Cyrus ſaved 
Gadatas and all his men. 


Ovy it happened, thatacerteine Sr5et perſon one of Gadates his men 
Ne armes, conſidering how his Lord and Maſter was revolted from the 
Afſyrian Kingshougherhis with himſelfe, char ifoughr bur well ſhould 
come unto Gadatas, hee might obteineat the Kings hand the ſeizure of all his 
gogds and lands; Vpon which project of his, hee ſends one of his truſty (er- 
yants untq the ſaid Aſſyrian King wirh theſe inſtructions: That incaſe he toyng 
the Aſſytian forces alseady in Gedatas his cquntry, hee ſhould giverhe King rp 
underſtand. that ifhe layin ambuſhmear , hee might rake both Gadates himielfe 
and all his companie: willing him withall to ſtgnifie what power Gadatas had- 
in his condud *. likewiſe that Cyr4s accompanied him not ; asal{o,-to ſhew 
which way he would come. Moyeover ,, to the end he might be the betterbe- 
leeved, he charged hisowne ſeryants, to deliver up the Caltle which himſelf 
held within the rerritorieof 644445, with all that was therein, iaro the hands of 
che King of Affyria- /Furthermore,he promiſed that after he had flaine Gadazas, 
he would comero him.in perſonif hee could : if nor, yer would hee from thar 
jime forward rake the Kings past= The mellcnger appointed far this crrang 
rode poſt,and with great ſpeed cameunto the Aſſyrian King, andgeclared ungg 
the King the cauſe df. his comming; which when he heard, be prelemcly cared) 
ypon the ſaid Caſtle , and with great power of harſanen, and anumbergt 
chariots, laid wait in the villages ſtanding thicke thereabout. Gqdares when he 
drew neereto thoſe villages, {ent forth cenceine in efpiall ro clexe the coals. 
The Aflyrian King having intelligencerhar theſe cſpies were comming , tam- 
_ maunded rwoorthretof the chariots and ſome few horſemen tg giye ground 
and flie, making ſemblanceas if they were affrighted , and bur few jn. number, 
Which when thoſe foreriders perceived , they notanely rhewſelyes followed 
in purſuit , but alſo.gave the Abarme to:Gagaras, Who being deceived there- 
by,made after and followed amaine. The Afyrians then, for that they thought 
Gadatas at the point ra becaken,, arole ſtreight gut of their cmbulhment. ,G4- 
d:tas with his companies ſeeing that, fied, as gaod caule they -had:-;Lhe other- 
lide againe with as great reaſonpurſued them.+/Ar which very time,. that trai- 
rerous 


—_ 
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terous villaine who had plotted to forelay Gadatas, ſtrake him : and failed in - 
deed of giving him a deadly blow, but ſmore him in the ſhoulder and fo woun- + 
ded him. ich deed done, he went his waycs to joyne with thoſe that fol- 
lowed inchace. For, being knowne who he was, hee togither with'the Aſyri- 
ans put ſpurres to his horſe, and helped the King in his purſuir. Then and there, 
be you ſure, they that rode upon the heavieſt and floweſt jades, were taken by 
thoſe who had the ſwifteſt ſteeds under them. And verily Gadatas his horſe- 
men being all ſore overlayed, for that they were tired out with their long johr- 

' ney, no ſooner eſpied Cyrus comming forward with his atmie,buta man miphr 
well thinke they were right joyous and glad,as if out of ſome ſtorme and tem- 
peſt they had arrived toa ſafe harbour. Cyrws at the firſt ſight,mervailed there. 
at: but when hee underſtood what the matter was, ſo long as they rode all a- 
front toward him, he led his forces in order of battaile againſt chem. Bur ſo 
ſoone as the enemies knowing how the world went, reculed and fled, Cyrus 
commaunded the light horſemen appointed therefore, to:make hote purſuit, 
and himſelfe with the reſt followed hard after according as he thought it ex- 
pedient. There, might a man have ſcene, ſome Chariots raken, out of which 
the drivers were fallen, partlyinthe very turning and partly otherwiſe : others 
againe intercepted by the horſemen/and ſurpriſed. They'flew alſo veryimany; 
and among the reſt,therrairour himſelf who had hurt Ga4atas, Meane.whilt the 
Aſſyrian footmen who were beſicging Gadetar his fortrefle, abandoned thar&n- 
terpriſe. Some fled for ſuccour inro the Caſtle, which had revolted from Gade: 
zas : others got away before their enemies, aid did put themſelves into a 

Citic of the Aſſyrian Kings , whereinto himſelfe with his chariots and horſes 
was retyred. Vpon theſe exploits thus atchieved, Cyrzs-returned backe into 
Gadatas his country : and after order giverLunto- thoſe whom it concerned, to 
take charge of the captives, he wet direQly to ſee how Gadaras did uponhis 
hurt. And as he wentforward, Gaazas having by that time, his wound dref- 
ſed and bound up, met him on'the way. When Cyris ſaw him, he rejoyced 
and ſaid. I was comming to you, for to ſee how you'did : And I, quoth Ga- 
datas, ſo God melove, was going, to behold you againeand ſee whar a coun- 
tenance you carry, bearing as you doethis brave minde*:: who, when T wiſt nor 
my ſelfe what need you had now of my helpe, not youever undertooke or 
promiſed to doe this for mee, ne yet in your owne parricularreceived ſo much 
as any ſmall-pleaſure at my hand; but onely for'thatT ſeemed unto you, in 
fome meaſure to benefirmy friends ; have ſo lovingly and with ſuchaffetion 
reskued mee: as that now forany thing in mee; I'might have periſhed; bur by 
your meanes Tamſaved. And here, -my good /Cyres, I report mee to the Gods 
whom Itaketo record, were I as perfect and found a man, as when I was new + 
botne, and had I begotten children, I doubt whether ever I ſhould have had a 
child of mine owne,' who would have prooved ſo kindeto mee, as you haye ' 
beene. For, I haveknowge other unnaturall children ;{and even for example 
this very King of Afſyria that now is) who hath wrought his father much 
more woeand trouble, than himſelfe is ablenow-to workeyou. . Whereas 
Cyrus returned this anſwere. My Gadatas , You make agreat mervaile of mee 
now, lerting paſſe I aſſure you 2 greater wonder. And what: might thar be, 
quoth Gadares/? Even this, ſaith hey thar ſo many Perſians; fo many Medes, ſo 
many Hyrcanians, andall the Arrtietiians, Sacans and Cadufians here preſent, 
wot | | have 
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have haſtened and beene ſo las 1 comm ſake. ons Gadatds brake 
oat inro this prayer. O Iupiter, the Gods graunt unto rhete men ' 2604 
ptefngs bin unco him moſt, who is rhe author of this their fo Kindo ain, 
. Andtotheend, 6 Cyrus, that we may enterteine and adorne theſe whom you 
fopraiſe, hererake ſuch hoſpitall gifts as [am ableto beſtow, And therewith 
preſented unto him very many : that not onely whoſoever would might ſacri- 
ficeunto the Gods, bur the whole armic alſo throughout be rewarded accor: 
ding to the worth of theſe Acts ſo well pertormed,and ſpeeding as well.

The good Remonſtrances of Cyrus, as touching the fault of the Caduſian

Prince, The treatie with the King of CAſyria, for 
the good of his people. | 


Vr the Cadufian * Leader, who having the conduR of the rereward,had 
no hand in the chace , yer deſirous for his partalſo to doe ſome notable 
pecce of ſervice by himfelte, without acquanting Cyr#s with his deſigne, 
and ſaying never a word unto him, made a rode intothe territorie toward Baby- 
lonandharried ir. Bur whiles-his horſemen were raunging abroad and ſtrag- 
gling aſunder;the Aſſyrian King ifſuing our of a Citi of his owne whereinto he 
was before fled, came upon them at unwarcs, with his armie very well appoin- 
ted, and in order of battaile,to encounter him. And when he diſcoveredthem 
to be the Caduſians onely, he charged uponthem; arid among many other ſlew 
the ſaid Commaunder of them, He cooke many horſes alſo of the Cadulians, 
and deſpoyled them of all that bootie which they had gotten and were driving 
away. Thus the King of Afſyria, after he had followed the Cadutians in rour, 
ſo farre as he might with ſaferie, returned. As for the formoſt of the Cadufi- 
ans,they xecovered the Campeby the ſhurting'in of the eveningand ſoefcaped 
ſafe. Cyrus being advertiſed of this diſaſter, went fatth and mer the Cadufians. 
As-he ſaw any one wounded, him hee received and comforted , yeaand fent to 
Gadates for tobe cured.'' The reſt he beſtowed in pavilions by themſelves togi- 
cher, and wich great caregave order. tharthey ſhould have all neceſfarics, aff - 
ming unto him as aſſiſtants: in the buſineſſe, certeine of the Perſtan Homotimi; 
( For, in ſuch-caſesas theſe; good and honeſt men arc willing to ſer to their hel. 
ping hands) And for his owne part verily, how much hee grieved ic evidently 
appeared, inthat it being now ſupper time, when the reſt wereat ſupper, n= 
ſtill wich his * Miniſters, Phyſicians and Chirurgions gave attendance, and by 
his good will lefr not one neglected and unlooked to , bur if hee did nor in his 
owne perſon ſee to them, every man might plainly perceive, that he ſent others 
to tend them. And ſo for that time they wene to reſt, :Crn2b or L14513H 

By the breake of day, he made Proclamation by thepublike Criers that the 
Rulers of the other Atſociates, but the'Caduſians all ingenerall ſhould aflem- 
ble rogither.:and unto them hee delivered: theſe or ſuch hike'words, My fricads 
and Confederates. An ordinary accident it is among men, that hath betalae 
unto you. For, men-yeeare, and thatimen' ſhould-erre , 1s inmy:conceit,:no 
. wonder. And yet by good right mect it is, that of this inforrunine we ſhould: 
reape ſome. profit. Namely, To learne, never hereafter to fever. from-the 


os Damadas.,

whole body of thearmie,any Regiment, weaker than the enimies forces. Nei- 
ther ſpeake I this, quorh he, that a man ought not ſometimes to goe out, when 
thecale ſorequirerh, witki a leſſe power; than wherewith the Caduſians ere- 
while did ſet forth. Bur if one enterpriſe anexploirt, imparting his minde firſt 
to:/him, who is ableand'ſufficient to helpe; and ſo goe forth, he may perchance 
faile of his purpoſe and be deceived: yer as poſhble-it is, that hee who ſtayeth 
ſtill behind, may delude the enemies , diverting them another way from thoſe 
who wenrforth:  Thereare' beſides, orher meanes to. worke trouble unto the 
enemies, and thereby to procurethe ſaferic of friends. And fo verily,he that 
is gone apart from the reſt , may not be coumpted abſent, but to depend upon 
the reſidue of the forces behind. Bur he that departeth, making no man privie 
beforehand where he is,differeth nothing arall, from him, who of himſelfe a- 
lone undertaketh an expedition. . Howbeit for this miſchance, quorh he, that 
hath happened, God willing, ereit bee long,wee will be avenged of ourenc- 
mies: For, ſo ſoone as ever yee have taken a ſhort dinner, T'my ſelfe will brin 
you where the deed was done; and there will we both bury our dead, and'a 
if God will:; - ſhew unto our cnemies,z; that in the very place whergthey 
thinke they have gotten the upper hand, there be others better men than them: 
ſelves : in ſo much as they ſhall rake no great joy, to ſee that plor of ground, on 
which they ſlew our Affociates. But incaſe,they will not come forth and meet 
us inthe field, ler us ſertheir villages onfireylet us harry.and waſt their country, 
that they may have no pleaſure , in the fight of thoſe things which they have 
donetous, bur contrariwiſe forrow, and grieve to behold their owne calami- 
ties. Goe yee thereforeall thereſt, quoth he, ro your dinners. As for you that 
are Caduſtans : ' Firſt, chooſe according to your owne law and cuſtome, ſome 
oneto be your'* Prince, who with. the auſpicious helpe of the Gods and us, 
may take the charge of. you , and ſee what yee ſtand in need of. When yee 
haveeleced hirh: and dined withall, ſend: whom yee: haveeleted unto mee. 
And ſo they didaccorditigly.. But Cyrus,after hec had brought forth his armie, 
and appoitted/himto hisRegiment whom the Caduftans had made choice of, 
commaunded him to: lead the ſame arraunged in order of bartaile cloſe to him- 
ſelfe, rorhe end, quorh he, thar if it be poſſible: wee may encouragerheſe men 
againe. . Thus ſer they forth, and being come to the place, they both entered 
the Caduſians, and harried the country. : And when they had ſo done,and pot- 
ten victuall and other proviſion out of theenemies land; they departedand re- 
rtirned into the territorie:of Gadatas. WO 2 {. | 
Cyrus then, conſidering rhatthey who had revolted:unto him, bordering as 
they did upon Babylon, ſhould ſuſteine much. detriment: by ſo ilk aneighbour, 


_unleſſe himſelfe were continually preſent withthem 3 commaundedas many of 


the:enemies as he diſtniſſed, ro ſay unto:the Aﬀſyrian King, and withall ſent an 
Herauld ro denounce unto him in his name ,: that ready hee was for his part to 
forbeare the .husbandmen that: tilled. che. ground , and would doe them no 
wrong; in caſe the King likewiſe would .permir their labourers and husband- 
mien, who hadrevolted unto him, to till their grounds-in peace. And you ve- 
rily,:quoth he, to the'King, were youable ro prohibit them, ſhall when you 
have all done hinder -bur a few: For their territories are: bur ſmall who have 
tuimed from youto me: but it lies in. my power to ſuffer alarge country of yours 
toberilled. - And as touching'the harveſt and! inningrof the fruits therein; if 

41, : the 
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the warreconrtinue, he ſhall reape and gather all, (as I ſuppoſe) that is the Con- 
querour. Bur if peace (ball be eſtabliſhed, who bur your ſelfe thall have and hold 
* all « For ſurely, if any of my ſouldiers ſhatt riſe and rake armes againſt you or 
yours againſt mee, we will of both fides,quoth he, doe our beſt to chaſtice and 
; Puniſh the delinquents. Having put theſe inſtructions in this wiſe into the He- 
raulds mouth, he ſeat him away. The Aſlyrians when they heard this meſſage, 
did the beſt they could to perſwade their King, to condifcend unto theſe condi- 
tions, and to leaveas little warre behind, as mighrbe. And verily the Aſſyrian 
King, whether ic were through the pertwaſion of his owne narion, or for that 
himſelfe was willing enough, and inclined that way already, aſſented thereto. 
Hereupon capitulated and covenanted it was betweene theſe two Potentates, 
that the husbandmen ſhould have peace, and the armed fouldiers warre. Thus 
much effected Cyrus inthe behalfe of husbandmen. As touching paſturage for 
their labouring beaſts,he gaveorder unto his friends, Thar it ſhould be aſſigned 
and ſct our,as they would themſelves, where their owne Demeſnes and Se! 
ries lay: bur from the enemies they drave booties whereſoever they could light 
upon any : to theend, that unto his Aſſociates the warfare might be the more 
pleaſant. For admit they gat no viduals and neceflaries, yet the daungers were 
all one: but to live of their enemies country, ſeemed to make their {ouldiery 
and {ervice the eaſter. | 

Well, whiles Cyr now made preparationto depart out of thoſe quarters, 
Gadatas came and thewed himſclte, bringing andidriving before him many and 
ſundry preſents, as having a large habitation, and the ſame well ſtored : and a- 
mong the reſt, many horſes of ſervice, which he had taken from his owne men 
of armes,ſuch as he diſtruſted for their treacherous lying in wait for hini. And 
as heapproached neere unto Cyrus, he ſpakein-this wife. HereSir, quoth he, I 
bring now unto you theſe things, that you may for the preſent uſe them as you 
need. Bur thinke this withall, that whatſoever beſide is mine, the ſame is alſo 
yours. For neither have I nor ever fhall, a child of mine owne body begotten, 
unto whom I may leave my houſe and inherirance, but when I die, my whole 
line and name mulſt of neceſficie be extin with me. And the Gods, © Cyrw,1 
take to witneſſe, who:both ſee all and heare all, that I have not commirted ei- 
therin word or deed,any unjuſt or-diſhoneſt a&, whereby I ſhould defervetheſe 
calamities. And as heuttered theſe words, he bewailed his owne fortune, and 
for very teares could ſpeake no more. Cyrus my his picrious mone, tooke 
commilſeration.of the mans hard hapand calamirie, ſaying withall, As for the 
horſes.quorth he, I accept of them. -For hereby ſhalt 1 doe you a pleaſure, all 
the while I beſtowrhem upon thoſe men, who are better affected unro you, as 
itappeareth, than thoſe whoſe ere-while they were. And,the Perſian Cavallery 
I ſhall ſhortly make up,tothenumber of 10000 horſemen,the thing that Thave 
ſo lone defired. Your othertreaſure, quorh he, rake away, and keepe itto your 
ſelfe, untill you ſee me have ſo much, as that in requitallT be notgnferiour to 
you. For,ifat your departure you give me morethan you recave at my hands, 
I know not, ſo helpe me God, how ro doe, but to begrieved and aſhamed. To 
this Gadatas ſaid, Truly I beleeve you herein. For, I ſee your gentlenature and 
franke diſpoſicion. Bur,ſee I pray you, whether I be able ro keepethe ſame? For, 
ſo long as we and the Aſſyrian King were friends, my Patrimony was thought 
tobe a very faire livelode and eſtate. For, lying as it did neere unto that great 
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and populous Citie Babylon, looke what commoditie might grow from a no- 
ble and, ample Citic , wee got and enjoyed the ſame : and what trouble or en- 
combrance might ariſe from thence , we could retire hither home and be farre 
remote” therefro. But now , ſtanding as we docintermes of enmitic,evident 
it is that after you be once departed, both we our ſelves ſhall be forclayed with 
our whole family : and ſo farre as I can ſee, apenſive and forrowtull life wee 
ſhall lead, having our enemies ſo neere , and ſeeing them to bee more puitſant 
than our ſelves. Bur, peradventure you will ſay. And why thought you not ſo 
much before you revolted * Certes, Cyrus,becauſe my minde fixed upon ſuch a 
-wrong done,and blinded with very anger,conſidered not what was beſt and {a- 
feſt for me: but conceived andever was with child of theſe fanftes. Will it ne- 
ver be, that I ſhall be revenged of him,an enemy both ro God and man 7 him, 
I ſay, who morrally and continually hateth not one, if he doc him any wrong, 
but if he doe bur ſuſpe another berter than himſelfe 5 And therefore, I thinke 
yerily, that being ſo bad as he is, all the confederates that he employerh in his 
ſervice, he ſhall inde worſe than himſelfe. And ſay, there bee any one that ſee- 
meth better than another ; Bee aſſured, Cyr#s , you ſhall never need to fight a- 
gainſt any good and valiant man, but he will be ſufficient ſo ro worke and con- 
rrive,as to kill him to your hand thart is his better. And as for moleſting mee, 
verily, he will I ſuppoſe with the helpe of thoſe wicked ones overmatch.me. 
When Cyrus heard him fay thus, he thought, that he ſpake to'the point, and 
what was worthy to be conſidered. Whereupon he inferred preſently and ſaid. 
How ſay youthen Gadatas , have you not fortified your holds and caſtles with 
garriſons for your owne defenſe and ſaferie, whenſoever you ſhall enter into 
them 2 And doe you not your felfe in perſon goe with us in this expedition, 
that if God be ſtill on our fide,as now he 1s,this [wicked Prince) may ſtand in 
feare of you,and not you of him 2 Goe along therefore with me,ahd what ever 
of yours you take pleaſure to ſee, or delight ro companie with, have with you. 
Certes, you may as I ſuppoſe ſtand me in very good ſtead, andT will endevour 
likewiſe ro my power for topleaſure you. Which offer when Gadatas heard, he 
tooke heart againe and ſaid. Is ir poſſible for me totruſle up bag and baggage, 
and to gather togither all that I have before you depart 2 For, defirous I am, 
quoth he, to haveaway my mother with me. You may very well,quorh Cyrus. 
For I will ſtay for your ſake, untill you ſay that all is well. So Gadatasfor the 
preſent tooke his leave, and by the adviſe of Cyrus, did pur garriſons into thoſe 
Caſtles which he had fortified : and gat togither all ſuch ſtufte and furniture, as 
might beſceme an ample and ſtately houſe for to be inhabited. Moreover, of 
thoſeabouthim hetooke ſuch truſty friends, as in whom hee had delight : yea 
and many likewiſe whom hediſtruſted : and of thoſe , hee compelled ſome to 
bring away with them their wives, others their ſiſters: ro the end that being 
yoked to them, hee might hold them in their alleageance. Thus Cyrus having 
Gadatasin his retinew,departed: Who ſerved his turne very well, to direct him 
in the waies,to ſhew him where water, where forage, provander,and corne was 
to be had,to the end he might alwaies encampe in places of moſt plentie. 
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How Cyrus 4s he returned into Media, paſſed before Babylon: and ſurpri- 


ſed certaine Forts upon the Frontiers. 


Babylon, perceived befides that the way which he went, led directly to 


N Ow when he marched on, and diſcovering in his journey, the city of - 


the very wals, he called Gobryas and Gadatas unto him. Of whom hee 
demaunded, if there were not another paſſage, that they might nor approach 
the wall ſo neere? Then Gobryas, There are,my Lord,quoth he, very many ave- 
nues , but I thought you were now minded to lead your army as nigh as you 
could unto the City, for to ſhew unto them within, your armic how-brave and 
puiſſint it is. For,when you had a lefſe power, you came cloſe to the very wall, 
and they beheld us to be but few in number. And how, although the King be 
in readineſſe, as hee ſaid himſelfe he was preparing to fight, yer I know very 
well, that when he vieweth your forces, he will thinke his owneto be yerunrea- 
dy. To this,Cyr made anſwer thus. You ſeeme to mervaile my Gobryas, that 
when I came with aleſle armie by farre, I advanced hard to the City wall, and 
now having a greater power, am unwilling to march under the ſame. Bur mer- 
vaile not therear, quoth he. For,it is not all one to advance * cloſe forward,and 
to * paſſe by aloofe. For,all men advance forward, ſo arraunged, as they thinke 
they may fight beſt : and yer thoſethat be wiſe, uſe in withdrawing and rety- 
ring their forces, to conſider, how they may get away, not moſt ſpeedily, bur 
with greateſt ſafety. Now, of neceflity, paſle by wee muſt, with our wagons 


ſtretched out in length to the view : but witchall, other porters and carriers of | 


baggage very neere togither and hidden. And all theſe ought to be fenſed very 
cloſe with armed men. Neither muſt our carriages be ſeenc of our enemies any 
where without armes. In which regard, if we march ſo, it cannot otherwiſe be, 
but the ſtrong and able men to fight, muſt be placed cloſe to the weake and fee- 
ble. And therefore, if the enemies would in any place fallie forth thicke out of 
the City and charge us, whereſoever they ſhall encounter with us, rhey will be 
able more fiercely to maintaine the fight,than we that thus paſſe by.>Againe,to 
thoſe that march ſo * in length, there can no helpe and ſupply be brought, bur a 
great way off, and long firſt : Whereas they from the wals, may in a trice, both 
runne to ſuccour them that are ſo neere, and allo as ſoone retire againe. But if 
we paſſe along no necrer than ſo as they may ſce us , keeping onely the fame 
breadth as now we doe in our march, ournumber verily they ſhall behold, bur 
by reaſon of the glittering harnoiſe and armed men intermingled among, the 
whole multitude and body of thearmie muſt needs ſceme'terrible. Now, if as 
we march in this order, they ſhall cloſely ſer upon us , wee diſcovering them 
beforea good way off, ſhall not be taken rardie nor unprovided. Bur rather, my 
20dd friends, quoth he, they will not ſo much as give the attempt, when they 
muſt goe farre from the walles : except they ſuppoſe themſelves withtheir 
whole power ableto outmatrch usand all our forces. For, thus to goe aftde and 
out of the way is a fearetull _ When he had thus ſaid,he was thought un- 
tothem all that were preſent to {peake fully to the purpoſe. Gobryas therefore 
ted as hee commaunded him. Thus, as the armie paſſed aloote by the Citie, 
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Cyrus himſclfe held of, and drew backe ſo, as evermore hee made the rereward 
ſtronger and ſtronger. After hee had paſſed forward in this ſort, ſoas within 
few dayes following, hee was come unto the Confines of the Aſſyrians and 
Medes , from whence he had firſt {et out , finding there three fortreſſes of the 
Aſſyrians, one of them which was the weakeſt he aſſailed and forced the other 
ewo, what with the terrible ſummons of Cyrus, and what by the faire perſwaſi- 
. Ons of Gadatas, the Captaines of thegarriſons within, ſurrender. 
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How Cyrus returned tothe Marches of Media, and laboured to appeaſe the wrath 
of Cyaxarcs. The anſwer alſo that he made unto him. 

Hzs ez exploits atchieved, Cyrss ſent unto Cyaxares, requiring him per. 
[ ſonally to repaire unto the Armie,to theend they might deviſe togither 
=. andconſult; as touching the keeping of thoſcholds newly takenin: as 
alſo, that upon the ſight of the Armie , be might adviſe farther concerning 0- 
ther affaires, what he thought meet to be done. Yer ſay, quoth he, thar (if hee 
thinke ſo good) I am ready to come unto him ; there to encampe. Thus the 
meſſenger went to declare this errand. Meane-while Cyrus gave order unto Ga. 
datas for to adorne and ſet out moſt gorgeoully that Aſſyrian Kings Pavilion 
which the Medes had. choſen our for Cyexares , with all the other furniture that 
it had , alſo to bring the forcſaid two Ladies into the womens * roome within 
the renr, and with them the muſicall chantereſles, {cleed for Cyaxares, which 
they did accordingly. But when hethat was {ent to Cyaxares had delivered his 
meſſage, no ſooner heard he it, but he thought it better, that the Army ſhould 
remaine there ſtill upon the Confines, For, the Perſians alſo whom Cyrus had 
{ent for, were now come unto him, being in number 40000 ane with another, 
of Archers and light Targuatiers. And therefore when Cyaxares ſaw that theſe 
likewiſe much endammaged the Medes land , he thought it would be more for 
his eaſe, to be diſcharged even of them, rather than to receive a multitude of 0- 
thers unto them. Now when he, who hadthe leading of this armic out of Per- 
fla, asked Cyexares according tothetenour of Cyrus his Letter, wherher he had 
any need of the ſaid forces ? and heagaine anſwered, that he had none ; O he, 
the very fame day hearing of Cyr#s his comming , went forth with his power 
towards him. The morrow after, Cyaxares with the reſidue of the Medes horſe. 
men that remained with him, did put himſclfe on his journey. And when Cyrus 
was advertiſed of his approch , he tooke unto him the Perſian horſemen, who 
by this time were in aumber much increaſed; all the Medes likewiſe and Ar- 
menians , the Hyrcanians alſo and other Confederates , as many as were beſt 
mounted and armed withall , and ſo met Cyaxares and ſhewed unto him his 
Whole power, But Cyaxares, ſeeing ſuch a ſhew of ſo many brave men accom. 
panying Cyrus, and contrariwiſeſo {malla traine, and rhe ſame of baſe accompr, 
attending upon his owne perſon, thoughtir a great diſhonour and diſgrace unto 
his Majeſtie, and therear grieved not a little. Then Cyrus alighted from his 
horſe, and when he cametowards him far to kiſſe him, as the manner was, Cy- 
axarechikewile diſmounted in deed, but turned away and would nor kiſſe him : 
nay, heewepr amaine, that all men might ſee him. Whereupon Cyrus com- 
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maundcd all others to goe aſide and be ſtill. Bur himſelfe raking Cyaxares by the 
right hand, and leading him out of the way under'a row of certaine Dare ttees, 
gave commaundement,to lay Mediancarpets and ruggs for him on thegro 
upon which when he had cauſed him to fir downe, he ſace himfelfe by his tide, 
and began tobreake wich him ig this manner. ; *6e0'77 * 
Tell mee on * Gods behalfe, my good Vnkle, why you are: fo angry with «x,, oa 
me: what offenſive matter ſee you, to rake it fo grievouſly as you doer Hereutt- fake. 
ro Cyaxares made anſwer after this ſort. Becauſe, Cyrus,I being reputed to have 
lineally deſcended, fo farre as the memorie of man or auncient records doe: te. 
ſtite, from Kings in old time mine Aunceſtors,knowne alſoto bea Kings ſonne, 
and taken for a King my ſelfe, ſee how baſely and unbefeeming my eſtate ride. 
Contrariwiſe with what a companie of my retinew, and with a warlike power 
beſides you beare a port here, and magnificently thew your felfe: It would have 
gricved one, in my conceir, to have beene ſeryed thus ar an enemies hand: bur 
{0 to be entreated of them, by whom there was leaſt cauſe, it is before God, a 
greater indignity by farre. And better ir were for me, I ſuppoſe to bee buried 
quicketennerimes in the earth, than to be ſeene ſo abjeR, and toſeemine owne 
fervants and ſubjects, thus to neglect me, 'yea and to makea laughing ſtocke'of Y 
me. For, it-is not unknowne unto me,that not onely youare of greater puiſſance 
than I,butalſo even mine owne vaſſals are come to'meer me more mighty than 
my ſelte: and fo well appointed, as that they be able to doe mee more harme 
than I can them. And as hee uttered theſe words , the reares came upon him 
more and more, in ſo much as hee inforced Cyr alſo to weepe, ſo as his eyes 
ſtood full againe of water; Who after hee had ſtaied and continued himſelfe a 
while brake out into theſe words. or 7 
But you, Cyaxares, neither ſay truly nor deeme aright, in caſe youthinke thar 

the Atedes by my preſence with then are ſo well appointed, as to bee able for 
to worke your: woe. Certes,, I nothing mervaile that you are wroth and 
affraied. And whether you be offended with them juſtly or unjuſtly, ler that for 
me, goe by: For, well I know,that if I ſhould plead-in their behalfe;you would 
cake it to thehearr. Bur,for a Prince and Soveraigne, to be angry and difplea- 
ſed with all his fubje&ts at 6nce, I hold it a foule fault, For,many enemies muſt 
needs bee procured , when man is terrible unto many. And when one is fer 
againſt all, he giveth thert! 0ccafion to Jayne all in'one mind, and to draw in a 
line. In which regards, be you affared, T-ſent theſe your men backe unto'you 
not withour'my'ſelfe, as fearing on their part, teſt ought mighr by -reaſon-of 
your indignarion have fallen our, which'we all ſhould rue. And verily by Gods 
helpe, for theſe matters you ſhall incurre no daunget fo long as I amt pteſent. 
Bur whereas'you thinke your ſelfe wronged by me, that goetli to'my heart;-if 
endeavouring as I doe, all that I can to pleaſure my friends moſt, Ibe thought 
afterwards for my labour'to worke and praCtiſe the contrary. Well, Lerus ner 
thus raſhly conteſt and blame one anorher : But ſee, if it bee poſſible in molt - 
plaine termes'what manner of injurie mineis 2 And verily,conretit T am for my 
ſelfe ro make'thar offer which'is moſt juſt-and equal}. If ix appearethar T have 
done ill, acknowledge I will and confeſſe my fault. / Bur, if ix bee found, that 
have:done nothing amiſſe,nor intended evill, will not you then yeeld, that you 
have not beenie wronged by me Tr miſt tixeds beſo quoth he. Nay;what and 
IF ir ſhall evidently be knowne, ſaith Cys, that T have beene rhe author _ your

ing that I have done: and ſo it will moſt evidently aopeare, what therein is 
good, and what is bad? Begin weI fay,if you ghinke that will ſerve, at the very 
Originall. For, what time as you perceived many of your encmies aſſembled, 
_ thoſe already come forward againſt you, and invading your land; whar did 


their aide, yea and to 
my ſ&lfe eſpecially, intreating me both to come,and alſo to labour,it any Perſi- 
ans were ſent,to be their Leader and Commaunder? Perſwaded therefore I was 
by your words: I came unto you in perſon, and brought unto you men, for 
number many.and for yalour the beſt I could. True it is quoth he,you came in- 
deed. Tell me then, ſaich Cyr7ws, Firſt, wherher herein you condemne any injuri- 
ous dealing of mine to-youward, or rather commend my * beneficence to you? 


Apparent it is quoth Cyaxeres,that hereby I muſt acknowledge your good dea- 


ling, Goe tothen, ſaid Cyr, when your enemies were come, and thar there 
was no remedie, but fought they muſt be with, did you in that tryall perceive 
me, either to ſhrinke for any paines, or to ſpare for any perill: No ſurely quoch 
Cyaxares, | proteſt before God. To praceed,faid Cyrus,what time as by Gods 
aſſiſtance, the victory was ours, and the enemies fled. When I requeſted you, 
that wee might with our united forces, purſuc them, and in common revenge 
our ſelves of them, and what event ſoever enſued thereof, good-or: bad, totake 
part indifferently * in theſe things can you impute any avarice unto me, as if I 
ſought mine owne advantage above others ? At this, Cyaxares held his peace. 
Then replied Cyrws and went on in this wiſe. Sinceit pleaſeth youar this queſti- 
on to keepe ſilence rather than to anſwer: yer tell mee thus much I pray you, 
whether you tooke your ſelfe to be wronged in that, when you thought it ſtood 
not with your owne ſafety to follow the chace, I would not ſuffer you in pro. 
per perſon, to bee in any part of the daunger, bur requeſted you onely to ſend 
unto me ſome of your horſemen: Shew 1 ſay, whether in this requeſt of mine, 
I did you wrong, eſpecially ſeeing I had already borne my elfe in your ſervice 
asatrue confederate: And when Cyaxares ſaid nothing to this alſo. Seeing then, 
quoth Cyrss,it is not your pleaſure to anſwer unto thus point : Speake yet from 
henceforth, whether I wronged you, in that, when you made me this anſwer, 
that perceiving as youdid the <Medes addicted to loviall mirth, you would nor 
have themto give it over, nor torce them to enter upon a daungerous peece of 
ſervice, Tell me I fay; Thinke you that I offied you any hard meaſure, in thar 
TI neglected to be angry with you, bur, efrſoones entreared of you - * nia" 


*thar thing, than which I knew, there was nothing of lefſe moment for you to 


graunt, noricaſier to be:impoſed upon the Medes ? 'For, I prayed you onely to 

ive me ſuch.as willingly would follow me. Which being graunted, yet was 
1 never the neerer, unleſſe I could perſwade them. To them I went, I perſwa- 
ded with them-:-and logke whom I could prevaile with, I rooke with me, and 
went my waies with your good leave and permiſhon. Now if you eſteeme this 
blame-worthy, then ſurely even to-take any thing! at your hands which you 
frankly give, cannot, as it ſhould ſceme, be void of blame..

Thar theſe deeds which or have done,,nephew Cyrss, be fimply ill, I wote 
not how it can or ought-to be ſaid. Bur thisÞwould have youro- know, quorly 
he, that theſe good _ be of this nature, that by how mutck-chore confpicui 
ous they be, the more they deprefle me. For Lwonkd, rather you had augmgn- 
ted your owne dominion by my forces, than fee mine owne enlarged by-you 
in this ſort. And as theſe Acts are to'youthe ARourthonourable, fo to mieeiry 
ſome ſort they bring diſhonour. Asfor. goods and jriches verily; I had leiffer 
beſtow them upon you, than to receive at yourhands,-rthoſe that: you preſtne:

Bur ſay; that you thinke this buta ſmall marter, conſider rhis alſo, If any 
one ſhould frame thoſe ſervicours of yours, (ſuch Emeane as yay have and keep, 
partly for the guard of your perſon, andiin part ro waitupon you). ſo, as they 
had rather be his than yours, would you for this good: demerit'of his con him 
any thanks 2 Againe, ro come untothat which men love beſt and accoumptas 
their owne moſt encierly : Suppoſe another man were fo'double/ diligent in at- 
tendance about your wife, as that hee brought her in'the'end ro be/morekind 
to himſelfe than to you, ſhould he by rhis well doing of his delight:your heart? 
He would mifſe in my conceit of thatand come farre ſhort; Nay, well I wote; 
that whoſoever did ſo, ſhould of all others wrong:you. moſt. '' Moreover, to 
ſpeake that which moſt doth parallele this preſent griete of mine;If any man 
dealt ſo courteouſly with thoſe Perſians whony:you have brought unto us, as 
that they made choiſe to follow him rather thanyou,would you take him tobe 
your friend? Ithink verily no. Nay he would repute him a greater enuny toyou; 
than if he had killed many ofthem. Say,that ſome friend of yours upon occa- 


fion of ſuch a.loving word as this} [Here, rake of: my goods as much as you

will} ſhould after he heard you ſo fay, goe and ſeize uponall that he could la 
hand on, and fo with your ſubſtance enrich. himfclfe, whiles you have nor Fd 
muchas a meane uſe of them, could you poſhbly bold ſucha friend unreprove- 
able: Semblably, my Cyras, I ſuppoſe that I have ſuffered, if not the ſame eve- 
ry way, yet ſurely the like at your hands,: For, true it.is indeed which you fay, 
namely that when I graunted you leave, to rake up all voluntaries, you wene 
away with them ſo, as that you had my whole power, and left me alone ſolira- 
ry» And now,forſootb, what:yau have gotten with the helpe of my forces, you 
bring unto me, andenlargethis: my dominion with mine owne power, whiles I 
ps po, with you-inatchieving theſe commadiries, ſhew my ſelfe, 
me thinkes no-better than a woman, in doing pleaſures both to. other men, and 
alſo to theſt tiycſubjees. So,by this reckoning, you appeare:to be the man, and 
I nor, worthy to rule and bea King. And thinke you Cyre;that theſe be benefits 
and-gogd turnes « and certairily you know this full well, that if you had reſpe- 
ed me any whit, you would have beene better adviſed, and bereft me of 
thing tather [than of my.honout and dignity. For, what bootegaine I by this 
bargaine, ro have.my kingddme never.ſo much enlarged and my felfe deſpiſed 
For, in this reſpaR;ruled I the'Medey, nat becauſe Lam benter and worthier than 


they all, but for that they tepmed me eve 


way worthier than themſelves. As 
Cyaxeres thus ſpake, Cyrw incerrupted his ſpeech and ſaid. For Gods fake,good 
unkle, If ever ore-I havedane you any pleaſure, gratifie me now, I be- 
ſeeeh you in that Tihall requeſt of you.:: Make an end ance oquoaing me, 
and-when you have made a proufe of us, haw loyally we ftand affected to you: 
if it appeare that thoſe atchievernents of mine,were performed for your good, 
embrace me as I do you,andrakeme to beyout well deſerving friend. If other- 
therwiſe, then blame me and ſpare nat. Well,quath Cyaxeres, ture you 


are inthe right. And even ſo will I doe. Whatrhen, quoth Cyrss, Shall I be fo 


bold-as tokifſe you's. Yes verily, if yoube'fo difpaſed faid he. And will you 
not turne away, quoth Cyrs,as you did-erewhile?: No, faid he. And ſo Cyrus 
kiſſed him. Which when theiIredes and Perſians with the reſt (and thaſe were 
many) ſaw : (For, they: wereall in ſuſpenſe what would come of this in the 
end;) they became immediately right glad and rejoyced. Then Cyaxares and 
Cyres both, mounted on horfebacke and rade before. The Medes followed Cy- 


axares their Tings For Cay heckened unto them ſo to do. The Perfians attended 
upon Cyrus. After whom the refidue followed in order. 
; When they were cometa the Campe, and had b 
Pavilion richly dight for'him; They who were a 
_ meet and neceſſarie for him. But the reſt

t Cyaxares unto his 
thereto, provided all 
the Medes,all the vacant time 
{upper that Cyaxeres had, repaired intothe Preſence: ſome of their owne

; accord, others by commaundement from Cyras, (and thoſe were the greater 


number) preſcating unto'him heir gifts. One a deft and faire Cup-bearer: ano- 
ther a good and skilfull cooke: Here comes in one witha baker, another with 
ſinging woman, ane brings drinking * cups, another gorgeous and trim appa- 
rell.” And for the moſt parr every one gave him one eſpeciall thing or other, 
out. of that which they had gatten. In ſo much as Cyaxeres began to retraQt,and 
change his mind-; c 


| onfefling that neither Cyrus had ſtollen away their hearts 
fram-bim, nor the Meer were leffe qbſervant unto him than before. When 


ſupper time drew nigh, Cyaxres called for Cyrus, and becauſe ir was long ſince

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he had ſeen him before, requeſted his company at fupper. O 200d unkle quork 
Cyr#s, will me not ro doe thar. Sce you not all theſe here, how-by iy ir ds E: 
fjan they are come hicher- I ſhould not do well therefore, ro ncgle@ them and / * 

follow mine owne pleaſure-For, thus iris qyorth he : Souldiers thinking them- -” 
ſelves unregarded, were they valiant before, become much lefſe courageous; if 


cowards,they grow far more inſolcnt and imalapert. Your ſelfe theretore;con-. 7 


{idering you have comeagreat way hither, go now to your ſupper,and if any -- 
doc you honour, ſee you embrace and make much'of them agaige: invite fugh }* 
fay and emertaine chem with good checre,that they may have rhe more affiance 
in you hereafter. As for me,[ will goe my wayes, abour ſuch affaires as I ſaid. 
To morrow morning berimes, all che principall men of employment, ſhall be 
ready here before your roial tent,to ſhew themſelves:tothe end thabwe and you 
cogither, may conſult what henceforth isto be done. And you being then pre- 
ſac in place,pur to queſtion,and deliver your own opinion: Whether you hold 
it expedient to continue the warre, or thinke it now a good time,to diſpatch the 
armie? Hereupon Cyaxares went ro ſupper. But Cyrus calling to him ſuch friends 
of his,as were moſt ſufficient both for wiſedome and execution as need requi- 
red. made this ſpeech or the like unto them. My loving Friends, whar we oſt 
wiſhed and praicd for unto the Gods, the ſame through their goodneſſe wee 
have obtained. For, looke how farre we march on forward, ſo much ground 
we pet ſtill. Our enemics we ſee to be impated:burour elves in number increa. 
ſed and in ſtrength more puiſſant. In caſe our Afﬀociats newly come, would be 
willing to ſtay with us, more powerable we ſhall be to effeR any thing,whether 
opportunity ſerve to winne the ſame by force,or to gaine it by perfaſion. An . 
therefore, your part it is no leſſe than mine, to worke this feat, that the g 

number font faid Aſfociats may like well of their abode here. And,as in fight. 
ing a field, he thac taketh moſt priſoners, is reputed the hardieſt ſouldier, even 
fo when counſell and policy is required, hee that can draw the greater part to 
our mind,ought by good right to be eſteemed moſt eloquear in word,and moſt 
valiant in deed. Neither ſpeake I this,as if I would have you topremeditate and 
exhibit ſome formall oration which you may pronounce to every vneof them: 
bur order the matter ſo, that they who are by any of you perſwaded,may ſhe 
"what they are by their deeds. This, I ſay is the charge which T would have 

you tothinke upon. I for my part will endeavour diligently, that  _ 
the ſouldiers oy _ vituals and neceſfaries 
I can provide for them, may deliberately 
x reſolve of this wake | 
and expedition.

Cyrus underſtanding that Gadates was long fince full wocandeyen our 
of the world for feare, leaſt the Armic ſhould breake up,ſmiling pleaſantly up- 

on him, ſaid. It appeareth evidently, 6 Gadatas, that upon the perſwafton of 
Hyſtaſpes, you thinke as you ſay. Then Gadatas ſtretching up his hands toward 
heaven, devoutly ſware: That hee'was.not mooved thus to thinke by any in- 

ducement of Hyſtaſþes. But I know right well, quorh he, thar it ye were gone, 

my eſtate ſhould utterly be overthrowne. And therefore came I of my ſclfe 

unto him, to aske the queſtion , what your reſolution was, concerning the diſ- 
ſolution of the armic £ Ir ſhould ſceme then,' quoth Cyr#s, that I doe wrong- 
fully charge & 5-Y Yea ſurely ſaid Hyſtaſpes very unjuſtly. For, I gain-faid 

G and affirmed,that it was impoſſible for you to ſtay: alleadging withall, 

that your facher had ſent for you, How now,quoth he : Whar is that you ſays 

Durſt you indeed utrer ſo much , whether I were willing or no © Yes in troth 

ſaid he. For I ſee you are exceeding defirous to be ſeencilluſtrious in our pro- 

preſſe among the Perſians , yeaand to recount unto your father,how " Iyue 

| atchiev 
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atchieved every exploir. And for your felfe, quoth Cyrws, have nor you a log- 
ging, to begonc home 9 No,[I affure you, ſaid Hyſtaſpes : bur here will I abide 
10 qualirie of a Generall, unrill I have made this Ga4&s Lord over the Afﬀfyri- 
att King ; Thus commyned they togither betweenc jeſt and gaod earneſt... : > 
Meane-while, Cyaxares arrayed in his royall robes, came farth;and fate him 
downeupona Throne of Stateafter the Medes faſhion. When ajt were affem- 
bled rogither whom ſuch affaires concerned, after falence made,” Cyaxares.ſpake 
1 this wiſe. My friends and Aſſociates. - Becaufe 1 am herefix place and Senior 
to Cyrus, meer peradventure it is that I ſhould enter into. fpeech firſt. And'in 
my conceit, quoth he, It is now a time convenient, radebare of this point, 
whether ir be expedient ſtill ro continue warre, or todiſmifſe the Armie 2 :Ler 
{ome one therefore deliver what he thinketh of this matter £: 'Then, ſpakerhe 
Hyrcanian Porenrate to the queſtion, firſt. My friends and Afociates, I wote 
not what need there is of many words, when the very deeds ſhew whar is beſt. 
For, well weall doe know, that remaining together we doe ourenemies more 
harme, than we can receive from them our ſelves. But, when we were ſevered 
aſunder one from another, then they dealt with us, ro their owne greateſt plex- 
{ure and our moſt grievous paine. After him the 'Cadufian Commaunder opi- 
ned thus. Whar Rould we ſpeake of departure home, and living there apart 
W hen as cven already inthis very expedition, they get nogood as it is ſcene, 
who are disjoyned 2 For,our owne ſelves, (when we quartered bura while and 
{etved apart from the body of our whole armie ) payed dearely for irandabid 
che ſmarr, as yee all know well enough. After him Artabazzs; he who ſome. 
times claimed kinred of Cyrus, uttered his opinionin this manner... For mine 
owneparr, faith he, 0 Cyexeres, I doe thus farre forth diffenr, :from theſewho 
have before me ſpoken to the marrer in queſtion. For,theſemen fay,thar wee 
ought to tarry ſtill here and make warre: but I affirme, thareven when I was 
at home I lived in warfare. For, many atime I cameto the reſcue, when our 
goods were harried and carried away. Yea and oftentimes I had employment 
enough ro defend our forts, againſt which, traines were laid : whiles I ſtood-in 
feare, watched and warded, yea and did all this at mine owne charges. But now, 
' I holdtheir fortreſſes, and feare them notat all: Nay, I make merry art their 
coſt, I cate and drinke, I fay, of the enemies proviſion. As if therefore our 
ſtareart home were a continuall warfare, and this here a very feaſt, I am not of 
the minde to diſſolve this folemne and. generall Celebrity. Next unto him 
ſpake Gobryas. For my part,good friendsand confederates, I commend hither- 
to the faithfulneſſe of Cyr#s + For, he failerh nor 'in the performanceof ought 
thar he hath promiſed. | But if he be once departed out of this country;evi 
it is that the Aſſyrian King will bec argeſt , andrtaſt of no puniſhment forthe 
wrongs intended againſt you and donealready unro mee. And'I contrariwiſe 
fhall be ſure to be evill entreated at his hands : becauſe I have friended you and 
become your Aſſociate. When theſe had all delivered their opinions, Cyxus 
{pake in this wiſe. ; 
Neither am I ignorant,my friends,that if wee noww breake up campeand dil- 
ſolve thearmie, we thall our ſelves be inweaker caſe , and our enemics againe 
in much ſtronger. For, beethere neverſomany- of them difarmed , they will 
ſoone cauſe other new armour to be-made. They thar are deprived of ther 
horſes, will quickly after bee deprived of others. -Andinlieu of them __ 
| p) 
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Cine, there will ſpring and {ou cfrſoone anew ſupply to ſucceed, So 
that no mervaile wt abs, if ſhortly they pur us to new troubles. The caſe ſtan- 
ding thus : what meant I to moove Cyaxares for to propoſe this queſtion as tou- 
ching the diſſolution of the Armie * Know yee then, quoth he, Ir was for 
feate of after For, I ſee thoſe enemies ready to encounter us, with whom 
if we encampe till here , wee ſhall never bee able ro make our parts good in 
fight. For,the winter commeth' on apace. And fay that wee our ſelves had 
houſes to put our heads in, yet I aſſure you, we want covert for our horſes, for 
our miniſters and officers, and for the mulrirude of our common ſouldiers: and 
without theſe we cannot poſſibly mainteine warre. Againe,the victuals in thoſe 
patts whither we have come, are by us already ſpent: and where wee have not 
beene, it is all conveyed away for feare of us,into their ſtrong holds : ſo thar, if 
the enemies enjoy them, impoſſible it is for us to come by the ſame. And who 
isthen ſo valiant, who is there ſo ſtrong and luſty, as whiles hee wreſterth with 
hunger and cold, will be able to keepethe field 2 If rherefore wee muſt warre 
in this manner, I holdthis and averre, that we ought rather to diſmiſſe our ar- 
mie willingly, than for want of meanes to bee driven forth againſt our wils. 
Howbeir, if we be defirous till ro lye in campe and continue the warre, This 
courſe in my adviſe wee muſt take, namely, to endevour with all ſpecd to dif- 

* Ourene- ſeize * themof as many ſouldiers of theirs as we can, and to fortifie as many as 

_—_ we may for our ſelves. For, if this be cffe&ed, greater ſtore of vietuall fall 
they have, who cantake more from others, and lay the fame up: beſieged alſo 
nor aſſaulted they ſhall be who are the weaker. And verily, as now things ſtand, 
our caſe is all one wich Sea-fearing men.. For, they make ſaile ſtill , and paſſe 
on continually : yer leave they that behinde them which they have ſailed 
through, no more their owne, than that which they have nor yer ſailed over. 
HowbeZif wecan take in their ſtrong holds and caſtles : the ſame will alie- 
nate the whole country. from our enemies: and therewith all things will bee 
more calme and quiet with us. Now, whereas peradventure ſome of you be 
afraid, leſt yee be put tolye in garriſon, farre from your native countrey , ler 
notthat trouble you. For, how ever wee Perſians uſed to forraine countryes, 
farre from home, may take in hand to keepe thoſe places which be next unto 
our enemies : yet, poſleſſe yee and occupie the while thoſe parts of Affyria 
which border hard upon you. For, if we ſhall be ſufficient ro hold thoſe mar- 
ches ſafely that be unto them , yee that poſleſſe the quarters fartheſt 
from them, ſhall live in much reſt and peace. For, in my conceit, they ſhall 
neyer beable, negleRing their owne harmes and daungers hard at their doores, 
to lay wait and praiſe againſt you ſo farre diſtant, - When theſe reaſons were 
{etdowne, all thereſt roſe up, ſaying they would be willing, ſoto doe. Yea 
and Cyaxeres himſelfe did no lefſe. Gadatas allo and Gobryas, both the one'and 
the other promiſed, if their Allies would give them leave to fortifie their 
holds, to the end that the ſame alſo might be unto their ſaid Aſſociates friend- 
ly and helpefull. 

Cyrus then, ſeeing them all, preſt to performe whatſoever he had ſaid, in the 
end concluded thus. If therefore,quoth he, we be fully minded to accompliſh 
all that we ſay,then there muſt be done with all expedition that which isneed- 
full, namely; we are to makefabricks and engins, to beat downe our enemies 
walles and fortifications : provided weeought to be of Carpenters and other 


workemen, 
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workemen to raiſe towers and bulwarks for our ſelves. Then Cyaxwes promi- 

ſed for his part to finde one fabricke for the ſaid purpoſe. Gadates and | 

another : Tigranes alſoa third ; Cyrus likewiſe for himſelfe, ſaid he would take 
order for another. Theſe defignes being thus decreed , they got unto him the 
ſaid workemen and enginers , and every man provided ſuch things as were re-. 
quiſite for thoſe workes. Yea, and ſuch. men were appoineed overſeers for the 
worke, as were thoughr meereſt for thofe purpoſes. As for Cyrur,;pexcciving 
that the performance of theſe matters required time, kept his ſtanding Campe 
ina place which he tooke to be for health right holſome, and for thecatri 

and bringing in of all things neceſſary, moſt paſſable. And whatſoeves needed 
detenſc,he ordered the marter fo,thar if at any time they encamped faroff, with 
the maine armie,thoſe that remaine behind might ever bein ſaterie. Moreover, 
enquiring of thoſe whom he ſuppoſed to have beſt knowledge of the country, 
from what parts his armie might get greateft commodirie, thither he led forth 
evermore aforaging:thereby partly to provide all things neceſſary for the hoſt 
in greateſt plentie, and in part that his ſouldiers being exerciſed in ſuch jour- 
nics, might the better ſtand to health and gather more ſtrength : and withall in 
their convoyes be put inminde to keepe their ranks in array. Thus Cyrxs im- 
ployed himfelte. | . FX 

Now there were certcine fugitives from Babylon and caprives,who gave ig 

relligence,that the Aſſyrian King was gone into Lydia,and had convey weft 
him many talents of filver and gold , beſides great riches otherwiſe and furnis 
rure of all kinds. Whereupon the common fort and multitude of the ſouldi- 
ers ſuppoſed and gave it our, that for very feare he now remooved and carryed 
his $00ds-away. But Cys knowing full well, that hee departed for this in- 
eent,co ſollicite and excite, if poſſibly he could ſome oppoſites to make head a- 
gzinſt him, prepared and made himfelfe ſtrong , refoluce ro encounter him, as 
making no other reckoning yet,bue to fight it our, And verily to chis purpoſe, 
he madeup the full companies of the Perfian Cavallarie; raking ſome horſesar 
his priſoners hands, others, of his friends, For, ſuch things as theſe hexeceis 
ved of all, neither rejeted he ought that any one gave him, were ita faire ar- 
mour, or a goodly Courſer. Furthermore, he provided himfelfe of Chariors, 
both our of that ſtore which he had taken fromthe enemie, and elſe-wherealfo 
as hee could. As for the old Trojane manner of chariots ufed aforerime , 
as alſo the Cyrenaicks faſhion of driving , which they uſe even ar this day, 
he did quiteput downe. For, mtimes paſt, theMedes , Syriansand Arabi- 
ans, yea all rhoſe in Aſtagenerally uſed their chariors fo, as at this day the Cy- 
renians doe. Now was Cyrus of this opinion, that the beſt parr, by all reaſon 
and likelihood, of rhearmie (conſidering that, the braveft and moſt valiant 
men, uſe to- be mounted in chariots ) is but in thenarure of lighe skirmiſhers 
with ſhot, before thebartaile, and for the archiving of viftory ſtandin finall 
* ſtead. For, three hundred chariors, yeeld not above three hundred fighting 
men, but require 1200 Steeds. To guidealſo and to rule the ſame, (fuch men 
as by good reaſon they truſt moſt, who are the very flowre of the armie) they 

have 300 beſide. And theſe are they,that doe no hurt at all unto their enemies. 

"This manner therefore of charioting he aboliſhed: and inlieuthereof, deviſed 
to make chariors fit for warre, with ſtrong wheeles , becauſe they ſhould noc 
quickly breake,and with long axelltrees. For, thatall things arerhe harder ” 
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be overturned that * carry a good breadth. He madeallo for the drivers a ſeate 
in manner of a turret, of ſtrong quarters of timber; rhe height whereof raughe 
up to their elbowes : tothe end that the Steeds might be ruled by them ſiting 
upon their ſeats. Theſe drivers he armed arall pieces throughout ſave onely 
their eyes... Morcover, he faſtened to theaxeltrees on both fides of the wheeles, 
certeine yroa* hooks rwo cubirs long : beſides others under rhe very axel-tree 
to the. -groundward: as if they meant even with the chariots to Charge upon 
thecnemies:: And like as Cyrus then, deviſed and made theſe chariots, ſo-even 
intheſe out dayes, they that are under the dominion of the King uſethe ſame, 
Eyrue-alſo had many. Camels gathered togither , ſuch as he could ger of his 
friends; befideall thofe chat were raken from the enemies, And thus verily 


finiſhed hetheſe things. -. | 
anc bal od 1atir's, Cua.

How'Cyrus ſent Araſpas «s « ſpie , into Lydia, who feigned that he 
' bi fled" for the diſpleaſure of Cyrus. | 


Y x v s now being deſirous to ſend a certeine Spie into Lydia, and to 
( " learne whatthe King of Aſſyria did, thought Araſpas to bee a meer 

man, for ro negoriate inthis buſineſle : him I meane, who had the kee- 
ping of that faire Lady [ Panthea. ] For, unto this _- ſuch like employ- 
ments uſually bad befalne. Who,being ſurpriſed with the love of that Gentle- 
woman, was:forced to.breake with her about the-ſame, and deſired her carnall 
companic. Bur ſhee denyed and rejected his ſuit, keeping her ſelfe true unto her 
ownehusband ; for ſhee loved him ennrely. , Yet complained ſhee nor of A- 
raſhas unto Cyrus, as-one very loth to ſet two friendsat difference. But Araſþes, 
(fuppoſing it would make much to the obteining of that which hee longed af- 


” ter) menaced the woman, thar if ſhee condiſcended not willingly unto him, 


ſhee ſhould doe it againſt her will : whereupon the woman fearing violence, 
concealed the thing no; longer: bur diſpatched her *-Eunuch unto Cyr«s, com- 
maunding him to reveale the whole matter. Which when he heard, he ſet upa 
laughter at * him for making ſuch brags, that he was able roconquer love,and 
therewith ſent Artabazus backe with the Eunuch , willing him to deliver unto 
Araſþas this meſſage, that in any wiſe heſhould not force the woman but per- 
ſwade and winne her if-he could,and info doing he would not be his hindrance. 
But 4rtabazus, when hee was come unto Araſþas, all to rated and reviled him, 
charging him with this, that the Lady was committed unto his/cuſtodie upon 
truſt : andlaying upon hit the imputation of impietie,injury and incontinency: 
inſomuch; as Araſþas for very griefe of heart wept ſore, for ſhamehid himſelte, 
and for feare alſoof ſome hard meaſure from Cyr, was in manner out of the 
world. Which when Cyr underſtood, heeboth ſeat for him, and alſo when 
they were by themſelves alone, uſed theſe words unto him. 1 ſec, quoth he, 9 
Ardſþas, thatyou areafraid of mee andexceeding much aſhamed : Bur give 9- 
verand make'anend once : For,[ have heard ſay,thatrhe very Gods themſelyes 
have beene overcome of love, and I know whar accidents have. befalne unto 
men reputed yery 'wiſe,by occaſion of this paſſion, . Yea, and thus much have 
Inoted and blamed inimy ſelfe, that T am not fo continent, bur if 1 converſed 
oy with 
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with choſe thar are faire and beaurifull, I deſpiſe rhem not. Nay; that which 
more is, I: my ſelfe am the cauſe of allrhis buſinefle : For, I was he that immus« 
red you up,as it were, * with rhisinexpugnable thing. Vnro theſe words of his «ous 
Araſpas made this anſwere. Now ſurely, 'quoth he © Cyras, youatein this pars v7<yens 
ticular like unto your ſelfe, and as inall other caſes the ſame till, to wit, mild Pas 
and ready to pardon mens treſpaſſes. Burt other men there be,tharoverwhelme 
and oppreſſe me with griefe. For, ever fince that this my adverſe-hapand cala- 
mitie was bruted abroad , mine enemies take their pleaſure of mee: but my 
friends,comming abour me,. give me counſellro withdraw my ſelfe our of the 
way,lcaſt I mighr be hardly entreated at your hands,as one whom I have much 
wronged and abuſed. Know this well therefore, © Araſþas, quoth Cyres, that 
by this opinion which men have conceived, you may doe meea high pleaſure, 
and withall greatly profit our Aſſociates. Would to God faid Araſþas, it lay 
inmy power any wayes to. doe you acceptable ſervice. Why ! quoth Cyrus. 
If you would now make ſemblance, as though you fled from me and ſogoeta 
the enemies, I am verily perſwaded, you might be credited of them. And 1 
alſure you of my troth, and as God ſhall helpe mee, faid T174ſþas, even my 
very friends would raiſe ſuch a rumour,as if in deed I had made an eſcape from 
you. , So by this meanes, quoth Cyrus, you may returne againe unto us with 
the full intelligence of all our enemies affaires. Iſuppoſealſo,thatbcing once 
truſted among them ; they will make you privie toall their ſpeeches and fecrer 
counſels whatſoever : in ſo much as there ſhall no defignment be hid from you, 
that we are defirous to learne. Well then, quath Araſþas, I will even now ſet 
forward. For, this, you may well wit, will be one argument to induce them 
for to believe me, becauſe I ſhall be thought ro have run away from you, fea- 
ring ſome miſchiefe ar your hands. Bur, can you , by the way; finde in your 
heart, ſajirh Cyr#s, to leave that ſame lovely [ Dame ] Panthea behind you 2 
Cerces,quorthhe, © Cyras,] have in me two * ſoules. For, even erewhile of that «+ ,, mindes, 
point I philoſophized, and argued with an untoward Sophiſter, namely, love: 
For, were the (aid * ſoule of mine bur one, it could not be for both good & bad « ,, minds, 
at once: neither could ir affect ar one and the ſame time, as welt honeſt ations 
as diſhoneſt : ne yet be willing and unwilling alike to effect the ſame. Bur evi- 
dent iris, that * rwo minds there are : And when that which is good hath the 
foveraintie, honeſt deeds are enterpriſed and done : but when the bad hath the 
maſtery, wee ſer inhand with thoſe that are diſhoneſt and naught. ' And now 
_ this good * underſtanding in me having gotten your __ and afhiſtance, is be... 
come ſuperiour and ruleth very much. If therefore, faith Cyr#s,you alſo thinke * 
ir good to tak? this journey , you muſt order the marrer fo, as that you may 
winne the greater credit and repucation among them. To which purpoſe, diſco- 
ver hardly unto chem what we are about: and diſcoverit ſo, as what plotsſo 
ever you diſcloſe unto them, may be the greateſt lers to checke andcrofle their 
owne deſignments and proceedings. Now,this would be a blocke in their way, 
in caſe you give it out, that we are preparing, and upon the poinr in ſome place 
or other toinvade their Land. For, when they hearerhis,rhey can the worſe be 
aſſembled all togither with their whole puifſance, whiles every one ſtandethin 
feare for his owne eſtate at home. And ſtay you: with then as long as you 
may. For, it will be moſt availeable unto us, to have intelligence eſpecially of 
thoſe enterpriſes that they goe about, even when they. are-necreſt unto-us.

Ow, when [Dame] Parhea underſtood that .Araſpas was gone, thee 
NA aunctes unto Cyrus a meſſenger, in her name, thus ro ſay. Let it not 

trouble you Cyrus that CAraſpas is turned to the enemies fide: For, if 
you will give me leave to ſend unto my husband , I undertake that hee ſhall 
come a more faithfull friend by farre than was Araſþes. And I know moreover, 
that he will be ready toafſiſt you with all the power that hee is able ro make. 
For,this mans farher who-tiowas King, was his very good friend: howſoever he 
that reigneth ar this preſent, went abour once when it was, to make a diſtraRion 
and ſeparation berweene me and my husband. And therefore, I know right well, 
that taking him to be, as he is, ſpitefull and malicious, he will be glad to turne 
amo ſucha Prince as youare. When Cyrus heard this, he commaunded her ro 


. fend unto her husband; which ſhe did accordingly. Then _Mbradatas as ſoone 


as he tooke knowledge of the tokens that came from his wife, and underſtood 
beſides how other things went, willingly with all ſpeed went unto Cyrus, with 
a troupe of 2000. horſe or thereabout. And being come as farre as to the Per. 


*or Sentinels. ſig * Eſpials,he ſenrunto Cyras,fignifying who he was. Whereupon Cyrus gave 


order ſtreightwaies, that hee ſhould be'conducted directly to his wife. Now 
when ſhe and A4bradates her husband had ſeene one another, they mutually em. 
braced cach other;as reaſon it was * meeting thus beyond all hope. Then, P«x- 
the reported unto him the * piety,temperance and commiſeration of Cyrus to- 


' ward her: Which {bradues hearing: What were beſt to doe, my Parnthea, 


h he, to requite Cyrws, both in your behalfe and in mine owne alſo « Whar 
elle ſaid Panthea, but endeavour to beare your ſelfe toward him ſo, as hee hath 
beeneto youward? After this, went Abradatas to Cyrus: and no ſooner ſaw he 
him, bur taking him by the right hand, thus he ſaid: For the favours you have 
done/unto us 6 Cyrus,” [know not whar to ſay more than this, Thar I will de- 

yote my ſelfe: wholly unto you.as afriend,fervitour and Aſſociat in warre. And 
whatſocyer 1 fee you ſtudioully to affect , therein ſhall I doe my beſt devoir to 

effe rhe fame. Why! chen-quaoth Cyras,I accept of. you:and now for this time 
Idiſmiſſe you;to.go and ſup togither with your wife. But henceforth, you muſt 

lodge evenin mine owne Pavilion with'your Friends and mine. 
(Afterwards:when'Abradates perceived Cyra# to fer his mindearneſtly upon 
rey Lada n) | | | thoſe 
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paſſed * lofts with their battlements, and inevery ſuch * turret he beſtowed 20. 
fighting men. Now when hee had finiſhed all that belonged to theſe ſaid tur- 
xets, he madetriall of the * Draught: and he found by proufe, that eight yoke 
would draw a turret with all rhe ſoldiers * upon it, much more eaſily x on each 
yoke the ordinary lode of ſtuffe and baggage. For there was commonly char. 
ged upon a fingle yoke, as much as weighed about 25. talents: Whereas in a 
rurrer drawne after this manner , (thetimber carrying the thickneſſe of a tragi- 
cal Pageant, with 20. ſouldiers 1n ir, and armour beſides) the draught came ro 
leſſ in proportion than 15.talents for every yoke, 'Wihen he perceived there- 
fore,thar the * draught was ſo eafie, he provided to bring theſe tutrers rogither 
with his armie,againſt the enemics. For,this he 0/6 jr in warre,all catch- 
ing and winning of advantage, was both ſafe and juſt, and withall fortunate.

Which newes when Cyrs heard, Why ! then, quoth he, I charge all the 
reſt of you,to abide here in thoſe tents which you have ny already; there, 
to have the cuſtodie of the (aid a a to live at your moſt pleaſure: only 
| 2 chree 


; Bout this time there came unto his Preſence thoſe that brought him i 
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three of you, ar my requeſt, ſhall make an errand to the enemies, as if yee came 
as Embaſſadours from the 134;an King , to-treat with them about .an Afocia- 
tion in theſe warres. Wherein, if yce doe me good ſervice, I will take my ſelfe 
more beholden unto you and give you greater thankes, than for the treaſure 
' #Intelliotcers. Which yee have brought unto me. For, theſe common * Spies, in forme of 
flaves, can learne and report no other thing but what all men know : Whereas, 
ſuch- men as yee arc; in quality of Embaſſadors, doe many times come to the 
intelligence evenof theis ſecret projets alſo. The Indians having heard this 
right gladly, and beene for that time courteouſly intertained and rewarded by 
Cyrus, did put themſelves in readineſſe, and the next day ſet forward on their 
journey; promiſing upon their fidelity, that when they had learned what the 
could of the enemies, they would repaire againe unto him with all ſpeed 
ble. And Cyrus verily (as he was a man who projected no ſmall enterpriſes)pro- 
vided all things for the warre magnificently. Neither rooke he order for ſuch 
matters onely, as his Allies thought meet, bur alſo kindled an xmulation a- 
mong his Friends: who __ ſhew themſelves in their armour moſt gallant, 
in horſmanſhip moſt skilfull, in darting and ſhooting moſt cunning, and in tra- 
vaile moſt painfull 2 And theſe feats wrought he, what by training them forth 
to tunting, and what by gracing and rewarding the beſt in every kind, Such 
Capraines alſo and Rulers, as he ſaw moſt.ſtudious and carefull in this point, 
that their ſouldiers ſhould prove right expert and valiant, ſuch I fay, he did put 
forward and embolden, as well by praiſtng, as by gratifying them'in wharſo- 
ever he could. And if atany time he ſacrificed, or kept ſome feſtival! holiday; 
he would then ſet forth and exhibit ſome games of price, reſpeQive to all thoſe 
feats which men pradiſe for the uſe of warre. Yea and to the viRour hee 
gave rewards moſt magnificently. So that much joy and mirth there was 
throughout his armie. : : | 
And now by this time were all things in manner finiſhed, which he minded 
* Artillery. to uſe in his expedition, ſaving onely * engins. For the Perſian horſemen were 
growne already to the compleat number of 10. thouſand: of ſiched chariots, 
that himſelfe had provided, there were full one hundred : and of others that 4- 
bradatas the Suſian tooke in hand to make , according to. the parterne of Cyris 
his chariots,there wereas many. Moreover, Cyrus had perſivaded Cyaxares, to 
chaunge his Medzan chariots, from the Trojane and Lybien faſhion: and ro make 
them after his owne. Of w_ _ alſo there _ hang hundred. Further- 
 # Dromedaries. MOTE, for the * Camels,were ſouldiers appointed to ſerve upon them: for ev 
"* onerwoarchers. And themoſt part of 1 oe anodes this mind;as if theyſhad 
wonne the viRorie al , and as if the enemies were of no worth. 
when as they ſtood thus affected and appointed:aftertharthe 17d;avs alfoWhom 
Cyrus had ſent to diſcover, were returned from theenemies, and related how 
Craſus waseleRed the Generall and Condutor of all their forces : How it was 
decreed by all the Confederate KK. that every one ſhould be preſent with all 
his puitfance, and bring with him great ſtore of money, to ſerve partly forts 
wage as many as they could levie, and partly to beſtow by way of targeſſe up- 
oo ch as need required : Moreover, that many Thracians wearing ſwords by 
their ſides werealready hired: and Agyprians, ro thenumber of an Fundred and 
twenty:thouſand were under ſaile, andchoſe armed with ſhields reaching down 
rq their fear, arid grear maſſe ſpeares, ſuch as they uſe even at this day;and long 
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(words: Alſo that a power of Cyprians was conmiing by ſea: And as fot the © 
licians, That they wereall arrived already : The Phrygians likewiſe of both 
ſorts, rogicher with the Lycaonians, Paphlagonians, Cappadocians and Phenitians, 
Furchermore, that wich the Babylonian King, the Aſſyrians, Tonions, CAHellians, 
and well neere all the Greeks inhabiring Aſia, were enforced to follow Creefus : 
And that hee had ſent unto Lecedemor allo for aide-fouldiers. That the 


maine armie was aſſembled about the river PaFo/us. That they would march

forward to the Rendezvous at Thybarrhe, (where even now the Barburians in: © 


habicing the lower Syr2athar are in ſubjeRionto theKing,uſe to hold their ree= 
tings) and how generall proclamation was made, that every man ſhould tran- 
flate tit mercare of all wares and chaffer vendible, thither. Semblably; when 
the Captives alſo. delivered almoſt the fame Incelligence (for Cyrws had given 


order , that {ome ſhould be taken priſoners, of whom he might enquireand 


learne ſomewhat : yea and ſent out certaine Spies, in likenefſe of Nlaves.,as if they 
had bin runnagates from him.)Vpon theſe newes Iſay,which the armie of Cy: 
rus heard, every man, as good reaſon was, beganto muſe and be follicitous : 
they walke alſo up and downe abroad more ftlentthan they were wont, neither 
ſeemed many of them to be cheereful and merryibut flocked togither in compa- 
nies: queſtioning and communing one with another every where; as touch! 
theſe occurrents. Cyrus petceiving then, that feare had poſſeſſed his armie rho- 
rowout : called togither che PRI Captaines and Commannders of all his 
forces: yea and ſo many as whoſe diſcouragement mighe ſeeme' to doe hurr, and 
whoſe reſolute courage doe good. Hee gave his owne* miniſters abont him 
alſo ro underſtand, thar if any other ſouldters bearing atmes were deflrous'tg 
. draw neere, and heare what ſpeech he would make, they ſhould not prohibit vr 
keep them backe. And when they wete gathered all rogirher, hee ſpake utits

than heretofore, when wee gave them an overthrow : and-are beſides throiigh 
Gods favour and grace, farte better appointed at this-preſent; than ever before} 
A wonder it is, Fay, that when you fce-all this, yeeare-not bold aid toutages 
ous. Oh the will of God, if yee be fmitten now witty feare; whidt would yet 
have done, in caſe ſome had brought newes, that thoſe meanes which rake for 
us had bin bent and brought againſt us:IFf, I fay,ye had heard, Firſt and formoft; 
tharthey who beforetime diſcomfired us made head againe,as carrying intind 
ſtill rhar viRory which once they had atchieved : then, thar they; who'at thize 
time defaired the velitary fight and skirmiſh of Archers ard Taveletiers, entted

M: Friends and Allies, Ihavecalled you togittier, becauſe (aw (oinie 
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* Drivers, 


' now efcſoones the ficld,ahd brought with them many more,and choſe equall = 


themſelves. Againe, if word had come, that like as theſe being in complear ar- 
mour overcame the footmen then , ſo their horſemen now were comming 
throughly appointed againſt our men of armes , and abandoning bowes [ ar- 
rowes.] and jayelins, taking every man to his ſtrong launce, advanced forward 
and rode on with full intent to cope hand to hand. Semblably, that there be 
chariots comming, which are not.to be ſo placed, (as heretofore) turned back- 

ward as ready to ſerve for flight: bur as well the horſes inthe teeme drawing, 
be bard and armed with breſt-plares, as the * charioticrs which ſtand in within 
turrets of tymber, have all their upper parts which are ſ{eene,defended ſure with 
Cuiraces and morrions : alſo that trenchant ſyrhes of yron are fitted faſt ro che 
axel-trees: to the end that theſe alſo may drive directly and in a moment forci- 
bly aſſaile the ranks of thoſe who affront them. Beſides all this, that they have 


 *Dromedarics. * Camels, upon which they may ride forward and give the onſet; beaſts ſo hi. 


deous, as that an hundred horſe will not abide to ſee one of them. Furthermore, 
thatthey march on, with turrets, from whence they will bee ready to helpe 
their owne fide, and to annoy you with darting, fo as yee ſhall nor be able to 
fight on even ground. In caſe, I ſay, one ſhould tell you who are affraicd alrea- 
dy, that our enemies had all theſe meanes; what would yee doe then, being ſo 
troubled now as yee are with theſe lying rumours? That Craſws is eleted Ge- 
nerall of their Field; a man, ſo much more cowardly than the Syrians, as that 
when they were in battaile foyled and pur to flight, he ſeeing them vanquiſhed 
whom hee ought to have ſuccoured as his Afſociars, ran himſelfe away and ef. 
caped. And beſides all this,it is dc; dep that our very enemits thinkenor 
their owne forces ſufficient to joyne battaile with us, bur hire others, as if th 
would doe better ſervice for them in the field, than their owne ſelves. The caſe 
ſtanding thus, If there be any that thinke the enemies condition puiſſant and 
the meanes they have terrible: but contrariwiſe our owne to be ſlight and of no 
validity, ſuch men I ſay,my friends, are meet to have their paſſe and to be ſent 
away unto our enemies, For, being there, they will ſtead us better than if they 
were ſtill with us. | | 
When Cyrws had thus ſaid, Chryſantes that Perſian Lord, ſtood up and ſpake 
thus. Mervaile not 0 Cyrzs, if ſome hearing theſe newes which are reported, 
have ſeemed fad and heavy of countenance. For, it was not upon any feare, 
that they looked ſo bur even for very griefe and indignation: Faring like to 
thoſe, who deſirous and making full accompt to goeto their dinners, have ſome 
worke impoſed upon them,which muſt needs be done before they dine.- And 
no man will be glad I ſuppoſe;to heare of that. For,even ſo it is with us: Who 
reckoning,now.to be inthe way of getting great wealth, after wee underſtood, 
that there was. a piece of ſervice yet to bee performed, looked heavily on the 
matter, nor. for any feare, bur deſirous rather that-the ſame were atchicved al- 
ready, Howbeit,confidering that we ſhall fight,nor onely for Syria, which hath 
plenty of corne, ſtore of cattell and abundance of fruitfull Daterrees : bur alſo 
for Lydia, wherein there'is affluence of wine, fi 


* and oyle: unto which the 
ſea flowerh , whereby more goods are brought than any man hath ever ſcene. 


We: 2,1 ſay,of theſe matters,are no longer diſcontented, but moſt confi- 
dent and reſolute:that we may the ſooner enjoy alſo theſe Lydiay commodiries. 
Theſe words delivered hee: Wherewith all the united Aﬀociats. were ol 
y pleaſed, 
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pleaſed , and commended the ſame. Then Cyras, I am of this mind my wor: 
chy friends, with all expedition to march on =__ them: For, firſt by our f6. 
daine comming, wee may prevent and ſurpriſe them eyenin thoſe very places 
where they are getting their Pon : then, the ſooner that wee come uport 
them, the fewer neceſſaries about them ſhall we find in readineſſe;and the ritore 
wanting. This verily is mine opinion. Yer if there he any aniong you of and= 
ther jadgement,thinking wee may take ſore courſe befides,cither fafer ot more 
eaſie, ler him ſhew the fame. Now when many therewere who accorded, and 
ſaid it was necefſarie, with all celerity to march againſt the encmmics,and not one 
replied to the contrary,Cyrus began his oration unto them, to this effect.

Y Friends and Confederates, Our hearts, our bodies, our armour alſo 
Me weare to uſe, be long {ince;praiſed be God, in readinefſe. And 

aow we ought to purvey and get together our voiage-viftuals and 0- 
ther neceſſaries both for our ſelves and for the beafts 'wee employ in our ſer: 
vice, and that for no lefſe time than 20. daies. For, by caſting my accompr1 
find, that we muſt be in our march forward more than 15. In which journe) 
we ſhall meet with nothing. For,all the proviſion is quire conſumed, partlyby 
our ſelves and partly by our enemies, as muchas pofſtbly they contd come by, 
And therefore, gotten there would bee togither, meare ſufficient, as withour 
which we can neither fight no nor live at all. As for wine, wee muſt cycry one 
have as much as may ſerve to acquaint us to the drinking of water. For why' 7 
The greater part of the way which weate to travell is _—_ without wine; 
And fay, wee ſhould for our journey provide good ſtore thereof, yer would ' it 
not hold our. To the end therefore that by a fudden defaulr of it, wee fall nor 
into ſome diſeaſes, this order wee are totake. Let us even ar the firſt beginto 
drinke water with our meat: Which if we now doe, we ſhall find rio great afre-

ration. For, whoſoever feederh upon * thicke grnell, healwaies carerh it int man- _— bar 
ner of * barter tempered with warer : and he rhar lives upon bread; eateth that »Grect pune. - 


bread ſoked in water. Moreover, there are no boyled meates but the ſame? 

dreſſed commonly with much water. If then, after our meale and; repaſt —F 
wedrinke wine, our minds will reſt as well contented. Bur in proceffe of time; 
we muſt cut off even thar wine alſo after ſupper, untill by uſe and caſtome wee 
have learned to be warer-drinkers alrogither. For theſe changes that ate made 
by little and lirtle, cauſe nature to brooke and abide every akeration. And veri- 
' ly this is ir that God himſelfe reacheth us : Who withdraweth us from the 
chilling cold of winter, to-endure the parching heat of ſummer! and from the 


hote ſummer to abide rhe ſharpe winter. By imitation of whom; we maſt be: *or, your bed- 


enured long before to that which we ought to artaine unto. As for the wer 


* of your bed-clothes,* beſtow all that upon your vicuals: For,in cafe ye __ 
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of vicuals to ſpare, yet will it nor be loſt or good for nothing: and ſuppoſe yee 
wane ſuch clothes, tcare ye not bur for all that yee ſhall ſleepe ſweetly. IF nor, 
blame me for it. Now for wearing-clothes, whoſoever he be that hath ſtore 
*bya. thereof, know he thar it helpeth borh ſound and ficke. And as touching * mears 
Giotreed, Aandviands, there ought to be provided ſuch as be for the moſt part, ſharp, tarr, 
alſo, ſauces. biting and falriſh.

For,of all informenrs that 
belong to bread making,thatis the lighteſt, Moreover we ought to have ready 
about us,all ſuch things as ſicke men need. For, thoſe be of boulke and burden 
the leaſt : bur if there ſhould be ſuch occalton,they would be miſſed moſt. Fur- 
thermore, wee mult be provided of leather thongs. For many things by theſe 
are tied and faſtned both ro men and hotſes, which if they bee overworne or 
frerted in twaine, we muſt needs be at. a default, and: do nothing the while, un- 
leſſe a man have ſuch eo gide”, « eng or ſurcingles. Againe, if there be any 
- oneof you can skill of *,polithing his * Iavelin, it were good for him not ro 
"Speare *.. forget a skratcher or greſſer. It were wellalſothat he carry with hima * fyle. 
erlaunce For, hce that wherteth his launce head, giveth an edge alſo in ſome ſort to his 
owne heart and courage. And the man that ſharpneth his ſpeare, would himſelfe 
&. be aſhamed for to bee a coward. Over and befides,meet it is to have * peeces of 
wood, in the wagons and waines. For, where much doing is,it cannot otherwiſe 

be but many things will decay and be worſe for the wearing. There would be 

proper tooles likewiſe had, and inſtruments, needfull for all theſe purpoſes: be- 

e artificers and handicraftſmen are not in all places to be gotten, For, even 

to make that onely which is to ſerve fora day, ſome few are notable. We muſt 

have beſides to every cart or waine a mattocke and a ſpade: and to each packe- 

horſe, an axe, a bill [or acutting hooke.] For, theſc inſtruments be not onely 

neceſlarie for every mans private uſe, bur profitable many times in publike oc- 

. cafions. Well then, whatſoever is requiſite for food and ſuſtenance, yee that are 

*oc porters, The leaders of the * armour-bearers, ſee that yee enquire of thoſe that be under 
you. And regard muſt be had, that nothing be forgotten which any one wan- 

reth. For we ſhall have of ſuch. As for all thoſe —_—_—_— I commaund 

that the dranght beaſts ſhould have, yee that are the Maſters of the Carriages, 

with the bag and baggage ſee thereto: and looke who hath not the ſame, com- 

pell them to provide. Yee that be overſeers of the Pioners, for making of 

 thewaies even and paſſable before the army , have already for thar purpoſe, 

thoſe thatI enrolled, ro wir, out of the darters, archers and ſlingers, ſuch as I 

caſſed and put our of their places. And therefore, thoſe ofthe late darters, yee 

»orpicching ſhall enforce'in this warfare to doe ſervice with an * hewing axe for to cut 
*or houle, Wood: ſuch as were archers, put them to ſerve with a * ſpade, and the ſlingers 
| with a matrocke. Theſe Pioners then thus furniſhed, yee muſt compell ro goe 
beforethe waines by ſeverall troups togither, that if there bee cauſe ro make 

wayes and caufies, yee may Py goe to worke: and that my ſclfe, if I need 

oy mens helpe,may know from whence to ferch rhem for my uſe. I will have 

0 with me copper-ſmiths, and black-ſmiths, carpenters and ſhoomakersſ or 
leather-cutrers] wirkh their tooles, ſuch as be of full age for warfare: to the end 
chere be no want of ought that requires the help of ſuch artificers in an armie. 
= And 
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And theſe verily ſhall befreed andexempt from the raunge.of armour-bearers; 
and having a.cerraine place appointed: fot therti: lagi according rw rheirgkitt 
ſerve all commers, for their.money; :Farchermore it. there be any'* merchatit 
diſpoſed to: follow the canip, minding to fell any wares and: commodities; le 
hint have atlaiwance of victuall, during thoſe 2b..dayes.[[befarcinamed?] burtin 
calc he be. found ſclling oughr elſe intliat-rime, hee hall forfeirand-loſer alt 
he hath. Butafter: theſe dayes be expixed, he mayſclt whar- he will ar his plea- 
ſure, Andlooke which of all theſe merchants or tradeſmen, is knowne to fir" 
niſh the metcate beſt with! wares of all ſorts,” hee ſhall bottrat my hands-2ntt 
mine Allies alſo be beſt rewarded and advanced. Now, ifany ſaati perforrhink- 
eth char hee wants money.to merchandize and 'trade with, ler hiny bring unto: 
me ſuch as know him well, and ſureriesro be bound and to-undertake for him; 
that he will goe with the armie, he may take wharwiehave in our coffers. Thus 
doe I puncually deliver my mind and profeſlc the-ſame.. And:iFany man feerh 
ought elſe, that is requiſite and needfullto be done; let him acquaint methere-' 
with. As.for you;goc your waies and get togither your bagand bagngemhils 
I ſacrifice for.our /happy out-fare. And when: our devorions flaalf be:well per-- 
formed, wee will give you the fignall. . And let every man;bee :ready with 
the premiſes at aplace appointed under their owne colours.

within them,and wear on either fide therof. Alſo-ifthere-chaunced to beanyiter 
by the way,impeaching the paſſage , certaine ſouldiers were appointed beſide, 


tro.goe thither and remedie all. Bur for the moſt part in this march, they kept 
T thus 
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this order tharevery companic had their owne carriage with them. - For, com: 
maundement was given ufto:all the * carriers, that every one-ſhould goe cloſe 


unto his owne compaaic ,: unlefſe ſome im r accident fell our'to the con- 


krary. Moreover every carricr went afore, having the watchword of his owne 
Centinier, ſuch as to all the ſouldiers of that companiexwas well knowne. And 
cherefore they kept their way cloſe and round togither, whiles every one did his 
beſt that non&'of their owne fellowes ſhould be left- behind. And'fo doing,they 
ngcded not to ſecke one another, and therewith were all things hard at hand in 
moxeſafery, whiles the ſouldiers throughour the hoſt, had every thing ſooner 
and xcadier. : Now, the Avantcurriers and Spies that were gone before, ſuppo- 
ſing they ſaw: men' in'the plaines: getting: forage and wood :' perceiving alfo 
draughc-beaftstodraw other things,and feeding the whiles:and by diſcovering 
the coaſts more remote, when they ſpicd as they thought any ſmoake riſing'or 
du8 taiſed on high: by.all theſe fignes: yaderſtood that the enemies armie was 
ſomewhere neere at hand: Wherefore the* Capraine of theſe Spies diſpatched 
preſently one of purpoſe to give intelligence thereof unto Cyru.' 'Vpon which 
edvermade) he commannded;,that rhey ſhould remaine ſtill in the ſame place 
of eſpiall,for tolignific unro him from time to time what new occurrent they 
ſaw. Moreover he ſent 6ur a Cornet of 'light horſemen, into thoſe parts before 
them, with commiſſion to doe their beſt for to intercept ſome or other of them 
abour the plaines, that he might learne the truth more certainly. Who did as 
they were appointed. But Cyrus himſelfe beſtowed the reſt of his forces in their 
ſeverall quarters,to provide whatſoever he thought neceſſaric, before he appro- 
ched the enemies too neere. And, firſt of all, -he willed them to dine, then to 
abide in their owne ſtations ; and fo to have an eye unto that they were com- 
maunded.. When they had taken rheir-dinner, he called togither the Captaines 
of the horſemen, footmenz and chariots, as alſo the Provolſts over the Engins, 
over the carriages alſo with their carts and waines. Meane time whiles they 
came togither , thoſe foreriders who had skowred the plaines , brought with 
them certaine men, whom rhey had taken.. And when theſe captives. wet ext» 
mined by Cy#,: they confeſſed, that they belonged tothe enemies 
were gone out;flome to/provide forage, others for fewell. For, by reaſon 
great multitude in campe.all things were very ſcarce. Cyrs hearing them ſay fo; 
demaunded how farre off, their armie was? who anſwered, 2. paraſangs. Then 
Cyri enquired further and ſad. What! was there any talke of us among them®- 
Yea forſooth; ſay they, and that very much : and namely thar your hoaſt is on 
fote, and approcheth neere. Bur, tell me further qanh Cy1e inaiethey lad 
whenthey heard fo * Nay verily ſaid they, glad they were not, bur exceedir 
fad. And whatarethey doing now, quoth Cyrus f' They area training and ſet- 
tiig the ſouldiers in array; and even fo they were yeſterday anditwo dayes ago. 
Bur who is-he quoth Cyrus that thus embatraileth them 2 Even Craſi« himſelfe 
abſwered they,and with-him a certaine' Grecian, and another Median, one by 
report who is fled from you and turnedrothem. Moſt mighty Zapiter quoth: 
Cyrus;' 6 — catch him, as I defite, After this he commaunded theſe 
wprives to be had away, and returned unto thoſe that were preſent, as if hee 
ſomewhat to ſay uncothem. - | EDDY T2019 00 720 ET 
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How Araſpas returned unto Cyrus,and recounted unto hins all the vrdinagce and 
preparation of the enemie. How himſelfe prepared to raunge 
his men in battaile ray: | 


Y this time was there another come from the * Captaine of the Eſpials, 

laying, that-there was ſeene upon the plaines a great troupe of horſemen: 

and we ſuppoſe,quoth he, that they ride out as deftrous ro viewthis army 
of yours: For, even before this troupe,there be other horſemen to thenumber 
of thirtie galloping, and verily , they make toward us even and anon, haply 
becauſe they would gaine this * place of Eſpiall , if poſſibly they could: and 
ſurely weare but ten in all to make good the ſaid hill. Then Cyrus commanded 
certcine of thoſe horfemen, whom he had alwates attending about him, to ride 
hard under the ſaid Barbican, and thereto reſt and keepe themſelves quier,ſo as 
they might not be ſeeneof the enemies : But, quoth he, when as our ten men 
there abandon the place, ariſe yee and ſer upon them that climbe up the hill :

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How Cyrus entred the field with hi puiſſance- Approched King Croeſus 
to give him battaile. The manner that both armies uſed, to fight 
with their beſt advantage. | 


»Hzsz Capraines then, having made their oraifons to the 
Gods, departed to their Enfignes. But unto Cyrs and the 
Gentlemen of his traine,  whiles they were yer abour of- 
fring ſacrifice, the ſervitours brought both meate and 
drinke. And Cyrus cven as.he ſtood, after conſecration 
of the firſt eſſay, rooke his dinner, and ever gave part to 

| | him that moſt wanted : who alſo when he had performed 
the complements of libations and prayed withall,dranke himſelfe:and fo didall 
the reſt that were about him. Whuch done, having beſought Tuprter the'prote- 
Rour of his native countrey , to vouchſafe him tus guidance and helper, hee 
mounted on horſebacke, and commaunded all the reſt ro doe the ſame. Now 
were they all-that atreaded upon Cyrzs, armed as he was, to wit, in purple ta. 
bards, corſlers and head-pieces of * braflepwith white creſts and with ſwords : 
every man alſo with a javelin of corneil wood. Their horſes were bard, with 
frontlets, poictrels and fide peeces of braſſe. Of the ſame'matter likewiſe were 
the greives thatevery.man wore. - This onely was the difference of Cyrss his 
armour from the reſt : that whereas their harneis was verniſhed over and: laid 
with a golden colour, his glittered like a Cryſtall mirour. When he was once 
mounred, aad ſar ſtill a while, looking to his'way that he was to goe, it* cthun- 
dered on his right hand [in token of good}J:whereupon he ſaid, Thee wilt we 
follow moſt mighty /epicer. And ſo he did fer forward: having on his right fide 
Chryſantes Generall of the horſe with his men of armes, and 47 
lonell of che foormen oa his left. . Hee gave commaundemenr. alſo, thatthey 
ſhould caſt an eye ro the maine Standard, to keepe even and to follow-in 
order. Now, this Enſigne Royall that he had, was a golden Spred- 


plaied upon a long ſpeare. And at and" te the King of Perſia gy

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ſame ſtandard. But before they came within fight of the enemies, he cauſed the 

Armie by teſting-rhrice, co r5ffelh- themiclves. And. by tha time that 

they had matcþfDIgaupe rycay Carly they began to deſcrig their enc- 

mics power to approach and come forwardagainſt them. Now whenthey were 

all evidently ſcene one of anochet, and the enemies derermined on both fides ro 

environ the battalion {of footmen 7 afront rhe, they ſtood ſtill with their 

owne maine barralian :\(For,otherwiſe there can be no encompaſſing round) 

- - and then whecled about therwith for to encloſe the encmics in the mids: ro the 

** end, that when they had embifttaiſed'rhemſelveson both ſides aftef the forme 

r of the Greek letter * Gamma, they might every way fight all at once. Which 

albeit Cyrus ſaw well enough, yer ſtaicd he never the more for ir,bur led ſtill as 

before, and perceiving how fay off the enemies ſtretched our on both ſides the 

wingsand points of their battafle: Mgrke younot Chryſ«ztas, quoth he, where 

the enemics begin to ferch a winding compaſſe * Yes, very well, ſaith Chryſar- 

245,and I mervaile much thereat: For, me thinks they diſtract the points very 

farre from their owne maine bartaile : yea and from ours too, quoth Cyras, I 

aſſure you. And why ſor ſaid Chryſantas: beeauſe quoth he, leſt if their wings 

were necre unto us, and their owne maine batraile farre remooved, wee might 

charge upon them. Bur how canthey then afterwards helpe one another, aid 

Chryſantas, when they be fo farre aſunder * It s evident quoth Cyrss, that their 

purpoſe is, when their wings. bave proceeded fo farre as to flanke us and to ſtand 

againſt rhe ſides of our hot : then to turne ſhort againe as it were into ſqua- 
drons, and fo at __ on way robe ſer ron But rwhe:thinke you, {ai 

Chryſantas, is this their policy ,Qr nQ 2 5 quoth*Cyrus, in tegard of 

res they ſee: but in reſpeR of that which they ſee oe they tug them- 

ſelves, more; then if they ſhould aſſaile us afrone,. point; to poine, Hut, you 4r- 

ſamas , quorh Cyrus goe ſoftly before the.

For,now the opportunity we have, bearirig/ 

our ſelves manfully, to ſtead and benefir paſſing well one another many wayes; 

To another Compapy thus would he ſpeake : Yee know I ſuppoſe my ſouldj- 

ers, that theſe rewards are now propoſed: to wir, unto winners. To chace, to- 

wound, to kill, to be poſſeſſed of goods, to gaine renowne and fame, ro enjoy 

freedome, to commaund and to rule. But unto Cowards, whar elfe bur the 

contrary? Whoſoever therefore loverh himſclfe,ler him enter barraile and fight 

as I doe. For,wich my your will no example ſhall I give of covardiſe, nor ad-! 

mit ofany lewd and diſhonorable at. Moreover, as he came to ſome of thoſe 

who had ſerved with him in the former barraile, he ſaid: As for you my doury. 

fouldiours what need I to ſpeake unto you * For, yee wote well enough what @ 

faire day valiant men have, and how badly cowards ſpeed. Then as hee went/ 

from them and came to A bradatas ,he ſtayed, And Abradates, having gen the 
reines unto the * under chariotier, diſmounted,and made towards him : others; « yanhood, 
alſo came running unto him whoſe places were neere.at hand, as well fogrmen/ 
as thoſe who had the condudt of chariots. And when they were come, Cyrus 
ſpake in this wiſe. God hath according to your requeſt, © Mbradaer, judged 
borh you and yours, worthy to lead in the vaward before our Afﬀeociats. .Re-: 
member therefore, that when. you are to fight, they be the Perſians, who fall 
borh behold and alſo ſecond you,neirher will they ſuffer youro be forlorneand 
ſuccourleſſe. Then Mbradates, For mine owne ſelfe, Cyrus. Lthinke all well 
enough with us. But for the ſides of the battaile, I am perplexed and troubled. 
For, I ſeethat the enemies points be ſtrerchedour in length and thole very firme, 
by reaſon,as well of their chariors as all other forces : Whereas we have oppo- 
ſed againſt rhoſe nothing bur chariots. And therefore, bur thar the charge of this 
place, is by lot fallen unto me, I would have beene abathed co be here : in ſuch 
fafery, methinks I am. Goeto quoth Cyrzs, If you be well for your own&pa 
take you no thought for them. ForT truſt, with the helpe of God ro ode 
marter ſo, thut [hull ſhew unto you thele ſides of the enemies naked. A e 
E beſeech you not to give the onſer upon. the .enemies,, before you ſeeeven 
* thoſe; whom you feare now ſo much, put to flight. (Theſe brave words'ver 

gave Cyrus forth at the point! of batraile,) being otherwiſe none of theſe great 
and vanting boafters.) But when you berhele quoth Cyrus once to flie; then 
thinke me to be hard at hand, and then, luſtily charge you. For-rhen-ſhall you 
find the enemies ro be ſtarke cowards, and your friends right hardie'fouldiers 
And verily,whiles you have leiſure, 6 4bradatas, rideevery way'all about you 
chariots, encourage and exhorr your men ro give the onfer: parcly: by. yg 
Jightfome countenance embolden them, and partly by hopes relieverhem; And 
that yee may ſeeme the beſt and moſt valorous of allthoſe that be'moutirced fa 
Chariors,kindle ſome emulation among them. For, know aſluredly, that if this 
bedone, they will hereafter ſay,'that norhing is more gainefulbrlian* Vertuey * aux. 
So Abradatas gat up againe into his ' Chariot and did- accordingly.-: Bur: Cyrus 
paſſed on, md bitng come to the left wing were Hyſtafpas was with halfe of che 
Perſian. Cavallery, called unto him.by name and ſaid. You ſee now HyHaſpas, 
apicce gf ſervice, whereinthere is need of /your celexiry and expeditions Por, 
if now we can getthe ſtarr of our enemies, a fall firftro the killing w—_ 
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' there ſhallnot one of us die. Hyſtafes ſmiling hereat: Ler me alone quoth hee 
with the enemies afront. And for thoſe on the fide, give you the charge to 
others that they be not idle, Why ! quoth Cyr#s, I my ſelfe will take them in 
hand. Burt, Hyſtsſpes , remember you this: that unto whomſoever of us God 
ſhall give the upper hand, in caſe there remaine ſtill any daunger of hoſtilicy, 
we alwaies ſet upon thar part that maketh head and maintaineth fight. Havj 
thus ſaid hee went forward, and being come as farre as to the {ide and to: the 
Capraine of the chariors which were there, he ſaid unto him:Come I am to ſuc- 
cour you: But when you perceive once that we charge the enemies at the * ends, 
thien doe yee alſo your devoir to breake thorow the mids of them. For,in more 
ſafety ſhall yce be when ye are * withour, than encloſed within. Paſſing on till 
untill he was behind the wagons, hee commaunded Artagerſes and Pharmathns 
to ſtay there with athouſand footmen and as many horſemen. And 
ye underſtand, faith he,thar I fall upon them that are inthe right wing, the yee 
alſo them in hand, thar be oppoſite unto you. For, yce ſhall tight a the 
. - point in-that place, where the maine battalion is becoine weaker ; A 
yee embarrailed as yee are, in athicke ſquadron, that yce may be the ſtronger. 
And verily the enemies horſemen (as yee ſee) are raunged hinmoſt : againſt 
whom in any wiſe oppoſe the raunged troupe of the Camels. For know this 
aſſuredly, that before ye fight, ye ſhall ſee your enemies to become ridiculous

ded 4/als; ro Mears; and with that, Cyres ſhewed himiclfe, and preſently witty 
his men bf artmes flanking-the enemies ; withall ſpeed joyned-bartaile, The: 
Hequayalls in goodatray, ſoone followedafter, and charged them onevery: 
ade, ſo, as thatthey had the greater vantage of them by farre, For, wich their: 
maine barralion, they gave #charge uponſthe wing, whereby ir catac-ro a

thac the enemies were mightily diſcomfited and quickly put to flight. When 
Artagerſesperceived that Cyrus was in Action and entred into.rthe medley, him- =. 
- felfealſo came in fiercely with his * Camels onthe left fide,according as Cyrae » or,Drome- 
badcommaunded. Their Horſes could nor abiderheſe Camels a great way 4zics. 

off, bur as their narure is, being madded, ſome runne away, others flung out of 

cheir ranks, and ſome againe ruſhed one uponanorher. For, thus fare horſes, 

when once they cſpie Camels, And Artagerſes with his ownemen in goodar. 
ay and himſelte well appoinced preafſed hard upon ther thus diſranked : and 
withall pur forth his Chariots at once both on the right fide and alſo on the 
left. Whereupon many of them, to avoid the Chariors were killed by thoſe 
who followed at the wing : and as many there. were , who flying from them, 

were intercepted and caught up by the Chariots, Abradates alſo, for his part 
flacked norime, but cryingalowd, Follow me friends, follow mee, ſpared no 
hocſe-fleſh, bur by pricking his Steeds drew blood of them good ſtore. And 
wich him the reſt of the Chariotiers made a violent impreſſion upon them, 
Then unmediatly the enemies Chariots fled from them , ſome taking their ri- 
ders withthem , others leaving them behind. But Abradatas paſſed direftly 
. through them,and violently atlayled the Phalang of the Agyprtians: and togt- 
ther with him, they alſo who ſtood embatteled next, did fer uponthem. And, 
as many waies elſe it iscleerg, that there is no barttaile more ſtrongly arraunged, 
than chat which confiſteth of friends aſſembled to fight rogither : ſo, ar'this 
time, thatcompanie of his about him,ſhewed nolefle. For,they were hisfami- 
liar friends in cnapagions at his cable that ſtucke cloſe to him and joynely 
chargedthe enemice, The reſt of the Chariotiers, when they ſaw how the #- 
gyptians with a ſtrong troupe ſtiffely abid the ſhocke, withdrew themſelves 
raward the Chariors as they fled, and followed after them. But. Abradatas his 
cdmpanic,where they had once broken in, becauſe rhe Agyptians could not 

give backe, by reaſon of thoſe their fellowes who ſtood thicke abour them on 

every ſide, look how many they encountred direalyin their way, with violence 

of horſes they ſlew andoverthrew, and as they fell, trampled and cruſhed in 

pieces themſclves, their armour,their horſes and wheeles : whatſoever the yron 

* ſpches of the chariots tooke hold of, they violently cur in twaine,as well har- * Ochookes 
avis and weapons as men. In this tumultuous medley that cannor be expreſ- 

fed in word, i forruned that CAbradates, for that his charior wheeles were 

flowne off, by reaſon of ſo many confuſed heaps ofall ſorts, fell out of it with 

others beſides that accompanied him in this exploit, who having bornethem- 

ſelves with him in fighr right manfully , were there: ſlaine and left dead in the 

place. The Perſians following hard after, ruſhing thxher where Abradatas & his 

companic had made the overrure , diſranked the enemies and killed them outs 

right. Bur the Bgyprians where they ſtood (till, in good order, not difarrayed 
(andcheſe were many in number) advanced direQly forward al a-breſt aganſt 
che Perſizns, where there was a hoteand fierce confli& pell-mell, with launces; 

o ſtaves and ſwords. And, toſay atruth , the Koyprians had the ods 

as well in number asin weapon. For, they bare ſtiffe and long Launees (which 

evenat this day they uſe ) ſhields alſo which covered theirbodies mucty nigre 

thanthe * breſtplaresand bucklers of the Perſians,and helped them ſomewhar . curxca. 
elſe ro punch and ſhoove' from them, firted as they' were ro their ſhoulders. 
| Andtherefore lacking their targuers rogither , they went onand gay >a 


— 
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* or, miſliye, 


them. But the Perſians were not ablero ſuſtaine their force, conſidering they 
carried their light bucklers of wicker at armes end: bur ſoftly retired * foor 
by foot , giving and taking blowes, untill ſuch rime as they gatecloſe under 
their * fabricks aforeſaid. When they were thithet come,the Agyprians 

to have the worſe,and to be wounded afreſh from the Turrets. They then who 
ſtood behind in the rere, would ſuffer neither Archers nor Darters to flye, bur 
lifting up and bending their ſwords at them, forced them both to ſhoot arrowes 
and alſo to fling darts. Hereupongrew agrear carnage of men, and a mightic 
noiſe and clattering,as well of armours as of * caſting weapons of all ſorts, to- 
gither witha wonderfull cry : whiles ſome called to their fellowes, others en- 
couraged them to fight, and a third ſort cryed unto the Gods fortheir helpe, 
Meanc-while, Cyrus, who had purſued in chace thoſe that ſtood againſt him, 
came: and ſeeing the Perſians put backe and loſe ground, he grieved atit : 
perceiving alſo that by no other meanes hecould ſooner ſtay the enemies from 
preaſſing ſtill forward, than by whecling about and riding ar their very taile;he 
commaunded his men to follow him , and ſo rode hard upon their rereward. 
Thus they aſſaile and wound them behind, yea and kill many of them looking 
another way. Which when the Zgyptians perceived, they cryed, That the 
enemies were hard at their backs,and withall, amid their wounds, were faine ta 
turne head upon them and make reſiſtance. Then fought horſemen and foot- 
men one with another, And there it fortuned, that one being falne under Cyrus 
his horſe, as he lay trampled under foot, with his ſword ſtabbed the horfe in 
the bellie:wherupon the beaſt, winfing aad flinging out with his heeles for paine 
of the wound,never reſted untill he had caſt and overthrowne Cyr»s,: But here 
a man might have ſeene , what a worthy matter it is for a Prince to be loved 
of his ſubjects. For,preſently they all did fer up an outcry and with exceeding 
violence, fought rogither right manfully. Here was thruſting to and fro : here 
were blowes given and taken reciprocally, But one at length of -Cyrus his 
guard, alighting from his pwne horſe, mounted him thercupon. - Now when 
Cyrus was gotten up,he might by that time ſeerthe _—_ beaten downe on 
every fide. For, both Hy y with the Perſian Ca- 


jfaſpas was come alr 
vallery,and Chryſantas alſo.-: Howbeit he would not ſuffer them any longer to 
run upon the Agyprians battalion : but commaunded, from without, to diſ- 
chargeatrowes and darts at them. Now, after he had riddenall about, untill 
he was come unto the fabricks, he thoughtgood ro get up into one'of the tur- 
rets,to eſpy whether any other companie of the enemies ſtood to it and foughe 
in any place. When he was once aloft, he ſaw the whole field and plaine before 
him full of horſes, men and chariots : ſo:ne flying, others.chacing ſome win- 
ners, others loſers : ro wit, the enemies running away, and'his owne men ha-. 
ving theupper hand. And verily, of thoſe that were diſcomfited,hecould-ſee 
noneany more bur onely the Agyptians. Who being driven to a freight, caſt 


themſelves round-intoaring , ſo as their armour was onely ſeenc, and they fer 


Cloſe covered under their ſhields. And'now verily, nought did they elſe, bur 


abide many andgrievous extremities. Cyrus then, wondring at themandpity- 
ing their ditrelle, to ſee ſo hardy and valiant men xo die, cauſed allthoſe to re. 


tyre, that charged them on every ſide, not permitting one of themto fightany 
longer. He ſent withall an Herault at Armes untothem, demaunding whether 
they wouldall of them periſh, for their ſakes who had betrayed them, or ra- 


ther 
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ther ſave their owne lives, with the reputation of brave and valourous ſoldiers? 
Vato whom they anſwered, And how can we be ſaved,and yer reputed valiant 
ſouldiers ? Then Cyrus (aid agiine: For thar yeeare the men alone, whom wee 
ſce toabide by it and willing to fight it our. Bur, from henceforth, replyed 
the Agyprtians: By whar good and notable Action of ours may wee poſſibly 
be ſaved « In caſe, quorh he, yee deliver up yourarmes into our hands, and 
joyne with then in amitie, who when it lies in their power to deſtroy you, 
chooſe rather to ſave your lives. Which when the Zgyprians heard, they as- 
ked this queſtion: - Say, we cnter intoleague and friendſhip with you, In what 
manner would youcarry your ſelfe to usward 2 Then, anſwered Cyrus - I will 
doe well by you, and looke for the likeat your hands, as of true liege men. 
And what goodrurne is that ſaid they, which you will deigne us 7 Whereto 
Cyrus made this anſwer. I will give you berter pay, during the warre, than at 
this time yee receive. Bur if there be a peace concluded ; as many of you, as 
liſt ro rarry with me,I will endow with lands to occupie,and Cities to inhabit. 
I will beſtow upon them wives and houthold ſervants. Which when the &- 
gyprtians heard, they intreated him to except this onely in the Capitulation, 
that they might not be compelled to beare armes againſt Creſ#s. For, him a- 
lone ſaid they,we acquir of all fault. As for all other Arrticles they agreed un- 
to : and therewith plighted heir faich and troth interchangeably. [ And even ar 
this very day, the poſteriticof thoſe Agyptians , who then ſtayed with him, 
cominue firme and loyall unto the * King,and yeeld alleageance ro him. ] Vn- 
tro whom Cyres gaue Cities: both thoſe in the higher coumry, which intheſe 
dayes be called, the Agyprians Cities : and alfo Lariffa and Cyllene, neere ro 
Cumes by the Seaſide : which be yer held peaccably in poſſeſſion by their if. 
ſue and off-ſpring. When Cyrzs had atchieved theſe exploirs, he withdrew his 
forces even when it was darke, andencamped in the Thyribarians country.

How Cyrus following the traine of his vittorie forced the Citie Sardes , and tooke 
King Croeſas priſoner. The 4iſconrſe that he held with him as touching the 
' Oracle of Apollo. And how hee did ſet him at libertie, 1nd 
| 2». ſavedthe ſaid Citie from ſaccage. - | 


courageoufly and wonne renowne : and'of thoſe on Cyres fade the” Perſian 
hotſtmen ſeemed to performe the braveſt ſervice. Inſo-much,as that man- 
ner of armour, which Cyrus cauſed them to be made'for themen of Armes, 
caatinyerh ſtill incredirand price to this very day': Alſothoſe fyrhed Chatiors 
werein high eſtecme: forhat even in this age, the King who" reignerhy ivchoſe 
parrs,rereines the uſe alwaies of that watlike kinde of Chariots. The Camels 
_ onely affrighred the horſes and did no other hurt. For, as rhey that rode upon 
then, flew noneof the horſemen, ſo were not they kilted by the horſemen : 
becauſe there was not an horferhar came neereumo rhetn;. And eventhar, was 
thought che ta doc good. Howbeir, there is no valianr man of any worthand 
qualirie, willing either to keepe Camel for his ſaddle, ortoprattiſe fight/and 


E: this battaile, the Agyprians alone of all che enemies bare themſelves

fervice tromitheir backs. Thus therefore being come againe ro rheir wonred 


* Of Perſia: 
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- maunded them with all 


manner and faſhion, they are employed onely as beaſts for carriage. As for Cy. 
rus his ſouldiers, after they had ſuppedand appointed their Sentinels, betooke 
chemſelves,as meer it was, to their nights reſt. 
But Creſs upon this overthrow. immediatly fled with his armie to Sardes: 
che other nations departed and tooke the way homeward, every man reachi 
fo farre as poſſibly he could by night. The morrow morning when day appea- 
red, Cyrus led his power forthwith directly to Sardes : And no ſooner was he 
come tothe walles of the Citic, buthe planted his Ordnance, and bent his En- 
ginsof Artillery , intending to give an Ailault thercto , and prepared ladders 
toskale. Whiles he was buſted hereabour, he cauſed the Chaldzes and Perſians 
the night following to get up unto thoſe munitions and bulwarks of the Sarde- 
ans which ſeemed moſt ſteepe. Now, hethat guided them was a Perſian, one 
who had beene a ſervant to a garriſon ſouldier within the Caſtle of the City: A 
man, that had learned both the deſcent downe to the river, and the aſcent alſo 
into the Caſtle. But when it was once knowne that the ſaid high * fortreſſe 
was ſurprized,the Lydiars all abandoned the wals, and fledevery man whither 
he could. Cyras by the breake of day entred the City, and gave commaunde. 
ment that no man ſhould breake his ray or quit his place. But Creſus being 
ſhur cloſe within his royall Palace, cryed our unto Cyrus: Howbeir Cyras lea-" 
ving a ſtrong guard about him, went in perſon to the Caſtle that was newly 
wonne. Where, ſeeing how the Perſians kept the Piece (as requiſite it was) and 
the Chaldeans armour no whereto bee ſeene (for, runne downe they were to 
rifle and ranſake houſes) y_ he called their Caprtaines togither,and com. 
pecd to avoid out of the Armie; For, I cannot quoth 
he,endure to ſee them that breake order and forſake their ranks,to enrich them- 
ſelves with pillage, above others. * And know yee this affuredly, quoth he, thar 
I had determined with my ſelfe to make you that ſerve with me, ſuch as-all the 
Chaldzes might report to be happie. But now, mervaile nor at all, if ſome one 
ſtronger than your ſelves, ſer upon you as yee depart from hence. Which the 
chaldees hearing, were ſo ſtrucken with feare, that they beſought him to lay 
downe his anger, ſaying, they would reſtore all the money and goods which 
they had taken. To whom Cyrus made anſwer,that himſelfe had no need there- 


; of. Burif yee would have me faith he to ceaſe my diſpleaſure and indignati- 


on, Beſtow all that yee have gotten vpon them that kept the Caſtle : For,if the 
reſt of the ſouldiers ſhall perceive, that they who forſake not their ranks and 
ſtations, gaine greater commodities than others, all will goe well on my fide. 
And even ſo did the Chaldeans as Cyrus commaunded, And as many as had be- 

haved themſelves obediently, received much money and goods of all kinds. 

Now wrhien Cyrus had pitched tents for his owne ſouldiers in that place of the 

City wherein hee thought moſt commodious forthem to abide in armes, hee 

gave commaundement, that to ſupper they ſhould goe. : -Thus having ſet all 

things in order, hecommaunded that Crzſ»s ſhould be brought unto him. No 

ſooner ſaw hee Cyr#s,but he ſaid, All haile, my Lord and Maſter. For, this is 

the name that Fortune hath graunted both you-to uſe from henceforth,and me 
alſorocall you by.. And you likewiſe quoth Cyrus, All haile dCreſvs , ſince 

we both of us are mortall men. But, would you,rhy Creſ#s, quoth he, giue me 

any Counſel +I would to God, faith hee, 6 Cyres, I couldideuiſe ſome good 

thing for you. For, I might thinke, that the fame would be gainefull and com- 

| modious 
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modious to my ſelfe. Then, quoth Cyrus, liſten O Creſws what I ſhall ſay; 
Whereas I ſee my ſouldiers ſpent, by taking exceeding paines,and plunged into 
many daungers, thinke now thatthey hold in poſſeſſion the richeſt Cirie in all 
Afia next to Babylon, I judge them worthy to receive ſome benefit for their 
ſervice. For, this I know, that unleſle they reape ſome fruit of their travailes,I 
ſhall not havethem long obedient unto mee. Howbeit, my meaning is not ro 
give them the ſpoile of this Citie. For I ſuppoſe, that not onely the Citie 
would thereby be utterly deſtroyed , but I wote well alſo, thatin the rifling 
thereof, the worſt will ſpeed beſt. Which when Creſus heard : Give me leave 
I pray you, quoth he ,.to ſay unto ſome of the Lydians, whom I will make 
choice of, that I have obtained at your hands thus much , Thar there ſhall be 
no pillage at all, and that you will nor ſuffer their wives and children to be 
quire andone: In regard of which grace and favour , Thar I have promiſed 
unto youinthe name of rhe Lydians , that they ſhall willingly and aſſuredly 
give unto you as a ranſome wharſoever is faire and of beſt price in all Sardes. 


- For, if they ſhall heare thus much, I am affured they will come with what - 


"beautifull thing or precious jewell cither man or woman hath here. And like- 
wile, by another yeere, the City will be repleniſhed with many goodly things 
' * for you. Whereas, if you fall ro ſacke and {poyle it, you ſhall have your very 
arts and (ciences, which are the fountaines, they ſay, of all good things, to 
Tiſh utterly. Moreover,ſeeing and knowing all this, you may come and 9% 1 
| further hereafter of ſaccage at your pleaſure. But firſt of all,quoth he,ſend you 
for mine owae treaſure: and let your officers require the ſamear the hands of 
mine, the-keepers thereof. Cyrus approoved all chat Creſ#s had ſaid, and gave 
conſent to doe accordingly. Burt tell me firſt my Creſ#s, quoth he,and that to 
_ the full, wharwas the end of thoſe points which were delivered unto you from 
the Delphicke Oracle ? For, it is reported, that you-have highly honoured 4- 
polo, and done all inobedience to him. Helas, I would it had prooved ſo,quoth 
Creſus. Butthe truth is, My deportment to Apollo hath beene ſuch, as to doe 
all from the very firſtcleane contrary unto him. How came thar about, quorh 
Cyrus? enforme mel pray you. For theſe be wonders,and paradoxes that you 
tell me. Firſt and formoſt, ſaith Creſ#s, ſerting behind me all care, to enquire 
of thar God, thoſe things that were neceſſary for mee, I would needs make 
roofe, forſooth, whether he could anſwer truchor no? And well knowneir is, 
Rich he,l will not ſay, that God,bur even very men who are good and honeſt, 
cannot of all things abide to be diſcredited : and if they perceive themſelves 
once that they are not beleeved,they love not thoſe that diſtruſt che. Bur after- 
wards, knowing that I had committed a grofle abſurditic, and was farre from 
Delphi, T ſend unto him abour children. Bur he, at the firſt time gave mee not 
ſomuch as ananſwer. Yet afterwards, when by preſenting unto him many gifts 
of gold and ſilver both, and by killing very many beaſts in ſacrifice, I had at 
th pacified him, as Ichought ; to this my demaund, how I might doe for 
' children « hee anſwered me, that children I ſhould have. And verily, a father 
I was of children ( for in this alſo I aſſure you he lied not unto me.) But when 
they were borne, I had no joy nor comfort of them. For, the one of them was 
all hislife time dumbe and never ſpake word: the other being growneto excel.

| Vpon the hearing of this Oracle, I rejoyced: For, I thought that the God 


by enjoyning to me a moſt eaſje matter,gave me happines. For, I ſuppoſed, thar 
as other men might partly know ſome, and in part not: ſo every one knew 
himſelfe well enough. And verily all che time following , fo long as I lived 
quietly in peace,no cauſe had I after my ſonne his death, to complaine of for- 
tune. But being once perſwaded by the Aſyrian King to undertake an expediti- 
on, and to warre againſt you: I entred into a workd of daungers. Howbeit, ef- 
cape I did fate for that time, without ſuſtaining any hurt. So, thar herein I 
blame not the God. For, ſo ſoone as I perceived my felfe unablero holdout 
with you in fight, by the helpe of God,both I and alſo my companie gat away 
in ſafery. But now eftſoones,” waxing more proud by reaſon both of my pre- 
ſent wealth, and their per{wafions alſo who requeſted me to be their Generall: 
allured alſo by the rich gifts which they beſtowed upon me: ſollicired againe 
by men who by way of flattery bare me in hand, that if I would take upon me 
chis ſoveraigne government,all the world would be ruled by me: Lord I ſhould 
be of all, and the greateſt Potentate upon earth : By theſe and ſuch like words 
I fay, being puffed up; ſo ſoone as all the Kings and Princes round about me 
had elected me for their Generall, I tooke upon me to condu@:this royall Ar. 
mie:'as if I had beene the onely man ſufficient for that ſupreme greatneſſe. 

Bur in truth, herein I knew not my ſelfe: For that I thought I was able ro match 
you in the field : who firſt deſcended from the Gods,and then, reckoning Kings 

for your progenitours , have even from your childhood practiſed vertue and 
chivalrie. Whereas;the firſt of my aunceſtors that ware a diademe, [I heare ſay, 

became at once, a King and a Free-man. By good right therefore puniſhed IT 
am for mine ignorance inthat behalfe. Bar now at laſt, good Cyrus, quoth he, 

I know my ſelfe : and thinke you Sir, that Apolio ſpake true when he ſaid, Thar 
if I knew my ſelfe,l ſhould be happy ? For,this queſtion verily, I put untq you 
of purpoſe, becauſe you ſecmeable to give the neereſt conjeQure thenof by 

this preſent occaſion, ſeeing in your hand it is to effeR the thing. Then ſaid Cy. 
rus , Impart unto mee your counſell concerning this matter. For, conſidering 


' your former felicitie, I pitic your preſent condition, and herewithall, I permic 


you toenjoy your wife whom you have, your daughters alfo ( for, I heare 
fay you have ſome) together with your friends, your ſervitours, and the table, 
ſuch as hitherto yee have lived at. As for bartailes and wars, I *difableyou : 
If ir beſo, quoth Creſws, then, for the love of God, deliberate no further what 
anſwere to give unto me as touching my happinefſe. For now, I proteſt unto 
you: If you doe thus as you ſay, it will come to paſſe, that the ſamelife which 
others have reputed moſt bleſſed, and ro whom my ſelfe have accorded, I ſhall 
now both have and hold. Then replyed Cyrus, And what perſon enjoyerh this 
ppy life £ Even mine owne wife, quoth he, O Cyr#s. For,of all good things, 
of all delicacies and delightſome pleaſures ſhee hath beene partaker with mee: 

wo | but 
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but of the cares abour attaining rherero, of warres alfo and batraile ſheenever 
had part wich me. And after the very fame manner, you alſo ſeeme to prepare 
me, as I did her, whom of all morrtall wights I loved moſt entirely. And 
thereby, bound I am of durie to offer yer moregifts and oblations unto Apol- 
to, intoken of thankfulneſſe. Theſe words of his, when Cyras heard, he much 
admired the quierneſſe of his minde : yea and from that time forward, whi- 
ther ſo ever he went, Creſ#s he had continually with him : either for thar hee 
thoughtto reape ſome good by him, or becauſe he ſuppoſed, ir would bebeſt 
for his owne ſaferie and fecuritie. And fo for that time they wear ro their 
nights reſt. 

The morrow after, Cyras calling to him his friends and the Capraines of his 
hoaſt: ſome of the he appointed to receive the treaſures of Creſus-ro others he 
gave in charge, that what money ſoever Creſus delivered into their hands, firſt 
they ſhould ſelec our of it for the Gods,fuch a portionas the * Prieſts thought 
200d to be taken, the reſi4ue thereof to lay up in coffers, and fo to beſtow in 
waines: and then, caſting lots for the ſaid waines, carry it into what place fo 
ever they went : that as opportunitie ſerved,every man might take thercof pro- 
portionably to his deſert. And thus did they accordingly.

The death of Abradatas. of faire Panthea and her Eanaches. Cyrus 
| cauſed a goodly Monument to be erected for their | 
perpetual memorie. 


He next morrow, Cyrus having called unto him certaine of his ſerjeants 
and officers abour him. Tell me quoth hee, whether any of you hath 
ſcene Abradatas * For I mervaile much, rhar I cannor have a ſight of 
him now, who heretofore was wont to frequent our preſence. Then anſwe- 
red one of the ſaid officers. My Lord, he is nor living: but flaine he was inthe 
field, what time as in his chariot he valiantly brake in among the EZgyprians. 
All the reſt of his companie fave onely certaine of his familiar friends, avoided, 
(by reporc,) the daunger and forſooke him, when they once ſaw the _ 
troupe of the A2yprians. And now quoth he, the ſpeech goeth, that his wi 
hath raken up his dead corps, beſtowed it in-the very * Carroch wherein thee 
was wane to ride, and brought ic ſomewhither hercabour, to the river PatZs- 
&s. They fay alſo, that his Eunuches and ſervants are a digging for him now 
dead, a grave upon a cerraine little hill : and'the woman her felte fitteth-on the 
ound; who having dreſſed and adorned her husband with fuch things, as ſhe 
d, holderh his head reſting upon her knees. When Cyras heard this, he finore 
his thighs : and forthwith mounting on horſebacke,and taking with him a thou- 
ſand men of armes rode to ſee this woetull ſpectacle. Likewiſe he commaun- 
ded Gadatas and Gobryas, to take with them, whar ornaments rhey could get, be- 
ficting ſo friendly and valiant a man thus deceaſed, and to ſeeke him our. Fur- 
thermore, if. there were any one that had either any Heards, Kine, Oxen, or 
Horſes inhistrainz, him he charged to bring them along wirtr him : [yea and 
many ſh-ep beſides, ro drive to the place whercever he ſhould heare thathim- 
ſelfe was: roche end'that the fame might be killed and ſacrificed inthe _—_

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of Abradatas his Funerall. Now when Cyrus was come, and ſaw the wo- 
man fitting upon the ground, and the dead corps there lying, he wept for very 
ruth of this hard fortune, and ſaid withall, O valiant and faithfull heart : Alas 
the while: and haſt thou left us and gonethy waies? with thar he tooke him by 
the right hand: and loe,the dead mans * hand followed him : For,curt off it had 
batgeby the Zgyptians, and diſſevered from the body with an arming ſword: 
which when he ſaw, he grieved ſo much the more. The Lady alfo, ferting upa 
pitious cry, and taking the hand from Cyrws kiſſed ir,and fitted ir againe as well 
as ſhe could inthe right place: ſaying alſo, The reſt of his body, O Cyrxs, is in 
the like caſe. Bur,what fhould you ſee and view the ſame: And all this I know, 
quoth ſhe, hath he ſuffred for my ſake eſpecially, and perhaps nothing leſle for 
yours. For, I fooliſh and ſilly woman that I was, uſed many words to encou- 
rage him, ſo to carry himſclte as might beſeeme your friend and one worthy 
oft commendation. And as for him, I know very well, he never conſide- 
red what he did, but how he might by any brave exploits and wortby ſervice 
gratifie you. Thercfore, he verily for his part hath had a noble and renowned 
death : whereas I, who exhorted him thereto, fit here alive. When Cyrus. had 
continued a good while filent and ES at length hee ſpake and ſaid. 
This Knight, Madame, hath made an excellent end. For he died with viRtory. 
But here, you ſhall take of me theſe things, wherewith ro adorne his body (for 
both Gobryas and Gadatas alſo were in place, and hid brought with them good 
ſtore of funerall ornaments) and for the time to come, know this, that of other 
things to doe him honour, there ſhall be no want. Nay, there be many of us, 
that proportionally to our eſtare and degree, will in memoriall of him erc& a 
monument: yea and in his honour, killed there ſhall be whatſoever is conveni- 
cat for ſo noble a perſonage. Neither, ſhall your felfe be forlorne and forfiken: 
bur in regard of your chaſtity and all manner of vertue beſides, as I will grace 
you otherwiſe, ſol will commend you upontruſt, to ſome one who ſhall br 

you whitherſoever you would. Do but you fay onely unto whom you deſire 
to bebrought. Then Paythea,ſet your heartar reſt quoth ſhe 0 Cys For,con- 
ceale I will not from you, to whom I have a mind to goe. When Cyras had 


thus communed with herhe departed; Pirying the woman, who had loſt ſuch 
2 husband,and the man likewiſe who had left ſuch a wife, and ſhould never ſve 


| her more. Thenſhe having commaunded her Eunuches to void,uncill ſuchtime 


v opdiier {evrls, 


quoth ſhe, as I have bewailed him o bo and as I would my felfe : willed her 
nurſe toabide ſtill with her : whom ſhe ſtreightly charged, that after her ſclfe 
was dead,ſhe ſhould wind both her husband and her,itrone and the ſame ſhroxw- 
ding ſheer. The nurſe befought her moſt inſtantly, not.ro commit ſuch a deed. 
Howbeit, when ſhe could not prevaile, but ſaw her angry and much diſpleaſed 
with her, ſhe ſat her downe and wept. Then Panthea, whoa good while before 
had prepared acimirer for the purpoſe, *killerh-her ſelfe, and refdſing her head 
upon her husbands breſt, yeelded up her vitall breath.. With thar, the nurſe 
Skriked our aloud, and enwrapped them both according as Parthes had given 
her in charge. wore being advertiſed what a deed the wothnan had | 
was wonderouſly affrighted, and went to fee, if haply he might helpeand doe = 
any good; At which very inſtant, her Eunuches who were: innumber three 

ſceing'whar was befallen, drew forth theircimiters alſo, and inthe very place, 
where ſhee had commaunded them to ſtand, flew themſelves. In memoriall- 


whereof, 
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whereof, it is ſaid, that thoſe Eunuches Tombe thenere&ed, remaines to this 
day. Vpon an upper pillar were written aloft, by report the names of the huſ. 
band and wife, and thoſe in Syriack letters : but below are three other * Co- . 
lumnes with this Inſcription &rworxan (i, of the Eunuches.) Cyrus when hee 
was come neere unto this pitious fight , as he wondered much at-the- womans 
aR, ſo when he had lamented for her hard fortune, departed. And verily good 
order was taken as meet it was, that they ſhould be honouxed with all due ob- 
ſequies accordingly, yea and as the voice goeth,a mighty great monument and 
aſtarcly was there erected for them.

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How Cyrus by the wiſedome and policie of Caduſius, teoke the King of Phrygia 
| yr wc bo under p rnekcf in (mall time the C Zo 
the CArabians and all the Nations round about. Which 
done, how he embattailed his forces to the num- 
ber of 40000. men in armes, and 


ter all this, the Carians vpon ſome diſcord and variance that aroſe a. 
them, growing to civill warre, thoſe I meane, who held and in- 
habired the ſtrong forts of the country, came from both ſides ro Cyrus 
and befought his aide. And Cyrus himſelfe remaining ſtill in Sardes , cauſed fa- 
bricks and engins, and warlike rammes to be made, to the end hee might raze 
their holds and caſtles who would nor come in and yeeld obedience unto him. 
Bur into Catia he ſent Cadvſius the Perſian, a man otherwiſe notunwirty, nor un- 
Skilfull in military fears, and beſides very gracious and of pleaſane behaviour, 
him I fay,he ſent with the conduct of anarmie : Tn which expedition, the Ce/- 
cians and Cypriens right willingly joyned with him. Which was the cauſe rhat. 
he never did (er any Perſias Lord over the C:licians and the Cypriams, but ſtood 
contented with their owne native Kings. Howbeit, he impoſed a tribute upon 
hem, and enjoyned rhem to ſerve in his warres, as occaſion required. Now 
when this Cads{iws, Generall of the forces above-ſaid, was come into Carie, 
there preſ; themſclues unto him certaine Car:avs of both factions , ready 
| to receive him into their ſtrong forts and walled townes , for ro cndamage the 
adverſe fide. But Cadufime did by both alike , and ſhewed vnro them the ſame 
countenance : ſaying unto thoſe with whom hee happened to parle, that my 
ſpake to right good purpoſe, and propounded conditions ſtanding berter wi 
reaſonchan the other : willing them withall, to carry the bufineſſe ſo cloſely , as 
thar their oppoſites might not know they were enred into amity with him,oa- 
king ſemblance a if by this meanes he meant to ſer uponthe adverſe fide more 
unprovided. Moreover he required fecurity on both parts : to wit,thar the Ca- 
rians ſhould ſweare for to recave the Perſtans into their walled rownes withour 
all fraud, andro the behoufe of Cyr» and the Perſiavs: alſo that himſelfe ſhould 
rake an oath, that he would enter into their forrs without guile and to the ge 
of thoſe char admitted him. Which when he had made ſure, he appointed unto 
chem both, one and the ſame Ng without the knowledge either of other:and 
. Init with his Cavallery entrcd rheir Caſtles, and ſo at one time, became or 


f 
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of both their ſaid fortreſles. ' So ſoone as day appeared,ſitting in the mids with 
his army about him, he called before him, ſuch perſons of either fide, as were 
men of worth and action, who being in place, and looking one upon another, 


 tooke the matrer very ill: ſuppoling they were on both ſides circumvented and 


deceived. But Caduſims made a {peech unto themto. this cffeR. I ſwareunto you, 
O yee Carians,thar I would cnter theſe holds and caſtles withour all guile, and. 
for their benefit who received me. Therefore, If I ſhould deſtroy either of you, 
I iudge my ſelfe to have come in, to the hurtand hinderance of the Carzans: 
But if I make peace betweene you, and worke it ſo, that yce may in ſafety till 
your grounds, I ſuppoſe then, that my comming is for your good and profit. 
And therefore, behoovefull it is, that from this day forward , yee commerce 
friendly one with another, follow your husbandry without feare, and contra&t 
mans marriages betweene your children reciprocally. Now if there be any 
of you belides the true meaning hereof, goe about to offer injurie : know they, 
that boch Cyrus and we will be enemies unto them... From thenceforth, were the 
ſaid Caſtle gates ſer open, the waycs frequented with paſſengers reſorting ro 
and fro, and the ficlds full of husbandmen titling the ground. On both Fes 
they kept holidayes and made feaſts; In a word, all places were with peace and 
joy repleniſhed. 
Soone after, there arrived certaine meſſengers from Cyrus [unto Caduſpus ] 
demaunding of him, wherher he ſtood in need of any forces or munition * ;Vn- 
to whom he made anſwer, that he could make uſc, even of the armie which he 
had already elſe-where. :And, no ſooner had he uttered theſe words, bur he led 
away his power, leaving behind him in the faid walled rownes, ſouldiers in 
iſon. But the Car/ans earneſtly beſought him to ſtay, which when he refu- 
Edo doe, they ſent unto-Cyr@v, requeſting him to ſend Caduſius unto them for 
to be their Governour. mw NT | 
About this rime, Cyr#s hadfſent away Hy/taſþas with an armie,into that Phry- 
ia which bounderh upon Helleſpontue. Therefore, after that Caduſins was come, 
commaunded him to follow with his power,that very way where Hy/af.cc 


' was gone before: tothe end that the Phrygians might the rather yeeld obedi- 


ence-unto Hyſtaſþas, hearing once that other forces were to.joyne.with his: And 
verily-thoſe Greeks which inhabit the ſea-coaſts, by giving many preſents, 
wrought ſo, that they were not.compelled, to admit the Barbarians into their 
ter pes : bur onely to pay tribute, and goero ſerve in the warres,whither 
Cyrus ſhould commaund them, Bur the King of Phrygia prepared to ſtand up- 
on his owneguard, as if he would defend his ſtrong holds and not obey: and fo 
he openly gave it out and ſent defiance. , But when his Captaines were once re. 
volted from him, ſo that he-was lefc alone, art the laſt he rendred himſelfe into 
the hands of Hyſtsſþas, for to receive his doome of Cyrus. Then Hyfeþe leaving 
behind him ſtrong garriſons of Perſian ſouldiers in the fortreſſes,diſlodged,and 


| Ie away with;.him over and above his owne forces, many. Phrygians as well 


horſemen as targuatiers. Now Cyrus had given authority and.commiſſon unto 
Caduſins,after he had ioyned with Hyſoes, to bring thoſe Phrygians with their 
armour, who made choiſe to fide with him: but ſuchas choſe rather to fight, to 
unhorſe and difarme; and commaund them all to follow. with ſlings. Thus were 
they at that time employed. VE Ps | 
- But Cyr#s went forward out of Sardes [rowatd Bakylon, ] leaving there inthe

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City a ſtrong garriſon * of foormen : having Creſas in his:company ahd carry. Hor my 

ing cb with him many carts and waines loden with treaſuxe and: riches of all G7 Perfies 

ſorts. Creſ#s alſo thither came, who having preciſely ſet downe in writing, all 

che parcels of treaſure which were in every waine, gave up the {aid booke into 

Cyrus his hands : ſaying withall unto him : If you haveabour you quoth be,Q 

Cyrus, this Inventary,you ſhall know who dealerh truly and juſtly, in delivering 

up his charge, and who doth not. Then faid Cyrus; You doe well, good Craſus, 

ro provide thus for rhe worſt. Bur ſurely, they thall-for me, carry the goods, 

who-are worthy, cven to be owners thereof : ſo that if they embecile or ſteate 

any: of it, they (hall but rob themſelves of their owne goods. Whiciz.ſaid, hee 

pur thoſe notes into the hands of his friends and Captaines,that they might rake 

account and know, whether they that had the charge of thoſe things delivered 

them backe ſafe and ſound, or no 2 The Lydzans likewiſe, as many as he ſaw to 

ſhew themſelves gallantly in armes on horſebacke and in chariots, ſuch alſoas 

endeavoured every way to performe thar, whereby rhey thought to doe him 

pleaſure, he led with him in his armic. Bur whom he perceived to follow him 

unwillingly, from them he rooke their horſes, and gave them to thoſe Perſaans, 

who firſt had ſerved with him in the warres. Their armour he burnt, and con- 

ſtrained themſelves to follow after with ſlings : Yea and all thoſe without 

armes, whom he had vanquiſhed and ſubdued, he forced to exerciſe the ſling : 

thinking that kind of weapon and manner of ſervice moſt baſe and ſervile. For, 

how ever it falleth our, that flingers otherwhiles if they be in place, with other 

forces ſtand in very good ſtead : yet by themſelves, pur them alrogither,if they 

encounter bur a few of ſuchas uſe weapons for cloſe fight at hand, they are not 

ableto hold out the skirmiſh. Now in his journey toward Babylon, he brought 

under his ſubjecion by the way,the Phrygians inhabiting thar great Phrygia:the 

Cappadocians alſo and Arabians he ſubdued. And with the harnois and weapons ; 

of all theſe, hee furniſhed the Perſia» horſemen to the full number of 40006. 

 Semblably many of the Captives horſemen he diſtributed among all his Afſo- E 
ciates throughout. So, he came before Babylon with a mighty power of horſe. * 6 

men,with many archers alſo and darters, but with flingers innumerable.

- How Cyrus laid ſiege unto the City Babylon , aud by a wonderfull ftratageme = 
worn t. How the King of Aſſyria and bu men, were flaine, the ITS 
| City put tothe ſacke, and the fortreſſes rendre 
into hu hands, 


(35 vs being now ſet before Babylon, with his whole armig, inveſted the 

+ City. Then accompanied with his friends,and ſuch of his Aſſociates as 

were men of Action, himſelfe in perſon made a bravado and rode abour 

the towne. After he had well viewed the wals thereof, he intended preſently ro wy 
withdraw his forces from the city. At which time a certaine fugitive from out 
of the rowne came and gave him intelligence , that the Baby/onians would lally 

forth upon him, as hee ſhould retire with his armie: For when from the wals 

they beheld this maine barraile of yours faith he, it ſeemed but weake. And no 

mervaile in very truth, rhat it ſhould be ſo. For, whenthey encircled the wals 


being 
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| being ſo large in compaſle, it could not otherwiſebe but the faid maine bartali- 
* orahicknefſe. gn muſt grow thin, and beare a ſmall * depth wich it. Which newes when cy- 
| rus heard, ſtanding inthe mids of the armie with his guard about him,he com- 
maunded the ſouldiers heavily armed, ro diſplay and ſtretch out the faid bar- 
* or, poynts. talion from borh* ends, and to goe off, cloſe by that part of thearmie thar 
ſtood ſtill ancill ſuch time as borh the faid points raught unto him, and enclo. 
ſed the very:mids: Whictr when they did : 'both they who kept their ſtanding 
now that the bodie of the-batraile was double in thickneſle; as alſo thoſe that 
went from both ends, were more emboldened. For they that ſtood ſtil}, were 
preſently. neere unto the enemics.” But when by this manner of paſſing 'toand 
fro, they had broughr both points rogither : they ſtood more ſtrong and con- 
fident, as well they that went off, by reaſon of them before, as rbey before al 
ſo, for thatthoſe behind joyned'unto them. By meancs of diſplaying and ſpreas 
ding the battaile in this manner : the beſt muſt needs bee raunged tormoſt and 
hinmoft, bur the worſt caſt into the mids. Which order of embarttailing ſee- 
med to be well provided both for to fight , as alſo ro keepe them from flight. 
Moreover, the horſemenand light appointed skirmiſhers in the wings, approa- 
; ched ever to the Generall ſo much the neerer, asthe maine battaile thus reen- 
*davorlza, = Forced and doubled, bare greater * thickneſle and became deeper. Afﬀeer ow 
* by licleand were in this wiſe put inarray, they gave backe from thence * foot by foot, {o 
_ farre as a dart ſhot raught:from the wall: Bur when they were once withour 
their reach, they turned their faces toward the city: and verily at the firſt, ha- 
ving ſtepped ſome few paces forward, they: ſhifted full upon their ſhields: and 
ſtood ſo, as they might behold the wall ar full, and the farther they were off, 
they ſhifted ſo much thinner. Now when they thought themſelves to ber in 
ffety, they retired in a continued order togither,-untill they were come unto 
their rents. And after they were encamped: Cyras calling to him his beſt war. 
riours and men of aftion,faid thus unto them. -: _ 
My Friends and Afſociates,we have viewed thecity round about: and how 
it is poſſible ro force by aſſault the wals, ſo ſtrong and high withall, Icannor 
- ſee, Butthis I ſuppoſe; thar the greater multitude of people there be withinthe 
City, ſo long as they yſlew not forth to fight, the ſooner ſhall they be overta. 
ken with hunger. - Valelle therefore, yee canalleadge ſome other way, my ad- 
viſe is, that preſently we lay fiege and beleaguer them. Then ſpake Chryſantes: 
* ar,aquarcer This river here which is above * 2. furlongs over : runneth ic * through the 
of amile.. mids of the city £ - Yes verily anſwered Gobryas, and fo deep it is withall, that 
wids. two men ſtanding one upon the head of another will not reach above the wa- 
ter: Whereby the city is better defended with the river than with the wals. 
Lertheſe marters goe by, quoth Cyr#s then, unto Chryſaxtas, which are above 
our ſtrength, and after that we have withall ſpeed raken meaſure, we mult of 
neceffity quarter our ſelves accordingly, and goc in hand to dig a mighty deep 
_ and broad trench, to the end that we may have need, of as few warders a& may 
| be. Having meaſured therefore all abour the wals, leaving a ſpace from the r1- 
»or,placformes Ver ſufficient for great * bulwarks, hee digged an exceeding great trench round 
about the wall, caſting up theearth toward themſelves. Then, the firft thing 
 thathedid was to raiſe skonces hard to the river fide,making their foundations 
*b fie upon Date trees,which raoke upno leſle than * an acre in length. (For they will 
| +, Pahpuat- grow ourin length more than fo) becauſe the nature of the Date recs is ſuch, 


that 
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thar if they bee preſſed downe with any weight they will (welt or bunch up- 
ward, after the manner of thoſe * grear aſſes | backs Jcalled Canthelij. Now; ware 
theſe trees he buile upon of purpoſe, that hee might ſeeme eſpecially , ro lay 
fiege unto the city , andincaſe the River ſhould breake into the trench, yer 
it might not carry away the ſaid * skantſes. He erected alſo many other turrets , 
or sSkantſes upon the * earth that was caſt up, ro the'end he might have as many nec] 
places for Sentinels and warders as poſſibly he could. Wb-<-- 4x 
- Andthus verily were they imployed. Bur the Babyloniens upon the wall, 
made a mocke atthis manner of ſiege, 'as who were ſtored with vietuals within, 
for 20. yeeres and more. Which when &yr»s heard, he divided his armic into 
12. parts, that each part might by turnes watch and ward one moneth in the 
yeere. The 'Babylonians likewiſe hearing of thar , derided them ſo much the 
more, thinking this with themſelves, how rhe Phryguans, * Lycians, Arabians and * me. 
Cappadecians ſhould haue the warding of them, afl whom they ſuppoſed to be *<114iam- 
more friendly aff:cd unto themſelves. than to the Perfiavs, And now by this 
time were the trenches digged and caſt up. Bur Cyrus _—_— ceclligence that 
there was in Babylon ſuch a feaſt ſolemnized, whereat they uſcall ro drinke,eae 
and banker all night long, thereupon ſo ſoone as irgrew to be darke he tooke 
with him a number of men,and opened the heads of the trenches toward the ri- 
ver : Waich done;the water inthe night time flowed and ran into the trenches, 
. andthereby,the chanell of the river, keeping his way thrbugh the ciry, became 
fo paſſible, as that it might be waded through by men.' Whiles this was thus 
in hand about the river, Cyr#s commaunded, rhe-Pexfian millenaric * Colonels * Chiliarchi o- 
as well of foor as horſe, to come unto him, leadifig their regiments of rhoy. "= 990 
ſands 2. by 2. in ranke. As for the reſt, that were affociars, hegave order to fol- 
low at their backs arraunged, as they were before. And they verily preſented 
themſelves accordingly. Then Ops cauſing officers and miniſters both foot- 
men and horſemen to enter into the drie part of the river,' commaunded them 
to ſound whether the bottom thereof were firme/ground and paſhible or no? 
And after they had brought word backe, that ir might be waded through, hee 
. aſſembled the Capraines as well of foor as horſe, unto whom he madeſuch a 
ſpeech as this. This river,my loving. Friends, hath lefehis ordinaty courſe rhar 
leaderh into the Ciry. Ler us enterin therefore with confidence fearing nought, 
Conſidering thar they papal whom wenow advance;'be no other than the ve. 
ſame, whom when they were well friended and backed with affociats, when 
were all awake,ſobecr,armed and in order embarrailed, wedtfaited. Where- 
as now, we march againſt them, what rime as miany of them are-afleepe,” many 
drunke,and all out of order. Bur that rhey ſhall perceive alſo;'rhat we are got- 
een within the Ciry, they will be farre lefſe ablet6 fightthan/now': For that 
they ſhall be aſtonied and amazed at this unexpeRed ſurpriſe. Andif any man 
haply thinke, that wee ſhall havea hote welcome arour firſt entrance, for feare 
leaſt the rownſinen ger up to the roufes of their houſes, and from thence aſſaile 
us with ſhot onevery fide, let this moſt of all embolden-you: For,ifanyof them _ 
ſhall climHve up to their houſe-tops, we have a God to helpe us, even* Yulcave, * Fire: 
For,the porches of their houſes be foone ſer on fire,the dores are tnadle of Dare- 
rree-wood, and thoſe verniſhed and laid ovet with Bitumen, which will ſoone 
catch fire and burne. As for us, good ſtore we have of marches and torches, 
which will quickly kindle and makea greae fire.

came and difppiched, They alſo abour hun were {laine every mothers ſonne : 
whiles-one oppaſed ſomewhat in their way, another did whar he could to flie 
and eſcape;;;ahd-in onewprd.whiles. every man defended himlclfe by what: 
meanes hemight, Inthis.meanc while Cyrus {ent forth cerraine Corners of 
horſemen-intg. the ſtreers, with commandemeat to kill whomſocver they found. 
out of thein favuiles 4 butite; as many as kept withun doores, he made Proclama- 
virg by themouth of chaſe ghar. were, Skilfull inthe Syriacke rongue roabide

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all the Babylonians ſhould bring our and deliver up their Armes. And where- 
ſoever inany houſe there ſhould be found harnois or weapons, he commanded 
as many as were therein to be pur to death, So they brought forth their armes 
accordingly which Cyrus beſtowed in the forts, thatthey might be in readi- 
nefieagatnls the rime of need. Which done ,' the firſt thing chat he wentin 


hand wich, wasto call for the * Magi. And becauſe the Citic was taken by « priecs. 


force of armes, he charged preciſely, thar the firſt fruits of the ſpoile 
ther with all the ſhrines and chappels , ſhould be ſeleRed apart for the 
Afeer this, as well private houſes as ſtately and princely edifices, he diſtributed 
among thoſe whom he ſuppoſed to have had a hand in thatexploit. And thus 
as it was thought good and decreed, he awarded the beſt unto the beſt. But if 
there wereany mnn,thatimagined he had a leſfe parc than he deſerved,he willed 
him ro come forth and declare ſo much. Moreover we 29s by way of 
Pay * tribute, yeeld * Or,rear. 
obedience and ſervice tothem, unto whom every one was allotred. Further- 
more he proclaim:d thus much, that both Perſians and thoſe who any wayes 
com nunicated with them: yea and as many of the Confederares alſo as choſe 
to ſtiy with him, they ſhould terme as their Lords and Maſters to whom

How Cyrus eſtabliſhed his Kingdome in Babylon : inſtituted the honour and ve- | 
neration of Kings : entertained Eunuches for the ſervice of his 


houſe - and Perſians for the guard of his perſon. 


- owne perſon, as beſtemed rhe Stare of a King, by the adviſe of his 
fiends,thought ir good,that with leaſt envie hemight be ſeene ſeldome, 
and with greateſt Mijeſtie. This he wrought in this manner, Firſt, by delight 
herooke up his ſtanding, and gave audience to as many, as hadany thing to ſay 
unto him:: Whom, ſo ſoone as he had anſwered and CE ſentaway. 
ce accelle, flocked a- 
bout him in multitudes infinite. Thus whiles they preafled forward and thruſt 
eo come neere unto him, there grew much ſtirre and fighting wirhall : in ſuch 
fort as his Serjeants and Officers did all they could to voide the numbers of 
them, and to make way themſelves to comeunto him. And if any even of his 
friends putting the people by, came within fight , Cyrus would reach forth his 
hand and draw them to him, ſaying in this wife: My friends, ſtay a while un- 
till T havediſpatched this multicude our of the way., and then ſhall wee com- 
mune togirher at eaſe. So, his friends gave attendance : - Bur the concourſe of 
pleconflowed ſtill more and more,ſothat he was prevented by the evening, 
bebe he could have leiſure to conferre with his friends. Therefore ſaid Cyrus 
untorhem.' It is hightime now my friends ( for this day) to breake up the af- | 


1 Fre allthis, Cyr» being now deſirous to compoſe himſelfe ſo, for his 


Folke perceiving that they were thus admitred and had 


ſembly. To morrow morning faile not but come early. For I would glad! 
fpeake with you. When theſe his friends heard him ſay fo, they departed wil- 


 lingly, and that apace, as having beene puniſhed all day long, and 
the neceſſaries of this life. The next morning Cyr#s came againe to 
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place. But then,he was beſet with a greater throng by farre of people, ſuch as 
were deſirous to have accefſe unto him, and much ſooner, were they there, than 
his fricnds aforeſaid, But he having placed all about, a great guard of Perſian 
Halberds and Partiſanes, gave commandement , that none ſhould be ſo hardy 
as to preſent themſelves unto him, fave onely thoſe his favaurites,and the chicte 
Rulers as well of Perſians, as of his Aſſociates. Who when they wereall mer 
rogither,Cyrus ſpake unto them inthis manner. 

My friends and Confederates, Albeit no cauſe we have to blame the Gods, 
for that hirherto,we have not atchieved all that we wiſhed and prayed for, Yer, 
if the performing of brave explous _ this withall , that a mancannot re- 
poſchimſelfeas hewould, nor take delight and ſolace with his friends, Fare- 
well for my part,all ſuch felicitie. For, both yeſterday ye perceived;that from 
the very morning betimes , wee began to give audience unto ſuirers, and gave 
nor over before eventide : and now alſo yee ſee,theſe are here come farre more 
in number than thoſe yeſterday, to-put mee untonew trouble. And therefore, 
if a map ſhould give way unto theſe, I accompr hereby, thar little uſe yee ſhall 
have of me, or Lof you. And ſure I am, that of mine owne {clte I ſhall have 
very {mall or none at all. There is alfo, -quoth hee, another thing beſide, that 
I ſee, very ridiculous. For , howſoever for mine owne part I ſtand affected ro 
you as I ought, yet of all theſe that throng here about mee, I know in manne: 
not one,and they natheleſſe areall of this diſpoſition, that if by thruſting and 
importunitie they can prevent you , they will preſume to obtaine at my hands 
their requeſts and be ſerved before you. But I would think it meet and reaſona- 
ble,tharifany man have need of me,he ſhould make meancs to you my friends, 
ſeeke your favour, and requeſt you to bring them to mee. But ſome man haply 
will aske me why 1 did not carry my ſelfe fo at firſt, but lay open ſo,as | did,ro 
all commers 2 To whom Lanſwere, that I knew the ſtate of warre affaires was 
ſuch, as it bchooved not a Soveraine Commander, to be wanting either juta- 
king knowledge of all things requiſite, or in execution, of ſuch exploiesks by 
ay occurrents be preſented. - And if Generals themſelves were ſeldome ſecne 
abroad, I ſuppoſe that many affaires would have patled by,which were meer to 
be put in execution. But now, ſeeing that this warre {o toyleſome and/labori- 
ous'is layd aſlcepe, my very foule deermeth it to ſtand with equirie, that ir alſo 
may have now ſome repoſe. And therefore ſithence Iam in doubt my ſelfe 
what courſe to take, that not onely our owne eſtate, bur theirs alſo, of whom we 
ought to take the _ may ſtand upright : let ſomeof you adviſe, what in 
his conceit he ſces moſt behoovefull. When Cyrws had delivered theſe words, 
Artabazus ſtood up,him I meane who ſometime claimed kinred of Cyrxs, and 
thus ſpake. Now L aſſure you, quoth he, 6 Cyrus, you have done paſſing well 
toenter into this difcourſe. For, my ſelte even from my childhood began to 
defire your friendſhip. But ſeeing how youſtood in no need of me, [ durſt not 
be ſo boldas to comeunto you. Afterwards when you hapned to requeſt mee 
upona time frankly to relare unto the Medes a meſſage from Cyaxares,I argued 
thus with my ſelfe, that if I performed checrefully. this ſervice for you, I 
ſhould be very inward with you , yeaand enjoy your conference whenſoever 
I would. And verily that affaire I executed ſo, as that you commended mee 
highly therefore. After this, the Hyrcanians were the firſt that joyned with us 
inamutic, what time as wee were exceeding deſirous of Allies,ſo that wee em- 


braced 
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bracedtheir Socieric, as if we had beene deſirous to carry them abour in our 
armes. And who then but they « When this was done, and our enemies 
campe forced, I thought then, you had no leiſure to arrend me: neither could 
blame you for it,bur beare wich you. Then comes mee Gobryes,and he became 


a friend unto-us, whereat I did rejoyce: after him, Gadatas likewiſe: whereby 


ir came to paſſe, thar ſtill ir was an hard marrer for mee to be acquainted with 
you. Semblably , when the Sacans and Caduſtans- became our confederares, 
good cauſe there was that they ſhould be honourably entertained. For why < 
they honoured you. Bur after that wee were returned thither againe from 


whence we firſt ſer our in our expedition, becauſe Ifaw you muchbufiedabour. 


the erccting of a Cavallcry, about Chariors,Fabricks and Engins of Arrillery, 
I made this accompr, that when youhad beene once palt this care and trouble; 
you would have bcenear leifure to regard mee. Howbeit, when the fearefull 
newes came,that men of all nations were banded 8 in hoſtile manner afſemblcd 
againſt us, I underſtood very well, that theſe were affaires of right grea impor- 
tance : Bur yer, if God gave once good ſuccefe therein, I was perſwaded fully 
in my heart, that you and I both ſhould .chen converſe mutually rogither. And 
now that wee have fought a great field and wonne the victory: Now that wee 
have brought Sardes and Cr&ſws under our ſubjetion: Now that we have for- 
ced Babylon, ſubdued and conquered all before us, yer could nor I yeſterday, 
ſo helpe me* Methres, have had accefſe unto you, -but thatI laid well abour 
me with my fiſts againſt many that ſtood in my way©:But when you tooke and 
drew me once by the hand, willing meto ſtay by you,then,forſooth, I was well 
holp up,abiding with you all day long withoutmeat & drinke. Now therefore, 
if by any meanes it be poſſible , that we who havedone you beſt ſervice, may 
likewiſe be chiefe about you and enjoy you moſt, it is well : if not, then will I 
denounceefrſoones in your name, that all depart from you,excepring us onely, 
who from the beginning have beene your friends and followers. Ar theſe 
words, both Cyrus and many others alſo __— heartily. But Chryſantas the 
Perſianaroſe and ſpake in this wiſe. Heretofore, by good reaſon, © Cyrus, you 
have ſhewed your felfe abroad in the eyes of all men, as well for thoſe cauſes, 
which your ſelfe haue alleadged, as alfo becauſe we were not they, whom you 
 werechicfely and above rhe reſtto reſpet. For, we were preſent alſo for our 
owne particular. Bur neceſſary it was for you by all meanes poſſible, ro winne 
the multitude, to the end thatevery one might be moſt willing to undergoe 
the ſame travailes and perils rogither with us. And now,ſceing your condition 
is not otherwiſe, bur you may oblige others alfo unto you, whom you thinke 
met, it is now high time for you to have the benefit of your houſeand home. 


* That is, the 
Sunne. 


For otherwiſe, what fruit ſhould you reape by your Soveraine rule, if you a- ' 


lone want your owne dwelling place, than which there is no land or poſleffion 
inthe world more ſacred, moreſecrer, more proper and familiar 2 Moreover, 
thinke you nor,quoth he,thar even we alfo bluſh for ſhame, to ſee you reſolure- 
ly for to live abroad , keeping our ſelves within doorcs , and ſeeming to be in 
better caſe chan you are : When Chryſamtas had opened his minde in theſe 
rermes, many there were who accorded thereto. Whereupon Cyrus entred the 
Royall Palace; and here they that brought the treaſure taken in Sardes, rendred 
up the ſame. After hee was cntred in, Firſt, hee ſacrificed unto Yefts ; thento 
ſepiter King,and ro what other God ſoever the * Prieſts direted hum. bred 
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- -andleeping, he did caſt about, whom in theſe premiſles he might k 


Theſe complements finiſhed, he began to apply his minde, to the ſertling of 
other affaires.. And taking into.confideration , what a charge he undertooke in 
going about to governe many men; and intending tokeepe reſtancein a* Ci- 
tie, whichamong others of groat name, was moſt renowmed and ſtood ſo ill 
affected unto him, as the moſt enemy Citiein the world could beuntoa man: 
pondeting I ſay theſe _ in his minde, hee thought it requiſtte, roreteine a 
guard about his perſon, Conſidering alſo full well, that men in no placecan 
6k and cafier be overcome; than at eating and drinking, bathing, lying abed 
cepe about 
him moſt cruſty. Hee thought withall, that the man could never be trueand 
faichfull , who loved another more then. him who ſtood in need of his guard. 
And therefore he obſcrved, that ſuch as had children, wives of their owne fitted 
to their minds, or beloyed * Catamites, were by nature forced to affe&t them 
moſt. On the other {ide,ſceingthat * Eunuches wantedall theſe, heconcluded 
that they would ſer moſt by them , that-were able. to cnrich them moſt, by 
whom alſo they might be relieved if they were wranged, yea and advanced to 
greateſt honours. And he ſuppoſed, there would none goe beyond himſelfe, 


\  Inconferring benefits and favours upon ſuch. Furthermore,in regard that Eu- 
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nuches bee of baſe accompt among other men , for that very cauſe , they had 
ncced of a Lord and Maſterto be backed and affiſted by. For, there is not one, 
but would in all things, deeme  himſelfe worthy to bee in better place than a 
guelded Eunuch, unleſſafome berter thing be abarre therero: Bur,that Eunuch 
who is faithfull ro hjs Maſter; firideth no impediment, but he may be chicfe a- 
bout him. And whereas in ſome one this reaſon may moſt of all prevaile to the 
cantrary , namely , that ſuch evirate perſons become weaklings and cowards: 
.Cyrus himſelfe was not of that minde. And here he argued ſtrongly from in- 
ſtance in other living creatures. For,horſes be otherwiſe fierce and untractable, 
if- they. once beguelded, how ever they leave their biting and ceaſſe to be fram- 
pold, yet are they nevertheleſſe ſerviceable in the warres: and Buls if they be 
libbed and made Oxen, are not ſo ſtomackfull and ſtubborne as they were: 
howbeit they abare nothing vf their ſtrength and abilitic to worke. Sembla. 
bly Dogs if their * cullions be taken from them,uſe no more to leave and loſe 
their Maſters, but are never the worſe to watch and keepe the houſe, no nor to 
hunt abroad, Even ſoit is with men in this kinde : more mild and gentle they 
are, being bereft of this fleſhly luſt : yet be they never the more negligent, in 
the execution of ſuch things as they are enjoyned rodoe, nor lefſe induſtrious 
in ſervice on horſebacke, nor one jote diſabled for launcing their darts, ne yer 
lefle defirous of honour. Nay rather, both in marriall fears and in their hun- 
ting,they ſhew evidently, that they have kepr ſtill in their hearts acertaineemu- 
lationanddefireof yiftory. And that they betruſty withall, they have ſhewed 
good proofe in the murders of their Maſters. For, none there be,that havegi- 
ven better teſtimony of their approoved fidelity,in the calamirics and diſtreſſes 
of their Loxds,than Eunuches. And ſay. it may be thought that they have loſt 
ſome bodily ſtrength [being thus evirare] yer inthe warres the ſame is ſuppli. 
ed by uſe of weapon,” which make the weake and ſtrong all one. Vpontheſe 
conſtderations, having begun firſt at his Porters and doore-keepers, hee choſe 
for the Squiresof his body,Eunuches all, And for thar he thought this guard 
not ſuthcient, ro make head againſt a multitude of thoſe, that carried an hoſtile 
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minde agaiaſt him, he deviſed , whom he might beſide ele ourof orhers, tg 
be moſt fairhfull Warders for his Courr and Palace. Knowing therefore, that 
the Perſians remaining at home in therr country, livedexceeding hatdly by rea: 
ſon of povertie, and tooke exceſſive paines, as well-in regard of the rough and 
hard ſoile of Perfia,as for that they mainraine themſelves by their own labour; 
hee ſuppoſed: that they above all others would moſt embrace this condiriori 
of life with him. Hereupon he draweth our of them a guard of ten thouſand 
\Penſioners, who night and day ſhould watch and ward round about his Palace. 
ſo long as hee abqde there at home: and in caſe hee. went forth any whither; 
march alſo oneither fide of him, in goodarray and well appointed And be- 
cauſe he thought there was need of gatriſon-ſouldiers forall Babylon through- 
our, and thoſe ſufficient perſons, whether himſclfe remained wichin the Ciric,or 
were gone forth,he placed a ſtanding garriſonin Babylon, whom he appointed 
to receive their wages at the Babylomians hands , for that he imended to k 
them disfurnithed of all things , to the end they mighe be brought very low, 
and fo by conſequence, with leaſt adoe be held in-awe.. And verily, this ſet 
watch and ward then appointed for his owne perſonand for the Citie of Ba- 
bylon, continuerh ſtill in the ſame manner even to this day. . Moreover, caſting 
about,how he might hold his whole Empire thus atchieved, as alfo enlarge the 
ſane by further conqueſt , hee thought rthar theſe * ſtipendiaries , were not fo 
much better in yalour as fewer in number than his ſubjects : and therefore de- 
termined to reraine ſtill about him ſuch valiant Knights, as by rhe help of God 
had gained ſo. famous victories, andrto take orderthat they :mighr be trained 
ſtill ro the perfeRion of proweſle. And becauſe hee would nor feeme to com. 
maund them;burthat of their owne accord, (as deeming theſe things to bee 
moſt commendable) they might perſiſt therein , and with all diligence enſue 
vertuc, he called unto him, the aboveſaid Peeres : the principall men beſides 
of Armes and action, as alſo thoſe, whom he thought moſt meer and worthy 
ta be part-takers both of travailesand availes. And when they were all afſem- 
bled togither he made this ſpeech.

The Oration of | Cyrus to his chiefe friends, the Peeres or Homotims. To the Caps 
" taines alfo of his Allies,for to indutt and fr ame them to vertue-and to entertaine” 
proweſſe and feats of armes in his Dominion : with many other 
200d inſtructions to make them mild and verinous, 


bounden duty is,excecding great thanks, for that he hath granted unto 

us thoſe bleflings rocnjoy,which we thought our ſelves right worthy 

of, For now, poſſeſſed weare of a large country and fertile ſoyle : Lords we be 
alſo over them, who by tilling and husbanding the' fame, ſhall finde us and 
maintaine our living. Houſes wee have alfo and the ſame well furniſhed with 
urenſiles neceffary. Neither thinke any of you,rhat in poſſeſſing all chis,he hol- 
deththe goods or lands of orher men. For,a perperuall law this is throughour 
the world, thar whentheir Citie is wonne, who ſtand our in armes, as well the 
badies of them wichinthar Citic, as their goods and whole eſtates be due unto 
the winners. And therefore,unjuſtly ſhall yee nor poſſefle thoſe things thar yee 
hold: burif yee permit rhoſe enemies co reraine ought, i is of your _ 
mar} COUrtEne ; 


M: deare friends and loving confederates, wee yeeld unto God, as our 
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courtefie, that yee tooke not the ſame quite from them. But as touching that 
which is henceforth to be done, this verily is my determination. If we give our 
ſelves to idleneſſe, and the voluptuous ſenſualitic of cowardly perſons (who are 
of opinion that there is no other miſery, but labour and paines taking, like as, 
tolivear cafe and exempt from labour,is the onely pleaſure and true felicitie) 
then I avow and ſay, wee ſhall quickly be of no reckoning nor worth, to our 
owne ſelves, yea and ſoone forgoe all theſe goods that were enjoyed. For, to 
have beene ohcevaliant men,is notſufficient,to the perperuitic and perfeRion of® 
valour, unleſſe a man daily perſevere therein, even to the end. But like as other 
Arts and Sciences if they be forler, grow to be of lefle eſteeme: and our very 
bodies otherwiſe hcalthy, and in good plight, if they be ler looſe roſlouth and 
idleneſſe,turne eftſoones to be diſeaſed and miſliking : even ſo temperance,con- 
tinence and fortitude, whenſocyer a man flacketh their exerciſe by diſuſe, grow 
ſhortly to vice and lewdnefſe. Therefore wee muſt not in any wiſe be remiſſe 
and take ourcaſe , ne yet abandon our ſelves to the pleaſures and delights pre- 
ſented untous. For I. affure you, in my conceir, howſocver to gaine a * king- 
domeis a great matter, yer a much greater peece of worke it is, when one hath 
wonne it to hold ir. . For, oftentimes his fortune is to obtaine it, who ſheweth 
hanſelfe onely but bold and venterous': bur to retaine and keepe ſtill the ſame 
which he hath gotren,cannot beeffected, without the gift of * tem cand 
of continency, nor without much ſtudy and diligence. Vnderſtanding there- 
fore all this; we ought now to exerciſe vertue much more than we did, before 
we attained to this great eſtate: Yea, and know we muſt that a man ſhall have 
then the greateſt number to envichim, to lay wait for him, yea and to become 
his mortall enemies, when he hath moſt in his poſſeſſion: ag ro if he hath 
gained both wealth and obſervance, (as wee have done ) from men againſt 
their wills, Cerres,we are to thinke,that God will be on our fide. For,unjuft- 
ly we have not come by all this, nor by treacherous lights, bur being forlayed 
our ſelves,revenged weeare for our owne wrongs. Thar therefore, which next 
after this is beſt, let us endeavour to be furniſhed with : And that is this,toen- 

ire by being better our ſelves than thoſe, whom wee rule. As for 
heat and cold, meats and drinks, labour and ſleepe, common they muſt be of 
neceſſitie to us with our very ſervants: Howbeit let us ſo communicate therein 
with them, that we endeavour firſt and principally, even in theſe matters to be 
ſcene more vertuous than they. But in martiall diſcipline , and military exer- 
ciſes, we ought in no wiſe to communicate with them, whom we are minded to 
make our * labourers and tributaries: For, in theſe exerciſes it behooveth us 
to goe beyond them; knowing thus much, that God hath ſhewed theſe meanes 
unto men, for to be the inſtruments of liberty and bleſſedneſſe. And like as we 
have ſtrippedthem of their armour, ſo wee our ſelves ought never tobe difar- 
med.as knowing this,that they who have alwaies weapons neereſt at hand, may 
make moſt accompt to hold as their owne,wharſoever they defire.Now,ifany 
there be, that reaſonerh thus, wharare wee the better for effecting that which 
we would, if weemuſt of neceflitic endure hunger, thirſt, cares and travailes 
ſtill 2 To him I anſwer, We ought thus muchto learne,that good things bring - 
{o much the more joy with them , by how much the toyle was greater that 
went before the atchievement thereof. For, travaile is mear alone and ſauce to 
valiantand hardy men : And without this one thing, namely, the need of that 
which one obtaineth, nothing be ir never ſo coſtly can be provided, to make it 
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ſweer and ſavory. And if thoſe things which men deſire moſt, God hath from 
heaven furniſhed us with : bur that the ſame may ſeeme moſt deleQable, forie 
ane provideth for himſelfe : ſuch a man ſhall havethis advantage,and be in ber- | 
ter caſe, than they that live more flenderly, in thac he ſhall gerthe moſt rooth- 
ſome cares, when he is hungry, enjoy the pleaſanteſt drinks when he is thirſtic, 
and take the ſiveereſt repoſe, when he hath need of reſt. Which being fo, thus 

I conclude and ſay : That we ought now rg ſtraine@ur ſclves rothe uttermoſt, 
for toplay the parrs of good and honeſt men: to the end that W&may have in 
the beſt manner and with moſt contentment, the uſe of theſe benefits, and not 
taſte of that which of all things in the world is moſt grievous. For it is nothing 
ſogricvous,never to have gotten good things,as heavy and irkcſometo forgoe _- 
the ſame, after a man hath once had them. Furthermore, this alſo yee are to y-: 
conſider, whar pretenſe ot colour we have to be more idle and negligent here- 

after chan heretofore 2 1s it, for that wee are now in place of ſoveraine com- 

mand £ Bur it is not meet, thatthe Ruler ſhould be worſethan the ſubjeQ. Or 

is it becauſe wee ſceme to be in an happier eſtare now, than beforetime 2 And 

will a man ſay indeed, thar in proſperitic Cowardiſe is to be borne with, and 
pardoned ? Or,becauſe we have gotten [laves to ſerve us, ſhall we chaſtiſe them 

if they proovelewd and naught © But how befirteth ir him, who is bad and 
blockiſh humſelfe, ropuniſh others for lewdnefle and ſtupiditic 2 Morecover, I 

would have youto thinke of this alſo. We forecaſt ro feed and maintaine ma- 

ny, that keepe our houſes and gnard our bodies. And how can it otherwiſe be 

bur a ſtarke ſhame for us to.imagine that we ought tventertaine others for the 

guard and ſafetic of our perſons , and be not aguard to {quire and defend our 

ſelves: For, this we ought aſſuredly ro know, that there is no defenſe orpro- 

recion like to this,as whena man himſelte is honeſt and vertuous. For,that of 
neceſſitic muſt goealwaics with him and beare him companie. Bur, whoſoever 

is void of vertue, in all congruitic, no thing beſides can poaipes and ſpeed well 

under his hand. Whar is then to be done * ſay I, and where ſhould we practiſe . 
vertue £ wherein is our ſtudy and induſtry ro be employed * I will tell you, 

my friends,no new and ſtrange thing: bur, like as in Perſia, the noble Gentle. 

men called Homotimi, converſe abour the State and Princes Court; ſo, Ipro- 
nounce, that we who ſemblably are all in * equall honour , oughtto make our. * wrſeer. 
abode hereand beſtow our labour in the ſame affaires and occations, that wee 
werethere employed in. Andas for you here in preſence, yee oughtrohave 

your eyes upon meandto conſider, whether I am continually occupicd in ſach: 

duties as Ly unto mee. And I likewiſe will obferve you as well. And ve. 

rily, whom I ſhall perceive to apply their minds unto Tos actions, thoſe will, 

I honour and reward. Moreover, the children char deſcend from us, in- 

ſtru& wee here and bringup in this Courr. For, both we ſhall be better if we

ſ} ſpake in this wife. Many times elfe,my Priends, haye I obſer. 
Bl ved, That a good Prince nothing arall diffcrerh from a good 


CPANADY mec, for to! adviſe to thoſe things, whereby efpecially 
we may live in perpetuall weale and happineſfe. But, for as much as he hath de- 
livered his mind nor ſo fully, as it behoaved, I will engevour to open the ſame 
more ar large, and inftruR therein ſuch as be 1 norant. For, conſider with your 
felves what enemie-ſtare could ever be wonne Yy them, that were not-obedient 
to their Prince? What Friend-Ciry kept,by ſuch as did not obeys What army 
of diſobedient fouldiers was ever able ro ger the vitory? By what meanes more 
may men in battaile be defaited and loſe the field, than when each one begins 
to ſeeke a way by himſelfe for his owne ſafery £ What goodexploir beſides 
cant bee performed by thofe' that obey not heir ſuperiours? Whar Cie can 
otlierwiſe be orderly governed? what houſes preſerved? or how elfe can ſhips 
arrive at their defired fone And even we our felyes by what meanes more are 
wecometothat wealth which now we poleſfe, than, by obedience ro our Ru- 
lers* For hereby it cameto paſſe that with ſpeed we rouched at whar place,we 
ſhould: and following qtir Capraines as we did in number rogither, no man was 
able toſtand/itr our way 2a Wide qur force. To conclude, we haye done no- 
thing by che halves; bur filly accomplifhed all that we were commaunded. Tf 
. then,itbe evident, That to obey a Prince and Soveraigne, availeth molt to the 
attaining of wealth and honour: Ware well alſo,char the ſame is the beſt way to 
keep rhe ſaid good things as we ought, And heretofore verily many men ruled 
us, when we governed none:but now the ſtate of you here preſent/is ſuch,as that 
yet be all Commaunders, ſome ofmore,ſome of fewer.- Like as therefore, yee 
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ſo ler us our ſelves, obey thoſe unto whom by duty weeare bound to be obei- 
fanc. Butchus much di e ought therc to be berweene us and ſervants, that 
whereas they doe ſervice unto their maſters againſt their wils,we ought of our 
owneaccords, (in caſe we would be free indeed) ro doe that which is of moſt 
- worth; And this ſhall you find quoth he,that even there, where the State is not 
overned by way of Monarchie, that Common-wealth is never by enemics 
ought under ſubjeRion, which is moſt willing to obey the * Magiſtrates. Let * gu. * 
us therefore give atrendance as Cyrus willerh us, at this our Soveraignes Court: 
andexerciſe our ſelves in thoſe matters, whereby principally we may be able 
ro hold ſuch things as oughc to be preſerved : Ler us be preſt to ſerve Cyrus at 
allaſſaies,and in bis affaires wharſoever. For, this we are to know very well, 
char Cyrus cannot poſſibly find ought,wherein he may uſe our helping hand for 
his awne benefir, bur our 0 will bethercin. The ſelfeſame things, I ſay, 
will be to us alſo commodious, like as we have the ſame enemies and no other. 
When Chryſantas had delivered theſe words, many others likewiſe, as well 
Perſians as Allies roſe up and approoved what he had ſaid. Whereupon there 
paſſed a decree, Thar *rhe Honorable perſons and Gentlemen of quality,ſhould * ycwoizs, 
continually wait at Court, and tender their ſervice unto Cyrus in all occaſions, the Peeres- 
as he thoughr gone Pug ang ans paper e's And as it was ordai- | 
ned then,cve G at this day obſerved it is of thoſe, who are under the Empire of 
the King of Aſia: Ticy frequent right dutifully the Palaces of their Princes. And 
 aSinthis preſeac rreariſc it is declared, that Cyras inſtituted a forme of Empire, 
whereby he might preſerve the ſame firme to himſelfe and to the Perſians: even 
fo, the Kings his ſucceſſours, from time to rime retaine the ſame ordi 
doe likewiſe ar this day. And verily it falleth out herein as in other things. The 
* better that the Prince is, the more ſincerely are the auncient ordinances of the 
Scare kept:and the worle he is,the more untowardly goe all proceedings. Well, 
thoſe honourable perſons repaired ordinarily to-the Court-gates of Cyras , 
mounted upon great horſes, with their launces accordingly : For that this or- 
der was ſo decreed, by thoſe chiefe men of marke, who togither with him had 
made this conqueſt of the Empire. 
Howbeic Cyrus afterward inſtitured other officers,uneo whom he commirted 
the menaging of other affaires: as who had under him both receivers of his * re- * rinances. 
venewes , and ſtewards alfo for the disburſing of his expenſes, Maſters and 
Overſcers of his works, keepers of his demaines and treaſure, and purveiours of 
neceſſari&s for dict and houſ-keeping. Moreover he appointed certaine Efcuerics 
of the Stable for his horſes, maſters of Venerie and Sergeants of his hounds, 
ſach as he though: had kill and dexcericy, to traine and fir theſe beaſts for his 
ewne uſe and purpoſe. As for thoſe perſons whom he was minded to retaine 
next about him, for ſociety in aero, 2 owne happy eſtate,and who mighe 
become right excelllent in their place, he berooke not this choice and 
unto others, but thought that care belonged to himſelfe : For, hee wiſt very 
well, that if at any time he were to fight a field, he muſt our of all that number, 
elc thoſe for his neereſt affiſtants and truſty officers, with whom he had par- 
taken in greateſt da . He knew likewiſe, that out of them he muſt chooſe 
his Centurions and Colonels as well of foormen as of horſemen. And fay, 
there were at any time need 7 his owne abſence, he conſidered that 
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out of theſe they wereto be ſent. Moreover, hewas not ignorant, that ſome of 
theſe he ſhould imploy as Preſidents under him of Cities, and Deputy Rulers 
of whole Provinces : others alſo to be ſent forth in Embaſlage. :For that hee 
thought it a marter of greateſt imporrance, to treat and negotiateby the meanes 
of thetn,and ſo to obtaine what was requiſite without warreand force of armes. 
Now.if they, whoſe ſervice was to be uſed, inthe effecting of his weightieſt af. | 
faires,were not ſuch as they ought to be,he ſuppoſed ic would not be well with 


- bisroyall ſtare: Bur if they were as they ſhould be, then he ſuppoſed all-would 


*ren thouſands 


proſper with him. Being ſetrlcd therefore in this opinion, hee bent his mind 
wholly thereunro, Furthermore, of this judgement he was.that himſelfe oughe 
ſemblably to practiſe vertue : For,he thought it unpoſſible for a man not qua- 
lified in his owne perſon, as he ſhould be, rocxcire others to brave and lawda- 


' ble actions. And inpondering all cheſe points, he perccived that the contriving 


and compaſling of fo high defignes required principally time and leafure. And 
therefore he ſuppoſed, that he mighrnorin any wiſe neglect the provident care 
abour revenues ofrhe Crowne: as wiſely for eſteeming, thar in the wealding'of 
ſogrea a Stare, there muſt of neceſſity be much expenſe. Againe, conſidering 
that he had large poſſeſſion of his owne demaine, if he were in perſon evermore 
buſicd about them, hee knew it would be an occaſion to withdraw his mind 
quite from the care of preſerving theſafery of the whole Empire. Cafti 
therefore how he might well order his owne ceconomicall ſtate, and hunſelS 
enjoy reſt, he looked in ſorne fr into the order and diſcipline of mllirary af. 
fires, For in warrethe Decurions for the moſt part take charge of the Decuries: 
the Caporals overſee the Decurions : the Colonels of thouſands , the ſaid Ca- 
porals :: The leaders of ten thouſand, thoſe ſaid Colonels. Whereby.it com- 
meth to paſſe, thar albeit there be many * miriades of men inan armie,yer there 
is not one ſouldier of them all, but heis regarded and ſeenc unto. So that when 
the Lord Generall himſclfe is diſpoſed ro employ his armie, ſufficienc it is ro 
ogivechargeunto the Myriarches [or Commaunders of ten thouſands. ] Cyres 
conſidering the reaſon of this order in military affaires , framed therero ſum- 
marily his domeſticall matters. And by this meznes, when he conferred him- 
felfe bur with a few, hys houſhold buſineſſes were nor forler. Thus, from 
that time forward , more repoſe hee had than others/who tooke the charge 
but of one houſe or of one ſhip. And ſo having ordered his owne eſtate, hes 
taught thoſe alſo about him to take the ſamecourſe. So, by this meanes hee 
provided for the caſement both of himſelfe, and of thoſe alfo-who belonged 
necreunto him. > 201 © 

 Aﬀer this hee did fer in hand to ordaine, what kinde of perſons they 
ſhould be whom he would have to be of his inward.companie. Firſt therefore, 
as many as wereable to live of themſelves, putting over unto others the tillage 
and husbanding of their lands, ifthey gave nor attendance at Court, he enqui- 
red after them: becauſe heſuppoſed thoſe thar thus waited would doe nothing 
that was evill and unſeemely: partly for'thar they were inthe Princes preſence; 
and in part by reaſon they:knew themſelves to be marked and ſeene whatſoe 
ver they did of men of the beſt note. And for thoſe thar kept away,he thought 
they were abſent, in regard of ſome Intemperance;, injuſtice,or negligence. Be- 
ing therefore thus per{waded of them, he forced them to be preſent. For, hee © 
gavecommaundement to ſome one or other of his chiefe favourites, ro ſeize 
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ypon the goods of him who uſually frequented nor the Courr, and to profeſſe 
openly and fay; that he'encred = his owne. This was no fooner put io cxe- 
cution, but immediacely; they rhat were thus deſpoiled came with complaint 
as if they had beene wronged. Bur Cyrus did pur them off agreat while, fayine . 
his leafure would nor ſerve to lend his eare to ſuch perſons : andeeven after he 

had heard their cauſe, yet deferred he along time the debaring and deciding of 
their ſuires. And in ſo doing, he ſuppoſed, that as he raughr them ro wair and 
give berrer artendance: ſo they would be lefſe offended with him, than if by 
chaſtiſement- he had forced chem ro wait. © This I ſay was one meanes to teach 
them for toattend. Another way he had,and thatwas thus. Whiles they were 
in preſence he enjoyned them very cafie miniſteries,and the ſame moſt gaineful! 
to themſelves. A third device he practiſed beſides, namely in thar he never 
* dealc ought among thoſe that were abſent : butthe moſt cffeQuall meanes 
was, mcere neceſſicy : that if any one would by none of all theſe be brought 
tO it, he would take from ſuch an one his goods and beſtow the ſame ypon ano. 
ther whom he thought ſufficient and able to be ready ar his commaund in all 
occaſions. -'Thus got he a profitable friend for an unprofitable. Well, in this 
manner dealt Cyrus with thoſe that were abſent. And even the King who reig- | 
neth at this day, inquireth into ſuch, as being by their place and office bound 
ro give attendance are away. Bur looke who preſented themſelves, thoſe hee 
. thought he ſhould cxcire moſt, unto noble and excellent aftions, if as he had. 
- ſaveraigneccommaund over them , ſo he endevoured to ſhew himſelfe uno his 
ſubjeRts moſt of all others adorned 'with vertues. For, it ſeemed he conſide. 
red thus much, that even by poſitive and' written lawes men are made better, 
But a good Magiſtrate he ſuppoſed ro be unto tus people a ſccing law : aswho 
was ableto reduce into order, to note al{#and ro puniſh him rhar was diſorder. 
ly. Being of this mind, firſt and principally above all rhings, he declared him- 
felfe ar rhis time more religious and reſpective of Gods -worthip, becauſe he 
had ſped ſo happily in his affaires. And then i was firſt ordained thar the 


* Prieſts ſhould chaunt hymnes continually by breake of day unrothe honor of * wag} 


the Gods, and daily to offer whar facrifices unto which Gods themſelves pro. 
nounced: Theſe ordinances inftirured rhen, . continue ftill at this day by tradi. 
tion from King to King ſucceſſively. And herein eſpecially did other Perſians 
imicare him, becauſe they were fully perſwaded, they ſhould be the happier 
if they ſerved the Gods in that manner as he did, who was of all ocher moſt 
happy,and their Prince beſide. Againe, in ſo doing, they thaught to be in his 
favour and to pleaſe him. Cyrus alſo himſelfe was of opinion thar the religious 
devotion of his ſubje&s was behoovefull for him ; ditected herein by the ſame 
reaſon that they are , who upon grounded judgement are more will 

ro ſea andto ſaile in their compa that feare'God and be religious, than With 
thoſe that are tainted with irreligion and impiery. Moreover, this acc@npt 
made he, thar if all choſe that accompanied him were devour, they would be 
betrer affected one ro another, and more reſpeRive ofhim , and in no wile per. 
petrate any ungodly a& agzinſt his perſon, who thought himſclfe ro haye de- 
ſerved right well of the whole ſociety of his favourites and courtiers. Fiirther- 
more, making it knowric abroad, to cſteeme highly of this one thing, tharao 
friend or confederate of his ſhould be wronged,as one who had an exa@ intjghy 
in law and preciſely obſerved the ſame he thought this wouldenſue of it, that 


others 
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others likewiſe forbearing filthie lucre,would by juſt and lawfull meanes onely 
chuſe to better their eſtates. He ſuppoſed alſo they would all be more ſhame. 
faced and modeſt, in caſe he made open ſhew, to have that reverent regard of 
them all, as neither to ſpeake an undecent word nor coinmit any foule deed. 


' And thitthis would proceed thereof, he collected by this argument. For, men 


are wont to give better reſpeR, I ſay not to a Magiſtrate, but cyento thoſe of 
whom they not in awe, if they be modeſt and baſhfull, than ro ſuch as be 
ſhameleſſe and impudent: yea and perceiving any woman to be modeſt and de. 
mure,they reſpeR them alſo with ſemblable reverence when they behold them. 
Likewiſe, he thought that thoſe about him would perſiſt conſtantly in their al- 
nceto him, if he graced and rewarded in theeyes of the world, thoſe 

who without excuſe or refuſall, obeyed him, than ſuch as ſeemed to be endued 
with the greateſt vertues, and ſuch as could nor be acquired without exceeding 
labour and paines. And as he.was of this judgement, ſo he profeſſed the ſame 
continually inall his praQife. By ſhewing alſo his owne moderation and tem- 
perance,he provoked all others the rather to uſe the-ſame. For when as men ſee 
one in his carriage modeſt, who hath greateſt meanes to warrant his infolency, 
others who have ſmaller meanes, will not openly be ſeene to commit any inſo- 
lent parts. And in this wiſe diſtinguiſhed he, berweene baſhfull modeſty and ſo- 
ber remperance , ſayiag that baſhfull perſons forbeare wickednefle abroad in 
the ſight of others, but temperate menavoid the ſame in ſecret corners, As tou- 
ching continericy, he thought his courtiers would be given thereto the more, 
in caſe he bare himſclfe ſo continent, as not by any pleaſures preſented unto 
him,to be plucked away from good things, bur willing to undertake trayailes 
joyned with honeſtie, before all delights whatſoever. And verily, being thus 
diſpoſed in himſelfe he effected this ,athat among thoſe in his court, there was 
much comely order, whiles the inferiour ſort gave place unto their ſuperiours, 
and yet carried a reſpeRive reverence and decent gravity one unto another. A 
man ſhould not have ſeene one there , (either in anger crying out uncivilly , or 
in mirth laughing exceſhvely. But whoſoever had beheld them, would have 
thought they had lived canonically indeed, to the very rule and {quire of ver- 


rue and. decency. Well, thus they partly did, and theſe examples they ſaw 
who converſad in Court. | | 
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How Cyrus ordeined military arſcipline in his Realme. The officers of his Court: 
| hu magnificence and humanity. 


O come now to martiall exerciſes, Cyrus uſed to lead thoſe forth a hun- 
"Bl ring, whomhe Fought meer to be inured and trained thercin: For thar, 

| herooke hunting to be the beſt fumply as in generall, of warlike fears; 
ſo the trueſt practiſe eſpecially of good -horſemanſhip. For in this regard,they 
muſt of neceſſity chaſe and. follow wild beaſts as they flye; it maketh them 
moſt fir and expert in riding any ground whatſoever; it cauſerh themalſo to be 
moſt deliver and expedite in performing any ſervice on horſebacke, by reaſon 
of the ambitious anc cager delire they haveto take the aid beaſts. And herein 
alfo he acquainted thoſe of his inward dependancy and favourites, with tem- 
| Fergnce 
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perance and continency, cnabling them to endure travaile, cold, hear, hunger 
and thirſt, And now even ar this day, rhe King himfſelfe and his traine-about 
him practiſe this ordinarily. And thar he thoughe none worthy to beare ſoye- 
raigne rule, who was not better than the ſubjects whom he ruled, appeareth 
evidently ro every man, as well by that , which heretofore hath beene related, 
as alſo by this,rhat in exerciſing his Courriers after this manner, himſelfe aboye 
chem all, by labour, praiſed as well ſobriety and remperance as milicary arts 
and warlike feats : For as he trained others forth a hunting, when time ſerved, 
and no neceffiry compelled him to ſtay ar home, ſo himſelfe alſo upon 
occaſions detaining him , hunted wild beaſts kepr of purpoſe in parks about 
home. And then, would neirher he himſelfe rake any ſupper before he had ſwer, 
nor give his horſes provender before they were well exerciſed and ridden. To 
this hunting, his manner was to call the Scepter-bsayers of his Court. By reaſon 
therefore of this conrinuall exerciſe, himlelfe excelled in worthy deeds : they 
alſo who accompanied him ſurmounted as much : And verily ſuch a precedent 
and example he ſhewed himfſelfe unto others. Moreover whom he faw of all 
the reſt molt carneſt followers of good and honeſt aRions, thoſe adorned hee 
with gifcs; wich places of government, with preeminence of higher rowmes, 
and with all manner of honours. Whereby it came to paſle, rhat he kindled in 
chem all, an ardent deſire and emulation, whiles every one ſtrived to be thought 
of Cyrus moſt excellent. Furthermore thus muchalſo to our thinking have we 
obſerved in Cyres, that not herein onely he thought magiſtrates ſhould {i 

their ſubjes, namely, to be better thanthey, bur to charme alſo and enchaunt 
them, as it were, otherwiſe, after a cunning ſort. And therefore made he choice 
himſelfe to goe in a {tle and'loofe Atedran robe, and perſwaded allo his Cour. 
tiers and Favourites to weare the like. For, Cyrus thought, that if any defeR 
werein the bodie, this manner of veſture would hide rhe fame: and befides 
make them that were arrayed therewith,to carry a right goodly preſence with 
| them, andto ſeeme moſt perſonable. For the Meges uſe under this habit, ſuch 
a kind of thooes, as they might underlay cloſely and ou of ſight, thereby to ap- 
peare raller than they are. He permitted them likewiſe to uſe painting under 
their eyes, to the end they might be thought to have more beautifull eyes chan 
they had: alſo to rub colours into their skins, to ſeeme of berrer complexion 
than they were by nature. Befides, hee inured them to this, neither to ſpit nor 
faic openly in ſight, nor to turnerheir bodics to theaſpeR of any ſhew , asmen 
thar admired nothing, nor regarded novelties. And all theſe things hee ſup 

ſed to make ſomewhat for this, that they might bee leſſe contemprible ro thoſe 
vnder them. And verily after this manner framed hee thoſe whom hee meant 
ſhould rife by him , and become deputies under him, both-in their exerciſes, 
andalſoiti carrying a port and majeſty over them. Burſuch'as hee ordained 
for to ſerve, hee neirher ſtirred up toingenuous labours, nor-permittedonceto 
beare armes. Howbeit, hee provided for them fo, as they never went with- 
out meate or drinke competent, for the attending of any liberall exerciſes,” For, 
thoſe ſervants, ſo ofteizas they * did putup any wilde beaſts, and drave them 
into places for rhe horſe-mens game , hee ſuffered to rake viduals with them 
into the Forreſt where they hunted; 'but none of free condition allowed hee ſo 
rodoc. Alſo when hee was to make any iourney , hee led them tothe warers 


x 


like as labouring beaſts. Now, when dinner rime was , hee would ſtay {way 
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them untill chey had eaten ſomewhar, to the end they ſhould ner faint for hun- 
ger, And by this uſage,he wrought ſo with them, that even theſe alſo, as well 
as the nobles and men of beſt marke called Cyrus Father , as taking ſuch care for 
them, tothe end that without making any queſtion, they might alwaies beare 
the yoke of ſervitude. 

Thus eſtabliſhed he the whole Perſia» Empire in great ſafety, and was fully 
confident, that toward himſelfe from the nations which he had ſubdued, there 
was no daunger at all. For,he reputed them feeble and weake, he ſaw them un- 
furniſhed and without good order: and withall, there was not one of them rhar 
either by night or day approached necre unto his perſon. As for thoſe whom 
he tooke _ the braveſt and hardicſt men and ſaw armed in troupes,and knew 
ſome to be leaders of horſemen and others of footmen : Many alſo of them 
whom hee perceived to carry an hauty mind (as who were ſufficieat to com- 
maund) and to draw neerer than the reſt ro his guard and to the ſquires of his 
body , for many of theſe oftentimes had. entercourſe with Cyrus himſelfe @ 
thing that of neceſſiry could not be avoided, becauſe hee meant ro make uſe of 
their employment.) From theſe I ſay , there was ſome doubr and daunger of 
harme togrow unto his perſon, and that many and ſundry waies. Wherefore 
when he deviſed with himſelfe by what meanes he might be ſecured from them: 
to diſarme them that thereby they mighr be diſabled for the warres,he would 
not allow: as ſuppoſing that to be meere injuſtice,and deeming ito threaten the 
ſubverſion of his owne. Empire: Againe, not to admit rhem; to his pre. 
ſence, and openly to ſhew that he diſtruſted them, he thought was the next way 
toſtirre coles and kindle rebellion.This one device for all theſe he deemed bor 
to ſerve beſt for his awne ſecurity, and to ſtand moſt with his honogy?'to wir, 
if poſſibly he could bring thoſe of beſt worth, to be more friendly;affeced ro 
himſclfe than they were one to another. '\ And therefore by. what meanes as we 
chinke,he attained thereunto, namely to win their love,we will endeayour to de- 
clate. Firſt and formoſt,at all times he ſhewed unto them eſpecially,as much as 
he could, humanity and kindneſſe of heart, ſuppoſing this with himſelfe;thatas 
itis go eafie matter to love thoſe which ſeem to hate us,nor to will well tothem, 
that are ill minded unto us: ſo it is impoſſible, that they whoſe loye and good 
will is once knowne, ſhould be odious unto thoſe who thought they were belo- 
ved ofthem. Wherefore ſo long as he was not ſo well ſtored with money, nor 
had wherewith to be IOTAEny provident care oyerthem whom he ar 195 
him;as alſo by his forwardneſle in paines taking before them: by open declaring 
that he rejoyced attheir well doings,and grieved at their misfortunes,he endea- 
voured to win their hearts and gaine their friendſhip. But after he had gotten ſo 
muchaforchand, as that he was able by boynrifull giving to be iciall, he 
judgedas we luppoſe-irt and principally that meneſteemed no benefits of the 
fame coſt and valuemore welcome and acceptable, ' than the participation of 
meats anddrinks, Being I ſay of this opinion, he tooke up this order firſt, at his 
owne table,that what meats himſelfe uſediro feed upon, the like thereto ſhould 
alwaies be ſerved upunto him: but ſufficientto content and ſarisfie many men 
beſides. And looke, what viands ſoeyer were fer upon the bourd,he ever dealt 
among his favourites whom hethought well of, all the ſame, faveonely fuch 
diſhes as hunſelfe;:and thoſe who fat with hum at the table fedupon: thereby ro þ. 
ſhey that he was mindfull of them,or clſe ro reſtifie his bounreous mind; More- 
er} | over 
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honour and grace, by ſending them diſhes from his owne table, whenſoeyer he 
had commended any of them. Yeaand all the cates for his ſaid ſervants, hee 
would have to ſtand upon his owne bourd, thinking that even this alſo would 
win their hearrs, and grins a certaine love from them, like as we fee it uſualh 


doth in * hounds. And if he were defirousthatany of his friends ſhould be eſte. * 2: 408% 
med and loved of many more beſides, even to-them alſo would he ſend ſome-. i. children. 
what from his owne bourd. In ſo much, as at this very day, unto whom men 
ſee any viands ſent from the Kings table,they all countthem ſo much the more, 
as whom they repute to be honourable perſons and-able enough ro doe them 
good and to ſpeed their ſuits if need required, And not onely in theſe reſpets 
aforeſaid, whatever is ſent froma King is acceptable and delightſome, bur alſo 
in very deed, thoſe meats which come from a Kings table, be exceeding ſweet 
and delicate. And no mervaile they ſhould be ſo : For like as all other arts be in 
great cities moſt perfeR and exquiſite, even ſo Kings meats are above other ve- 
ry curiouſly and finely handled. For,in ſmall rownes it falleth out,that one and 
che ſane manmaketh a bedſted, a doore, a plough and atable (yca and many a 
rime beleeve me, the ſame party alſo builderh an houſe, and is well appayed if 
by chis meanes he can meet with any to ſet him aworke, whereby he may find 
acompceenr living. And verily it cannot be,that he who praQtiſeth many arrs 
ſhould performethem all very, well and excellently.) Whereas in great and po- 
pulous cities, becauſe many men have need of one and the ſame thing, one ſeye- 
rall ſcience is ſuthcient for exch man to mainraine and keep him. many a 
time, lcfſe than one whole and entier myſtery will doe it: For yee ſhall have one 
man make ſhooes for men: another for women. Yea and that which is more, 
one man fiadetha good living by ſowing ſhooes onely,whiles another liverh by 
barecurting them our. In like manner you ſhall ſec one;that curterh out and ſha- 
perch garments,and doth nought elſe: another practiſerh none of all that, bur ſer- 
ceth and ſowerh the peeces together. And therefore it muſt needs be,that he who 
is occupied inthe ſhorteſt peece of worke,is able to doe that paſſing well. The 
ſelfe-ſame thing is to be ſeene inour diet and houſe-keeping. For, whoſoever he 
is that hath one andthe ſame man to make his bed,to cover the bourd,to mould 
loaves and to make bread, to dreſſe now this diſh of meat, then thar, he muſt in 
my conceir have every thing done bur ſo fo, and as ithapneth. But when one 
man hath enough to doe to boyle, another to roſt fleſh, one to ſeethe 
ther to fry or broylerhem, and another to make loaves of bread and thoſe not 
moulded after divers faſhions, bur ſerve the turne it will if m ſome one kind the 
ſame be paſſing well and perfirly done,it cannor then otherwiſe be,bur thattheſe 
ings in this wiſe made, ſhould every one be excellently wrought: and ſo by 
conſequence, the fare in Court ſurpaſſerh all other. Well, after this mannerin 
winning the hearts of thoſe about him, he wear farre beyondall other Princes. 
t bs inall things elſe he excelled, for making much of them, Iwill now. 
declare. For, albcit he outwent all other Potentares in this, that hee received 
moſt revenues, yer he ſurmounted them much more in liberall gifts. And this 
munificence began in Cyrus firſt , W—_— continued ever finceto this um 
6 Y> 
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day, withallche Kings of Perfi«. For, who's he that barh richer friends and fa. 
vorites openly: knowne,than the Perfran King! 'Whar Prince is ſcene to array his 
followers in-mote gorgeous and-ſumprtuous robes than this Kings. Whoſe gifts 
are knownero be ſuch, as ſome of rhis Kings are? to wit; bracclers; collars and 
cheines, horſes alſo with bridles — of gold? For,in Perfid, none may

againe, but Cyras having conquered a mighty Monarchie,ended his life ſo, as ar 
his dyinguay he coulil jevrie tame of a father arnohg all his ſubjects: ant evi- 
dent it is, that this name'is attribureduato him rather who giveth benefits;than 
to ohe that taketh ought away. Morcover we have heard it reported, that ſuch 
as are called the * Eyes and:Earcs of Kings, he procured ro bimſclfe by no other 
meanes but by largetſe and-giving great rewards; For; when he highly fed. with 
gifts thoſe who brought him intelligence of all ſuch occurrenrs, as were meer 
for him to know, he efftted thus much, char very. many men both ſpied and 
liſtened after ſormewhat;'to britg the ſame ro the Kings cares, whereby ſome 
commodity might accrue unto him. Hereupon it came,that a King was thought 
to have triany eyes atid as many cares. Now,ifany trian think chat a King oughe 
to have ofic tobe his eſpeciall eye and no more, he raketh not the thing arighr. 
For, one niah is able to ſee ot heare bur a little. And if that one have this com- 
miſſion all rhe reſt may ſeeme to be enjoyned negligence. Beſides, whomſoever 
they perceived once to be that eye of the King ,/ him they might know well 
cnough they ought to beware of. But the caſe is nothing ſo: For,the King gives 
care to every ofie, that faith he hath either heard or ſerene ought, worth regard. 
Thus,there are thought to be many eyes and eares of a King: and inevery place 
men arc affraid to -_ fall _——_ sthar yep wir yermbepary aSif he heard 
all, and likewiſe to do any thing, againſt hi ce and dignity as if him- 
ſelfe werein perſon preſent to ſee all. ' And fo farre off, was any man from da- 
ring to give out any reproachfull ſpeeches againſt Cyr»s,thar every one demea- 
ned himſelfe ſo,as ifall that were in place converſed concinually:in the cyes and 
cares of the Kitig. Now, that mens hearts -were thus knit unto Cyr8s, I know no 
better reaſon rliat men can alleadge than this, that for ſinall kindnefles he was 
willing ever to give great gifts. And no mervaile that he excelled thus in boun- 
tifull giving, being as he was excceding rich. But this rather deſerveth to be 
ſpoken of, that albeit he was in regall eſtare and dignity, yet he ſutpaſſed, for 
courteſics and favours to his friends and dependants, Certes teporred it is of 


 him,that inno one ming was he ſo much abaſhed ro be overcome as in kind of- 


fices to his friends. And to this purpoſe, repottzd there is this 01 Bm es of 
his: For he was wont to ſay, that the parts required in a good man and a 
o60d King wete ſemblable. And as itwas the dury of a paſtour, after he hath 
madethe under his hand ih pood plighr and happy, (For that verily is the 
felicity of cattaile) theti to u[E thetn : Even ſo a King oughr ro make uſe of thoſe 
Cities and that people which himſclfe before had made forrunare. 
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The triall that Cyrus made of his friends love unto him. How he deals

haveallat home, they ncither cate more than they can beare (for then would 
chey burſt) nor puron moreclothes,thanthey can carry, for ſothey ſhould be 
ſweltered and ſtifled : bur their ſuperfluous money and riches troubles and tor- 
ments them not a little. As for mee, I ſerveand honour the Gods with my 
goods, and ever covet to have more ſtill. And when I have gortenir: looke 
what ſurpluſage I ſee over and above ſuffiſance , therewith I ſupply the penury 
and want of my friends. By enriching men, and beſtowing benefits liberally 
upon them I winne good will and amitie: The fruit whereof I reape, to wit, 
ſccuritie andglory. And ſuch fruits as theſe , neither fade and periſh, norby 
growing over-ranke corrupt any man : but glory and good name the moreit 
15,the greaterand fairer it growerh ſtill : the more portable it is,and oftentimes 
clben to berhe lighter that beare it. And for your further knowledge,6 
Creſ#s,takethis alſo with you,quoth he. 1 eſteeme not thoſe the happieſt men, 
tharpoſſeſſe moſt and have greateſt ſtore inrheir cuſtodie ( for by this reaſon 
the Warders of towne walls ſhould be maſt fortunate , For, the keeping they 
have of all within the ſaid rownes) but who can ger moſt goods juſtly and uſe 
the ſame well and honeſtly , him I repute moſt bleſſed, and his money and 
wealth alſo. And as Cyrus delivered thus much.in word, ſo he was knowne to 
performe it in deed. BEG be | 
Furthermore perceiving moſt men toendevour, if they were in good health, 
to be furniſhed with neceſlaries, and to lay & in ſtore ſuch things as ſerved for 
the dyet of healrhfull perſons: ſeeing withall, that they tooke nogreat care, to 
have inreadineſſe meanes requiſite,if they ſhould fall ſicke ; he thoughtirgood 
to be provided alſo in this behalfe. Whereupon he entertained about him the 
molt skilfull Phyſicians that were to be had. And-looke what meanes andit- 
ſtruments any man put into his head to be good and expedient for him: were 
they in the nature of [ purging ] medicines, or meats, or drinks, there was nat 
any of them, but he would be ſtored therewith, and have ready in his Cabinets. 
And if at any time; one of them whom it killed moſt to be cured, fell ficke, 
hun would hee viſit, and miniſter unto him whatſoever was ncedfull. Yea, 
chankfull he was unto the Phyſicians, if one had healed any of them, although 
he had taken and uſed in the cure hondggs which himſelfe had laid up for 
his owne ſtore.; 'Theſe meanes and many otherſuch he practiſed, for to be in 
chicfe omar penny oVHamre” nor x uo - . \ 
Moreover, of whatthings he publi mne gamesand propoſed priſes, 
minding thereby to kindle and ſtirre up in mens mindsa ftrife, about brave and 
worthy fears, the ſame warine Cyrs praiſe and commendation : becauſe his c#e 
was, that prowelle ſhould bee practiſed. And verily, theſe games and exer- 
caſes bred and imprinted inthe beſt ſort contentions and emularions. one with 


- Furthermore, Cyrus ordained in manner of a law, that whatſoever was to be 
decided cither by way of -Civill Actionor by tryaltin Combar, they whom 
it concerned to have their cauſes determined, ſhould have recourſe rogither un- 
tothe i And thus it is evident that the adverſaries of both-fides had an 
eye unto ſuch Iy Ars 6 AION or ear?

The triumphant of Kimg Cyrus rid; h of hu Palace. A ſolemne 
F Ce Sho himſs e Was winner. je 


N » now declare we will in what manner Cyrss the firſt time came a- 
broad riding forth of his Royall Palace. For, the majeſtic of this ſer- 
which 


ing out of his, ſeemeth unto me one of thoſe arts and cunning caſts, 

his Imperiall Scare not to bee contemaed. Firſt, therefore, ere he 

went forth on hor , NSN WE ren 
place of government underhim, as Perfians as others : and dcalt abour 
unrochem Median (ide-robes, (and this verily was the firſt time, thar ever the 
Perſios ware this Median habir) and inthis diſtriburion, he ſaid withall unto 
them, that he was minded to ride unto the ſacred eſpecially ſclefted for 
the Gods, and rogither with them, there to ſacrifice. Be ready therefore, ſaith 
he, berimes ac the Court gates, clad intheſc robes before the Sunne riſe , and 
ſtand yee in ſuch ray, as Pherasle the Perſian ſhall appoint by order and dire- 
Qion from mee. And when I am gone before; follow yee after, every manin 
the ſameranke and place wherein he ſtandeth.' And if any of you canthinke 


of a better and comelicr way for usto ride forththan this is : let him acquaint 


us therewith , when we ſhall returne backe againe. ' For, as yee ſhall rhinke ir 
moſt ſcemely and beſt, ſo, ſhall every thing be'diſpoſed reſpeRively. Aﬀer he 
had beſtowed upon the worrhieſt perſons rhe faireſt robes, hee brought forth 
other Median encs likewiſe of the ſame faſhion, ( for provided he had 
| veſdimis in diversand ſundry forts , making no fpare either of purple 
and fcarler,blacke and puke, or of red, or of fanguinecolour. And having gi- 
ven ſome of rheſe to every Captaine : Decke herewith, I bid you, he, 
your friends, like as doe you. Then one of them who were fatd, And 
when will you good Cyras be dighrt your ſelfe £ Varo whom hee madethis an- 
ſwere, Why ! Doe nor you thinke me now adorned, when I thus drefſeaad 
trim you. Cerres, quorh he, were I able ro doe you good thatare my friends, 
what robe ſocver I wore, therein ſhould Tſceme. fine Ry. enough. 
Thus when they were deparred, they ſenr for their friends, and clad them rich- 
ly inthoſc robes. But Cyrus for that hee ſuppoſed Pheraddes, (by his c 2 
Commoner) to beea wiſe underſtanding man and beſide bandbine | 
and withall yery formall, and-one thar would ler flip ao occalion eo gratific 
him: and who before-rime had approoved that Deace, of honouring cvery 
' nan according to hisworth, him he calleth for, and deviſeth with him, how 
z: - he 
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he might makethis progreſſe of his, moſt acceptable to his affeRionate friends, 
ales his enemies. Now when they borh had conſidered welt here- 
- and were accorded in one andthe ſame-point , hee gave Pheraule in 
chan tharthis riding forth the next day mighrbe ordered ſo,as they thought 
ie moſt decentand commendable: For mine owne part,quoth he, Thave gi 
warning already, thatthey be all obedient to you, in the marſhalling of this 
ſaid ſolemnitic, but to the end they may more willingly be ruled by you, here, 
* Or, Penfio- take theſe coats to diſtribute _—_—_ Captaines of the * Guard: Theſe fad- 
wo dle clothes befides ( of tapeſtry) beſtow upon the Leaders of the horſemen, 
and theſe other liveries give unto the Rulers of the Chariots. So Pheraulas re- 
ceivedthis furniture nd carried it accordingly. Whom when the Capraines 
and Rulers aforeſaid ſaw, You are become'ſay they , © Pheraulas, ſome great 
mannow, inthat you are todirctt us alſo inthoſe things that are to bee done. 
Not ſo, quoth Pheraulas, as God love mee. So farre am I from being ſuchan 
one as you take mee: that I am ready even tobe aPorter alſo, to carry bag and 
baggage among you. For,ſee how I bring here with me, theſe rwo ſhag clothes 
of rapeſtry,the one for you,and the other for him there: bur take you rhe choiſe 
of them : whereupon the partic that was about to receive the ſaid ſaddlecloth, 
forgerting all envie, preſently asked his advice , whether of them heſhould 
take. And when Pherauls gave him counſell ro lay-hold of that which hee 
rooke to be the berter: If you will blame mee; quoth hee, for giving you the 
choiſe, hereafter when I ſhall execute my funRion , you ſhall finde mee ano- 
therkinde of miniſter,andunliketo my ſelfe now. Thus Pheraulas having made 
this diſtribution as he was —_ ; _ order for all things that belon- 
edto the ſolemne riding forth and pompe of Cyrss, that every thing might 
moſt handſomely and ly prom: When the morrow:was —_ all 
was made cleane and neat, before day-light. And they ſtood by ranke and file 
direRtly inorder on both ſides of the way: like as at this day they uſe to take 
their ſtanding what m—_ is toride forth any whither : neither is it law- 
Full forany roenter within theſe ſaid ranks, unleſſe they were eminent and 
* AzTipftaves honourable perſons. There were alſo certaine * Officers - that ſtood with 
whips , to beat thoſe that made any miſ-rule. Firſt and formoſt, 
*drw. themſelves thoſe. Penſioners of the guard to the number of 4000, * with 
launces, foure in ranke before the Court gates , and on either fide of the 
2000, All the menof Armes likewiſe were preſent,ta ſhew themſelves, being 
alighted from their horſes,carrying their armes our of their fleeveleſſe caſſocks, 
as the manner is in theſe dayes to put them forth whenſoever the King * view- 
muſter before i thiem. Semblably ,; on the right hand ſtood the Perſians, and the reſt that 
were Aſſociates ,: on the left hand of the way. Afeer- which manner were the 
Chariots placed, halfeon the one fide, and halfe on the' other. . Now when the 
Court gates were ſet open, Firſt, were led forth goodly faire Buls * foureby 
foure-for Iupiter, as alſo for other Gods, as the *-Prieſts gave direQion: For, 
* Magi, the Perſians are of this opinion, that inthe ſervice of the Gods, thereare to be 
loyed skilfull Artiſts, much more than in any other occaſions. Afer theſe 
Buls.were Horſes led out for ſacrificeto the Sun :. andafter them was brought 
* Or,Cro forth a white Chariot,with a golden * Spring-txee,and the ſame adorned with 
_ Coronets ( and ſacred this was unto Iupiter.) Behind which came 'the white 
Chariot of the Sunne, ſer likewiſe with Crownes as the-other before. Aﬀer it 
| was 
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was led forth, a third Chariot and the Steeds drawivg it, all trapped and cove- 
red with ved Capariſons : arid behind it, certaine ment followed , who upon 2 


great * pancarryed fites After all theſe rode Cyrus himfelfe ont of the gares;all * 


goodly ro be ſeene,in a Chariot, with an upright turbant upon his 
2 purple caſſocke halfe white ( for none cHe may weare 2 garment halfe white) 
and having about his thighs and legs, breeches and ſtockings of ſcarlet dye, 
but his coat of Armes; was all purple throughour. Abour his rurbanr afore- 
ſaid, he had * a-Diaderfi, the very badge and cogniſance, thar all his kinſmen 


likewife be knowne by,and even atrhis day they retaine rhe ſame Enſigne, His >< 


hands likewiſe he did put forth out of his ſleeves. There guided his Chariot 
mounted hardby him, his Chariotier, a bigge man of ſtature, yer eorpe ou 
perſonable as himſelfe : wherher it were ſo in very deed, or by ſome or 
meanes,l wote not:but however, Cyr#s ſeemed a much tallerand goodlier per- 
ſon. Whenthey beheld him as he paſſed along, rhey all adored him; cither for 
that ſome had a commandement to begin this manner of adoration, or becauſe 
they were raviſhed and' amazed with the ſight of ſo rich and ſtarely aray : or 
elſc for that Cyras himſelfe ſeemed to carry ſuch a majeſtic and beautic ia his 
perſonage. True it is, that before this time, never any Perſia bad thus wor- 
ſhipped Cyrus. Afﬀterthat Cyrus his Chariot was gone forth, thoſe foure thou- 
ſand Penſioners marched before, and two thouſand on cither ſide of the Cha- 
riot accompanied him. Then, hardafter followed his OS ns on horſe- 
backe bravely accoutred with their Iavelins, to the number of three hundred. 
Moreover”, led forth there were about two; hundred lere-horſes richly to bee 
ſeerie with golden bridles, which were kept for Cyr#s his ſaddle, and thoſe co- 
vered with: ſtreaked and party-coloured clothes. After theſe marched two 
chouſand * launces : and then the Cavallery firſt erected, ten thouſand in num- 
ber, arraunged throughout by hundreds, who had*Chryſatas for their Leader. 
Next after followed another Regiment of ren thouſand Perſian horſemen in 
like matiner appointed, whoſe Commaunder was Datamas : And inthe tayle 
of thett, another troupe likewiſe conducted by Gadatas. Behinde them the 
Median Cavallery, next unto them the Armenians - after whom the Hyrcanz. 
ans, then the Cadsſians,and after the Caduſians,the Sacans [horſemen all.] Now 
behind the Cavallery thus marſhalled, there followed the Chariots, foure in 
ranke, under theconduR of Artabates the Perſian. When Cyrus was now u 

the way riding this pompe, very many there were thar followed excraordi- 
narily:without the * Colours, preferring ſundry petitions unro him. To them 
therefore he ſent certaine of his * Mace-bearets ( for three there were on cither 
fide of his Chariot that accompanied him of purpoſe to informe and carry 
meſſages betweene)) todeclare unto them inhis name, that whoſocver had any 
requeſt to Exhibit unto him, he ſhould deliver his mind unto ſuch Delegares;as 
weredepured therefore under him. For they,quoth he,will acquaint me there. 
wich, Whereupon, they went away , and immediatly rurned to the men of 
armes,conſulring ro whom each one ſhould repaire ? But Cyr»s, when hee was 
diſpoſed to have any of his favorites moſt honoured of the people, would by a 
meſſenger ſend for them feverally by rthemfelves ro come unto him, and thus 
ſay : Whenſoever any of theſe here, rhat accompany me in my traine, informe 
you of ought + if the marter thar hee mooyerh be frivolous , give no care nor 
rake heed of his words : bur looke who ſcemes ropreferre a juſt i=" 


* Or,Picemens 
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make me acquainted therewith , that upon deliberation in common togither, 
we may diſpatch ſuch buſineſſes with expedition, Ang| verily, all: the reſt, 
whenſoever Cyrus called them, obeyed, and with all their might & mainecame 
riding unto him : partly to.amplitie all they could, the Soveraine Majeſtic of 
his Empire , and in part to ſhew their owne double diligence and obedience. 
But one Darpharnes there was rude and ill bred above the reſt; who had this 
conceit in his head, that if hee were not ſo forward in comming at his call, hee 
ſhould be reputed a jollier fellow and more free than others. Which when 
Cyrus perceived, before he was come upon atime and had communed with him, 
he ſent under hand one of thoſe * Macebearers with a countermaund, willing 
him to ſay unto the man, that now he had no more employment for him. And 
from that time forward never ſent he for him againe. Bur when a companion 
of his, that was called for next after him, made his appearance unto Cyrss be- 
fore him : Cyrus rode out himſelfe to meet him, and of thoſe lere-horſes that 
went by, beſtowed one upon him , commanding withall one of thoſe Mace- 
bearers, to lead him forth for him, whither he would himſelfe, Whichas mar 
ny as ſaw, tooke it to be ſome great grace and honourable favour. Whereupon 
ever after many more men did him obſervance. 

Thus when they were come to the ſacred * groves aboveſaid , they facrifi- 
ced unto Iupiter, with Holocauſts, that is, burnt offrings.of whole enure Buls. 
Semblably unto the Sunne, burning Horſes all wholc.in like ſort.. After this, 
they killed other beaſts for ſacrifice to the Earth, doing as they had direQtion 
from their Prieſts the Magi. Afterwards , to the tutelar Gods of Syria they 
did likewiſe. Which complements being performed, becauſe the plor of ground 
was even and faire, hee erected a goale at the end of a race to the length of five 
ſtadia. Whetrein hee commanded , thar* tribe by tribe, rhey ſhould pur our 
their Horſes to runne their beſt, for the Prize. Himſelfe with the Perſians ran 
a courſe and wonne. For why ! he was moſt expert in Horſemanſhip. Of the 
Medes , _Artabates gate the victory ; for, Cyrus had given him an Horſe (of 
ſpeede.) Among the Syrians, he that was their Captaine. Of the Armenians, 
Tigranes, Among the Hyrcanians, the Colonels ſonne who had the leading of 
their Horſemen. Of the Sacans a private ſouldicr, and he with his Courſer 

ained ground, and out-rid the other Horſes well-neere halfe the race length, 
| nnd. ch Cyrusasked the young man , whether he would exchange his Horſe 
for a kingdome : Who anſwered, I wouldnot willingly take a kingdome for 
him. Yet I would nor ſticke tro makea friend with him, and beſtow him 
ſome * good man. Why then,quoth Cyras,I will ſhew you, whereif you winke 
with both eyes, and doe bur * fling from you : you ſhall not miſle bur hita 
pow man. Doe then but ſhew me, quoth the Sacan, where they be, that when 
have taken up this clot, I may throw among them. With that, Cyr«s pointed 
where there were a great ſort of his friends and favorites. Then the young 
man ſhutting both his eyes cloſe, threw the clot from him, and it lightupon 
Peraulas, ashe rode by : For, it chanced eventhen, that he was to declare ſome 
errand that Cyrus had given him. When he was ſtrucken, hee never turned for 
che matter, but rode on ſtill ro doe that buſinefle which hee was enjoyned. 
Thea the Sacan opened his Ys, and asked whom he had hit © Not one,quoth 
Cyras, {o helpe me Iupiter, of all thoſe who are here preſent. Why then, lam 
bee Lone. Yes 
verily, 


ſure, quoththe young man, much leſſe any one of thoſe that

the Chariots. How is it then,quoth the other, that he-rurnerh nor agdine » Ng 
doubr,, quoth Cyr#s, heis ſome franticke fellow, and node well iwhiis wits. 25 it 
ſhould ſeeme, Which whea this young man- heard; thee weneſtecivhe to ſee 
who he was,and found him to be Pheranlss : whoſe beard was alt agore blood; 
and fouly berayed with earth beſides : For, his noſe bled witti-thie blow.” Be: 
ing.come unto him, he asked wherher he had bene {mirten, with thar which tic 
flung « Even as youſce, anſiyered the other, how thinke you 'of it +- Why 
then, quoth he, I beſtow upon you, this fairc Courſerunder mee'; Take him 1 
pray you for my ſake. And why ſo, quoth Pherazlas ?.then, the Sacanrelared 
unto him the whole marrer, and ſaid in the end, Thavenor miſſed row, but 
met with a good and worthy man, Then Pheraules, you ſhould have given 
him to a richer man if you had done wiſely. Howbeit Laccepr your gift : and 
I beſeech the Gods ( whoſe will it was; that you ſhould light on mee) togive 
me grace ſo tocarry my ſelfe as thar you may never repent of this your gift be- 
ſtowed upon mee. Andnow for this time, quoth he, get upupon my Horſe 
and rideaway: And I will be with you anon. And thus rhey exchanged. To 
conclude, among the Caduſians Rhathonices was the winner. 
. Moreover, Cyrus did pur forth Chariots one to one for torunnea race. And 
to the ViRors he gave both Oxen to ſacrifice and make merry withall, and alfo 
* drinking pots. Himſclfe being vitour alſo., received an Oxe, which was *or, Flaggons. 
the price for viory.Bur,ofthe ſaid faggons he beſtowed his parton #heraslas, 
becauſe he thought he had done ſo well in ordering this riding forth our of the l. 
Court. Andverily this ſolemne pompe of riding , asir was inſtiruted firſt by p 
Cyrus, ſo the King for the time being,continuerh ſtill at this day, fave onely that wl 
there be no beaſts for ſacrifice ſo'often as the King ſacrificerh not. When theſe v 
Complements were ended, they returned unto the Citie. Andas many as had 
houſes giventhem, thither they went: bur ſuch as had none, lodged in their 
feverall * quarters. | DAS 6 
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The liberdlitie that Pheraulas ſhewed unto one that gave hima faire 
Conrſer. A ndtable diſcourſe of thatwhich is able tomake 
a man happy , and to live in CONCREIERs. 


| H n Pheraslas invited the Sacan who had beſtowed upon him the 

good Horſe, and courteoully entertained him: bur befide many other 

gifts which he faſtened upon him in great aboundance, when they had 
ſupped rogiher, hee filled thoſe * cups ( with wine) that hee had received of , _ 
Cyrus , dranke to him and gave them likewiſe unto him when hee had done, 
The Sacan beholding in the place goodly faire carpets and coverings , with 
much rrim furniture beſides, and a number of houſhold ſervanes:' Tell mee 
Pheraulzs, quoth he, were you at home alſo in your ci reckoned in the 
number of rich men * what'rich men meane you 2: ſaid Pheyanlas, To b&: 
9%; ane of them that got their living by their hands. - For, even my

nr ene. (eaiag bard Rent for a poore living , kept OT 
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he mee up with other childrenat ſchoole. And when I was paſt my 
becauſe hewas nor able to finde mee in idleneſſe, hee had me away 


with him igco-the field, ſcrring me to labour and tillthe ground. Then and there 


I kept and maintained him likewiſe to his dying day, digging and delving with 
mine owne hands,and ſowing a peece of land, little though it were in quantity, 
yet wy en (I may ſay to you) bur of all others moſt true and juſt. For, 
what ſeed {o(eyeriit rooke,/the ſame it yeelded againe truly and juſtly, with 
increaſe for:uſury though not very great. And yet one time abovethe reſt,upon 
a ſpcciall fertilitic, it rendred double as much as it received. Thus you ſeetru- 
ly, in what fore] lived at home. Bur all this riches now that you ſee here,Cyrus 
hath freely; beſtowed uponimee. » . 

. Happyimanare you , quorh the Sacan, as in other reſpefs ſo in this, that 
of a poore man youare become wealthy : For, I ſuppoſe you have much more 
joy and pleaſure in your riches, becauſe when you hungred after ir, you atrai- 
ned therero and grew:rich: © And thinke you, my good Sacan, quorh Pheraulas, 
chat live now. much more merrily , for the greater ſtore of goods that I poſ- 
ſeſle? ywis, youaredeccived. For,wote you not that l cate, drinkeand ſleepe 
with no greater contentment one whit, than whieti I was a poore man. Thus 
much I gaineby having agreat deale, that I muſt looke to the keeping of more 
than I did, I:mwſt deale more unto others, I muſt carke and care more, and fo 
by conſequence: have much adoe.' For my houſhold * ſervants,- many. call 
on mee for meat, many for drinke, and many for * garments : And forge of 
them need the Phyſicians. One brings mee word thar either my Sheepeare 
worried by the Woolfe , or mine Oxen falne headlong from ſome ſteepe 
downe-fall: or elſe heetellethmee, that ſome diſeaſeis comeamong my cat- 
taile, Whereby , quoth Pheravlas , I am of this minde; that I feele now 
_ = and forrow by poſleſſing-much, than heretofore, when I had 

ut little... ! - * 

Yea marry,quoth the Sacan,you fay very true: yet when you ſee this world 
of wealth ſafe and in good caſe, you take more pleaſure than I doe, by ma- 
ny degrees.” ” mh 

"dn it is not, faith Pheraulas, ſo greata joy to be poſſeſſed of riches, as griefe 
to forgoe the ſame. Doe bur marke what I ſay, and you ſhall finde my words 
erue, There is: not one: of theſe wealthy men driven tobreake his for 
joy' bur of, ſuch as loſe; ought, 'you ſhall not ſee one able co ſleepe for 
orrow, GE PEING 

Neither ſhall a man ſee, Iafſure you, quoth the Sacan,oneof them alſo to be 
ſleepy for joy; that are*:taking any thing. True, ſaith the other : Bur thecaſe 
is not alike, For, were jras ſweet ro keepe, as to ger, the rich ſhould be in 

ſtateby far than the poore. And, truſt meerruly,ir cannot be choſen, my 
pep that poſſeſſerh much,muſt likewiſe ſpend as much upon the Gods, 
| n gueſts and ſtrangers comming in. Whoſoever there- 
fore takethgreatdehghtin his money and riches, know he this for certaine,that 
he alſo is much vexcd, when he is at any expenſe. - ' 
Bur, for my part, I proteſt before Tupiter, quorh the Sacan, I am none of 


theſe : bur I repure even thisto bea felicitie, chat a man which hach much,may 


likewiſe dif-ſpend much. Why then,before God,quoth Pheraulas, what ſhould 


ler, bur that you all of a ſudden may become very happy, and withall make 
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mee happy too £ For, rake in Gods name all that is here: Have and hold it, 
uſe and beſtow it at your pleaſure. As for mee, doe but finde and maintaine 
meeas you would your gueſtand no otherwiſe: . Nay, keepe mee more barely 
than agueſt, For, it ſhall ſuffice mee to take part with you of that which you 
have. You doe bur jeſt with mee, I am ſure, quorh the Sacan. With thar 
Pheraulas {ware unto him and ſaid , that hee was in good carneſt and ſpake as 
he thought. Yea, and more than ſo my good Sacan : 1 will obcaine of Cyras 
other things beſides for you : namely, that you ſhall not bee tyed to waite and 
iveat in his Court: nor to gae in any v andſcrve in the warres: 
[2 remaine ſtill at home with all this wealth. Thus I ſay will I cfg; both for 
your ſake and mine owne. Over and above, looke what commoditic elſe I can 
procure, cither by my durtifull ſervice mto Cyr#s in Courr, or by any warlike 
exploit in the field , I will bring thg ſame to you, that you may havethe rule 
more ſtill. Onely doe you thus much for mee;as diſcharge mee of this care. 
For may I once be delivered from theſe troubles.and live at caſe, I thinke you 
ſhall ſtead me much, and I likewiſe ſhall the better ſerve Cyr#s. Theſe words 
thus paſſed berweene them and as they covenanced , fo they did accordingly. 
The one reputed himſelfe happy for being Lord and Maſter now of ſo much 
wealth: che other WA oy $6 p ny ney rec ware 
Procurator in his place to procure him reſt and leafure for ro doethat which 
contented his minde. This Pheraulas was or A EE nature , courteous and 
amiable to his friends, neither thought hee that was ſo great pleaſure or 
gainc in making much of any thing as of men. For, he ſuppoſed, thar of all li- 
ving creatures in the world, man was ſunply the beſt and moſt thankfull : ſre- 
ing as he did and obſerving , thoſe that were 
ny wereto praiſe rhem again, and how they oured to require one kind- 


and pleaſure done, with another: ſuch as. they ow to be kindeuntorhem, 
| how they requitewith like affection: grhom they ſeeto love them, how they 
cannot hate: and as for their parents, how willing they are with all reſpeR to 
doe them pleaſure and honour bagh quicke and dead , much more than any 0- 
ther creatures ule to doe in their kinde ! For, to ſpeake of all creatures , 
he perceived they were more unchanketull and leffe mindfull of benefirs recei- 
ved than man.. . Thus therefore was Pheraulas wonderous glad, thar being free- 
ed from the care of other pollcfſions, he ſhould be able ro converſe his 
friends : as the Sacan alſo, becauſc inthe polleffing of CITES 
the fruicion of much. Thus the Sacan ycrily loved Pheranlas well, becauſe ht 
ever brought him ſomewhar ; and Pheraulss him likewiſe, for that he was realy 


eorake all chat came: and norwichilancieg he alwaics endeavoured to progute : 
him more and more ſtill, yer it troubled himnever the more. Io chis mancier - * 


lived they and loved togither. 
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By what meanes Cyrus graced and honoured hu friends, The marriage of 
Gobryas hi daughter, with Hyſtaſpas one of Cyrus 
bug Grand-Seigneurs. | 


ric, and thereto invited thoſe friends, that openly had ſhewed their for- 
& wardneſſe to advance his State moſt, and their willing minds to do him 
greateſt honour. To whom he adjoyned Artabazus the Median, Tigranes the 
Armenian, the Hyrcanian Commaunder of the Cavallery, and Gobryas., As for 


\ Frz x that Cyrus had ſacrificed, he made a feaſt for joy of his late viRo- 


* or, Capuaine, Gadatas he became * Ruler under him of the Scepter-bearers: and according to 


his diretion,all the houſe-keeping of Cyrus was ordered. And when there were 
any ar ſupper with Cyrus, Gadates did not ſo much as fit downe, but rooke the 
charge of all,and waited : But if nogueſt were there, himſelte ſupped with him: 
For he tooke delight in his preſence and company. In regard of which affeQi- 
on and diligence of his, he was highly eſteemed of Cyrws, and of others in the 


Court likewiſe for Cyrus his ſake. When gueſts invited to ſupper came, Cyrus 


laced them not one with another hand over head without reſpe : bur whom 
he vouchſafed moſt honour, him did he ſer on his left hand, becauſe the ſame 
hand is more expoſed to _ wait-laying than rhe right: the ſecond in 
dignity he placed on the right hand, the third againe on the left hand, and the 
fourth on the righr. If thete were any more, he marſhalled them in the ſame 
order. And he thoughrir very: ient, to declare how he honoured each 
one. For,where men ſuppoſe,thar he who ſurpafſerh others in worthineſſe ſhall 
receive neither praiſe nor prize, evident it is, that there is no emulation among 
them, who ſhall excell. Bur where the beſt is ſcene to be inthe higheſt place 
and to have the precedency of. the reſt, there doe they all with exceeding ala- 
crity enter into open ſtrifeand contention. ' And Cyr« verily after this manner 
ſhewed who were of greateſt authority and reputation with him, beginning firſt 
with the order of their ſirting with him and ſtanding about him. Howbeit he 
would not that any man ſhould challenge that place then _ as his owne 
for ever: buthe brought up this cuſtome as a law, that according to their good 
nd vertuous deeds, they ſhould be advanced to an higher degree of honour, 
x wh any one demeaned himſelf more baſely,he ſhould come down to a lower 
ce. For; Cyrus thought it would redound greatly to his owne ſhame, in caſe 
afyperſon promoted ro thehigheſt roomein ſitting,ſhould nor be ſeene abroad 
Tor'ty enjoy many ornaments and favours by him. ' And as in Cyrus time theſe 
[Matters were thus carried; ſointheſe daies, we underſtand the ſame order hol- 
dcth ſtill. When they were at ſupper, Gobryas thought itno wonderous matter, 
that every thing was ſerved up unro Cyres in ſo great plenty, being a Prince ſo 
puiſſanc, and the Ruler over ſo many: but he mervailed rather at this, thar having 
1tchieved ſo great exploits, if any toothſome and deinty cates came before him, 
Ihwould not enjoy the pleaſure thereof alone, but take the paines even to in- 
rex his friends about him, for to receive part thereof. Nay, he faw him ma- 
ny mes to ſend unto ſome that were abſent, ſuch deinties as haply he had a 
ſpeciall ing unto himſelte. Whereby it came to pale, that after they had 


upped 
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ſupped themſelves, Cyrns would ſend from the very table one way or other, all 
the diſhes as many as they were, whereat Gobryae, [ was of opinion heretofore, 
quoth he, 6 Cyr«s, that you ſurmounted all other men in military affaires and 
in leading an armie: but now I proteſt and ſweare by the Gods, thar in my con- 
ceit you excell farre more in humanity than in martiall proweſſe, So it is in 
trurh quoch Cyrus, and verily a greater pleaſure it is unro me , for to ſhew the 
deeds of courtefie than of chivalrie. And how ſor quoth Gobryas: becauſe, faith 
Cyrus, theſe mult of neceſliry be ſeene in doing hurt unto men, the other in do- 
ing them good. After this, when they had drunke moderately, Hyſtaſþas pro- 
pounded rhis queſtion unto Cyrss and faid, Sir, will you not be offended with 
me, if I aske you that which I deſire toknow 2 No verily , quoth Cyrss, bur 
contrariwiſe I would be difpleaſed with you , if you kept that in which you 
| were minded to aske. Tell me then I pray you quoth he, whether ar any time I 
came not to you when you called for me? Oh quoth Cyr#s,n0 more of thar, ler 
us have no ſuch words. Nay, but was I any whir flacke,ſaid Hyſtaſpas in com- 
ming to you? No,neither quoth Cyr#s, Commaunded you me ar any time,that 
which I performed not accordingly? I can find no fault with you anſwered Cy- 
rus. And whatſoever I did, could you ever perceive me to doe it not cheere- 
fully,nor with delight and pleaſure? No I atlure you quoth Cyrs, For, hercin 
of all other I can leaſt find fault with you. Whar is it then , For the love of 
God quoth he,. and wherein hath chryſantas ſo prevailed with you, that hee 
ould be preferred to a more honourable place than my ſelfe? Shall Irell you 
the reaſon ſairh Cyr? whatelfe, quoth Hyſtaſpes? And will nor you be angry, 
quorh Cyr#s when you heare the truch * No verily faith Hyffaþas, bur rather 
very glad will I be, if I may know thatI am not wronged. Goe to then, fairh 
Cyrus, you ſhall underſtand, This Chryſantes here, firit and formoſt, never ex- 
5eed untill I ſen for him : but was alwaies preſent to atrend and follow our 
affaires before he was called. Againe, he did not that onely which he was bid- 
den, bur wharſoever himſelfe knew expedient for us to be done, that did he. 
Moreover,if at any time a matter was to be delivered by ſpeech unto our Allies 
and Confederates, wharſoever he thought decent for me tofſay,therto he would 
adviſe me: Bur whatever he perccived,I was deſirous that our Afociats ſhould 
know, but yer upon a baſhfull modeſty, loth my ſelfe to utrer unto them, hee 
would declare the ſame in ſuch rermes, as if it had beene his owne opinion. So 
thar in theſe caſes, what can be alleadged to the contrary, bur that he is more 
carefull for my good and commodity, than mine owne ſelfe. Furthermore, this 
is his ſaying that he ſtands alwaies contented with his preſent fortune as ſuffici- 
ent for him, but for me he ſhewerh himſelfe provident and forecaſting in my 
behalfe, what good I may have by any thing added to my cſtare. To conclude, 
in my welfare, hetakerh more joy and pleaſure, than I doe my felte. Ar theſe 
words, Hyſtaſþas ſaid, Now fo love me, Lady ine, as it doth me good ar the 
very heart, that I demaunded thoſe queſtions of you. And why fo eſpecially? 
I pray, quoth Cyrus: becauſe ſaith he, I will endeavour what I can, ro doe the 
fame. Bur for one thing, I know not what to doe: . namely, how, and in whar 
ſort [ might ſhew my affeQion, when I rejoyce in your good fortune and wel- 
fare? W I muſt clap my hands, or laugh,or wharclſe T ſhould dov Here- 
at Artabazus,you ought then, quoth he, to daunce the Perſean daunce. Arwhich 
they all laughed a good. Now as the banquer went on ſtill and they began to 
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drinke more liberally, Cyrus demaunded of Gobryas. Tell me, Gobryas, whe- 
ther are you more willing now, ro beſtow your daughter in marriage upon one 
of theſe Gentlemen, than ar your firſt acquaintance with us? And will you give 
me alſo leave quoth Gobryas to ſay a truth? Yeaverily, fairh Cyrzs, For no que- 
ſtion needs to be anſwered with a lye. Why then, ſaith Gobryas, know for cer- 
raine, That much more willing Iam now, than heretofore. And can you render 
areaſon why:quoth Cyrus. Yea that I can anſwered Gobryas. Say onthen quoth 
Cyrus. Becauſe quoth he I ſaw them as then, to endure both paines and perils 
willingly, but now I perceive they can beare proſperity wiſely, and with mo- 
deration, And truely, 6 Cyrus in my conceit, it is an harder marrer to find a 
man to beare well che favouring, than to brooke the frowning of fortune. For, 
of the one may grow prideand infolency in many: but the other brecdeth mo- 
deſty and temperance in all. How now Hy/taſpas, faith Cyrus, have you heard 
whar ati Apophthegme Gobryas hath delivered 2 Yes that I have quoth Hyſ«- 
ſpas. And if he come our with many ſuch ſentences, he ſhall have me ſooner to 
become aſuiter unto his daughter, than if he ſhewed me many drinking cups. 
And Taffure you faith Gobryas, Many of theſe and ſuch like ſayings of his, I 
have put in writing : of which I will not envy you the having, in caſe you e(- 
pouſe my daughter. As for drinking cups, becauſe me thinks you ſet no ſtore 
by them, I wote not wherher you ſhould doe well to beſtow them upon this 
Chryſantas here, becauſe he hath ſtolen your'ſeat from you. Then Cyrs,Certes 
Hyſtaſpas and yee my friends here preſent, If yee tell me when any one of you 
will in hand with _— yee ſhall ſee in what good ſtead I alſo will ſtand 
you, in your wooing. Then Gobyyas, If a man would marry forth his daughter, 
whom ſhould he acquaint with that bufineſſe 2 Whom burme ! quoth Cyrus? 
For I am paſling good at ſuch a feat. Whar feat is that? quoth Chryſantas:even 
the skill ro know what marriage is meet for each perſon. Then, for the love 
of God quoth Chryſantas, Tell me what kind of wife will beſt fir me,8 be moſt 
ſutable to my perſon * Firſt, quoth Cyr, a lirtle woman; becauſe you are but 
little your af, For if you ſhould match with one of ſtature tall, you muſt bee 
faine to leap up to her, (as theſe little dogs doe) whenfoever you would kiſſe 
her upright. In good faith quoth Chryſantas, very well conſidered of you, For 
I am nothing made at all for leaping. Then, quoth Cyr#s, A woman with a flat 
noſe were very meet for you. And why ſo, faith Chryſentas: becauſe,quoth he, 
our ſelfe are * hooke-noſed. -For , you know very well, that flatnoſes and 
ooked, will couch and cloſe beſt togither.” Say you then, quoth Chryſamas, 
Thar when one hath ſupped well, as I now have. a wife that goeth ſupperleſſe 
to bed, were meet to lye with him 2 yes bem ky Cyrus. For they that arc 
full, have round and copped bellies, bur their bellies be flarthat are empty,and 
have'not had their ſuppers. But can you tell me for Gods fake, Cres, what 
manner of wife is good for a cold King * Herewith Cyrs laughed and fo did 
the reſt, And as they werealtogither {ct a laughing, In rhis one point verily 
uoth Chryſantas I envie you eſpecially, in your royall eſtate: And, what is 


| oF nGirh Cyrus, becauſe quoth he being as youare ſo cold anq dry your felte, 
yet you canmakeus all to-laugh. And would not you quoth Cyrus givea great 


& to haye theſe things told you, and report made unto her of whom you 
deſire to be ſo highly eſteemed, that you are pleaſamly conceired? Thus paſſed 
they .zhe time s and jeſting merrily' one 'with another. Then Cyrzs 
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brought forth a ſure of womans apparaile and otnaments thereto for 7igranes, 
which he willed him to give unto hus wife, becauſe ſhe had borne her ſelfe man- 
ly in this expedition, with her husband. To 4r7#46azm he gave acnp'of gold, 
and tothe Hyrcanian Caprtainea Courſer, with many orher faire and rich gi 
As for you, Gobryas, T will beſtow upon you an husband for your cr, 
Then, me you will give I trow quoth Hyſtaſþ4s, that T may have thoſe written 
ſenrences of his. Why,quoth Cyr#s,have you any eſtate of your owne, anſwe- 
rable to the dowry of the Damoiſell: Yea,that I have quoth he,God be thank- 
ed, and the ſame worth much more money. And where I pray you lycth that 
wealth of yours ? Even there, quoth Hype, (pointing to Cyrs) but ou 
fic that are my friend. And that is enough ſaid Gobryas to content me. And 
therewith preſently he raughr forth his hand and ſaid, Give me him Cyres, for 
am ready to receive him. Then Cyrus taking Hyſtaſþas by the right hand, gave 
him My Gobryas, who hots, = fare ngly. Lat, he - up- 
on Hyſtaſþas many goodly gifts, to ſend unto the y his : and 
che raking Chriſants cloſe unto him, he kiſſed his Then we. we As 
Inpiter me helpe © Cyras quoth he, that cup which you gave unto me, and the 
ft which you beſtowed upon Chryſantas, be not both of the ſame gold. But 
T will quoth Cyr»s give you the like. And whens asked he: Thirty yeeres 
hence quoth Cyrss. See then quoth he, you order the matrer fo, and provide 
againſt that time ; as from whom I will expe ſo much, and notdye inthe 
meane while. Thus for that preſent, ended thcir feaſt and merry meeting. 
Whea they were riſen , Cyrws alfo aroſe and accompanied them to the very 
gatcs. 
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How Cyrus ſent away his Aſſociates into their owne countries : diſtributed the 
ſpoyle, and returned imo Perſia. How he ordered and marſhalled 
his campe: being arrived in Media: where King Cyax- 
ares offered him his daughter in marriage ,and 
gave with her for a portion the King- 
dome of Media. 


Te next day, thoſe Allies, who came unto him as volunraries, he ſenc 
BB homeevery man, except thoſe that deſired to dwell with him: For, he 
enfeoffed them in houſe and land, to them and tharr heires for ever, 
And verily the poſterity deſcended from thoſe who then ſtayed;enjoy the ſame 
poſſeſſions ro this day. Theſe for the moſt parr, were <Ifedes and Hyrcanians, 
When he had dealt away gifts among them, at their departure, and taken fuch 
order, as neither Capraine nor ſouldier had cauſe ro complaine;, hee diſmiſſed 
them. Afeer this, he diſtributed among his owne ſouldiers, whar money and 
treaſure he got ar Sardes. To the Colonels verily over ren thouſand men, To 
the Serjeanrs and Servirours that attended abour his owne perſon, he gave pe- 
culiarly great and fingular gifts , according to the worthineſle of every one : 
The reſt he divided here and there amongſt them all. For, having beſtowed up- 
on every ſuch Colonell, a part, he charged them, that according to the pro- 
portion which he had delivered unto them, they ſhould diſtribure likewiſe un- 
to 
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Royall tent, che Guard and Penſioners ſhould quarter and have their lodgings, 
Aﬀeer them, he affigned for the bakers the right hand ;/ and for the cooks and 
vicuallers the left. He pre for the horſes ['of ſerviceJtheright fide,and 
for the other labouring and draught beaſts the left. Semblably all things elſe 
were digeſted ſo,as that every man knew his owne place, as well by meaſure as 
by the plot of ground. Now, when they diflodge and are upon their remoove, 
every man packeth up ſuch baggageas he is appointed ro uſe. Others there be 
nerany to lay them upon the Sumpter beaſts : whereby it comes to paſſe, 
all che porters and carriers come together unto thoſe packs and truſſes, thar 
they are appointed to bring, and every one at once layeth his owne ſtuffe upon 
his owne beaſts. So that the ſame time that ſerverh for the pirchigg and ſerring 
up of one ten, is ſufficient for all. Andar one and the ſame inſtant, were all car- 
riages diſcharged and laid downe likewiſe. Moreover,every man had his charge 
what to doe, for purveying of vicuals and all neceſſaries in due ſeaſon : ſo, thac 
one and the ſame time ſerverh for one part and for all, to make proviſion there. 
of. And as there was a ſeverall place (cr by for rhe purveyours of neceſfaries 
meet for them, ſo his armed ſouldiers in pirching of the campe, had that quar. 
ter which was convenient for cach kind ofarmarureand munitios. They knew 
alfo whichir was; and in generall held and occupied it ſo as they never differed 
abourir. Certes, evenina private houſe and family, Cyrus thought ita ſpeciall 
matter, to be carcfull for the order and fit placing of cvery thing in ir. (For, if 
one hath need of ought, he is not to ſecke whither to goe and where to find it) 
bur he ſuppoſed ir was a much more excellent thing, that in a campe the milita- 
ry tribes and regiments ſhould be placed in good and convenient order. - For, 
by how much, rhe occaſions ia warre be more ſodaine, ſo much the greater is 
their delinquency,who {lacke any time and be tardy rherein. Bur in warfare, he 
faw thatexploits of great conſequence, were performed by thoſethar were rea- 
dy at hand in due time. In which regard, very diligent and carcfull he was, xo 
have every thing placed fitly and in order. Firſt of all,he rooke up a lodging for 
himſclfe, in the mids of the Campe, becauſe that place was ſtrongeſt. Then 
had he next about him (as his manner ever was,) lus truſtieſt men : and round 
about them the men ofarmes and chariotiers. For, he ſuppoſed it needfull for 
chem, to quarter ina place of ſecurity : becauſe, if any ſodaine Al-arme be gi- 
veninthe Campe, they have noruſe of their armes our of hand : bur their fer- 
vice requireth a long time ere they can be armed, in caſe they meane.to poe 
forth with them into the field for ro:doe any; good. Moreover on cither hand, 
as well the left as the righr, both of himſelfe and of his ſaid horſemen, the Ia- 
veloriers with their light bucklers were planted: but behind and before,the Ar- 
chers: As for the ſouldiers heavily armed and ſuch as bare mafic 
compaſſed all the reſt,in manner of a wall: ra-the end that when need was, that 
the horſemen ſhould make themſelves ready, theſe ſouldiers ſo well wm 
ſtanding afore them mighr abide rhe longeſt brunt, and. give them reſpir 
time enough to arme in (afery. And like as thoſe heavily armed ſouldiers 
ed and lept keeping rheir order and array ſtil,even fo jrador wg 
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armed and the Archers. Thar if any Al-arme were in the nigh, like as rhole are 
ro wound the affailants cloſe at hand, ſo theſe Archers and Darters might 

as ready to ſhoot their arrowes,, and launce their Iaveling from them inthe 
defence of choſe armed ſouldiers , TIP enemics approached and —_ 
Cc them. 
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them. Furthermore all the Captaines had certaine * Enſignes upon their Pavi. 
lions : By which meanes, like as in Cities, the wiſer ſort can point unto the 
dwelling houſes of moſt Citizens, bur eſpecially of ſuch as are of employment: 
even ſo the miniſters and ſervitours of Cyr#s knew in what places to find their 
Captains and whar Enfignes or colours belonged to every one. And thercby,if 
Cyrms had occaſion to ufc any of them, they needed nor to ſecke up and downe, 
but ran readily the next way to every one. And becauſe each nation-was a 

and not intermingled one with another, it was much ſooner ſcene, both when 
any kept his owne ranke in order as alſo whether they did not that which was 
commaunded. Being thus marſhalled, he thought thar if any-enemie cither by 
night or day gſfailed him, they ſhould come upon his campe no otherwiſe, than 
if they fell inco a place of ambuſhment. And, for a* Tactick, he thought ir re. 
quiſite, not onely to know how, readily to ſtretch our in lengrh the front of his 
Phalang,or diſplay and ſpread it out in depth,or reduce it from a pointed wing 
into a mafſie ſquadron , or to countermarch as readily the enemy being dif- 
covered andtq, wind about with it, in good fort, on the right hand, or on the 
left, or inthe reare: bur he ſuppoſed alſo, it appertained to that skill, for to be 
able to divide it if need required, and each parr thereof to beſtow for moſt ad-+ 
vantage, yeaand to lead it on ſpeedily, where occaſion is of prevention. All 
theſe points,and ſuch like feats he chought did belong to that Captaine * which 
is expert in the ordinance of a bartaile: Andeven fo right carefull and tudious 
was he in them all. And verily in his journcics he marched with his hoſt, nor 
alwaies alike and in the ſame order, but evermore accommodated to divers oc. 
currents and ſodaine accidents : Howbeit in the pitching of his campe, he uſed 
for the moſt partthis diſpoſe, which I have rehearſed. 

Now when they had journeyed fo farreas they were come into the CHedes 
countrey,Cyrus turned in to Cyaxares for to lodge with him. And after they had 
embraced one another, Cyras {aid firſt to Cyexares, chat there was provided for 
him in Babylon, a choice dwelling houſe wich ſtately edifices : thar if he came 
thicher he might keepe his Courc there;as in his owne. Then, beſtowed he up- 
on him very many and thoſe right goodly preſents. Cyaxeres when he had re. 
ceived them ar his hands, ſenr his daughter unto him: who brought with her for 
him a-golden Coroner, a paire of bracelers and acollar of gold , with a moſt 
beautifull Median robe, Here, quorh Cyaxarer,] giveupto you Cyres,this young 
Lady mine owne daughter to be your wedded wife. For ſo,your father eſpou- 
ſed my fathers daughter,whoſe ſore youare. And this is even my ſhe,w 
you being a child;many atime in our houſe, were wont to ſport with and dandle 
38 a nurceling. And when any one asked her,whoſe wife ſhe would be: ſhe was 
wantto make anſwer, that Cys ſhould be her husband, And with her, I give 
ovet andabove, for a dowry the Kingdome of Media, and enfeoffe her wholly 
init, 'ſce I have ho iſſue male of mine owne legitimate. Thus ſaid Cyexares. 
Vnto whom Cyr«s made this anſwer. The parentage, good Vnkle Cyaxares, I 
commend, The young waidenl:praiſe, and of the dowry I like well cnough: 
but before Iconchude- of a marriage, I will have the conſent of my father and 
morher. ' And albeit Cyr#s thus faid, yet beſtowed he upon the Danioiſdll, all 
__ whetein he thought hee aight graritie Cyaxares. Which done hee 
rooke his leave and went Forward-on tus journcy for Perſis. 0 
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How Cyras arrived in Perſia,vbere Camby les treateth with him and his Lords 
chiefe Commanders about the affaires of, State, . How hee tooke to ©. 
wife the daughter of Cyaxares : and being returned ts Ba- | 
bylon, ſent Rulers and: Deputres into all- bis / 2

Hz he wascome fo farre as into the Frontiers of Perſia; the reſt 
\ / \ / of his forces he left there: and went himſelfe accompanied with 


ent both co facrifice, and alſo to feaſt rhe nation of the Perſians: as pifts 
mect to preſenc unto his father and mother and other his friends there: yea and 
fuchas might beſeeme'the Head Magiſtrates, Auncienrs, and noble Gentlemen 
called Homorimi, in generall. \Moreover he gave a ___ 
#3 both men and women, even ſuch congiaries as at tiu King | 
deale among them, whenſoever he commerh into Perſie. Aﬀerthis, Cambyſes 
alſembleda Councell of che Elders of Perſia, togither with ſuch-Rulers as had 
| ing of the weighrieſt affaires in Common-wealth, Who being come 
togither; he called Cyrus alſo unto them, and then made a ſpeech to this cfſeR.. 
My- Lords of Perſis and you likewiſe my 'ſonnhe Cyrus - T heartily affect you 
all, as good reaſon Lhave,both the one and theother. For, as Iam your King, 
fo you Cyres are my ſonne. Meet it is therefore, and.in all coograence it beſer- 
meth, thar' open here before you, wharſoevee-tnzy ſeeme ro know, concer- 
ning your good and welfare. As'foriyou_the-Perpaws, intimes paſt yee ho- 
noured my ſonne,when-yee did put an armie into;his hands, and choſe him Ge- 
nerall thereof. And Cyrus being oncethe Commaunder of that power, by the 
aſſiſtance of God hath made you Perſens renowned with all men and honoured. 
throughout all 4fis. And verily, as the valianceſt Khights of thoſe thar ſerved 
under him, he hath enriched, ſo to the very multitude of Cammon ſouldiers, 
he hath cruly paid their'wages and found them:faod. Moreover, by ereQing a 
Cavallery among the Perſians, he hath effected, that they be as good horſemen 
upon the plaines as others. If yee therefore hereafter perſiſt in this mind ſtill, 
yee ſhall procure one uncoanather manifold commodiries, But if cither 
for your part Cyrus, being putfed up for the late good ſucceſle of fortune, ſhall 
gde abour to be anabſoluce Lord over the Perſians, thereby to:make a private 
gaine of them; as over orher nations : or. yee rharare natives and ſubjeds, envi- 
ous'df his puiſſance, endeavour and practiſe to-depole him, and overthrow his 
royall eſtare, know this for certaine, thar yce ſhall hinder one@nother inthe 
atchieving of catand nobleexploirs. To theend therefore, that theſe 
inconvernences not unto you, thar yce may.enjoyall goad bleſſings; E 
have thought it meer after we-have ſacrificed togither and called che Gods:to 
record, to make this covenant, that you Cyrss for your part.in the behalfe of 
the Perſians, if any one cither enterprize the invalion of the Perſian land, or at- 
tempr tobreake and abrogare the Perſian. lawes, ſhall be aiding and aſſiſting ro 
them with all your might: and yee likewiſe, that ae Perſiens,if either any Ali 
goe about to diſpoſleſſe Cyras of his 32 SW or if ſubjects rebell and ook 
. _ ma 
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from him , ſhall be ready to affiſt both your ſelvesand Cyr«s, according to his 
Commandement. And verily fo long as God ſhall lend me life, mine is the 
Kingdome of Perſi« : bur after my deceaſe,Cyrus ſhall be King thereof, if he ſur- 
vivesWho,when he * once come into- Perſie;thall do well and devoutly to offer 
facrifices for you, like as now my ſelfe doth ſacrifice. Bur whiles he makes his 
abode in anothercounery, [ ſuppoſe it will be expedient for you, rhat one of our 
line and blood, whom yee thi _hpdiar beſt, performe that which appertai 
neth to religion and the worſhip of God. 'When Cambyſes had uttered theſp 
words,both Cyr«« and the Rulers alſo of Perſia agreed thereto,and by enafting a 
decree rarified the fame. And as _ then capitulared-and patſed theſe Coye- 
nanits, calling'the Gods to wicneſle, ſo atthis time, the Petar cir King 
doeconſtanly obſerve the ſame. $92:i® £7, 

After theſe affaires thus accompliſhed; Cyrus departed, and when he was re- 
ruthned backe into/Medza;by the conſent both of his father and morher,he rooke 
to wife the daughter of Cyaxares aforeſaid:of whom the ſpeech goes even artthis 
day;thatſhe was exceeding beautifull. Howbeit, ſome Hiſtoriographers there 
be, who write chat he wedded his mothers ſiſter. But ſhe had beenedoubtleſle 
by this time ah old ſtale womanand * no freſh Damoiſell; No ſooner was the 
matriage ſolemnized, bur preſently he'tooke her with him and ; 

Afeer he was-come ro Babylon,he thought now'toſend Lieutenants Ge- 
rerall and Prefidents into thoſe narions'which he had ſubdued.As for the Ca 
caines of Gatriſon-Caſtles, and thoſe Colonels likewiſe over thquſands, who 
had thekeeping of the country, he wouldnor have them to obey any bur him- 
ſcle. For, this forecaſt he had.(conſidering how it would prejudice his owne 
Stare,in caſe any of thoſe Rulersand Licutenants, preſuming upon their wealth 
and the multitude of men under them ſhould beare themſelves inſolently, and 
ſhake off the yoke of rheir alleageance) namely to have in readinefſe within 
che Countrey, ſuch as would make headagainſt them. + Intending therefore to 
bring this about, firſthe choughrir oor policy,to callrogither the chiefe Gen= 
tlemen af ſort,” and to declate this euntothem , that they might rake 
knowledge upon whar motives they went thirher who were to be ſent. For,by 
this meanes he thoughtrhey would take it the better. Bur if any ſuch were ap- 
pointed Governours and Deputies firſt, and then afterwards ſhould underſtand 
{od much,he ſuppoſed they would beare it hard,as whomight thinke all this was 
done for their infidelity and his diſtruſt in them. Having therefore aſſembled 
thoſe [principall Gentlemen) rogirher, hee ſpake much after this manner unto 
thein !. My good friends,we have inthoſe Cities which we won, both garriſon 
fouldiers and'alſo Captaines over them, ſuch asrhen wee left behind us: unto 
whom-at my departure I gave no other charge bulily ro meddle in, but only to 
defend their Forts. : And thoſe ſurely will. I not pur our of their places of Go- 
vertment:conlidering they have duly obſerved their commiſſion. Bur other De- 
puties and Govertiours 1 meaneto ſend,for to be Prefidents over the people and 
mhabitancs ofthe countries | who-gathering tribure and receiving the revenues 
of the State, are to pay thegarriſon ſouldicrs their wages, and to performe all 
ſervices necefſarie: Alſo,toas many of you as here live, and whom Iemploy a- 
bour my affaires in foraine parts: Ithinke'ir meer,whiles I ſend them away unto 
cheſt nations about ſome buſineſſes which-they are to menage, for to 


and when they come thither,rhey may be lodged and entertained' intheir owne, 
When he had thus faid,he gave houſes and fubjets to commaund, in all the ci. 
ties which he had conquered. Andeven at this day, the poſterity deſcended 
from chem, who at thar time received theſe Donaitons, remaine ſtill in poſſeſſion 
of choſe lands, firuate and lying, ſome in one counitrey, and ſome in another 

Bur neceſſary it is 
moreover, quoth he,thar yee conſider of thoſe Depuries and Governours who

Thus having ſaid, he 
concluded his ſpeech. And then ſuch friends of his, as he knew defirous to goe 
upon thoſe termes aboveſaid, he made choiſe of, and ſent them as Lords De- 
puties who were in his judgement, moſt meet and worthy, to wit, into Arabze, 
Megobyſtus;into Cappadocia Artabatas; Artacamas into Phrygiathe rrnd Chry- 
fame into Lycie and Ionia. Into Caris,Cadaſine according to the Cariens requeſt. 
Into Phrygia lying upon Helleſpomt and into Reels, Pharnuchns. Bur into Cilicia, 
Ow: and to the Paphlagonians he ſent no Governors, becauſe they ſeemed of 
their owne accord and unſenr for, to joyne with him inthe journey of Babylon. 
Howbeir, theſe nations alſo he commaunded to bring in their tribute. And 'as 
Cyrws ordained it in thoſe daics, ſoar this time alſo:the garriſons in every Caſtle, 
areat the Kings Caes: The Colonels alfo over every 1000. of garriſon ſoul- 
CR by the King appointed, and their names cnrolled and remaining with 
King. | 


Parthcermre he gave all thoſe LL. Governours in charge whom he ſent our, 
to endeavour with Aicheir whole power for to imitate his example inall thi 

— ſaw him to doe. Firſt and principally, ro ordaine a troupe of hart 

men and Chariotiers , out of rhoſe Perſians and Allies who followed them in

diſports and paſtimzs as tend unto warfare. And whoſoever ſaith he in propor- 

tion of his puiſſance and regiment, ſhall be able to ſhew unco me moſt charriors 

meet for. ſervice, the number likewiſe of horſemen right and 
Skilfull, him will I honour and reward as a fingular Afﬀociare in warre, him wall 

I conſider, as a ſpeciall preſerver with me both of the Perſiav Empire and mine. 

Let there bealfo he among you cerraine degrees of ſears, and ſee thatthe 

beſt warriours and moſt valiant Knights, fit in higher as iris the order 

with me. As for your* table I would have it anſwerable to mine, firſt to feed * or, vya.

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re yee have lahoured,nor give your horſes hay,unlfſe they be-firſt exerciſed. 
_ ar" is not poſſible that I being.oneman alone, with all the humane wiſe- 
dome and prowelle that is,ſhould preſerve the weale of you all: bur neceſſarie ir 
is, that I being a valiant: perſon my ſelfe, ſhould aſſt you with mine owne alſo 
and thoſe redoubted Knights. Yee likewiſe ought to. be hardy your ſclves and 
with thoſe brave and valourous men about you to aide me. Moreover I would 
have you conſider thus much, that none of theſe points which now I recorti- 
mend unto you, I doe impoſe upon ſlaves, but whatſpever I ſay that yee 
ro doc,the + I endeavour to practiſe firſt my ſelfe. To conclude, like as I bid 
you imitate me,ſo reach yee thoſe ſubordinate and inferiour Magiſtrates within 
your juriſdiion to follow you. Andas at that time Cyrus firſt ordained, even 
ſo at this day , are all the garriſons under the Kings dominion kept , all 'the 
Courts of the Grand Rulers in like manner ſerved and attended : all houſes and 
families as well great as ſmall inthe ſame fort ordered. Of all them that be pre- 
ſent in ordinary, they who have carried themſelves beft,are graced with higher 
ſeats above the reſt : all their journeyes are likewiſe appointed and diſpoſed. 
And generally many matters are compendiouſly diſpatched by few Gover- 
; Nnours. When he had given this charge to theſe Lieutenants and Deputies, how 

every one was. to frame and digeſt his affaires : and,withall afigned unto each 
of them a certaine power of ſouldiers,he diſmilled them, with a warning given 
to them all, to prepare, themſclves and be.in xeadinefſe : For thar the yeere next 
enſuing,he intended an cxpedition,and meant to review and muſter all his men, 
horſes and chariots. Which laudable cuſtome being firſt begun by Cyrus, wee 
underſtand,(by report) continuerh ſtill. For,hereupon ſome great man or other 
yeerely viſiterh the Provinces with an army : Who, if any one of the foreſaid 
Govyernours ſtands in need, is ready to _ if any beare himſelfe inſolently, 
him he reduceth into order,and teacheth to be wiſer. Is:there any one that neg- 
leQeth the bringing in of Tribute ? is flacke in prot the inhabitants 2. or 
looketh not to the ground that it be tilled and husbanded; or leavettioughrtelſe 
undone that-is commaunded, heat is that brings all into good frame againes 
but if he cannot cffe this by himſelfe, he giveth-notice thercas to the King, 
Then he.no ſooner heareth the marter,. but conſulterh deliberately abour 
party thus delinquent. And oftentimes they , of whomir is commonly. ſaid, 
The Kings ſonne commeth downe: The Kings brother;The Kings Eye,&rc. be the Vi- 
ficoursand Overſeers: yea ſometimes when they are nor ſeene at all-themſelves. 
Fox every one. of theſe is called backe againe our of the way , whenſocverthe 
King commaundeth. bt ug 21 L 


Moreover we are given to underſtand'of another invention.of Cyrus (which 
concerneth the grearneſſe of: his Empire) whereby he quickly had intelligence 
brought unto/hum, how the State of things went. Pb bnowig je 2a, 
how farre an horſe would carry a man in a day without tyring, :hee appointed 
ſtable-roomes diſtant ſo.much/one from another , and' therein: paſt-horſes and 
perſons of purpoſe ro. looke, unto them. : He appointed allo in every of theſe 

. Places, aman, fit both to receive packets of letters; and'to deliver them as chey 
were brought : Who alſo ſhould take the weary horſes, 'and make ſupply with 
freſh, to ſend forward.

AY cence: in Babylon. And the report goeth, that he wasable to bring 
intothe field 120000 menof Armes ; of fithed Chariots 2000. of 
| footmen, tothe number of 600000. Which power being come togither and 
in readineſſe, he entred intothat expedition, wherein he is {aid to have conque- 
red all choſe nations thatinhabit , as farre as from the entrance of Syria unto 


the red Sea. 
After this, he made they ſay another voyage, whercin he ſubdued Xgypt. 
From which time the Empire of Cyrus exconded. Eaſt ro the red Sea: North,to 


rhe Euxine Sea. Weſtward ir confined with Cyprus and Agypt: Sourh-ward, 
with Ethiopia. The bounds and marches of which Countryes, ſome be hard- 
ly inhabiced for hear,others for cold; ſomefor * water, others for hr. - *Wez, 
Cyrus himſclfe living in the very mids of theſe, paſſed the winter ſeaſon for 
ſeuen monerhs in Babylon ( for it is a warmeclimate) the three ſpring moneths 
at * Suſa: the extreme hett of ſummer for the ſpace of rwomoneths in * Ec- *1a perks. 
batana. In ſo doing, he led his life all che yeere long in the temperate hear and * In Media. 
cold of the Spring, And ſo affectionately beloved was Cyras of all men, that 
people of every Nation,thought it went not well with. chem , if they ſent noc 
unto him a preſent of whar rarities cicher grew, or were fed, or made by arr in 
their country, Semblably, there wasnot a Citie or private perſon any where, 
bur he rooke himſelfe made for ever,incaſc he could doe a pleaſureunto Cyras. 
For, as Cyrws received of every ane ſuch things, whereof the givers had plen- 
tie, ſo he beſtowed liberally upon them againe, 'whar he knew was geaſon and 
{carce with them. - | 
When he had lived thus untill he was farre ſtept in yeeres , nv. ye, 
he madea journey into Perſia, which was the ſeventh voyage thither after 
came unto his Empire. By which time his father and mother ( as by courſe of 
nature) had beene long dead. Where, after he had facrificed according to the 
lawes.,and ſolemnly led the daunce among the Perſians, after the manner of the 
countrey,and as his cuſtome was, dealr gifts among them all, as hee lay afleepe 
one time within the Palace, he , and faw ſucha viſion asthis: Him 
thought that one came untohim reſembling 4 perfonage more venerable and 
fuller of majeſtie than any morrall wight, and faid, Prepare thy ſclfe, 6 Cyras, 
t0 a jaurney, for ſhortly thou ſhalt deparrunco the Gods. With his dreame 
and viſion he awoke and ſcemed in manner to take full knowledge, thar 
the end of his life was neere at hand. Whereupon he rooke i arly beaſts ; 
for ſacrifice,and ſlew them ro the honour of Tupiter che Partronand God 
| af his nativecountrey, to tlic Sunne likewiſe, and to other Gods CE

For, Laſfure 

you, [ ſce not what worldly pleaſure you can want. Certes, you ſhall enjoy 

all things on earth; that may bring delight and content unto man. Bur the de- 

fire and affetionr&difffiealt enterprizes hardly ro be atchieved , rhe buſic cares 

- inmany affaires, areſtleſſt courſe of life, whiles:the minde is 'follicired and 
pricked with the emulation of mine as and worthy explaits : to lye in wair 
and cſpiall for ſome, to bee forelayed and live in feare of thepractices of o- 
thers: Theſe be the troubles and Shoes that of necefſicic accompany a Sove- 
raigne Monarch more than you. And thele things, wote you well, interrupt 
ones.joy with manifold'troubles. And you my ſonne Cembyſes, I would have 
you to know, that it is, nor this golden Sceptes thar. is ableto-preſerve your 
Kingdome and Royall eſtate. Bur many Ficnds-and thoſe truſty , are-unto 
Kings the rrueft appay aa ſureſt Scepter toreſt upon, -- And-never thinke-that 
men arenarurally borne faichfull friends unto you ( for if that were ſo,the fame 
men would be true and 16yall unto all: like as other things in one nature are 
ſcene ro bee the ſame unto all indifferencly,) But every Prince muſt himſalfe 
make menrruſty and faſt untohim : and made they are ſuch, notby force, bur 
rather by beneficence and bountic. If you therefore would gaine orhers unto 
you, for to bee afſiſtant inthe preſervation of your royaltic,, beginnoratany 
other before him, whois ſprung from the ſame ſtocke thar you are, to wir, 
your owne brother. And verily you ſee, that nacurall Cirizcas ate more necee- 
ly linked unto us than ſtrangers : {uch as care, drinke, and daily converſewitt 
us, more than thoſethat live apart and be unacquainted withus.

familiar? Suffernor then, thoſe good bleſſings to be in vaine beſtowed upon 
you, whereby the very Gods lead brethren to the entertainment of mutuall 
amitie : but over and above this foundation already laid, build forthwith other 
workes of love: and rhus your reciprocall friendſhip ſhall continue for ever 
invincible. And to ſay a truth, he regardeth his owne ſelfe, who taketh care 
of his brother. For, unto what other perſon is a brother (if hebe a mightie 
man) ſuch an ornamentas to his brother « And whobefide is able to honour 
a puiſſanc Porentate ſo muchas a brother? And whom will a man, having a 
great perſonto his brother feare to wrong, ſo much as hee will his owne bro- 
ther £ See therefore that no man obey him ſooner, nor be readier rocome and 
aſſiſt him than your ſelfe. For neither his proſperitie, nor adverſitie concernes 
any man-more properly than you. Conſider morcover in gratifying whom, 
you'ſhould hope to gaine more or winne greater thanke, than if you doe your 
brother a pleaſure: In ſuccouring, ſhall you get a firmer Ally than him? whom 
is.it more unſeemely or diſhoneſt not to love, than a brother 2 and whom in 
allthe world is it more decent and befitting , to honour above the reſt than a 
brother £ Ir is a brother onely, and none but he, © Cambyſes, who if hee have 
the principall place of love with a brother, - incurreth not the envie of others 
thereby 2 For thetender love therefore of our tutctar Gods, my children: As 
yee have any delire co gratifie mece/your farher, honour yce one another. For, 
yee doe not I trow beleeve'and know - for certaine, that when Iend this hu- 
mane life, I ſhall become nothing at all and haveno more being. Neither did 

ee ſo'mauch ascrewhile ſee my ſoule viſibly , but by the operations which it 
has; yee conceived of it as of a reall cfſence. Or know yee not yet, what ter- 
rours doetheir ſoules who have ſuftred,violence and wrongs ſtrike into murde- 
eowauaie,  rers hearts, and what * revengefull tormentors, they ſend among the wicked * 
ſting ofcon- Thinke yee, that the honours done to thoſe thatare departed, would have en- 
ſrience. dured ſo long, -if their ſpirirs had no \oqwan and ſtrength remaining in them 2 
For mine owne'part,my-fonnes,I could never be perſwaded to beleeve, that the 
ſouleall while-it is contained within this'mortall body ſhould live, and after= 
wards die, when ir is departed/from it. For, this I ſee, that the ſoule quicke- 
neth theſe mortall bodies , 'and/giverh life to them, ſo long as it remainerh 
therein. | Neither could:Lever be- brought to thinke,'thar after the ſoule is ſe- 
parate from this blockiſh and ſenfleſſe body, ic ſhall be ir ſelfe void of ſenſe 
and underſtanding:Burt when the pureand ſincere *minde is once departed, then 
by all likelihood and reaſon, it is moſt wiſe. After the diſſolution of a man, 
every thing is ſcene to returneagaine unto its owne kinde,fave onely the ſoule, 
which neither preſent norabſenr can beſeene. G4 | 
..Conſider:moreover, quoth he, that noching in the world reſembleth mans 
death neererthan fleepe. - Bur the foule of a man whites he fleepeth , ſhewech 
moſt of all her divinirie, yea-and foreſceth future things; being as it ſeemerh, at 
ſuch a time at greateſt liberrie. Is iſo then, as I perſwade my (elfe it is? doth 
the ſoule quiriand forſake'the body In all reverence and honour therefore un- 
tomy ſoule, performe that which I requeſt you to doe. | But wereit nothing 
ſo, but thatthefoule as' ir abideth in the-body , fo irperiſheth with the ſame, 
yet feare:yee the Gods whoare immorrall z 'who ſceali things and bee omni- 
potent, who maintaine and keepe this orderly courſe of the whole world, fo 
T =_ certaine, 
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make a goodly ſhow for number and multitude : butin the warres I affure you 
there is no uſe of them atall. And that appeareth well h by the events 
that enſue thereof, For, yee ſhall have enemies ſooner than friends converſant 
in their land. And verily, Cy7«s when he tooke his horſemen from among the 
light skirmiſhers afarre off, and furniſhed them wich compleat armour and their 
borſes likewiſe, giving every one of them a launce in his hand, brought in the 
cloſe fight ararmes end. Bur now, neither doe they skirmiſh lightly and aloofe 
with the enemie any more, nor yet joyneand co wy <anagh Seinblably the 
foormen in theſe dayes have their light bucklers, their ſhort courtell-axes and 
cimirers to ſerve inthe warres and to fight cloſe as they did in Cyrws his time: 
howbcit even theſe will not willingly ſo much as come to buckle ar handfight. 
Neither uſerhey their hooked chariots in that ſortas they were ordained byC 
rs, For he advancing and honouring his Charioticrs, made them good ſouldi- 
ers, and had them upon all occaſions preſt to aſſaile armed enemies. Bur the 
Perſians in theſe dayes, knowing not what they be that are upon the ſaid Chari- 
ots, thinke one as good as another, and rhole that be unpradtiſed, able to equa- 
lize the trained. A cerraine kind of onſer and charge they give, I muſt needs 
* fay, bur before they come among the enemies, either they willingly drop out 
of their chariots, or elſe leap forth of purpoſe. Whereupon the Chariots and 
teemes both,being abandoned of their drivers and rulers, do many times much 
more hurrunto their friends, than to their enemies. Certes,they being privy ts 
themſelves, and knowing well enough how flenderly they be appointed for 
the warres, withdraw their heads our of the field: neither dareany of them pre- 
pare himſelfe to barraile, without aide of the Greeks, Nay, they know well 
enough that they muſt have Greeks in their armie, whenſoever they meanc cither 
to make warre one with another, or upon the Greeks themſelves. 

Thus have performed, as1 thinke, that which I purpoſed and undertooke. 
For,I ſay and avow,rthar the Perſians and their Aſfociats,are in theſe dayes more 
irreligious in the worſhip of the Gods, more unkind and unnaturall to their 
kinsfolke, more-unjuſt ro others, and for martiall affaires more effeminate than 
in former times. To conclude, if there be any man diſpoſed to hold up a fide, 
and maintaine the contrary to this poſition that I have ſer downe, let him but 
confider their own deeds and aRions,and he ſhall find that they will teſtifie on 
my behalfe, and verifie my words in the end.
